The  First  Settlers  of  New  Br?.in,sv^ick.

IN'JI^OJJUCTORY. 

Just  i!  glinipsf  at  the  niovcim-nt  to  make  a  settlement  \n  JTev" 
Jersey,  and  the  auspices  under  which  these  first  settlers  came,  will,  I 
think,  not  he  out  of  place.  There  had  heen  negotiations  going  on 
between  certain  Long  Islanders  and  the  Dutch  Governor  at  New 
York  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  colony  at  Elizabeth,  but  the  terms 
were  not  accei^tablc  to  the  Long  Islanders.  \Yhon  the  Dutch  sur- 
rendered to  Governor  Nicoll,  Monday,  August  29,  1664,  they  at  on.co 
renewed  their  efforts  and  petitioned  Governor  Nicoll,  September  26. 
1664,  and  obtaining  his  sanction,  purchased  of  the  Indian  Sagamores 
a  tract  between  the  Raritan  and  Passaic  rivers  about  seventeen  miles 
wide,  and  from  the  Cull  and  Cull  Bay,  about  twice  that  distance  in 
length.  This  purchase  Governor  Nicoll  confirmed  December  i,  1664. 
and  the  settlements  at  Elizabeth  and  Piscataway  were  begun.  In  the 
meantime  the  territory  of  New  Jersey  was  granted  to  Sir  George 
Carteret  and  Lord  John  Berkley,  and  Philip  Carteret  came  out  .'is 
Governor  of  East  Jersey  to  look  after  his  kinsman's  interests.  Me 
lecognized  the  rights  granted  by  Governor  Nicoll  to  the  Elizabeth 
associates  to  the  extent  of  joiiiing  with  their  representatives.  Luke 
Watson  and  John  Ogden,  in  making  a  sale  of  the  soutlicrn  part  of 
their  purchase  to  Daniel  Pierce  and  associates,  December  11,  1666, 
and  on  this  portion  Woodbridge  and  Amboy  were  located.  Wood- 
bridge  by  forty  families  in  1667;  Elizabeth,  Piscataway,  and  Newark 
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settled    by    thirty    fainilics    in     1666,    continued    to    claim    under    the  ' 
Nicoll    authorization ;   but    the    East    Jersey   proprietors,    who    in    16S1 
acquired   Carteret's   rights,  kept  up  the  fight  so  bitterly  that  in   I74_i..   \ 
eighty  years  after,  they  petitioned   George  II.   for  rehcf,   saying   they 
were   being   ruined    by   Htigaiion    and   persecution   on   the   part   of    ihe 
proprietors.  I 


These  first  settlers,  two  on  one  side  of  the  river  and  tliree 
Oil  the  other,  were  really  citizens  of  Piscatawsytown,  and  ap 
pear  in  an  early  list  of  its  inhabitants.  They  were  not  in 
favor  Vv'ith  the  Proprietors,  v.'hich  was  quite  natural,  as  they 
were  occupying  lands  the  Proprietors  supposed  they  had 
purchased,  so  they  treated  theni  as  interlopers.  Their  carto- 
grapher, Reid,  referred  to  their  "pretended  bounds'^  on  his 
map,  and  ranked  them  with  Newark  and  Elizabeth.  Their 
depttties  were  called  the  "pretended"  representatives  of 
Newark,  Elizabeth  and  Piscataway. 

The  Indian  purchase  of  Pisccitaway  is  put  at  1664,  and 
the  grant  was  of  1666;  so  Drake  in  1667,  Greenland  in  1675. 
Longiield  In  1678,  Inian  1681,  Pridiuore  ^''''O-;,  stood  well  up 
in  the  front  rank.  That  they  were  more  than  average  men 
we  shall  see  from  even  the  meager  records  that  we  are  able 
to  collect  of  their  rank  and  occupations  and  the  positions 
they  filled.  Greenland  was  a  Doctor,  which  in  itself  in  those 
days  was  a  mark  of  distinction.  He  was  Captain  of  the  Pio- 
cataway  military  com.pany.  which  I  take  it  was  an  organi- 
zation for  real  protection  and  dcjicndence,  and  not  like  those 
of  to-day,  with  handsotue  uniforms,  lively  band  and  impos- 
ing appearance.  He  was  also  Judge  of  the  County  Court 
of  the  towns  of  Woodbridge  and  Piscataway.  At  his  horne 
the  Commissioners,  to  try  to  agree  on  a  line  between  East 
and  West  Jersey,  met  and  deliberated.  Tnian  was  active  in 
opening  up  the  country.  He  improved  old  roads  and  made 
new  ones,  shortening  the  one  to  Burlington  six  miles,  and 
opening  a  new  one  from  Piscataway  to  the  Eord,  interested 
others  with  himself  and  bought  a  great  tract  on  the  south 
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or  west  side  of  the  Raritan.  These  lots  were  half  a  mile  iv. 
front  and  two  miles  deep,  with  a  uniform  range  South,  42 
degrees  West.  Our  new  park,  Buccleugh,  is  in  the  third  of 
these  lots,  and  the  side  lines  are  South,  42^^  degrees  West. 
I  Inian  provided  boats  for  a  ferry,  both  large  and  small,  some 
years  before  the  ferry  rights  were  granted  him ;  and  while 
active  as  a  frontiersman,  he  was  attending  Gov.  Andrew 
Hamilton's  Council  as  a  member,  while  his  neighbor  Long- 
field  was  one  of  these  "pretended"  deputies  from  Piscataway. 
Actively  pushing  liis  business  as  an  Indian  trader  and  culti- 
vating those  friendly  relations  with  the  natives  that  resulted 
I  in  Indian  deeds  to  him  for  all  the  land  he  or  his  friends  de- 
I  sired,  and  in  peace  and  security  to  the  early  settlers  among 
I  them,  establishing  his  home  some  two  miles  furth.er  down 
[-  the  river;  probably  because  of  an  Indian  village  m  that 
I    direction. 

I  Now.  I  do  not  mean  that  the  dates  given  in  connection 

H  with  these  men  are  those  when  they  located  here,  but  they 
i  are  rather  dates  that  v/e  find  connected  with  some  circum- 
l  stance  in  which  they  figured,  and  which  finds  them  already 
I  established  here.  And  how  long  before  they  may  have  come 
ii    we  can  only  conjecture. 

[  Now  let  us  go  a  Httle  into  details.     Of  George  Drake  we 

i  know  that  his  father,  Francis  Drake,  a  Baptist  clergyman, 
:1  came  to  Piscataway  with  a  little  colony  in  1667,  and  with 
i  him  his  three  sons — Francis,  George  and  John.  From  the 
I  fact  of  his  declining  the  appointment,  I  take  it  that  it  was 
!:  Francis,  the  clergyman,  who  was  commissioned  as  Captain 
I  of  the  Piscataway  company  in  1675,  July  15.  That  the  boys 
«  were  grown,  I  infer  from  the  fact  that  George  located  the 
I  land  opposite  New  Brunswick  (to  be),  and  that  the  estate  of 
i  the  father,  Francis,  was  administered  by  the  son  George  in 
I    1687,  while  the  son   Francis   was  licensed  to  keep  an  ordi- 

inary  in  1673.  Surveyor  General  Vauquellin,  called  La  Prarie. 
Captain  John  Pike,  John  Bishop,  Senior.  Francis  Drake  and 
f  Benjamin  Hull  were  selected  to  view  the  meadows  on  the 
i  other  side  of  the  Raritan  River  and  make  report,  at  request 
I    of  Piscataway  men,  in   1674.     Francis  Drake  was  also  con- 
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Stable  that  same  year.  Francis  Drake,  wife  and  son  John, 
and  George  Drake  and  wife  Alary,  each  received  sixty  acres. 
in  an  apportionment  of  Piscataway  hmd  made  in  1675 ;  while 
George  was  elected  to  the  Assembly  in  1(192,  and  certifies 
to  certain  roads  as  highway  commissioner  in  1695,  and  com 
mends  one  made  by  Inian.  George  Drake's  land  extended 
from  Greenland's,  beginning  at  Johnson's  brook,  as  we  now 
know  it,  and  extended  down  to  Benjamin  Dunn's,  now  the 
Crowell  place  in  part,  and  covering  about  all  of  the  buili-on 
portions  of  Highland  Park  and  Livingston  Manor.  But 
further  than  this,  the  Dral:cs  were  identified  v>ith  i^'scataway 
and  not  with  Nev,^  Brunswick.  . 

When  Cornelius  Loiigfield  bought  of  th-.  Indir.iis,  October 
17,  1681,  he  describes  the  land  he  wants  as  "opposite  George 
Drake's."  P~lut  we  will  consider  Cnptain  Henry  Cjreenland, 
M.D.,  and  his  wife  Alary,  next,  they  being  also  on  the  east 
side  of  the  river. 

When  Francis  Drake  declined  the  captaincy  of  the  IMs- 
cataway  company,  tendered  liim  July  15,  1675,  it  was  given 
to  Dr.  Greenland  on  July  27,  twelve  days  later.  Samuel 
Doughtie  was  made  Lieutenant,  and  John  Alartin,  Ensign, 
both  of  Piscataway.  When  Dankers  made  his  trip  across  Xen- 
Jersey  in  1679,  he  mentions  in  his  Journal  that  he  stayed  at 
Capt.  Greenland's  and  crossed  the  river  at  the  ford  there. 
That  Greenland  lived  about  where  the  house  we  know  as  Bell 
View  (now  Johnson's)  stands  T  have  no  doulDt,  and  both 
Greenland  and  Drake  had  mills  on  that  stream,  and  what  i'= 
now  known  as  the  Old  Alili  Road  from  Piscataway  to  the 
Mills  there  was  formerly  styled  the  "Great  Road"  and  "the 
Essex  and  Aliddlesex  Road."  The  Old  Alill  Road  has  been 
abandoned,  piece  by  piece,  and  I  believe  is  now  finally  closed. 
From  Dankers's  Journal  (a  traveler  by  this  old  road)  we 
get  our  first  name  for  our  town.  He  calls  it  simply  "The 
River." 

Next  we  find  Capt.  Henry  Greenland,  of  the  Council,  com- 
missioned to  be  President  of  the  County  Court  of  Wood- 
bridge  and  Piscataway  in  1681.    This  wording  would  indicate 
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that  he  was  already  a  lacmbcr  of  ihe  Governor's  Council  at 
that  time.  He  was  also  again  commissioned  Captain  of  the 
new  ]^iscata\\ay  company  in  1681  with  Samuel  Doty  and  John 
Martin  still  the  other  oiT;ccrs.  Capt.  Greenland  had  one  son 
named  Henry,  and  two  daughters— -Mary,  who  was  the  wife 
of  Cornelius  Longfield,  the  Indian  Trader,  and  Frances,  wife 
of  Daniel  IJrinson,  and  a  grandson,  called  Barefoot  Brinson. 
These  relations  are  mentioned  in  his  will,  dated  Decemljer  ii, 
1694.  The  inventory  under  this  will  was  made  by  Jolm  i'rid- 
niorc.  Greenland  received  a  patent  for  300  acres  of  larid  at 
the  Ford  of  the  Raritan  in  i6St.  and  another  patent  for  .[oo 
acres  on  the  Millstone,  November,  1693,  ^o  which  tract  his 
son  Henry  seems  to  have  mo^-ed. 

Of  the  o\\ner.ship  of  these  lands  I  have  treated  in  an 
earlier  paper,  and  will  now  confine  myseif  to  the  pioneers 
themselves. 

Corncli'.-'s  Longfield  was  Greenland's  executor,  and  John 
Pridmore  niade  the  inventory.  He  and  his  wife  received 
under  .'lie  will  150  acres  of  the  patent  at  the  Ford,  the  south- 
ern half,  next  the  pond  and  brook. 

There  has  always  been  some  uncertainty  as  to  just  where 
the  Ford  was,  it  having  been  variotisly  located  all  the  way 
I  from  the  Albany  street  bridge  up  to  the  Landing  bridge.  I 
f  believe  there  were  two,  the  Lov.'er  ford,  crossing  from  just 
j  above  Johnson's  pond  to  the  foot  of  Hamilton  street  at  low 
Ii  tide;  and  the  Upper  ford  above  the  Landing  bridge  at  high 
I      water.     The  reason  I  say  the  "foot  of  Hamilton  street,"  is 

[because  that  street  is  about  in  the  right  location,  and  runs  to 
the  7catcr\<:  rrf,<|r.  which  very  few  streets  in  New  Brunswick  do. 
and  there  is  something  in  the  persistence  of  old  lines  that  is 
I  remarkable.  There  is  a  lane  leading  from  Weston's  mill. 
I  Burnet  street,  northerly  about  twelve  chains  and  then  easterlv 
I  down  through  the  center  of  the  peninsula.  This  lane,  now 
f  called  Tunison's  Lane,  and  Wilcock's  Lane,  was  in  om- 
P  earliest  deeds  spoken  of  :is  "the  lane  from  Longtield's  Mill 
I      to  Longfield's  house."  and  that  it   was  the  old   Mim'sink   In- 

idian  trail  is  also  clearly  indicated,  first  i)y  the  description  of 
the  old   road   from  the   two  towns  of  Woodbridgfc  and   Pis- 
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cutaway  to  the  two  towns  of  Shrewsbury  and  I\liddlctown, 
which  describes  it  as  following  "the  old  trail  past  John  Inian's," 
who  I  believe  lived  on  Water  street  north  of  Albany;  John 
Fridmore,  who  lived,  I  believe,  on  the  ridge  between  Prid- 
more  swamp  and  the  river,  or  on  Burnet  street  between  Xcw 
and  Albany;  Leonard  Suwck,  who  lived  at  the  head  of  the 
College  {■Avwi  pond,  and  Cornelius  Longfidd,  who  lived  on 
the  lane  at  the  extreme  end  next  the  river,  which  v.as  a 
better  road  to  his  father-in-law's  at  the  ford  than  was  the 
trail.  Secondly,  an  old  deed  locates  the  Indian  trail  as 
twelve  cliains  northerly  of  tlic  northwest  corner  of  the  Txlill 
(Longfield's  Mill),  i^nd  it  is  just  about  twelve  chains  from 
r»urnet  street  at  AVeston's  bridge  to  this  lane. 

I  might  explain  that  llie  peninsida  that  I  referred  to  is 
made  by  the  river  on  one  side  and  Lawrence  Brook  on  tlie 
other,  making  a  peninsula  containing  about  338  acres,  140 
acres  of  whicli  was  part  of  a  purchase  of  1,173  'icres  made 
in  1784  by  James  Cromelin  and  Hugh  Smith  for  £4.400,  of 
Stacy  Hcpl^urn,  of  Philadelphia,  recorded  in  Book  i,  page  i 
of  Deeds.  This  was  the  main  portion  of  Thomas  Lawrence's 
purchase  in  1678.  Mr.  Lawrence  went  to  Philadelphia,  and 
I  suppose  sold  it  to  Stacy  Hepburn.  It  was  from  this  pur- 
chase by  Cromelin  that  that  part  of  the  brook  got  the  name 
of  Cromehn's  Creek. 

Just  why  Long-field  went  way  down  on  this  neck  to  live  is 
hard  to  tell;  the  Indian  vilkige  on  the  bluffs  (the  front  of 
James  Neilson's  farm)  and  his  own  ownership  of  lands  were 
undoubtedly  the  principal  reasons.  The  advantages  of  being 
right  on  the  Indian  trail  were  very  great,  Longfield  and  his 
stepfather  owning  from  Inian's  to  the  mouth  of  South  River. 
2,450  acres,  between  them.  Longheld,  as  1  said  before,  was 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Dei)uties  in  1690.  member  of  As- 
sembly in  1696,  and  that  he  was  a  good  citizen  and  neighbor 
we  will  fmd  testified  to  later.  Cornelius  Longfield  and  his 
son  Henry  covered  in  their  lives  over  one  Imndred  years  of 
the  early  history  of  this  city.  They  distributed  in  farm  lots 
all  the  land  from  Livingston  avenue  to  Cromelin's  Creek. 
Henry   v.as   a   member   of   Council    in    the   first    Citv   Board 
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under  its  first  charter  of  1730.  Cornelius'  first  deed  was  in 
1699,  and  Henry's  last  deed  was  in  1770,  and  he  died  poor, 
the  Sheriff  niakinj^  the  last  deeds  for  him.  His  house  was 
destroyed  by  the  British.* 

John  Inian  and  Mary,  his  wife,  are  next  in  date  as  settlers. 
Inian  bought  for  himself  and  associates  the  Raritan  lots, 
known  by  the  Indian  name  of  Ahandewamock.  This  also 
was  first  an  Indian  purchase,  so  we  are  able  to  say  all  of 
New  Brunswick  was  purchased  of  the  Indians  and  fairly  ob- 
tained. Longficld  was  undoubtedly  the  agent  in  obtaining 
the  Inian  and  Lawrence  tracts,  as  well  as  his  own.  Jolui 
Inian  was  actively  engaged  in  the  public  improvements  of 
the  day  in  his  own  neighborhood.  He  made  a  road  to  the 
Fails  of  the  Delaware  in  1686,  shortened  the  road  to  Burling- 
ton, cut  a  road  to  Piscataway,  established  the  ferry,  for 
which  he  and  his  wife  received  a  grant  for  life,  but  not  until 
some  years  later — February  5,  1697.  He  was  a  member 
of  Andrev/  Hamilton's  Council  in  1695  an-l  1698.  I  had 
thouglit  Inian  a  non-resident  landowner,  doing  his  v.ork  and 
carrying  on  his  ferry  by  proxy,  but  I  have  changed  my  mind, 
as  several  facts  refute  that  idea.  First,  the  road  past  his 
home ;  next,  his  will,  taken  in  connection  with  his  wife's.  His 
will,  made  in  1699,  made  at  "the  river,"  witnessed  by  John 
Pridmore,  makes  his  wife  his  heir,  no  children  being  men- 
tioned. The  inventory  made  by  C.  Longfield  and  Geo. 
Drake,  of  the  personal  estate,  foots  up  £325.  His  wife  only 
survived  him  a  year,  her  will  being  made  in  1700.  In  it  she 
speaks  of  Cornelius  Longfield  as  "her  good  friend  and  neigh- 
bor," and  makes  him  her  sole  heir.  Can  anydiing  speak  more 
eloquently  of  the  intimate  and  kindly  relations  existing  be- 
tween these  early  settlers,  living  alone,  in  the  unbroken  forest, 
two  or  three  miles  apart,  on  an  Indian  highway,  the  Mini- 
sink  trail,  near  an  Indian  village,  men  who  were  considered 
worthy  to  sit  in  the  Governor's  Council,  to  be  Judge  r.f  the 
County  Court,  Captain  of  the  military  company.  \>:\<y  in 
making  roads  and  providing  a  ferry,  making  large  purchases

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of  land  before  the  purchase  of  the  Proprietors,  and  then 
witnessinjjf,  administering^  and  inventorying  the  wills  and 
estates  of  those  whose  work  was  done?  To  be  styled  "good 
friend  and  neighbor"  by  last  will  and  testament!  Could 
anything-  be  finer?  Could  one  desire  anything  better  as  a 
testimonial  of  character? 

These  men  were  a  little  ahead  of  the  day.  They  made  the 
investments  and  the  improvements,  but  the  purchasers  had 
not  yet  arrived.  Inian's  lands  were  heavily  mortgaged  when 
he  chetl,  and  I  doubt  if  Longfield  received  much  pecuniary 
advantage  from  his  lecracy.  for  while  James  Neilson  was 
executor  for  Henry  Longfield  in  1770,  his  last  pieces  of 
property  were  being  sold  by  the  Sheriff  under  judgments 
obtained  against  him. 

And  n.ow  we  come  to  Pridmore.  He  gave  a  fleeting  name 
to  the  place,  though  I  have  never  come  across  it  except  in 
quite  modern  descriptions  of  New  Brunswick.'''  PVegmore 
did  live  here,  and  there  was  a  swamp  that  he  lived  next,  and 
slurring  names  are  sometimes  taking.  John  Pridmore 
neither  bought  nor  sold  any  land  here  that  I  can  discover, 
but  there  was  plenty  of  it  and  he  seems  to  have  been  another 
good  neighbor.  We  should  in  these  days  call  him  a  "squat- 
ter." but  that  name  is  not,  I  think,  in  use  in  new  countries. 
As  a  boy  I  lived  in  a  wild  and  sparsely  settled  section  of  the 
coimlry,  and  I  remember  well  how  a  family  would  move  into 
what  they  thought  a  desirable  locality,  peel  the  logs  and  build 
a  house,  split  the  rails  and  fence  in  a  small  piece  of  land,  pen 
anybody's  cows  on  it,  and  get  dissatisfied,  sell  the  "improve- 
ments." the  house  and  fence  and  perhaps  a  well,  and  move 
on.  There  was  no  pretense  as  to  owning  the  land,  or  any 
question  as  to  the  right  to  sell  the  "improvements."  I  put 
Pridmore  in  this  class.  After  a  while  he  "moved  on."  But 
while  he  stayed  he  was  a  friend  and  neighbor.  Annie  Prid- 
more, who,  I  take  it,  was  his  wife,  witnessed  a  will  for  a 
woman  in  Piscataway  in  1704.  Later,  in  1720.  we  find  a 
Benjamin  Pridmore  owning  a  tract  along  the  north  side  of 

*In  the  History  of  Union  and  Middlesex  Counties  it  is  said  that 
this  name  is  f rcqu«^ntly  found  in  old  records.    I  have  never  so  found  it. 
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Livingston  avenue,  part  of  ]nian's  bequest  to  I>ongfield,  and 
also  another  lot  over  the  river,  part  of  Greenhmd's  bequest 
to  Longfieid,  and  a  lot  on  IJurnet  street  at  the  west  corner 
of  Enoch  Freeland's  stone  house.  Just  what  was  the  con- 
nection between  the  two  is  not  clear.  A  John  Pridn-iore  lived  in 
Oanbnrj>-  in  1761.  I  a:in  surry  I  cannot  j^ive  a  better  ac- 
•count  of  -the  I'r.icLnore  family,  but  his  name  is  preserved  by 
its  connerlion  wiih  the  svamp,  and  has  been  most  skilfully 
treated  already  in  a  poem  on  ■Trig-more'*  Swamp/'  by  the 
]ate  Dr.  Murray. 

So  much  for  our  first  settlers.  Now  for  a  brief  account  of 
some  of  our  oldest  houses:  Ross  Hall  and  the  White  House, 
or  lUiccknurh,  wer<^  built  abont  the  same  time,  and  for  the 
liousing-  of  two  sisters — Governor's  daughters — and  just  op- 
posite on  the  iwo  bajiks  of  the  river. 

KOSS   HALL   AND   ITS  VARIOUS   OWNERS. 

Edward  Antill,  born  in  1659,  ^"<i  '^^'^^^  at  twenty-seven 
years  of  age  married  Elizabeth  Bowne,  September  10,  i686> 
and  whose  second  wife  was  named  Sarah,  had  six  children; 
three — William,  Charles  and  Annie — assigned  to  his  first 
wife,  and  tliree — Edward,  Elizabeth  and  George — to  the 
second  wife.  His  will,  made  in  1704,  mentions  wife  Sarah 
and  six  children,  and  was  proved  in  1725.  Antill  bought  a 
one-quarter  interest  of  one  of  the  twenty-four  Proprietors  of 
East  Jersey,  James,  Earl  of  Perth.  He  also  bought  one  of 
the.  twelve  Raritan  lots.  No.  11,  of  Thomas  Matthews, 
December  20,  1686;  and  in  1688  he  acquired  as  a  proprietor 
the  tract  we  know  as  Ross  Hall.  But  he  never  seems  to 
have  made  his  home  here. 

His  son,  Edward  Antill,  2d,  born  June  17,  1701,  married 

as  his   first   wife    Catherine  ,   had   no   children. 

He  married  second,  Anne,  daughter  of  Gov.  Lewis  Morris, 
June  10,  1739.  She  was  then  thirty-three,  having  been  born 
in  1706,  ami  was  sister  of  Elizabeth  i^Iorris  ^^■hite.  living 
directly  across  the  river  opposite  at  the  White  House,  later 
lUiccleugh. 
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Antjll  now  decided  to  settle  0)i  the  tract  hh  father  ac-  \ 
quired  fifty  years  before,  and  buiU  a  house  at  Piscataway  i 
Landing'.  (The  I^anding  seems  to  have  been  anywhere  from  ^ 
the  Albany  street  bridge  to  the  L-anding  bridge,  and  on  J 
either  side  of  the  river.)  He  describes  it  as  land  inherited  j 
of  his  father,  a  farm  of  370  acres,  a  mile  from  New  Bruns-  | 
wick,  Raritan  River  on  the  south,  Raritan  Landing  on  the  j 
west,  and  comprising  an  easy  well-built  farm  house  and  brew  ] 
house.  That  he  built  just  before  or  immediately  after  his 
marriage  in  1739  is  evident,  as  his  first  child  v^'as  "born  in 
the  liouse  in  1740."  The  children  were  Edward  3d,  John, 
Lewis,  ]\Lary,  Sarah  and  Isabella.  The  latter  married  Rev. 
Robert  AIcKean,  missionary,  the  iJiird  sent  out  to  New- 
Jersey  by  the  Society  of  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  of 
Foreign  Parts,  in  1757.  The  first  was  named  I'rook,  who 
married  a  Miss  Farmer,  and  who  rode  a  circuit  of  fifty  miles. 
preaching  at  Elizabethtown,  Perth  Amboy,  Cheesequakes, 
Freehold,  Rocky  Iliil  and  Piscataway,  and  dates  from  1704. 
The  second  was  the  Re"<^  Wm.  Wood  installed  in  1747,  and 
the  third  the  Rev.  Robert  McKean,  just  mentioned,  who  died 
at  Ross  Hall,  October  2y,  i/Gy,  less'  than  two  years  after  his 
marriage.  He  was  followed  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  Beach, 
1767,  of  whom  it  is  said'  that  he  was  the  only  minister  of  the 
Church  of  England  who  regularly  performed  the  services  of 
the  Church  during  the  Revolutionary  period  in  the  Province. 
which  certainly  speaks  volumes  as  to  his  tact  and  diplomacv- 

But  to  return  to  our  subject,  Edward  Antill  was  Judge  of 
the  Middlesex  Court  of  Common  Pleas  in  1739;  member  of 
Council  in  1741  and  1761,  and  he  was  still  here  in  1763.  Hi«? 
will,  made  in  1768,  describes  himself  as  "late  of  Piscataw-ay, 
but  now  of  Shrewsbury,"  so  the  sale  of  the  place  must  have 
been  between  those  dates.  In  offering  the  jilace  for  sale  he 
says  it  is  near  two  good  markets,  New  Brunswick  on  the 
one  hand  and  Raritan  Landing  on  the  other,  placing  them 
apparently  on  a  par,  has  fifty  acres  of  low  meadow  between 
the  house  and  the  river,  and  in  regard  to  title  has  been 
eighty  years  in  possession.  This  added  to  the  date  his  father 
acquired  it,  16S8,  would  bring  the  date  of  the  sale  to   176S, 
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the  date  of  his  will,  so  that  he  may  have  just  sold  the  place 
and  moved  to  Shrewsbury  in  1768- 

The  nexi  owner  (though  the  deed  is  not  found  on  record) 
was  Alexander  Ross,  Esq.,  M.U.,  born  in  Ireland  in  1723, 
and  died  in  1775.  He  married  Sarah  P'armer,  spoken  of  as 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  Farmer,  the  first  Mayor  of  Nevv' 
Brunsvvick,  in  1730.  But  it  is  elsewhere  stated  that  Thomas 
Farnicr  married  a  cousin  and  left  no  children,  and  married, 
second,  the  widov/  of  his  brother  Jasper,  and  so  became  con- 
fused v.ith  Jasper's  children — son  Peter;  and  daughters — 
Mrs.  Effingham  Lawrence,  Mrs.  Captain  Davis,  Rachel,  Mrs. 
Peter  Goelel,  and  Sarah,  i\Irs.  Alexander  Ross.  That  Dr. 
Ross  was  a  man  of  position  is  indicated  by  the  advertise- 
ment of  the  estate  for  sale  by  the  widow  Ross  in  1776,  offer- 
ing the  place,  negroes,  Lhc  time  of  five  indentured  Scotch 
servants,  two  lads  and  three  girls,  and  a  chariot  and  pair  of 
noble  horses  as  the  crowning  attraction  of  the  sale ;  the 
negroes  are  passed  over  without  even  enumerating  them. 
That  there  was  no  sale  made  at  this  time  is  indicated  by  the 
fact  that  Mrs.  Ross,  who  m.arried  her  husband's  pupil,  Dr. 
Charles  O.  Howard,  was  still  living  on  the  estate  in  178S, 
and  Miles  Smith  did  not  buy  the  place  till  1792.  Mrs. 
Howard,  a  widow  for  the  second  time,  died  at  Amboy,  and 
Thomas  Farmer  acted  as  her  executor  in  1796,  probably  her 
stepfather,  as  she  died  comparatively  a  young  woman. 

According  to  the  late  Henry  L.  Janev;ay,  who  remem- 
bered him.  Miles  Smith  was  much  like  an  English  Squire, 
wore  knee  breeches  and  brass  buttons  on  his  coat.  He 
eloped  with  the  daughter  of  Sir  Richard  Digby,  married  her 
and  brought  her  to  America;  and  when  she  died,  eloped 
with  her  sister.  The  large  center  field  of  the  golf  grounds 
was  called  "the  Warren  field,"  he  having  a  large  rabbit- 
warren  on  that  field. 

Miles  Smith  had  a  long  incumbency,  from  1792  till  his 
death  in  1835,  and  his  family  continued  there  till  t8So,  when 
the  property  was  purchased  by  George  iMetlar. 

It  is  not  singiilar  that,  with  an  Antill  ownership  of  eighty 
years,  the  Smith  ownership  of  eighty-eight  years,  and  the 
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Roes  ownership  of  eight  years,  the  name  "Ross  Hall"  should 
have  persisted?  Evidently  that  "chariot"  and  those  "noble- 
horses'"  were  not  kept  in  vain. 

iJefore  crossing  the  river  to  Buccleugh,  let  me  say  a  few 
words  of  the  next  place,  south  of  Ross  Hall.  Dr.  \Vm 
Mercer's,  the  place  we  know  as  "Belle  \'iew."  This  place, 
from  Ross  Hall  south  to  Johnson's  pond  and  brook,  was 
Henry  Grcetdand's.  and  south  of  the  brook  was  George 
Drake's  (referred  to  above).  Wm.  Alercer,  M.D.,  was  a 
friend  and  contemporary  of  Edward  Antill,  and  purchased 
the  Drake  side  directly  from  the  Drakes  in  1743.  probably 
Jonath.an  Drake,  who  operated  a  mill  on  the  pond  on  h.is 
side,  as  Greenland  also  did  on  his,  probably  using  the  water 
alternat:ely.  The  Greenland  chain  of  title  I  can  only  partially 
trace.  I  think  there  is  evidence  enough  to  show  that  he,  D\\ 
JMercer,  built  the  house.  The  relations  between  tlie  Anti'I 
family  and  his  own  seem  to  have  been  most  imlmate.  Mercer 
standing  as  godfather  for  one  of  Antill's  children  in  the  old 
Piscataway  church,  and  was  later  associated  with  Antill  in 
conducting  the  lottery  to  build  Christ  Church.  His  mills  are 
spoken  of  in  1747,  1749  and  1751,  and  his  will  was  made  in 
1768,  though  a  sale  was  not  made  by  his  executors.  Lucy 
Mercer  and  Anthony  White,  till  1773,  when  they  conveyed 
to  Wiklemtis  Lupardus  the  north  200  acres ;  and  to  X'alentine 
Gardner  the  mansion  and  forty  acres.  George  Farmer,  whose 
aunt,  Mrs.  Ross  (Sarah  Farmer)  lived  at  Ross  Hall,  bought 
the  mansion  and  the  240  acres  in  1793.  He  married  first 
Gertrude  Coejeman,  and  second  the  w^idow  of  Andrew  Coe- 
jeman,  Gertrude's  brother.  Tie  lived  there  till  his  death  in 
1820,  when  his  executors  disposed  of  it.  It  passed  through 
several  hands  in  the  next  twelve  years,  and  then  was  pur- 
chased by  Frederick  Gebhardt,  after  whose  death  it  was 
divided  between  the  Schuchardt  and  Hoffman  families,  in  1842. 

This  is  now  known  as  the  Johnson  house,  and  its  es- 
pecial interest  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  was,  I  believe,  the  site 
of  Dr.  Greenland's  dwelling  in.  1675,  and  the  site  of  the  first 
house  on  the  Raritan  anywhere  near  Nenv  Brunsvx-ick. 

Part   of   Dr.    ^Mercer's   place— that    south   of   the   pond — 
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was  purchased  by  tfie  Rev.  J.  U.  Livingston  in  1809,  was 
owned  by  R.  J.  Livingston  in  1S43,  ^^"-^  ^^'^  l^now  it  to-day 
as  Livingston  ^ianor.     This  was  George  Drake's  in  1681. 

The  old  road  to  the  h^ord  was  the  Piscataway  Road  up  to 
where  it  joins  Raritan  avenue  (which  was  only  opened  from 
the  Ijridge  to  the  junction  v/ith  the  old  road,  when  in  1791 
the  bridge  was  built).  'Jlience  it  follov.-ed  the  same  general 
direction  down  to  the  pond,  just  north  of  the  railroad;  and 
thence,  I  1>elieve,  it  crossed  the  river  to  the  foot  of  Mamllton 
street.  It  was  known  as  the  Old  IMill  Road,  and  was  the 
"road  to  the  Ford  at  Greenland's."  This  road  branched  off 
and  came  to  tlie  ferry  to  the  foot  of  Albau}-  street,  and  later 
the  mill  road  was  cut  off  by  the  railroad,  and  then  branched 
off  again  and  crossed  the  river  In-  the  old  covered  railroad 
bridge,  the  trains  ruiming  over  the  top  and  the  wagon  road 
running  below,  it  being  a  two-story  bridge.  The  h'erry 
house,  with  194  acres,  was  Philip  French's,  and  this  tract 
filled  in  the  river  front  from  Livingston  Manor  on  the  north 
to  Benjamin  Dunn's  on  the  south,  and  later  was  variously 
known  as  Coe  Park,  Benner  Park  and  Highland  Park. 

To  finish  up  the  story  of  tliis  side  of  the  river,  to  the 
north  of  Ross  Hall  at  the  landing  proper  (as  we  know  it)  was 
the  Low  mansion  and  farm.  Cornelius  Low,  Jr.,  was  .son  of 
Cornelius  Low  and  grandson  of  John  Low,  whose  will  was 
dated  1729,  Cornelius  Low's  will  bearing  date  1749.  Cor- 
nelius Low.  Jr.,  (according  to  memoranda  in  his  family 
Bible)  built  in  1741  the  "two-story  stone,  hipped-roof  house 
with  cellar  under  all  of  the  house,  and  five  fireplaces,  with 
a  beautiful  prospect  of  the  river  and  of  the  elegant  seat  of 
Anthony  White,"  the  White  house,  or  Buccleugh.  Part  of 
the  above  description  is  taken  from  an  advertisement  of  the 
place  in  1768.*  Cornelius  Low.  Jr.,  married  first.  Johaniia 
Gouverncur  in  1729;  he  married  second,  Catharine  Ilude. 
There  is  a  very  eulogistic  obituary  of  his  daughter  Margaret, 
who  died  at  the  Landing,  aged  twenty  years.  July  14.  1755.  | 
His  will   was  dated    1773;  and   Catherine   Low,   Isaac   Low, 

*N.    J.    Archives,    xxv.,   p.    489. 
tlbid,  xix.,  1).  511. 
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James  Ilndc  and  Nicholas  Low  were  executors.  In  1792 
Nicholas  was  the  only  surviving  executor.  The  Low  house 
and  about  two  acres  were  in  one  parcel,  and  the  farm  was  a 
separate  tract,  and  which,  I  think,  is  the  200  acres  between 
the  house  and  Ross  Hall. 

There  is  an  advertisement  of  a  Lottery  in  1748,  which 
describes  Raritan  Landing  as  "that  growing  place,"  and 
which  offers  as  prizes  three  houses  and  lots  and  195 
other  lots  in  the  very  heart  of  it,  and  each  lot  to  aveiage 
three-fourths  of  an  acre  each.  The  Lottery  was  Johannes  ] 
Tenbrook's  and  Peter  iJodine's,  and  the  deeds  for  the  lots 
could  be  obtained  of  Bernardus  Legrange.  There  were  2,000 
tickets  at  14  shillings  each,  total  £i,400.->  A  litde  sketch  of 
Raritan  Landing  at  its  boom  would  be  most  interesting.  ) 

There  can  be  very  little  said  of  the  Lov/  place.  It  passed  | 
to  John  Pool,  wh.o  lived  there  many  years,  and  now  it  is  the  j 
George  IMetlar  place.  The  Low  family,  like  the  Antill  and  I 
White  families,  seems  to  have  disappeared  from  among  us.        j 

"Buccleugh,"  or  the  "White  house,"  was  so  called  wlien    ' 
it  was  i)urchascd  by  Col.  Joseph  Warren  Scott,  son  of  Moses    j 
Scott,  one  of  New  Brunswick's  physicians  at  the  Revolution-    ' 
ary  period.     But  what  Revolutionary  history  the  house  has    I 
antedates  the  Scott  ownership,  as  the  date  of  purchase  was    ! 
June  6,   1821,  when   Col.   .Scott  bought  it  of  Mary  Garnett,    I 
widow  and  administrator  of  John  Garnett,  who  disposed  of 
the  house  and  plantation  of  about  275  acres  for  the  benefit  of 
her  four  children.     John   Garnett  was  a  friend  of   Rutgers 
College,  and  was  instrumental  in  bringing  Dr.  Robert  Adrain 
to  this  country  and  to  Rutgers,  and  Dr.  Adrain  named  his 
son  Garnett  Adrain  for  his  friend,  John  Garnett.     The  plan- 
tation was  cut  up  at  the  sale  of  the  estate  in  1S21,  and  sixty- 
nine  and  forty-three  one-hundredth  acres  went  with  the  house, 
at  the  price   of  $3,471.50,   to   Col.   Scott:  one  hundred   and 
thirty-seven  and  three-fourth  acres  went  to  John  H.  Bostwick. 
and  from  him  to  Miles  Smith  ;  Wm.  Conover,  at  the  Landing, 
got  six  acres,  and  Charles  Wilkes  bid  in  thirteen  acres  on 
the  Turnpike  at  Landing  Lane,    at    $83.00    per    acre,  and 
*New  Jersey  Archives,  xii..  p.  492. 
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Abraham  Degraw  bought  thirty-nine  and  forty-four  one- 
hundredth  acres  on  the  west  of  the  Turnpike. 

The  side  h'nes  of  this  plantation  are  the  same  course  as 
that  of  the  original  Inian  lots  In  1681,  viz.:  South  40  degrees 
west;  the  longer  sides  being  south,  41,^2  degrees  west,  sixty- 
six  chains,  which,  allowing  for  the  variation  of  the  needle,  is 
practically  the  same,  'i'he  persistence  of  these  old  survey 
lines  is  very  interesting. 

John  Garnett  purchased  this  plantation  in  several  pieces 
and  at  various  times,  but  the  mansion  house  and  plantation 
is  of  most  interest  to  us,  and  VvC  will  follow  it  as  it  changes 
ownership.  John  Garnett  in  1798  purchased  it  of  Charles 
Stewart,  wiiicli  makes  the  Garnett  occupation  twenty-three 
years.  We  are  tracing  the  ownership  backward.  Charles 
Stewart,  of  Vv-hom  I  am  luiable  to  tell  you  anything,  except 
that  he  owned  the  place  for  fifteen  years,  purcluised  it  in 
1783  just  at  the  close  of  the  war,  from  John  Bergen,  whi> 
had  just  bought  it  from  the  Commissioricrs  of  Forfeited  Es- 
tates—Jacob Bergen,  Frederick  Frelinghuysen  and  Hcndrick 
Wilson.  This  brings  us  back  to  the  Revolutionary  War 
period,  and  the  historical  interest  that  centers  in  a  house  that 
was  built  before  that  era,  and  which  tradition  says  was  hacked 
and  slashed  by  British  soldiers.  Here  our  recorded  docu- 
mentary evidence  ceases,  except  that  in  the  deed  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  John  Bergen  it  is  recited  that  William  Burton 
"had  offended  against  the  form  of  his  allegiance,"  and  there- 
fore, under  the  powers  conferred  upon  them,  they  were  offer- 
ing his  property  for  sale.  This  ofTfending  against  the  form 
of  one's  allegiance  seems  to  me  to  have  consisted  in  being 
actively  in  the  service  of  the  King,  for  there  are  certainly 
those  who  were  well  known  Tories,  and  whose  propertv  was 
not  confiscated,  nor  do  they  seem  to  have  been  molested.  Just 
when  the  Commissioners  took  possession  of  the  propertv 
does  not  appear,  but  in  February.  March  and  Septendier, 
T779,  ^t  was  advertised  for  sale  by  them,  and  described  as 
"The  Famous  House  and  Land  late  the  property  of  Wm. 
Burton  formerly  in  the  occupancy  of  Anthony  White,"  so 
that  the  Commissioners  probably  were  the  custodians  of  the 
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property  during  most  of  tlic  war.  How  nnicli  of  this  period 
it  was  occupied  and  by  whom,  and  how  much  oi  the  time  it  was  ] 
empty  is  not  clear,  but,  while  the  British  occupied  New  j 
Brunswick,  December  i.  1776,  till  June  22,  1777,  it  was 
briefly  tenanted  by  George  Janeway,  son  of  Jacob  Janeway 
and  Sarah  Hoagland,  and  grandson  of  Wm.  Janeway  and 
Agnes  De  Kay.  George  Janeway,  upon  the  occujiation  of 
New  York,  September  15,  1776,  being  an  ardent  patriot  and  • 
Captain  of  Company  S,  Second  Regiment,  N.  Y.  ^lilitia,  had 
a  red  letter  "R"  painted  on  his  front  door,  and  found  it  so 
unpleasant  there  that  he  came  to  New  Brunswick  and  took 
up  his  residence  in  Wm.  Burton's  house — rented,  1  presume, 
of  the  Commissioners — only  to  have  the  British  follow  him 
up  six  weeks  later  and  to  fmd  himself  again  within  their 
line?. 

Here  we  have  the  curious  situation  of  the  Rebel  com- 
pelled to  leave  his  home  in  New  York  City,  occupying  the 
house  of  the  Tory  who  had  abandoned  his  home  in  New 
Brunswick. 

1  am  unable  to  determine  the  length  of  the  Janeway  oc- 
cupancy, but  it  was  brief.  From  some  anecdotes  handed 
down  from  George's  son  Jacob,  to  his  son  Henry  L.  Janeway. 
we  know  they  were  there  while  the  British  were  in  New 
Brunswick.  Jacob,  who  was  a  small  boy  at  the  time,  had 
two  vivid  recollections  of  his  stay  in  the  White  house.  He 
fell  into  a  cistern  which  supplied  the  house  with  water  and 
was  nearly  drowned— and  he  saw  a  young  farmer  who  was  in 
the  habit  of  riding  up  as  near  as  he  could  to  the  fort  on 
Seminary  Hill  and  taunting  the  soldiers  there,  trusting  to  the 
fast  horse  he  rode  to  get  away  safely.  Jacob's  father  had 
warned  him  that  he  might  do  it  once  too  often  ;  and  one  day 
his  horse  was  tired,  and  the  British,  sallying  out,  overtook 
him  and  cut  him  down.  According  to  Mr.  Dey.  the  Ennis- 
killen  Dragoons — who  got  their  name  from  the  town  of 
Enniskillen  in  Ulster,  Ireland,  where  they  had  been  raised, 
in  fact,  and  which  town  was  celebrated  for  a  brave  defense 
made  in  iC^n — were  quarteretl  at  the  White  house  and  on 
the  grounds   there,  and   many   of  their  buttons   were   found 
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from  time  to  time  there  on  tlie  premises.  So  it  is  very  prob- 
able this  was  the  troop  that  overtook  and  cut  down  the 
young  farmer,  and  was  subsequently  transferred  to  Buc- 
cleugh.  This  would  explain  the  brief  stay  of  the  Janeways. 
George  was  baptized  'in  the  old  Piscataway  Church,  his 
father  living  on  the  livcr  between  New  Brunswick  and 
Bound  Brook,  and  did  not  go  to  New  Yoric  till  he  was  of 
age.  Jacob  was  later  a  minister,  and  vice-president  of  Rutgers 
from  1833  to  1839.  bnyir'g  the  house  on  Livingston  avenue  in 

1833. 

Of  William  Burton  I  am  unable  to  say  anything  positively, 
excepting  that  a  William  Burton,  who  married  Isabella  Auch- 
muty.  daughter  of  the  rector  of  Trinity,  New  York,  in  1774, 
was  Connriissary  General  of  Naval  Prisoners  in  New  York 
in  1779.  if  the  "Jersey,"  anchored  in  New  York  Harbor,  in 
which  prisoners  were  confined,  was  under  his  jurisdiction. 
we  need  not  be  surprised  at  the  confiscation  of  his  property 
in  New  Brunsvvick. 

Novv^  to  go  on  to  the  date  that  William  Burton  bought  of 
Anthony  White :  As  the  Somerset  County  records  were 
burned  in  the  war,  we  must  look  to  other  sources.  Anthony 
White  moved  to  Union  Iron  Works,  Sussex  County,  in  1778, 
but  v/as  in  New  Brunswick  in  1779,  and,  for  want  of  better 
information,  we  will  assume  1774,  the  date  of  William  Bur- 
ton's marriage,  to  be  the  date  of  the  Burton  purchase.  If 
so,  he  had  probably  but  a  brief  occupation.  To  conjecture 
is  about  all  v/e  can  do  regarding  this  period. 

Now  we  come  to  the  first  owner  and  builder  of  the  house. 
Miss  Mary  L.  Dey  tells  me  that  at  one  time  during  the  re- 
pairing of  the  house  the  date  1727  was  seen  on  one  of  the 
timbers  by  her  mother.  If  this  date  is  the  date  of  erection, 
then  the  house  antedates  the  Whites,  as  Anthony  White  was 
then  but  ten  years  old. 

A  very  brief  sketch  of  the  Whites  will,  I  think,  be  of  in- 
terest. Anthony  White,  son  of  Leonard  V/hite,  of  the  Ber- 
mudas, came  to  New  York  about  171 5,  and  married,  Janu- 
ary 2^,  1717,  Joanna  Staats,  daughter  of  Dr.  Samuel  Staats. 
She  was  born  January  31,  1694,  and  therefore  was  twenty- 
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three  at  the  date  of  her  marriage.     On  October  21,  171 7,  only 
nine  months  after  his  marriage.    Anthony    White    declares 
himself  a   sick  man  and  makes  his   will,  leaving  his  estate,  ^ 
one-half  to  his  wife  ?ind   one-half  to  his   child,   and,   if  the  | 
child   shonld   die,   one-third   to   his   fatlier   in   liennuda,   and  | 
plans  that  his  wife  shall  join  her  six  sisters,  whom  he  names.  | 
in    disposing   of  her    father's   lands.      This   will   was   proved 
i\pril  24,   1718.     In  the  meantime  Anthony  White,  2d.  was} 
born,  November  6,  1717.    The  father  is  said  to  have  died  en  j 
a  voyage  to  the  Bermudas,  perhaps  tak-ii  to  try  and  restore  } 
his   health.     The   widow    married    Admiral    Norton    Kelsall, 
September  29,   1726,  and  apparently  continued  her  home  in 
Ne\^■  York,  as  her  son  was  made  a  freeman   of  New  York 
City  on  November  7,  1738,  the  day  after  he  was  tweiity-one. 
About  this  time  he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Governor  j 
Lewis  Morris,  and  he  received  from  his  fatlier-in-lav^-  a  com- 
mission ill  1741  as  Clerk  of  Monmouth  County;  he  wa>  madcj 
Lieutenant  Colonel  in  1751 ;  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty, 
1762;  Judge  Somerset  County,   1768-9- 70-71-74.     I  conclude l 
from  these  New  Jersey  appointments  that  he  came  to  New] 
Brunswick  between   1738  and   1741,  and   I  should   date   the, 
house  about  1739,  which  corresponds  with  that  of  other  old 
houses  around  New  Brunswick,  and  that  being  the  date,  Mrs. 
White's  sister  came  to  live  just  opposite  across  the  liver  at 
Ross   Hall.      Philip    French   built   in    1739;    Cornelius    Low, 
1741,   and    Dr.   Wm.   Mercer    (Belle   View),    1743.       Henry 
Guest's,  which   is   usually  pointed   out   as  our  oldest  house, 
dates  only  from  1760.     We  know  positively  that  the  White 
house  and  Anthony  White  \vere  there  in  1769,  as  an  adver-

Mr.  G.  S.  Matt: 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — I  see  by  the  Daily  Slate  Gazette  that 
you  are  annour.cecl  to  read  a  paper  before  the  Historical 
Society  of  New  Jersey  at  its  next  meeting  in  Trenton,  Jyn. 
17th,  hist.,  on  the  History  of  Hunterdon  County.  H  conven- 
ient, please  infoini  me  what,  if  any,  knowledge  you  may  have 
concern itig  tlie  settlement  of  the  village  of  Ringocs  and  vicinity. 
I  have  in  my  possession  papers  shovviiig  its  settlement  back  to 
1720-23,  when  the  lands  in  the  vicinity  were  sold  to  Benjamin 
iM'eld  in  a  tract  said  to  comprise  3,ck:)0  acres,  and  the  particu- 
lar settlement  of  1,650  acres  of  the  same  in  which  are  enumer- 
ated the  settlers  on  the  same  with  the  amounts  held  respec- 
tively by  them,  and  documentary  evidence  to  establish  the  facts 
concernir.g  tlie  matter  of  Ringo  as  being  the  first  settler,  which 
was  not  the  case,  Rudolph  Harle.y  being  the  first  on  the  tract 
where  the  village  now  stands.  My  family  settled  there  origi- 
nally, and  we  have  our  titles  all  preserved,  running  back  to 
1720-3.  I  am  preparing  to  publish  a  paper  on  the  settlement 
in  the  Hunterdon  papers  soon,  and  if  the  papers  in  my  pos- 
session will  establish  any  facts  you  may  wish  to  know,  I  would 
gladly  furnish  you  all  the  information  I  possess. 

Benjamin  Field,  from  my  papers,  seems  to  have  come  into 
possession  of  his  land  about  1702,  and  to  have  bargained  for 
3,000  acres,  but,  dying  about  that  time,  but  1.650  acres  seems 
to  have  become  possessed  by  his  widow,  Experience  Field, 
who  sold  the  same  to  Nathan  Allen,  of  Allcntown,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth,  from  whom  many  of  the  settlers  de- 
rived their  titles  about  1720-21-3.  He  also  soon  died  and  his 
wife  Sarah  by  his  will  became  possessed  of  the  same,  who 
in  a  short  time  named  Nicholas  Austin,  of  Abingdon,  in  the 
county  of  Philadelphia,  a  Quaker,  and  he  and  his  wife  Sarah 
by  a  release  executed  in  1758,  June  26,  enumerated  the  persons 
on  leaf  opposite  as  being  possessed  of  part  of  the  original 
tract.  Some  of  the  names  are  the  original  settlers,  and  some 
are  the  second  owners  as.  for  instance.  Ichabod  Leigh  ;  he 
possessed  Philip  Peters'  farm.     Ringo  seems  to  have  followed 
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Theophilus  Kctcliam,  and  he  in  turn  by  his  son  John,  who  |

.  .  Anna  M.  North,  wiJely  known  as  an  instructor  and  as  a 
genealogist,  died  at  her  home,  227  East  Slate  Street,  Trenton, 
New  Jersey,  IVlay  16,  190S.  She  was  the  only  daughter  of 
Abel  North  and  Hannah  l'\nman,  and  was  horn  in  Philadel- 
phia Novemlx'r  29,  1839, 

Abel  North,  a  member  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Frieiids, 
son  of  /\bcl  North  and  Susanna  Dugdale,  was  horn  in  Dublhi, 
Ireland,.  JuriC  28,  180J.  lie  was  educated  in  his  native  cit)  and 
accompar.ied  his  brother  John  North  to  America.  He  taught 
school  in  Trenton  for  a  time,  but  having  a  knowledge  of  phar- 
macy, established  a  drug  store  at  the  northwest  corner  of 
Twelfth  and  Spruce  Streets,  Philadelphia;  his  name  first  ap- 
pearing in  the  Philadelphia  Directory  of  1S30.  He  continued 
business  at  tlie  same  place  until  his  death. 

Abel  Nortl^.  "was  a  member  and  an  approved  minister  of 
Spruce  Stiect  I*iIonthly  Meeting,"  of  Friends  in  Philadelphia. 
"He  had  an  excellent  gift  in  the  ministry,  which  he  exercised 
v.'ith  acceptance  to  his  friends.  His  words  were  few  and  his 
public  utterances  remarkably  clear  and  concise  and  expressed 
in  much  simplicity.  He  was  an  excellent  example  in  life  and 
conversation  and  gave  evidence  that  he  endeavored  to  live  in 
the  fear  of  the  Lord."* 

He  was  associated  with  the  Friends'  Weekly  Intelligencer, 
of  Philadelphia,  "almost  from  its  commencement,  and  his  arti- 
cles and  editorials  give  evidence  of  the  maturity  and  vigor  of 
his  mind,  and  the  depth  and  soundness  of  his  religious  princi- 
ples."! 

Abel  North  married.  November  12,  1835,  Hannah  Furman, 
daughter  of  George  M.  F\irman  and  Margaret  Killey,  of 
Trenton.  After  his  death,  which  occurred  in  Philadelphia, 
iMay  10,  1846,  his  widow,  with  her  two  children,  George  Fur- 
nian  and  Anna  Middlcton  North,  removed  to  Trenton  and 
made  their  home  with  her  brother  and  sister  George  and  I'hebe 
A.  Furman.

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Phebe  A.  l'\irman,  daughter  of  George  M.  Furman  and 
Margaret  Killey,  and  aunt  of  Anna  M.  North,  had  conducted  \ 
a  private  sciiool  in  Trenton  for  sonic  years.  Of  this  aunt  the  j 
following  note  was  found  among  Miss  North's  papers:  "When  \ 
scarcely  fifteen,  in  1834,  she  opened  a  private  school  in  tlie  i 
upper  room  in  Friends'  Meeting  House,  corner  of  Hanover  ! 
and  Montgomery.  Within  two  years  she  removed  to  corner 
of  State  and  Montgomery  Streets,  and  for  more  than  half  I 
a  century  continued  her  school."  I 

In  this  school  Arnia  M.  North  became  a  pupil,  later  an  as-  I 
sisfant  and  eventually  conducted  a  school  of  her  own  in  a  i 
building  on  the  lot  now  occupied  by  No.  225  East  State  Street,  \ 
adjoining  her  home.  No.  227.  Slie  was  undoubtedly  an  ex-  | 
emplary  scholar,  and  having  an  excellent  memory,  acquired  • 
a  good  education  and  a  fund  of  general  inforn-iation.  She  | 
was  especially  well  versed  in  English  literature  and  languages  1 
and  never  discontinued  her  study  and  reading  of  French.  ; 
I\Iany  years  of  Miss  North's  life  were  devoted  to  the  care  of  | 
her  aunt  and  uncle,  a  devotion,  hov\rever,  that  Vv'as  one  of  her  j 
greatest  pleasures. 

As  custodian  of  the  records  of  Chesterfield  Monthly  Meet- 
ing of  Friends,  her  uncle  George  Furman  received  many  in- 
quiries from  persons  desiring  genealogical  information  of  the 
early  settlers  who  had  been  members  of  this  old  and  extensive      j 
meeting.    Such  inquiries  and  the  necessary  examinations  were      | 
usually  attended  to  by  t'hebe  A.  Furman  or  her  niece,  Anna      j 
North.    As  the  interest  in  genealogy  increased,  these  inquiries 
became  numerous  and  the  investigations  were  frequently  ex- 
tended to  the  public  records  of  wills,  deeds,  etc.,  and  Miss      I 
North  was  urged  by  genealogical  friends  to  make  a  profession      j 
of  the  work.    That  she  was  grateful  for  this  interest  is  shown      I 
by  the  following  memo  found  among  her  papers:     "Samuel      | 
Evans  Stokes  Allen,  53  Trumball  Street,  New  Haven,  Conn.      ' 
The  friend  who  in   1896  advised  me  to  take  up  Genealogv. 
Wrote  to  thank  him  and  tell  him  of  my  success,  7,  3.  1902." 

In  a  comparatively  short  time  Miss  North  became  knovv-n  in 
New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania.  New  York  and  in  many  parts  of 
the  country,  as  a  careful,  capable  and  conscientious  genealo- 
gist and  an  authority  on  New  Jersey  records.  She  was  deeply 
interested  in  the  study  and  whenever  possible  made  copies  of 
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her  searches  in  a  series  ol  note  books,  carefully  arranged  and 
indexed.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  she  had  a  better  knowledge 
of  the  old  deeds,  wills,  surveys,  etc.,  in  the  Department  of 
State  at  Trenlon,  than  any  other  person.  She  was  consulted 
by  the  officials  and  by  strangers  concerning  the  old  records 
and  was  ever  willing  to  furnish  information  and  assistance. 
I'or  years  she  was  a  well  known  visitor  at  the  State  House. 

Miss  North's  life,  as  a  teacher  and  later  as  a  genealogist, 
brought  her  in  contact  with  many  persons,  vv'ho  usually  be- 
came her  friends.  Tier  b)-ight,  cheerful  and  sympathetic 
nature,  with  a  store  of  information  on  divers  subjects,  made 
up  a  delightful  personalit}'. 

In  the  Religions  Society  of  l^riends  ]\Iiss  North  was  active. 
She  was  recorder  and  an  overseer  of  Hanover  Street  Inject- 
ing, Trenton,  and  had  been  an  "'enthusiastic  v:orker  in  the 
Friends'  J^ilerary  .Society  and  the  Friends'  Association.  She 
was  an  early  promoter  of  the  First-day  school  movement,  and 
ably  heljjf  d  to  organize  the  Trenton  First-day  school.  Her 
aunt,  Phebe  Furman,  was  the  superintendent  and  Anna  a  very 
earnest  teacher.  She  was  also  deeply  interested  in  the  educa- 
tion and  advancement  of  the  colored  race."* 

Abel  North,  father  of  Anna  M.  North,  was  the  son  of  Abel 
North,  of  Dublin,  Ireland,  who  was  born  in  that  city  in  the 
year  1761,  and  died  there,  2,  2y,  1801  ;  buried  in  Friends' 
graveyard,  Cork  Street,  Dublin.  Fie  was  the  son  of  Richard 
Xorth  of  Dublin,  who  was  born  about  the  year  1730. 

Susanna  I3ugdale,  the  wife  of  Abel  North,  Senior,  was  the 
daughter  of  John  Dugdale  and  Flannah  Pearson.  John  Dug- 
dale  was  born  in  1720  and  died  4,  19,  1797.  Hannah  Pearson 
was  born  in  1727  and  died  5,  17,  1807.  John  Dugdale  was  the 
•^on  of  Thomas  I^ugdale,  born  1675,  died  in  sixth  month.  1732; 
by  his  wife  F^sther,  who  was  born  1679  and  died  in  1734. 

Flannah  Furman,  wife  of  Abel  North,  and  mother  of  Anna 
M.  North,  was  born  4,  3,  1804,  and  died  in  Trenton.  New 
jersey,  5,  28.

The  account  of  the  life  at  Lafayette  CcAlegc  j 
in  1840  is  very  readable.     His  pcn-and-iniv  sketch  of  the  col-  ! 
lege  in    1843   is   interesting  and  amusing.     In  that  time   the  1 
"College  day  began  at  4 :30  A.  M.,  vvhen  u  trumpet  was  loudly  | 
blown  throughout  the  hails.    At  five  o'clock  it  was  planned  to  | 
give  one  hour's  study  before  breakfast."     His  father,  Moses  j 
Craig,  was  born  in  Peapack,  New  Jersey,  in  1796,  dying  at  • 
that  place  at  the  age  of  nearly  eighty.     Rachel  Carhart  Craig  | 
was  born  in  Perryville,  New  Jersey,  of  English  ancestry,  in  | 
1801.     Austin  Craig  was  born  in  Peapack  in   1824.     He  en-  j 
tered  college  in  1840,  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  and  all  through  his  j 
course  exercised  a  good  influence  on  his  mates.    Entering  the  1 
ministry,  his  first  charge  was  at  Fcltville,  a  few  miles  v/est  of  j 
Newark,  which  took  its  name  from  its  proprietor,  David  Eelt,  1 
who  was  quite  a  manufacturer,  and  who  engaged  or  estab- 
lished a  printing  press  where  some  large  volumes  were  pro-  j 
duced  in  the  interest  of  Unitarianism  and  of  infidelity.     Craig  ! 
was  a  straightforward,  honest  preacher,  who  delivered  with-  | 
out  fear  or  favor  the  faith  that  was  given  him,  and  although  j 
he  was  surrounded  mostly  by  people  who  were  not  in  sym-  | 
pathy  with  his  religious  viev/s,  he  won  the  esteem  and  respect  j 
of  them  all.     In  185 1  he  removed  to  Blooming  Grove,  New 
York,  where  the  church  had  a  seating  capacity  of  one  thou- 
sand.    He  exercised  a  wide  and  wholesome  influence  in  the 
community,  and  became  prominent  as  a  lecturer.     The  calls 
to  still   wider   service   became   more   numerous   as   the   years 
passed.     In  1852  Horace  Mann,  the  distinguished  educator  of 
Massachusetts,  was  chosen  President  of  Antioch   College,  a 
college-to-be,  at  Yellow  Springs,  Oliio.     He  had  been  elected 
Governor  of  Massachusetts  the  same  day,  but  preferred  the 
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field  of  labor  and  opportunity  offered  to  him  in  a  new  college. 
Mr,  Craig  was  asked  to  become  a  member  of  the  faculty,  but 
declined.  There  was  a  strong  friendsliip  between  him  and 
Mr.  Mann,  and  the  latter  used  every  influence  witliin  his  power 
to  induce  the  young  preacher  to  join  liini  in  the  work.  In 
1857  he  resigned  his  church  at  Blooming  Grove  and  removed 
to  Antioch  College,  of  which  he  became  President  in  1862, 
upon  the  dcatli  of  Mr.  IMann.  He  threw  himself,  without 
reservation,  into  the  new  work,  involving  the  greatest  sacri- 
fice and  displaying  the  most  extraordinary  energy,  v.diich  in 
time  v.'as  blessed  by  the  most  gratifying  success.  In  186S 
he  resigned  and  became  President  of  the  Christian  Biblical 
Institute,  giving  lectures  in  the  mean  time  in  the  Meadville 
Theological  ^School,  at  IMeadville,  Pennsylvania.  The  new  in- 
stitute was  planned  to  teacli  the  Bible,  rather  than  denomlna- 
tionalism.  It  opened  in  1869  at  Eddytown,  now  Lakcmont, 
Nev/  York,  entering  a  new  building  in  1874,  when  it  began 
an  enlarged  career.  "Here  in  the  midst  of  congenial  surround- 
ings the  great  aim  of  his  life  to  teach  the  Bible  to  others  found 
a  great  scope."  He  died  quite  suddenly,  August  26,  1881, 
leaving  an  enviable  record  of  a  life  well  spent,  and  of  un- 
flinching self-sacrifice  and  devotion  to  the  well-being  of  men 
in  general.

It  is  to  be   regretted  that  more  books   like  this  have  not 
been  written  from  time  to  time.     Local  history   always  has 
fascinations,  and  here  we  have  the  interesting  details  of  the 
early  days,  not  even  omitting  a  ghost  story.     There  are  in- 
teresting  details    about    Henry   William    Herbert,    about    the 
days  when  the  Passaic  river  in  the  neighborhood  of  Wood- 
side  was  full  of  shad,  and  the  days  when  shad  were  so  plenti- 
ful that  in  one  haul  1,700  would  be  caught,  and  120  bushels 
of  smelts  v.-ere  netted  in  one  night.     Tales  of  the  Revolution, 
of  the  marches  of  Washington  along  the  River  road,  of  the 
Van  Cortlandt  family  and  of  the  Van  Renssclacrs.     The  old 
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roads  arc  described;  some  of  the  early  landowners,  with  pic- 
tures of  sonjc  of  the  early  dwellings,  much  of  the  information 
being  derived  from  the  memories  of  the  "oldest  inhabitant." 
Very  natnrallv.  there  is  much  space  given  to  an  account  of 
the  author,  :Mid  the  history  of  his  house  and  h.is  associates. 
Woodsidc  has  been  fortunate  in  having  so  industrious  and 
faithful  a  chroniclet  of  its  early  history,  1743-1909.

Inis  is  a  bulky  volutne,  solidly  printed  and  evidently  com- 
piled with  indefatigable  industry  and  much  skill.     While  the 
arrangement  is  not  strictly  according  to  the  accepted  rules  of       } 
genealogy,  tlic  plan  is  easily  followed,  and  the  work  can  be 
studied  with  ease  and  pleasure.     Very  full  details  arc  given 
of  many  of  the  more  prominent  families  and  individuals  nam.ed 
in  the  book,  together  with  copies  of  land  grants,  wills  and 
other  documents  illustrating  the  progress  of  the  family  in  the 
various  localities.     The  Van  IMetres  appeared  in  Xev/  Jersey 
about  1695,    when,    with    other    colonists,    they    settled  here.        | 
Hem-y  Hule,  of  ^Yingerworth,  Burlington  County,  had  a  plan-        j 
tation  of  five  hundred  acres,  located  at  Lessa  or  Lazy  Point, 
which  is  now   said  to  be  marked  by  the  City  of  Burlington. 
Full  and  interesting  details  of  the  family  from  then  on  are        I 
given  in  the  book,  showing  their  ever-spreading  interests  and 
their  importance  in  New  Jersey,  especially  in  Burlington  and        i 
Salem  counties.     A  very  readable  account  is  given  of  their        \ 
European  origin.     The  family  .spread  beyond  New  Jersev  into        ' 
Kentucky,  New  York,  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  and  their        i 
wanderings  are  diligently  pursued  in  these  pages.     Part  II.  re- 
lates to  James  Shepherd  and  his  descendants,  principally  of 
Washington  County,  IMaryland,  and  who  were  the  founders 
of  Shcphcrdstown,  West  \'^irginia.     They  were  nearly  allied 
to  the  Yan  Metre  family,  of  New  Jersey.     Part  HI.  treats  of 
the  Duke  family,  two  of  whom  became  owners  of  six  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  West  Joise\ ,  Juno  7th.  1675,  the  tract  being- 
located  in  Salem  County,  West  Jersey.    The  Dukes  of  Colonial 
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\'irginia  are  largely  dwelt  on;  also  the  Dukes  of  Durham, 
North  Carolina;  the  ancestors  of  the  famous  tobacco  manu- 
facturers. The  Dukes  of  Indiana  are  also  traced.  Altogether, 
the  book  contains  a  singular  amount  of  interesting  informa- 
tion, covering  a  wide  range  of  topics  quite  unusual  in  the 
ordinary  genealogy.

The  Association  whose  transactions   are  herein  chronicled 
is  largely  a  New  Jersey  affair;  the  family  having  located  in 
Hunterdon  County  as  early  as   1738,  where  they  have  been 
numerous  and  prominent  ever  since,  reflecting  great  credit  on 
the  county  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  in  other  and 
later   prominent   affairs.     Johann    Peter   Rockefeller'  effected 
the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  land  by  deed  dated  January  i,  1729, 
in  the  Township  of  Amwell,  Hunterdon  County.     He  and  his 
two  sons  were  naturalized  by  act  of  the  New  Jersey  Legisla- 
ture, July  6,   1730,  having  been  born  in  Germany.     He  w^as 
the  ancestor  of  one  of  the  most  numerous  branches  of  the 
family.     Naturally  enough,  there  are  numerous  references  to 
the  most  famous  member  of  the  family,  who  has  made  the 
Rockefeller  name  known  throughout  the  world,  and  at  whose 
expense  extensive  investigations  were  made  to  trace  the  family 
in  Germany.    All  genealogists  will  coidially  welcome  this  dis- 
bursement of  Standard  Oil  money  by  John  Davidson  Rocke- 
feller, the  master  mind  of  that  great  organization,  whose  an- 
cestry is  traced  to  William  A.,^  Godby,^  Peter,^  Johan.^     The 
.genealogy   is  on   pages    150-29,   and   is  well   arranged.     The 
meetings  of  the  Association,  with  their  entertainments,   etc., 
are  related  in  a  pleasing  style,  and  have  a  friendly,  sociable 
atmosphere.     The  book  Is  handsomely  printed,   with  quite   a 
number  of  illustrations,   including    fac   similes,   views   of   old 
buildings  and  the  like.

GusTAV  Amsinck^  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  in 
1907,  died  at  his  residence  in  New  York.  June  8,  1909,  aged  j 
seventy-two  years.  On  May  1,  1876,  he  took  up  his  residence  I 
at  Summit,  N.  J.,  and  thenceforward  was  closely  identified  j 
with  the  varied  interests  of  that  place,  acquiring"  extensive  1 
holdings  of  real  estate,  and  being  a  liberal  contributor  to  the  | 
local  religious  and  philanthroi)ic  enterprises.  He  was  head  of  ! 
the  firm  of  Amsinck  &  Co.,  one  of  the  leading  New  York  firms  I 
engaged  in  the  South  American  trade.  He  remained  a  i 
bachelor  until  1005;  his  wife  survived  him.  ; 

John  Crosby  Brown,  born  in  New  York,  iMay  22,  1838.  | 
died  at  his  summer  residence,  Brighthurst,  St.  Cloud,  in  West  i 
Orange,  N.  J.,  June  24,  1909.  He  was  eminent  as  a  financier,  i 
banker,  philanthropist,  and  as  one  of  the  leading  laymen  of  ! 
the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States.  His  grand-  | 
father,  Alexander  Brown,  an  Irish  linen  merchant,  came  to  • 
this  country  in  1798,  and  started  a  linen  store  in  Baltimore  in 
that  year,  and  shortly  after  established  a  bank  in  that  city. 
When  he  died,  in  1834,  the  banking  house  of  Alexander  Brown 
&  Sons  was  one  of  the  most  influential  in  the  United  States. 
His  oldest  son  had  returned  to  England  in  1809,  and  estab- 
lished in  London  a  branch,  now  the  banking  firm  of  Brown, 
Shipley  &:  Co.  James  Brown,  the  youngest  son  of  Alexander 
Brown,  opened  the  New  York  banking  house  of  Brown 
Brothers  &  Co.,  in  1825,  and  it  is  now  more  than  eighty  years 
old.  James  Brown  married,  first,  Louise  Benedict,  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Joel  Benedict,  of  Plainfield,  Conn.;  second,  Eliza 
Marie  Coe,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Jonas  Coe,  of  Troy,  N.  Y.,  by 
whom  he  had  three  sons,  the  second  being  John  Crosby  ]'.rown. 
Graduating  from  Columbia  University  in  1859,  ]\Ir.  Brov.-n  j 
soon  after  entered  the  employ  of  his  father's  firm,  and  early 
in  his  business  career  was  transferred  to  the  office  of  Brown, 
Shipley  6c  Co.,  in  England,  and  received  nnich  of  his  business 
training  there.  He  was  at  the  head  of  that  firm,  as  well  as  of 
Brown  Brothers,  New  York,  for  many  years  before  his  death. 
On  November  9.  1864,  he  married  Miss  Hilary  E.  Adams, 
daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  Adams,  pastor  of  the  ]\Lad- 
ison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  New  York,  and  President 
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of  UiiJon  Theological  Seminary.  Acquiring  an  estate  on  the 
Orange  Mountains,  in  the  town  of  West  Orange,  he  imme- 
diately entered  into  the  religious  and  philanthropic  interests 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  in  1876  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  St.  Cloud  Presbyterian  Church,  and  was  superintendent 
of  its  Sunday  scliool  until  his  death.  In  1903  he  started  a 
movement  which  resulted  in  tlie  erection  of  a  parish  club 
house  by  the  men  themselves.  Pleaded  by  Mr.  Brown,  the 
men,  shouldering  picJrs  and  shovels,  marched  to  a  lot  just 
south  of  the  church  and  celebrated  Independence  Day  by 
breaking  ground  for  the  house,  Vvhich  in  time  was  completed 
by  the  men  themselves.  For  many  years  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Brown 
carried  on  a  fresh  air  vv'ork  in  addition  to  their  numerous 
other  benefactions.  The  fresh  air  work  was  in  addition  to  a 
home  for  nurses,  which  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Brown  called  the 
r.rownerie,  and  which  was  opened  a  few  years  ago,  a  number 
of  houses  at  St.  Cloud  being  used,  where  nurses  and  con- 
valescents were  taken  the  year  around.  Brownie  Lodge, 
originally  built  as  a  playhouse  for  Ihc  Brown  children,  was  the 
scene  of  most  of  the  fresh  air  functions,  and  every  week 
parties  of  women  and  children  from  New  York  were  taken 
out  from  the  hot  city  to  the  cool  country  and  entertained  for 
a  day  on  the  great  estate.  It  was  also  Mr.  Brown's  custom, 
v/hcnevcr  a  party  of  missionaries  was  to  be  sent  out  by  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  to  give  them  a  farewell  reception  on  the 
mourjtain.  Mr.  Brown  has  preserved  to  history  the  old  path, 
probably  originally  an  Indian  trail  through  the  forest,  used  by 
the  settlers  from  the  Newark  colony  when  they  traveled  over 
the  mountain  to  settle  in  the  fertile  valley  beyond,  and  later  by 
the  mountaineers  to  go  down  to  the  river  town  and  to  the  old 
meeting  house  in  Orange.  On  this  path,  where  it  passes 
through  his  estate,  Mr.  Brown  placed  a  brownstone  cross  and 
a  tablet.  On  the  arm  of  the  cross  is  inscribed,  "The  Chris- 
tians' Path,"  and  the  lettering  on  the  tablet  reads: 

The  Christian  pilgrims 
Who  this  path  have  trod 

Are  now  in  heaven 
And  walk  with  God. 
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At  the  base  of  the  path  Mr.  Brown,  a  few  years  ago,  re-  t 
stored  an  old  well  which  had  fallen  into  disuse,  erecting  a  ' 
pretty  springhouse,  where  travelers  might  stop  and  be  re- 
freshed. Beginning  under  the  pastorale  of  Dr.  William 
Adams,  and  continuing  until  his  death,  he  was  an  elder  in 
the  Madison  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church,  of  wliich  Rev,  Dr. 
Charles  H.  Parkhurst  is  pastor.  Pie  was  a  trustee  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Plospital,  of  Columbia  University,  and  trustee  and 
treasurer  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  of  Art.  Pie  was  direc- 
tor of  the  Union  Settlement  Association,  and  since  iS65  he  had 
been  a  director  of  Union  Theological  Seminary.  In  1883  he 
succeeded  the  late  William  E.  Dodge  as  vice-president  of  the 
board  of  directors.  On  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles  Bulk-r  in 
1897  he  was  elected  president  and  held  this  office  until  about  a 
year  ago.  Mr.  Brown  was  one  of  the  first  directors  of  Unior^ 
Seminary  to  advocate  the  removal  of  the  Institution  to  the  new- 
site  near  Ri'/erside  Drive,  and  his  last  public  appearance  w3s  at 
the  laying  of  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  buildings  on  Novem- 
ber ly  last.  As  chairman  of  the  building  committee,  he  gave 
the  closest  attention  to  every  detail  until  stricken  witli  his  last 
illness.  Mr.  Brown  had  numerous  financial  interests.  lie  v/as 
trustee  of  the  United  States  Trust  Company,  the  Llverpocn 
and  London  and  Globe  Insurance  Company,  the  Bank  of  New 
York,  the  Bank  of  Savings,  the  United  States  Lloyds,  the 
Ocean  Accident  and  Guarantee  Corporation,  Limited ;  the  Lon- 
don Accident  and  Guarantee  Corporation,  Limited;  and  direc- 
tor of  the  Toledo,  St.  Louis  &  Western  Railroad  Company  ; 
president  of  the  Newburg,  Dutchess  &  Connecticut  Raihvav 
Company.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  upon  him  by  Williams 
College  in  1907.  Besides  his  wife.  ]\lr.  Brown  is  survived  by 
six  children.  They  are :  Rev.  Dr.  William  Adams  Brown,  of 
Union  Seminary;  Mrs.  Eliza  Coe  Moore,  wife  of  Rev.  Dr. 
Edward  C.  Moore,  of  Harvard  University;  Miss  j'Jary 
Magoun  Brown,  who  took  uj)  professional  nursing  a  few  years 
ago;  James  Crosby  Brown,  of  Brown  Brothers  &  Co.,  Phila- 
delphia; Mrs.  Amy  Brighthurst  de  Eorest,  wife  of  Henrv  L. 
de  Forest,  and  Thatcher  IMagoun  Brown,  of  Brown  Brothers 
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^:  Co.,  New  York.  His  city  residence  was  at  36  East  Thirty- 
seventh  street,  Manhattan.  He  had  been  a  member  of  this 
Society  since  1899. 

Arthur  F,  Conery,  born  in  New  York  in  1826,  died  in 
Newark  February  7,  1909.  He  came  from  New  York  to 
Newark  at  an  early  aj^e,  and  for  fifty-two  years  was  enjjaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  brush.es.  which  he  had  developed  into 
an  important  and  extensive  industry.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow,  a  son,  Arthur  F,  Concry,  Jr.,  and  tvv'o  daughters.  He 
was  a  life  memiber  of  this  Society,  having-  been  elected  in  t8q6. 
Elmer  Ewi.ng  Grken,  bom  in  Trenton  in  ]850,  died  in 
that  city  March  16,  1909.  He  was  a  son  of  the  late  Caleb  S. 
Green,  of  Trenton.  He  came  from  a  family  particularly  iden- 
tified with  the  judicial  history  of  the  State.  His  maternal 
grandfather,  Charles  Ewing,  was  Chief  Justice,  1824-32,  dying 
in  office  in  the  latter  year.  His  uncle,  Henry  W.  Green,  was 
Chief  Justice  and  afterward  Chancellor ;  a  cousin,  Edward  T. 
Green,  was  Judge  of  the  United  States  District  Court  of  New 
Jersey ;  his  father  was  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Errors  and 
Appeals,  and  he  himself  had  held  the  same  office,  1905-09, 
declining  a  reappointment  on  account  of  ill  health.  He  was 
an  able  lawyer,  a  delightful  gentleman  and  a  studious  scholar. 
He  was  a  Life  Member  of  this  Society,  having  been  elected  in 
1879  ^nd  1897.  He  was  survived  by  two  sons,  William  E. 
and  Caleb  S.  Green. 

Adolf  Gkowoll,  born  in  1850,  in  New  York,  died  in  that 
city,  December  7,  1909.  When  still  a  young  man  his  father 
apprenticed  him  in  the  printing  business,  in  which  he  passed 
several  years.  In  1877,  Mr.  Growoll  joined  "The  Publishers' 
Weekly,"  with  which  he  remained  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
being  managing  editor  for  many  years.  June  19,  1907,  the 
thirtieth  anniversary  of  Mr.  Growoll's  connection  with  the 
paper,  was  made  the  occasion  for  presenting  him  with  a  loving 
cup  by  his  associates  in  the  office.  Mr.  Growoll  was  the  author 
of  "The  Booksellers*  Library,"  "The  Profession  of  Booksell- 
ing," "American  Book  Clubs:  their  Beginnings  and  History." 
"Book  Trade  Bibliography  in  the  Hnited  States,"  and  many 
other  books.  He  took  much  interest  in  the  publications  of 
this  Society.

Newark,   N.  J.,   October  27,   1909.

In 
the   absence   of   the   Presid-nt,   Jonathan   W.    Roberts,   the   fust   Vice- 
President,  Gc(jrgc  R.  Howe,  occupied  the  chair.     The  invocation  was      i 
pronounced  by  Rev.  D.   R.   Foster,  D.D.,  of  Trenton.  | 

The  call    for   the   meeting   was   read,    and   an   address    of   welcome      1 
made  by  the  Chairman,   Mr.  Howe.  | 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  annual  meeting,  held  October  28,  190S,      | 
were  read  and  approved.  | 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  then  read  by  the  Secre- 
tary, and  on  motion  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer.  William  C.  ^Morton,  was  read  by 
Francis  M.  Swayze  and  was  adopted.     Balance,  $1,344.22. 

The  report  of  the  work  done  last  year  by  the  Woman's  Branch 
was  presented  by  the  President,  Mrs.  Sydney  N.  Ogden.  It  was 
approved  and  is  appended. 

A  verbal  report  of  the  work  of  the  Building  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee was  then  made  by  Charles  M.  Limi. 

The  report  ,of  the  Library  Committee  was  presented  by  William 
S.   Disbrow,  and  was  adopted  as  appended. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  INlcmbcrship  was  presented  by 
Ernest  E.   Coe.     It  was  adopted  as  appended. 

The  Committee  on  Colonial  Documents,  through  William  Nelson, 
reported   progress   in   the  printing   of   the   Archives. 

The  chairman  appointed  the  following  as  a  Nominating  Committee 
to  present  names  for  trustees:  Charles  M.  Lum,  Philip  H.  Hoffman 
and  J.  Lawrence  Boggs. 

Dr.  Foster  requested  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to  urge  the 
establishment  of  a  national  park  at  the  poitit  of  Washington's  cross- 
ing of  the  Delaware.  On  motion  the  chairman  was  authorized  to 
appoint,  and  he  named  the  following:  Rev.  D.  R.  Foster,  D.D.,  Prof. 
Charles  G.  Rockwood  and  W.  Edgar  Reeve. 

An  address  on  Cornet  Geary,  the  British  soldier,  whose  body  was 
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exhumed  near  PlemingLon,  was  made  by  Elias  Vosseler  of  that  town. 
Mr.  Vosseler  presented  a  photograph  of  the  Geary  monument  to  the 
Society,  for  which  he  was  cordially  thanked. 

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  William  Nelson,  v/as 
presented  and   was  adopted   as  appended. 

The  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  following  report:  For 
trustees  to  serve  thiec-  years,  i-rederick  A.  Can  field,  William  E.  Speak- 
nian,  William  S.  Disbrow,  Charles  G.  Rockwood  and  Edward  S. 
Atwater:  two  years,  Philip  N    Jackson;  one  year,  Edwin  B.  Goodell. 

On  motion  the  foregoing  report  was  adopted,  and  other  nomina- 
tions called  for.  There  being  no  other  nominations,  upon  notice,  the 
secretary  was  directed  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  nominees  as  presented. 
They  were  declared  elected. 

On  motion  the  chairman  was  authoriz-ed  to  send  the  greetings  of 
the  Society  to  President  Roberts,  detained  at  home  by  illness. 

The  hour  for  lunch  having  arrived,  a  collation  was  served  by 
the  Womnn's   Board,  and  a   social  period  enjoyed. 

The  meeting  reconvened  at  two  o'clock,  and  listened  to  a  stirring 
address  on  "The  Spirit  of  Out  Past  and  the  Burdens  it  Imposes," 
by  Rev.  John  IMacnaughtan,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Ogden  Memorial 
Presbyterian    Church,   of    Chatham,   N.  J. 

On  motion,  Dr.  IMacnaughtan  was  given  a  vote  of  thanks,  and 
elected   a  life  member  of  the  Society. 

J3uring  the  meeting  a  brief  address  by  Mrs.  E.  G.  Putnam,  of 
Elizabeth,  in  which  was  given  a  description  of  the  tablet  recently 
erected  for  Plannah  White  Arnet,  at  Elizabeth,  was  listened  to  with 
interest. 

On   motion,   the  meeting   adjourned.

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To  the  Officers  at^d  Members  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society: 
I  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  eighth  annual  report  of  the 

Woman's   Branch   of   the   New  Jersey   Historical    Society. 

Eight  meetings  of   the  managers   have   been   held   during   the   past 

year,  with  a  total  attendance  of  ninety-eight. 

Thirty-three  new  members  have  been  added  to  our  list,  with  a  loss 

of   seven   by   resignation. 
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The  treasurer  reported  a  l-.alance,  May  20,  1908,  of  $54521 ;  re- 
ceived, $/}io;  expended,  $447.88;  leaving  a  balance,  May  12,  1909,  of 
5507-33. 

We  have  rebound  many  valuable  old  magazines  and  newspapers, 
including  twenty  volumes  of  the  Daily  Advertiser,  at  an  expense  of 
$105. 

New   matting,   paint,   varnish    and    shelving   have   been    provided. 

Twenty-six  volumes  have  been  added  to  the  Hbrary,  in  addition 
to  the  index  to  the  Nev/  England  Genealogical  Register,  costing  us 
in  all  $146.55.  These  include  D.  M.  Staufifer's  "American  Engravers 
on  Copper  and  Steel,"  "The  Connecticut  INIaaazine."  volumes  i  to  6. 
and  the  Biographical  Volume  of  F.  B.  Lee's  "New  Jersey  as  a  Colony 
and  as  a  State." 

We  are  indebted  to  Miss  E.  G.  Steelman  for  her  activity  in  col- 
lecting graveyard  inscriptions  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State, 
and  to  Mrs.  Bergen  and  Miss  Johnson  for  the  inscriptions  from 
Somerville  and    Millstone. 

We  have  ready  to  be  copied  enough  material  to  fill  three  volumes, 
including  all  of  Morris  County  and  much  of  Somerset  County,  Cape 
May  County  and  Atlantic  County. 

The  largest  part  of  this  material  was  collected  by  our  late  he- 
loved  President,  INIiss  Quinby,  assisted  by  Miss  Freeman.  It  was  a 
work  dear  to  her  heart  and  one  that  we  hope  to  finish  for  her. 

The  museum  has  received  many  valuable  gifts,  including  some 
interesting  Egyptian  relics  from  the  estate  of  Miss  Nina  flowland, 
given  by  her  sister,  Mrs.  Milan  Ford ;  two  cases  for  the  museum  from 
Mr.  Deats,  and  the  signature  of  William  Ellery,  signer  of  the  Decla- 
ration  of   Independence,   given   by   Miss   Mary   Clark. 

We  held  our  annual  m.ceting  on  May  12,  with  a  large  attendance. 
The  address  was  made  by  the  Rev.  Cornelius  Brett,  D.D.,  of  Jersey 
City.  . 

We  have  been  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  one  of  our  man- 
agers, Mrs.  Edward  T.  Bell,  of  Paterson,  and  of  our  President.  Miss 
Quinby. 

Miss  Quinby  was  the  Woman's  Branch,  and  the  Historical  Society 
will  never  find  again  one  so  fitted  in  every  respect  for  that  office. 
Her  loss  has  been  a  crushing  blow  to  the  Woman's  Branch,  but  such 
wa>  the  love  and  loyalty  of  every  officer  and  manager  who  served 
under  her  generalship,  that,  to  a  woman,  all  have  united  to  hold  our 
association  up  to  the  standard  set  by  our  leader.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 
FOR    1909- 

In  submitting  this,  his  nineteenth  annual  report,  as  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society,  the  writer  begs  leave 
to  return  his  sincere  thanks  for  the  cordial  and  generous  co-operation 
which  has  beeri  extended  to  him  at  all  times  by  the  members  and 
officers  of  the  Society,  and  for  their  readiness  to  communicate  any 
information  in  their  possession  in  response  to  inquiries  addressed  by 
the  numerous  correspondents  of  the  Society.  The  letters  received 
during  the  past  year  have  been  from  all  parts  of  the  countrj',  and 
have  indicated  the  wide-reaching  scope  of  historical,  biographical  and 
genealogical  information  sought  by  the  writers.  In  a  report  like  this, 
the  merest  outline  can  be  given  of  the  character  of  the  correspond- 
ence, much  of  which  often  conveys  as  much  information  as  it  seeks. 

October,  1908. 

J.  B.  R.  Smith,  the  Assistant  Secretan.'  of  State,  wrote  that  the 
Burlington  County  wills  down  to  1800  had  been  sent  to  the  bindery 
to  be  subjected  to  the  Emory  process,  and  would  be  bound  up  in 
volumes.  This  has  been  done  in  the  case  of  the  Bergen  County  wills, 
and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  the  work  until  all  the  original  wills, 
inventories,  etc.,  have  been  bound  up  in  volumes.  This  lessens  very 
much  the  danger  of   loss   from  the  handling  of  the  separate  papers. 

Charles  Deshlcr,  Esq.,  of  New   Brunswick,  was  informed  that  the 
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instructions  given  to  Governor  William  Burnet,  as  Governor  of  New,' 
Jersey,  would  doubtless  be  found  in  the  transcripts  of  documents  from 
the  London  Record  office,  furnished  by  the  late  Benjamin  F.  Stevens 
to  the  Historical  Society,  and  which  are  preserved  in  portfolios  in 
our  library.  He  was  also  informed  in  answer  to  a  query  that  the 
Boston  Gazette  for  Monday,  September  8,  to  Monday,  September  15, 
1729,  could  be  found  only  in  the  library  of  the  State  Historical  Socict> 
of  Wisconsin,  at   Madison,  Wis. 

November,  1908. 
In  reply  to  a  letter  from  F..  Salisbury  Jones,  of  Greenwich,  Conn.. 
he  was  infoinied: 

1.  The  original  Elizabethtown  Bill  in  Chancer^'  is  extant,  and  in 
the  possession  of  the  Clerk  in  Chancery. 

2.  It  i.s  not  known   that  the  original  Answer  is  extant. 

3.  The  Bill  was  printed  in  a  folio  volume  in  Incw  York  by  James 
Parker  in  1747.  The  Answer  was  printed  in  a  similar  folio  volume 
by  Hugh   Gaine   in    1752. 

4.  It  is  not  in  immediate  contemplation  to  reprint  the  Bill  and 
Answer  in  a  volume  of  the  New  Jersey  Archives,  although  the  matter 
has  been   under   consideration    for   many   years. 

5.  It  is  not  in  immediate  contemplation  to  pul)lish  a  volume  of 
abstracts  of  deeds  to  succeed  Volume  XXI.  of  the  Archives. 

6.  The  work  of  preparing  abstracts  of  wills,  etc.,  from  1731  to 
1750,  to  succeed  Volume  XXIII  of  the  Archives,  is  under  way,  and 
making  rapid  progress.  It  is  hoped  to  begin  the  printing  of  such  a 
volume  during  the  coming  year. 

Mr.  A.  V.  D.  Honeyman,  of  Plainfield,  New  Jersej',  wrote  thai 
in  changing  his  residence  he  found  that  he  had  bound  volumes  of 
the  Somerville  "Unionist  Gazette,"  of  which  he  was  editor  from  1876  to 
1891  inclusive,  and  he  wanted  to  deposit  them  somewhere.  If  they 
would  be  accepted  by  the  Historical  Society,  he  would  ship  them  at 
once.  He  had  also  copies  of  the  Plainfield  Directory  for  past  years, 
which  he  also  could  put  into  the  box  if  they  were  desired.  The  Cor- 
responding Secretary  took  the  liberty,  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  of 
assuring  Mr.  Honeyman  that  his  newspaper  files  and  Plainfield  direc- 
tories would  be  exceedmgly  acceptable,  and  room  would  be  cheer- 
fully made  for  them,  and  they  would  be  well  cared   for. 

In  reply  to  Professor  S.  R.  Winans,  of  Princeton,  he  was  informed 
that  Yoakum  Andrus,  mentioned  in  Hatfield's  "Elizabethtown,"  was 
a  son  of  Andrios  Jochemsen,  of  New  Amsterdam.  Jochem  had  chil- 
dren— Enoch,    Elias,   Josua.    Cornclis,    Andries    and    Benjamin. 

December,    1908. 
An  invitation  was  received  from  the  American  Historical  Associa- 
tion to  send  a  delegate  from  this  Society  to  attend  the  annual  meet-

ing  of  the  Association,  to  be  held  in  Washington,  December  28-29, 
and  in  Richmond,  December  30-31.  The  President  of  the  Society 
authorized  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  appoint  as  delegate  any 
member  of  the  Society  who  would  be  willing  to  go,  and  in  accord- 
ance with  such  authority  he  appointed  Mrs.  William  Nelson.  The 
sessions  of  the  Association  were  largely  attended,  and  the  members 
were  received  at  the  British  Embassy  on  the  evening  of  December  28, 
by  Ambassador  Bryce  and   Mrs.   Bryce. 

Some  correspondence  had  been  had  with  Mr.  David  McNaughton 
Stauffer,  of  Yonkers,  Nev/  York,  concerning  his  work  on  American 
Engravers,  issued  by  the  Grolier  Club  in  1907,  calling  the  attention 
of  the  author  to  information  concerning  several  New  Jersey  engravers 
not  contained  in  his  book. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Godfrey,  of  the  Adjutant-General's  office,  Trenton,  sent 
a  newspaper  ariiclc  written  by  him,  showing  that  the  act  of  the 
Legislature  providing  that  the  word  "State"  should  be  substituted 
for  the  word  "Colony"  was  not  passed  at  Haddonfield,  but  at  Trenton. 

John  J.  de  Carteret,  of  341  Main  Street,  Norfolk,  Va.,  wrote  that 
he  was  from  the  Isle  of  Jersey,  and  v/hile  on  a  recent  visit  to  relatives 
of  the  name  of  "dc  Carteret"  in  North  Carolina,  v/as  favored  with 
the  loan  of  a  pam[ihlct  sent  to  them  from  Jersey  by  E.  C.  Malet  de 
Carteret,  and  wished  to  secure  another  copy  of  it.  It  seems  that  he 
referred  to  a  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Society,  published  a 
number  of  years  ago,  containing  a  paper  by  the  Secretary  on  ''Sir 
George    Carteret,"    etc. 

Alonzo  Church,  Secretary  of  the  Essex  County  Park  Commission, 
wrote  that  in  Eagle  Rock  Reservation  there  is  a  rocky  eminence 
called  Massacre  Rock,  attached   to  which  is  the  following  tradition : 

"The  whole  hill  known  as  Stony  Hill  (being  so  called  in  some 
of  the  early  deeds),  was  used  as  a  refuge  from  the  Indians  in  the 
days  previous  to  the  Revolution,  and  on  one  occasion,  when  so  occu- 
pied by  the  settlers  of  the  adjacent  farms,  it  was  attacked  and  taken 
by  the  Indians,  and  all  its  defenders  massacred  on  this  rock,  after 
which  their  bodies  were  thrown  over  its  face." 

Several  requests  for  information  had  been  made  to  the  Commis- 
sion in  regard  to  the  so-called  "Massacre  Rock,"  and  by  direction 
of  the  Commission  he  requested  the  assistance  of  the  Secretary  in 
the  verification  of  this  story,  or  to  stamp  it  as  a  tradition.  He  added 
that  for  generations  this  story  was  attached  to  this  place.  The  Secre- 
tary wrote  that  he  was  unfamiliar  with  the  tradition,  but  as  a  rule 
considered  that  most  traditions  had  some  foundation  in  fact,  but 
should  be  respected  accordingly.  This  particular  tradition,  however. 
<^ctnicd  improbable  from  the  fact  that  at  no  time  after  the  settlement 
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of  Newark  did  the  Indians  of  New  Jersey  ever  show  any  hostility 
to  the  whites.  Further,  they  were  never  sufficiently  numerous  in  this 
locality  after  that  date  to  make  it  safe  to  attack  any  party  of  whites 
had  they  been  disposed  to  do  so.  In  fact,  he  doubted  if  there  were 
a  dozen  Indians  resident  within  the  entire  bounds  of  Essex  County 
after  1670,  and  those  that  were  so  resident,  were  an  exceedingly  harm- 
less and  inOiTensive  people.  \

Nelson  Y.  Hull,  of  200  Broadway,  New  York,  wrote  asking  what  * 
Middletown  Point,  New  Jersey,  of  Revolutionary  times  ir  called  at  j 
the  present  time.  He  was  informed  that  it  is  nov/  known  as  Matav/an,  | 
Monmouth    County-. 

Prof.  J.  Franklin  Jameson,  of  the;  Department  of  Historical  Re-  J 
search  of  the  Carnegie  Institute,  Washington,  D.  C,  ^\^ote  that  it  1 
was  the  purpose  of  said  institute  to  collect  or  secure  copies  of  all  . 
letters  from  members  of  the  Continental  Congress,  narrating  the  pro-  ] 
ceedings  of  that  body,  and  he  desired  the  co-operation  of  the  Society  1 
to  that  end.  He  was  assured  that  we  would  be  very  glad  to  co-  | 
operate  with  him,  and  he  was  given  some  information  as  to  where,  or  | 
in  whose  hrnds  in  New  Jersey,  such  letters  might  be  found.  j 

W.    S.    Rossiter,    Chief    Clerk   of    the    Census    Office,    Washington, 
D.  C,  v/rote  for  information  as  to  details  of  the  census  of  New  Jersey     j 
in   1790,  the  census  returns   from   New  Jersey  for  that  year   on   file 
in  Washington   being  very  imperfect.     He  was  given   information   on 
the  subject. 

Mr.  Rossiter  wrote  again  asking  for  estimates  of  the  percentages 
of  nationality  of  the  population  of  New  Jersey  in  1790,  and  the  same 
were   furnished   him. 

He  wrote  again  giving  the  census  statistics  for  New  Jersey  in 
1790,  by  counties,  and  in  some  cases  by  towns,  as  appeared  by  the 
returns  on  file  in  Washington.  For  some  counties  the  returns  were 
simply  in  the  aggregate,  with  no  details  of  population  by  townships, 
although  the  townships  were  named.  He  was  inclined  to  think  that 
many  townships  were  omitted  from  these  lists.  The  Corresponding 
all  of  them  as  existing  in  1790  were  named,  but  Somerset.  Alonmouth 
and  Middlesex  Counties  were  omitted  from  the  lists. 
towns  from  several  of  the  counties  he  was  inclined  to  believe  that 
Secretary    assured    him    that    from    an    examination    of    the    lists    of 

He  also  wrote  under  date  of  January  28,  in  relation  to  the  Indians 
in  New  Jersey  in  1790.  He  was  informed  that  there  was  established 
about  1760  an  Indian  Reservation  at  Evesham,  New  Jersey,  which 
was  called  "Brotherton,"  which  was  believed  to  have  been  the  first 
Indian  Reservation  established  in  this  country.  All  the  Indians  who 
were  willing   to  locate   there   were   removed   to   that   spot,   and   John 
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F^rainerd' was  appointed  superintendent  in  1762,  the  authorities  of  the 
Province  and  subsequently  the  State  exercising  a  certain  amount  of 
supervision  over  them.  In  17^6  their  condition  became  so  unsatis- 
factory that  the  Legislature  concluded  to  lease  the  tract  and  apply 
ihe  proceeds  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians.  In  iSci  the  Brotherton 
Indians  were  invited  by  the  Mohegans  to  locate  with  them  at  Stock- 
bridge,  near  Oneida  Lake,  and  the  New  Jersey  Indians  accepted  the 
invitation.  The  Secretary  also  added  that  he  did  not  know  how 
many  Indians  were  left  in  this  reservation  in  1700,  but  doubted  if 
tlicre  v/ere  as  many  as  fi^ty;  that  there  may  have  been  as  many  more 
scattered  through   the   State,  many  of   them  held   as  slaves. 

Professor  Edwin  P.  Tanner,  of  the  Ohio  State  University,  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  wrote,  sending  a  copy  of  his  "History  of  the  Province 
of  New  Jersej',  1664-1736,"  and  (he  same  was  acknowledged  with 
coiJial   thanks. 

Judge  William  S.  Yard,  of  Trenton,  N.  J.,  submitted  a  satchel  of 
old  documents  lelating  principally  to  Trenton,  which  were  examined 
with  great  interest  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  returned  to 
the  Judge.  Judge  Yard  was  born  November  2,  1S23,  and  still  enjoys 
vigorous  health  in  his  eighty-sixth  year.  He  has  never  lost  his  in- 
terest   in   historical    matters. 

Mrs.  G.  E.  r-'ellows,  of  Orono,  Maine,  wrote  that  she  had  acquired 
considerable  material  supplementing  and  correcting  Dr.  John  E.  Siiil- 
well's  "Historical  and  Genealogical  Miscellany."  She  was  asked  to 
furnish   the   same   to   this   Society   for   publication   in   its   Proceedings.

Further  covrtspondcnce  was  had  during  the  month  with  W.  S. 
Kossiter,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Census  Bureau,  Washington,  D.  C,  re- 
garding the  United  States  Census  of  1790,  the  returns  of  which  for 
N'ew  Jersey  were  largely  lacking  in  the  Census  Ofticc.  Mr.  Rossiter's 
attention  was  directed  to  the  files  of  the  Supreme  Court  at  Trenton, 
where  there  are  filed  returns  made  by  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  coun- 
ties, of  all  the  ollice  holders  and  male  freeholders  of  the  several 
counties  from  time  to  time,  the  sheriffs  being  required  to  make  such 
returns  annually  for  the  purposes  of  jury  lists.  Mr.  Rossiter  re- 
P.arded  this  as  an  extremely  important  item  of  information,  and  said 
he  would  follow  the  matter  up  at  once. 

The  Secretary  wrote  to  him  also  asking  for  copies  of  the  Census 
Keports  of  heads  of  families  in  the  Census  of  1790,  recently  pub- 
lished by  the  Census  Bureau,  and  in  consideration  of  the  information 
R'vcn,  twelve  volumes  of  such  lists  of  heads  of  families  in  the 
Census  of  1700  of  the  several  States  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
library  of  the  Society. 
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Charles  Bradley,  one  of  our  trustees,  sent  a  copy  of  the  Newaik 
Sunday  Call  of  January  31,  1909,  in  which  was  published  some  cor- 
respondence regarding  a  bust  of  John  Bright,  which  had  been  sent 
to  President  Lincohi.  but  which  arrived  shortly  after  the  assassination. 
A  letter  of  appreciation  was  sent  to  Dr.  J.  Acherman  Coles,  of 
17  West  Thiity-niiith  Street,  New  York  City,  for  his  offer  made  at 
the  February  meeting  of  the.  Board  of  Tiustees,  in  relation  to  becom- 
ing a  Patron  of  the   Society. 

John  Neafie,  of  72  West  Ninety-third  Street,  New  York  City, 
wrote  that  a  copy  cf  the  records  of  the  New  Prospect  (Bergen  County) 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  was  among  the  Burhans  manuscripts  in 
the  librarv  of  the  New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Society. 
the  volume  being  simply  labeled  "Franklin  Tov.^nship."  It  includes 
part  of  Rockland  County,  Nev,'  York.  The  earliest  baptism  is  dated 
April  23,  1797;  the  earhest  marriage,  December  12,  1797;  the  records 
run  to  1847.  There  are  about  360  items  of  baptisms  and  marriages. 
Some  of  the  baptisms  took  place  in  Sussex  County,  in  Paramus  and 
other  places.  More  than  half  the  names  are  Dutch— Van  Riper, 
Hopper.   Rverson.   Van   Blarcom,   Stagg,   Youmans,   etc. 

H.  E.  Deats,  one  of  our  trustees,  called  attention  to  the  sale  in 
New  ^'ork  of  some  ancient  law  books  by  one  William  Nelson.  Mr. 
Nelson  was  a  lawyer,  a  member  of  the  Middle  Temple,  about  1725; 
he  was  an  industrious  compiler  of  law  books,  but  does  not  rank  high 
as  an  authority.  Some  years  ago  the  Secretary  wrote  to  the  Middle 
Temple,  of  which  he  was  a  member,  but  they  had  no  information  re- 
garding his  family  or  ancestry,  but  could  only  tell  the  place  from 
which  he  entered.  He  is  the  compiler  of  an  Abridgment  of  the  Com- 
mon Law  of  England  in  two  huge  folio  volumes;  a  work  on  Ju.=;ticcs 
of  the  Peace,  which  has  run  through  two  or  three  editions;  a  work 
on  the  l^ws  of  England  concerning  game,  which  has  run  through 
six  or  more  editions;  and  of  other  works. 

Hon.  Victor  H.  Paltsits.  State  Historian  of  New  York,  wiote, 
transmitting  a  memorandum  of  conveyance  of  lands  at  Oyster  Bay, 
Eong  Island,  in  1766,  to  Philip  Carteret,  Governor  of  New  Jersey. 
Hon.  R.  Wayne  Parker,  member  of  Congress  from  Newark,  wrote 
in  regard  to  the  New  Jersey  ancestry  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  referred 
to  in  the  "History  of  the  New  Jersey  Coast,"  Vol.  II.,  Pp.  182-3.  The 
Secretary  wrote  that  the  information  in  that  work  was  principally 
based  upon  tb.e  work  of  the  late  Edwin  Salter,  contained  in  his 
"History  of  Ocean  and  Monmouth  Counties,"'  Appendix,  p.  38,  where 
he  gave  some  details  of  Lincoln's  ancestry  in  Monmouth  County. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  in  relation  to  the  Lincoln  exhibit 
at   the  rooms   of   the   Society   during   February. 

Thomas  Hill,  405  Courtland  Street,  Baltimore,  Md.,  wrote  for  de- 
tails  concerning    the    parents    of    Cornelius    Bryan    or    Bryant,    whose 
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father  is  registered  in  the  records  of  ttie  old  Swedes  Church,  Swedes- 
borough,   New  Jersey,  as  Bryan,  and  his  motlicr  as  Sarah 

Jf{{-  Jess-  or  Jesse.  He  was  advised  to  consult  the  records  of  the 
Old  Swtdesborough  Church  as  published  by  the  Historical  Society 
of    Pentisylvania. 

Miss  Daisy  A.  Stellhouse,  of  Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio, 
wrote  niodestly  asking  the  Secretary  to  serid  her  at  his  earliest  con- 
venience any  material  that  he  might  have  conccrnnig  the  history  of 
the  city  of  Paterson.  She  was  advised  that  he  liad  been  gathering 
such  material  for  forty  years,  and  had  embodied  much  of  it  in  a 
detailed  narrative,  which  makes  tv/o  thousand  typewritten  pages, 
bound  up  in  four  large  volumes;  besides  this  he  had  a  great  many 
hooks,  engravings,  autogiaph  letters  and  manuscript  n.'aterial  of  every 
description..  H  he  could  get  this  material  all  together,  it  would  fill 
?.  large  packing  case  She  m'?'s  asked  if  s)ie  would  like  to  have  it 
all;  would  she  insure  it  against,  loss  ir.  transportation;  what  security 
would  she  give  for  its  return.  No  reply  has  been  received  to  this 
letter. 

Clarence  G.  McDavid,  of  Pompton  Lakes,  New  Jersey,  wrote,  stal- 
ing that  a  discussion  had  arisen  as  to  whether  a  small  group  of 
Indians,  known  as  the  "Aiareeks"  or  "Arareques,"  ever  inhabited  that 
section  of  New  Jersey.  He  was  informed  that  so  far  as  known  to 
the  Sccreta.y  there  were  no  Indians  formally  known  as  the  "Arareeks," 
but  the  name  appears  in  an  ancient  deed,  in  which,  as  he  recollected, 
the  Pompton  Falls  or  the  land  immediately  about  the  same,  was  so 
designated.  Any  Indians,  and  there  must  have  been  very  few.  if 
any,  living  about  Arareek,  would  be  naturally  designated  by  the  name 
of  the  place. 

Professor  J.  Frj^nklin  Jameson,  Carnegie  Institute,  Washington, 
D.  C.,  tr,'uismitted  a  copy  of  the  "Report  to  tne  President  by  the 
Committee  on  Depailment  Methods,  Documentary  Historical  Publi- 
cations by  the  United  States  Government,"  reviewing  the  lack  of 
method  heretofore  pursued  by  the  Government  in  the  publication  of 
historical  material,  and  outlining  a  broad  and  comprehensive  plan 
for  such   work. 

Lloyd  Balderston,  Jr.,  of  West  Chester  State  Normal  School,  West 
Chester.  Pa.,  wrote  inquiring  if  a  paper  by  C.  C.  Haven,  delivered 
before  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society  in  January.  1872,  and  men- 
tioned in  Preble's  "History  of  the  Flag,"  had  been  published.  He  was 
informed  that  a  comnumication  from  C.  C.  Haven,  referring  to  the 
first  American  flag,  was  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Society 
for  January,  1S72.  The  Proceedings  could  be  foun.d  in  the  Historical 
Society  of  Pennsylvania,  the  Philadelphia  Library  Company  and  the 
American    Philosophical   Association.

M.  B.  Croc):,  of  Doylestown,  Pa.,  asked  if  he  could  be  leferie*! 
to  any  papers  or  books  describing  old  furnaces  or  cast  iron  stoves 
before  1770,  in  New  Jersey.  He  was  informed  that  there  were  plenty 
jof  old  furnaces  in  New  Jersey  prior  to  that  date,  but  no  cast  iroii 
stoves  so  far  as  the  Secretary  was  aware.  A  splendid  casting  .of  a 
chimney  hack  njade  at  Oxford,  now  in  Warren  County,  in  1770,  is 
preserved  at  the  Washington  Headquarters  at  Morristown;  alio  a 
pig  cast  ai  Hibernia;  another  pig  cast  at  Charlottesburg  long  before, 
the  Revolution  is  preserved  by  Cooper  and  Hev/itt  at  their  office  in 
New  York.  He  was  referred  to  Halsey's  "History  of  Morris  County" 
for  the  history  of  the  iron  industry  in  that  County;  also  to  the  papers" 
by  the  late  Rev.  J.  F.  Tuttle,  published  in  tlie  Proceedings  of  thii 
Society;  to  son;c  papers  by  E.  P.  BulTct,  one  in  "Powei  and  the 
Engineer,"  for  January  5,  1909,  on  "Robert  Erskine,"  based  on  the 
Erskinc  mant'srripts  in  the  b'brary  of  the  Society.  •    ... 

A.  V.  D.  Hone}  mail,  of  Plainfield,  Nev/  Jersey,  wrote  ti^ans-uitting  " 
a-copy  of  the  "Honeyman  Family,"  a  recent  work  on  genealogy  just 
issued  by  Mr.  Honeyman,  and  promising  ar.othcr  work  on  genealogy 
in  a  few  da\s.  Also  transmitting  a  fde  of  the  Somerset  Ga/ette  and 
the  UnioTiist  Gazette,  the  Unionist  Gazette  being  a  continuation  of  the 
Somer.set   Gnzette,   the   two   files   covering   a   period    of   sixteen   years'.

;.  William  O.  Hart,  Treasurer  of  the  Louisiana  Historical  Society, 
New  Orleans,  was  furnished  at  his  request  with  particulars  concern- 
ing the  organization  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical   Society. 

Miss  Martha  Mickle,  of  Media,  Pa.,  \yrotc  that  her  family  had  had 
a  number  of  deeds  in  their  possession  since  1830,  when  they  were  left 
to  her  father  by  Samuel  Micklo,  who  was  executor  of  her  great  uncle 
Johnv  and  aunt  Honnah  Ladd ;  the  deeds  have  been  well  cared  for  and 
Miss  M.ickle  did  not  feel  like  parting  with  them.  They  relate  mostly  , 
to  property  along  the  Delaware  River.  This  was'  in  reply  to  a  letter 
writlen,,by  the  Secretary  asking  about  these  deeds,  and  that  they  be 
depoiifed  .with  the   Historical   Society. 

.'At-  the'  suggestion  of  ex-Senator  George  T.  Cranmcr,  Clerk  of 
the  U.  S.  .District  Court  at  Trenton,  a  bill  was  drawn  up  by  the 
Secretary,  providing  for  the  preservation  of  local  and  family  history, 
—providing  that  manuscripts  on  such  subjects,  typewritten  on  ordinary 
tyiSewriter  paper,  might  be  deposited  with  the  clerk  of  any  county 
on  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  twenty-five  cents,  and  when  "such  manu- 
scripts atnounted  to  250  sheets,  tlVey  should  be  bound  by  the  County 
Clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  county.  The  bill  was  passed  by  ihc  Ecgis- 
lature,  bilt  Was  vetoed  by  the  Governor. 

Mrs.  Eaura  Wyker  ll.caton,  of  737  Wood   Street,,  Vineland.   N.  J., 
wrote  that  her  ancestor,  Henry  Dc  Killian.  a  French  Hugucno\,  whose

first  wife  and  three  children  were  massacred  in  Franco,  escaped  with 
one  daughter  to  America,  and  settled  on  the  Raritan  River,  in  New 
Jersey,  and  there  built  a  grist  nnll,  which  v/as  v/ashed  away  by  a 
flood  in  1732;  he  rebuilt  it,  but  it  was  again  washed  av/ay  by  another 
flood  in  1734.  He  then  became  dissjusted  with  the  place,  abandoned 
it,  and  went  to  Tiniciun,  near  Erwinna,  Bucks  County.  Pa.,  and  bought 
for  £20  sterling,  five  hundred  acres  on  the  hills.  About  1736  he 
built  a  grist  mill  a:  the  place  where  now  stands  the  old  sawmill  built 
in  1800  by  George  Wykcr.  Henry  De  Killian  married  a  second  time, 
l)ut  only  her  first  name,  which  was  Cliarlotte,  is  known.  Considerable 
correspondence  and  investigation  were  had  by  the  Secretary,  the  re- 
sult being  negative  as  to  Henry  De  Killian.  His  name  is  not  men- 
tioned in  any  deed  on  record,  nor  is  there  any  memory  of  him  pre- 
served at  New  Brunswick.  There  was  a  flood  at  Nev/  Brunswick  in 
Februr.ry,  1733.  The  probability  is  that  De  Killian  was  employed  by 
somebody  else  in  the  mill. 

The  attention  of  the  Secretary  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Ernest  E.  Coe,  one  of  our  trustees,  has  been  a  member  of  this 
Society  since  1864,  or  for  a  period  of  forty-five  years.  There  arc 
l)ut  five  members  who  have  been  longer  connected  with  the  Society 
than  he,  viz. :  William  Rankin,  elected  in  1848,  nov/  about  ninety-six 
years  old;  Amzi  Dodd,  elected  in  iV^\8;  Alfred  Mills,  elected  in  1S53: 
Frederick  G.  Burnham,  elected  in  1859;  and  William  H.  Phelps,  elected 
in  1861.  .  Mr.  Phelps  now  resides  at  St.   Paul,  Minn. 

At  the  request  of  the  Hon.  Francis  E.  Woodruff,  of  Morristov/nj 
a  letter  was  addressed  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Rev.  William  Irwin 
Steans,  D.D.,  pastor  of  the  Westfield  Presbyterian  Church,  asking  him 
to  name  a  time  and  place  and  conditions  under  which  access  might  be 
had  to  the  Session  Book  No.  2,  1759-1803,  of  that  church.  In  reply 
Lawrence  A.  Clark,  Clerk  of  the  Session,  wrote  that  he  was  directed 
by  the  Session  to  state  that  the  records  of  the  church  are  not  open 
fcr  public  inspection.  Considerable  correspondence  had  been  had  be- 
tween Mr.  Woodruff  and  the  trustees  of  the  Westficld  Church,  copies 
of  which  letters  have  been  filed  with  this  Society.  The  Session  of 
said  church  had  caused  typewritten  copies  of  a  portion  of  the  records 
to  be  made  and  presented  to  the  Society,  but  it  so  far  had  not  re- 
laxed the  rule  to  prohibit  access  to  the  original  records,  so  that  it 
was  impossible  to  verify  the  accuracy  of  the  copies  which  had  been 
furnished   to  the   Society.  '        ,  , 

Charles  W.  Smith,  of  the  Union  League,  Philadelphia,  wrote  pro- 
pounding a  series  of  conundrums  in  relation  to  the  American  flag,  its 
origin,  etc.  He  admitted  this  information  could  be  obtained  from 
any  school  book,  but  he  particularly  desired  some  from  Historical 
Societies.  He  was  referred  for  the  origin  of  the  American  flag  and 
the  location  of   its  manufacture,  etc.,  to   a   poem  by  one  J.  Rodman 
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Drake,   which   describes   the   location   and   the   material   of    the   inanu-      ^

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY   COMMITTEE   FOR   1909.  1 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  visitors  at  the  library  was  j 
somewhat  larger  than  during  any  year  of  which  a  record  has  been  j 
kept.  As  usual  the  majority  of  the  visitors,  of  whom  there  were  j 
about  3,200,  came  to  consult  the  books  and  manuscripts.  To  the  num-  i 
ber  of  those  who  have  consulted  the  library  in  person  may  be  added  j 
several  hundred  correspondents,  whose  inquiries  have  been  responded  , 
to  by  letter.  Last  February  a  Lincoln  exhibit  was  arranged,  which  j 
was   visited   by  six   or   seven   hundred    persons.  ] 

The  number  of  accessions  received  during  the  year  was  2,724,  in-  ] 
eluding  603  books,  1,911  pamphlets  and  210  miscellaneous  gifts.  Of  | 
the  books,  15  were  purchased,  84  received  in  exchange  and  504  were  ! 
gifts.  Of  the  pamphlets,  309  were  received  in  exchange  and  1,602 
were  gifts.  Fewer  books  were  received  last  year  than  during  several 
preceding  years,  but  among  them  were  many  very  useful  and  curiou>^ 
volumes. 

Three  large  show  cases  were  received  from  Mr.  Iliram  E.  Deats, 
one  of  which  has  already  been  set  up  and  filled,  making  room  in 
other  cases  for  a  collection  of  pewter  and  other  curios  furnished  by 
Dr.  Disbrow. 

From  the  sale  of  the  Society's  pulilications  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($150)  has  been  received.  Numerous  exchanges 
have  also  been   made.

-Jersey,  and  the  honesty  of  the  previously  mentioned  man  of 
some  shrewdness,  would  be  to  take  this  statement  i-hi'torieally 
rather  thaii  histoi'ieally,  it  sliows  how.  in  those  days,  the  wind 
blew. 

Jei'sey  grandmotliei's  used   to  say  tlmt   wherever  tliere's 

: smoke  there  will  l)e  lire,  and  v.-e  tiiid  Ihe  adage  applies  in  this 
instance.      There    was    some    ground    for    critieism    of    X"w 

■Jersey's  part  in  the  Kevolution,  and  if  there  is  any  blush  due 
in  this  discussion,  it  ought  to  be  visible  when  we  are  r^'mindeil 
that  Washington  was  the  first  higii  censor  of  Xew  Jei'sey 's 
shortcomings.

%vare.     Insteatl  of  giving  any  a.ssistanee  in  rei)el!inLr  the  enemy

the  militia  luive  Jiol  oiAy  refused  to  obey  your  general  sum- 
mons, and  tliat  of  their  cotnnianding  officers,  but  I  am  told, 
exult  at  the  appi-oaeh  of  the  ejjemy,  and  on  our  late  mis- 
fortunes 1  found  no  disposition  in  the  inhabitants  to  ailoi'd 
the  least  aid.  AVe  are  in  a  very  disaffected  ]>art  of  the  province 
(Fennsylvaiiia)  and  betweeji  aou  and  me  I  think  our  affairs 
are  in  a  \ery  hi\d  condition;  not  so  Jiiuch  fi'om  the  apprehen- 
sion of  General  Howe's  army  as  from  the  defection  of  New 
York,  the  Jerseys  and  Pennsylvania.

This 
botly  solemnly  j-irofessed  to  "look  to  that  all  ]H")wei-fnl  I^einf^ 
by  whose  ))iovidenr-e  all  hnman  events  ;ire  Ljuided,"  and 
humbly  inplored  '"His  divine  favour,  in  jo-esidin^  over  and 
directing/;  their  present  councils,  towards  the  re-establishnu-nt 
of  order  and  liarmony  between  Great  lUitain  and  hei-  dis- 
ti-essed  colon.ies.'"  The  i)resident  of  the  convention,  llendi'ick 
Fisher,  was  anthoi-ize(',  to  uMpiest  tiie  presence  of  the  ministers 
of  tlic  town  at  the  sessions  of  ihe  convention  so  that  every 
inoruinti  an  invocation  miu-ht  be  offered.  All  this  looks  well 
foi-  the  sincerity  and  g'ood  character  of  the  })eoi)le  of  Xew 
Jersey  in  ]775. 

It  was  on  October  0th,  1775,  that  ('ongress  niade  its  tirst 
call  upon  New  Jersey  for  ti'Ooi)s  to  carry  on  the  Avar.  The 
resolution  ran  as  follows  :  "That  it  be  reconunended  to  the 
convention  of  Xew  J(>rsey  thai  they  imnnnliately  raise,  at  the 
expense  of  tie-  continent,  two  battalions,  ronsistinj:  of  eicrht 
COmj)anies  ea<'h..  and  each  company  of  sixty-eiirht  privates,  of- 
ficered with  one  capt;un.  one  lieutenant,  one  ensii2:n.  four 
Serji'eants  ;ind  four  <'orporals. 

"That  th.e  ju-ivates  be  enlisted  for  one  year,  at  tlu-  rate 
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j  t»f  five  (lollajs  per  calendar  month,  liable  to  be  discharged  at 

I  «»J.y  time  on  allov.iuy  them  one  niontirs  pay  extraordinary. 

\  "That   each    ol'    the    ])i-iva1es    l)e    allowed,    instead   of    a 

boujily,  one  felt  hat,  a  j»air  of  yar):  ,stockinj,'s,  antl  a  j^air  of 
shots;  the  moji  to  tind  their  own  ai-ms. 
I  "That  the  ])ay  of  the  officers,  fo.-  the  present,  be  th.'  same 

^s  that  of  the  officers  in  the  present  Continental  Army,  and  in 
ease  the  i)ay  of  the  ofKcers  in  the  army  is  augmented,  the  pay 
of  tiie  ofiieeis  in  these  battalions  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  ang- 
jnented  f  i  om  the  time  oC  theii-  encraprino-  in  the  service." 

li]  Jesj)onse  to  this  call  the  I'ro\ineial  (.'ongress,  at  Tren- 
ton, October  26th,  the  same  your,  made  an-angeinents  to  raise 
the  ie(|uired  ti(!0]);;,  via]Hiii<,';  as  miiste;  itiasrcts  Julias  Itayton. 
A/^aiiah  Dunliam,  Joseph  Ellis  ami  John  ^rehelm. 

It  was  on  Xovember  10,  1775,  that  six  companies,  all  that 
were  then  coiuideted,  of  the  First  and  Second  Battalions,  were 
ordeicd  to  garrison  the  fort  in  the  Highlands,  on  the  Hudson. 
On  Xovember  27tii.  the  )est  of  the  two  battalions  wei'e  ordered 
into  barracks  nea.f  New  York.  On  the  8th  of  ])eceml)er  both 
battalions  were  oi'dered  into  the  city  of  New  York,  and  on  the 
26th  of  said  month  the  dejmty  mnstcr-mastc]-  at  the  jdace  was 
ordered  to  nuistei'  ihem. 

On  the  IDth  -of  Jainmi'y,  1776,  three  eomj>anies  were 
ordered  to  leport  to  Ool.  Xathaniel  Ileaid  (First  Battalion 
^Middlesex  ^Militia. ),  in  connnand  of  minute  men,  fo)-  duty  in 
arresting  Tories  and  disafiected  p.'isons. 

The   lest   of   the   battalion.    Lieutenant    Col.    \Vind   com- 
i  manding,  weie  stationed,  until   May,   1776,  at  Perth   And)oy 

and  Fiizahethtown,  Xew  Jeisey. 
I  On  the  third  of  May.  with  the  Thiid  Battalion,  they  left 

I  Xew  Yoik  to  join  the  expedition  to  Camnla.  and.  having  been 

!  ])reviouslv    joineil    b\-    the   Second    P>attalion.   took    an    active 

part  in  tlie  operations  befoi'e  Quebec. 

At  a  later  day  the  First  and  Second  Battalions  were 
ordeivil  into  bai'iacks  a,t  Ticondeioua,  and  i-emained  at  that 
station  nnlil  directed  by  (Jen.  Sulliva;i.  Xovend)er  .Ith,  1776, 
to  retnrn  to  Xew  .leisiy  lor  discdiarge. 

Tile    foregoing   mentionrd   t loops    beh)nged    to   what    was 
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calltHl  the  First  Kstablisliiiic-nl.  Sul)seqiiently  two  other  estab- 
IJsluuciits  wore  luusteicd,  makijiy;-  tlie  number  three  altogether, 
the  years  of  rtuisler  being  1775,  1776  and  1780. 

The  v.-ell  laiown  " Maxwell's  Brigade,''  which  combined 
witli  ]\rorgan's  Ixiflenien,  did  snch  good  work  at  the  Battle  of 
I\roinnoiith,  was  composed  lai-gely  or  Jerseymen. 

The  tliree  establishments  i-efei-red  to,  it  should  be  re- 
nien)ber<Hi  were  tioops  enlisted  as  a  part  of  the  Continental 
Army.  Besides  these  Jersey  troops  there  was  also  the  State 
militia,  wJiicli  ])o]iced  the  State,  and  acted  in  combination 
with  the  Continental  Array  wlirii  needed.  All  were  under  the 
command  of  Washington,  but  the  subordinate  connaanders 
Ave  re  .lerseyme]!. 

Before  cojisidering  AYasliington's  retreat  through  the 
Jerseys,  whicli  event,  more  than  any  other  placed  New  Jersey 
in  an  unfavoi-ablc  light,  patriotically  speaking,  let  us  take  a 
look  at  the  New  Jersey  people  with  special  regard  to  their 
political  leaiii]igs. 

Tliere  is  no  doubt  that  as  a  whole  the  inhabitants,  less 
irritated  by  British  oviM'loidsliij)  than  some  of  the  other 
colonies,  especially  Massachusetts,  had  hoped  for  a  peaceble 
settlement.  Yet  Jei-seymen  had  burned  tea  at  Greenwich,  on 
Cohansey  cieek,  and  had  at  various  times,  in  convention  as- 
sembled, declared  that  taxation  without  representation  A\as 
v/i'ong,  and,  as  we  have  se^^n,  they  prepared  for  war  by  rais- 
ing trooi)S  in  177'). 

Theie  weii^  thi'ee  parties  in  the  State,  and  all  of  them 
strong.  This  comi>lexity  of  opinion  had  much  to  do  with  the 
unhai)py  showing  of  the  people  of  New  Jersey  when  Wash- 
ington, during  the  i-eti-eat,  so  mneh  needed  their  help. 

The  Tory  ])ai'ty,  led  by  (lovernor  William  Franklin,  was 
composed  of  many  intluential  men,  especially  lawyers  accus- 
tomed to  Englisb  precedent,  and  many  inhabitants  of  Burling- 
tou  and  Perth  Amboy,  Trenton  and  Fli/.abeth,  in  which  towns 
there  was  a  K'intl  of  Bourbon  element,  more  so  pel  haps  in  the 
first  two  named.  Most  of  tlu"  l':i)iscopalians  were  of  the  Tory 
party,  and  many  of  the  Duleh  nsiding  in  the  Passaic  and 
ITaekensaek  valleys. 
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'J'hc  Whigs  iiK-ludcd  a  lar«?('  Calviiiistic  or  Presbyleriaii 
olemciit,  and  llie  sli'ciij^tli  of  tliis  j)arty  was  locatt_*d  in  ]Mon- 
mouth  county,  in  the  city  of  Xcwai-k,  and  somewhat  in  ICliza- 
bclh,  in  ^Morris  County,  and  along  tlie  Kaiitan  river,  and  also 
down  in  Cundicrland,  Gloucester  and  Salem  Counties,  where 
there  was  also  a  Calviinstic  element.  The  Wliig  peoj^le  were 
tlie  town-me(4ing  peo])]e,  })eoi)]e  whose  thinking  h'aned  always 
tOM  ard  independence. 

The  Quakers  wei'c  as  a  whole  non-cond)atants,  but  oc- 
casionally the  }Oungt'i"  element  was  i'ound  adv(;e;i1ing  and 
actively  assisting  the  cause  of  i)olitical  freedom. 

AVh.eu  Washington,  with  tjdtcivd  Itoops.  tl<-d  through  Ihe 
•State,  the  only  depen(hd)Ie  class  faih-d  him,  but  tiiere  were 
extenuating  circumstances.  It 'was  all  so  sudilen,  and  so  very 
rapid.  The  American  army  was  in  full  reti-eat,  an<l  the 
British  looked  like  victors,  Ixd'oi  e  whom  nothing  could  s^and. 
Washington  escaped  across  the  Dela.warc-  and  left  tlie  State 
in  tlie  hands  of  the  enemy.  It  is  hardly  to  lie  wondered  at 
that  many  pncked  theii-  houseiiold  effiris  ;ind  tl<Ml  to  the  moun- 
tains, as  th(\v  saw  the  rear  guard  of  the  Americans  disappear 
southward,  and  heai'd  the  tiamp  of  the  pursuers. 

AVith  the  Britisii  in  control  many  made  an  abject  sub.mis- 
sion.  but  less  of  the  Calvinistic  element  than  any  other,  we 
venture  to  say. 

For  tlds  a])])arent  large  disatT-etion  Washington  grieved 
as  we  have  seen,  and  we  may  well  grieve  with  him. 

]^ut  after  tlie  capture  of  Trenton  a  change  came  over 
New  Jersey  .sentiment.  Tiie  tiiree  parties  still  existed,  but  the 
Whigs  became  uppermost.  Tin'  jiat riots  threw  themselves  in- 
to the  cause,  and  the  others  were  forced  to  remain  silent  or 
were  imprisoned  or  driven  forth  to.Xew  York  by  the  Commit- 
tee of  Safety.  New  Jersey  began  to  redeem  herself,  nobly, 
and  succeeded. 

Throughout  the  war,  though  th.'  very  centre  of  nnlitary 
activities,  New  Jersey  continued  to  fuiinsh  men  ami  muin- 
tions  for  the  cause.  Xi'W  Jersey  gave  also  lier  women  to  the 
cause  of  freedom.  TIumv  is  .Moll  Tileher,  whose  identity  has 
been  until  recently  a  prol)lem.     Then  we  are  reminded  of  the 
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noble  woihen  of  ]\Iorris  County,  who  knit  liose  and  made 
clothes  for  the  soldiers,  and  nursed  the  patients  iu  the  mili- 
tary hospital. 

On  July  4,  17<S0,,  was  foj'nied  the  society  of  patriotic 
wonieu  at  Trenton,  which  took  the  whole  State  as  its  field  for 
benevolent  work  on  behalf  of  tin-  army. 

New  Jersey,  as  has  been  intimated,  furni.shed  the  territory 
for  several  battu,>p  and  a  considerable  number  of  minor  actions. 
In  all  some  ninety  engagements  transpired  on  the  soil  of  tins 
State. 

Her  cen.tral  location  among  the  States,  and  particularly 
her  proximity  to  the  important  cities  of  New  York  and  Phila- 
dol{)hin.  gave  New  Jersey  an  importiint  pari  in  the  housing 
and  transportation  of  armies.  Going  north  oi-  south  the  armies 
passed  througli  her  territory,  and  her  main  I'oads  were  virtu- 
ally nulitaiy  higlr.vays. 

Her  mountain  fastm^sses,  Morristown  and  ]\[iddlebrook, 
Paramus  and  Pieakness,  made  safe  and  secluded  camps  for 
Washingtoirs  Iroops. 

We  are  not  concerned  here  to  give  a  whole  histoiy  of  the 
R(n'olution,  but  tiie  mention  of  Trenton,  Princeton  and  ^Ion- 
mouth  is  enough  to  remind  ourselves  of  New  Jersey's  ]uirt  in 
the  roll  of  biittles  of  imiKutanee. 

As  the   war   pi'ogressed   the   dominating  element    of   the 
population,  those  who  stood  for  independence,  showed  an  in- 
crciising  devotion  to  the  cause.     The  days  of  indecision  were 
long  past,  and  repeated  evidences  of  a  willingness  to  sacrifice' 
everything  for  fi-eedom  pi'oved  their  patriotism. 

Thomas  Aid)ury,  an  officer  under  l-.ui-goyne,  captured  at 
Stillwater,  wrote  in  his  book  entitled  "Travels  in  the  Antei-- 
ior  Parts  of  Amei-icn",  the  following  iiccount  of  a  conversa- 
tion he  had  had  with  a  Tory  resident  of  New  Jersey  about 
1778  : 

•  "After  he  (the  Tory  in  conversation  with  Anbury)  had 
related  this  slory  (of  Hessian  depre.lations  ui)on  the  Ni'W 
Jersey  inhabitants)  he  ol)served  that  the  desolation  of  tlie 
Jerseys  whicli  in(>lnded  friends  as  well  as  enemies,  had  done 
great  injiiry  to  our  (the  Hritish)  cause,  as  it  had  united  the 
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i  latter   (the  Americans)    more  firmly,  and  detached  numbers 

I  of  the  former,  exaggerated  accounts  of  all  enormities  that  had 

1  been  coiinnitted   were   published   in   all   their   prints,    which 

determined  those  who   wer*^    wavering,    and   embittererl    the 
rninds  of  every  class  lliroughout   the  colonies,   and  he    (the 
Tory)   conchuled  with  a  sigh,  observing  that  the  resentment 
t  occasioned  by  the  depredations  cari-ied  on  through  the  Jer- 

I  seys,  had  left  few  or  scarce  any  friends  to  Britain  in  the  prov- 

ince." 

Another  evidence  of  Xew  Jersey's  fi>ial  redemption  may 
[  be  found  in  a  correspondence  between  AVashington  and  Fdisha 

!  Boadinot,  of  Nevrark. 

J^oudinot  invited  the  gonci-al  to  slop  in  Xew  J»'i-.sry,  ou 
his  way  from  Xewi)urgh,  passing  through  toward  Yii-giuia. 
The  invitation  was  formal  enough,  but  cordial  withal.  It  ran 
thus  : 

"When  your  excellency  is  retiring  from  the  held,   will 

you  indulge  t)ie  inhabitants  of  this  State  to  spend  a  short  time 

1  as  you  are  passing  through,  free  from  care,  where  yon  have 

j  spent  so  much  in  distress  and  anxiety  of  mind,  that  they  may 

have  an  opportunity  of  personally  convincing  you  of  their 

.  attachnu^nt  V 

\  Washington  answered  as  follows  : 

i  "I  am,  as  yet,  uncertain  at  what  time  I  shall  be  at  lil)erty 

I  to  return  to  Virginia,  and  conseiiuently  cannot  inform  you 

whether  I  may  be  able  to  gratify  my  inclination  of  spending 
a  little  tune  with  my  fi-iends  in  Jersey,  as  I  pass  through  that 
State.  I  can  only  say  that  the  friendship  that  I  have  for  a 
people  from  whom  I  have  often  derived  such  essential  aid, 
will  strongly  dispose  me  to  it.'' 

Evidently  Washington  was  sincere  in  his  con\mendation 
of  Jersey  people. 

New  Jersey  had  redeenunl  herself  in  the  mind  of  the  first 
citizen  of  America. 

Let  us  recall  a  historic  scene.  It  occurred  iu  17S9.  ^Yash- 
ington  was  .«n  route  to  assume  at  Xew  York  the  duties  of  the 
otfice  of  President  of  the  United  States,  to  which  exalted  posi- 
tion he  had  recently  been  elected      The  route  of  the  nation's 
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hero  was  a  iiun-cl'.  of  triiiiiiDli.      Over  tli.'  same  roads,  some  i 

twelve  years  })reviovisly,  the  j^fiicral  luid  in  llie  opposili-  direc-  j 

tioii  tiod  ra]))('ly  i]i  lelieat.     'Idieii  he  liad  found  oiily  pain  and  i 


disappointineiit.     ^lany  had  forsaken  him. 

But  now  a  cliange  liad  come.  His  i)a(h  was  strewn  with 
flowers.  Garlands  hung  about  his  way,  and  a  devoted  State 
was  endea\ori)ig-  to  outdo  itself  in  honoring  the  beloved 
Father  of  ids  Countiy.  New  Jersey's  patriotic  element  had 
contributed  to  his  success  in  war,  and  the  spirit  of  that  re- 
deemed elenieiit  was  voiced  in  tlie  i)0etic  lines  by  ^Nlayor 
liiehard  Howell,  dedicated  to  him,  and  sung  as  \nt  i)assed 
through  Trenton  : 

Welcome,  mighty  chief  !  once  nioi'e 
Welcome  to  this  grateful  shore  : 
Now  no  mercenary  foe 
Aims  again  the  fatal  blow  — 
Aims  at  thee  the  fatal  blow, 
Virgins  fair,  and  matrons  grave, 
Those  thy  concjuering  arms  did  save, 
Build  for  thee,  triumphant  bowers. 
Strew,  ye  fair,  his  way  with  flowers — 
Strew  your  hero's  way  with  flowers.

John  Andf.rsox  born  cire^i  16G5,  was  '^laptized  aud 
Educated  in  the  Coinmniiion  of  tlie  Episcopal  Church  of  Scot- 
land." and  "had  the  honour  to  have  the  Ri<?ht  Reverend 
Father 'in  God,  John  Lord  Bishop  of  lioss  for  his  God 
father.'  "'"  Be  married  Anna,  daughter  of  John  Reid,  and 
settled  in  Xevr  Jersey  prior  to  Decemher  8,  1701.  in  which  date 
John  Reid  of  "Horteueie",  who  was  sometime  Surveyor- 
General  of  New  Jersey,  "  foi-  ye  Xa1u)-al  love  and  affection 
weh  I  beare  to  Cr.pt.  John  Anderson  and  his  wife  Anna  my 
I  Daui^hter,"  conveyed  to  them  the  tract  of  land  called  :\Ianal- 

[  apan,  on  Manahipan  River.'     John  Anderson  sold  a  portion 

!  of  this  land  to  Alexander  Dove,  February  20.  1701/    On  Dc- 

I  cember  30,  1701,  John  Reid  conveyed  to  John  Anderson  an- 

!  other  tract  o^i  the  Manalapan  and  one  on  Millstone  River.  * 

i  On  March  6.   1702,  Captain   Anderson  reconveyed  the  I\Iill- 

stone  tract  to  Joini  Reid.=  It  is  probable  that  Captain  And- 
erson settled  at  "Manalapan"  about  the  time  the  land  was 
conveyed  to  him  in  1701,  for  on  October  13,  1707,  he  was 
described  as  of  jManalapan,  in  a  deed  from  John  Reid  for  other 
lands  there.* 

John  Anderson  commanded  the  Ship  Unicorn  sent  on  the 

unfortunate    expedition    to   Darien    in    1699,    to    establish    a 

Scotch  colony  there.    The  Rev.  Jacob  nenderson,  mi.ssionary, 

in  a  letter  to  the  Lords  of  Ti-nde,  dated  June  2,  1712,  aeciisod 

"John  Anderson,  a  Scotch  Pi-esbyterian,"  with  having,  after 

I  his  return  to  Amboy.  "lett  his  ship  rot  and  plundr'd  her  and 

with  ye  plunder  boucrht  Land."^     This  charcje  was  proved 

I  untrue  by  Robert  Walls,  commission. "d  by  the  "Directors  of 

1  the  Company  of  Scotland  tradiiif?  to  Africa  and  the  Indies," 
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to  invest is^ale  the  matter,  who  e<*!-tified  ^Mareli  20,  17] o,  tliat 
Captain  Anderson,  '-iiavin*,'  diligently  attended  her  tiiree 
years  and  uinvat'd,  at  the  expiration  of  wliieh  time  She  being- 
unfit  for  fniMlier  Se)-viee,  and  he>  oitliout  any  instructions 
from  the  owners,  thoiudit  fitt  to  h^avo  lier,  ha\ing  Sohl  or 
8ecu7'ed  all  Ik^-  fni-nitni'e  and  a[)p''rrel!  exc<^pting  the  Great 
Guns,  Aviiieh  by  the  Autliority  of  the  Eight  Houo'ble  the  Earl 
of  Clarendon,  then  Governor,  were  bi-onght  to  Xew  York,"' 
and  that  the  carefully  kept  aeeounts  of  Captain  Anderson 
showed  a  balance  in  his  favor,  of  £156.2.2.' 

The  curate  of  the  Captain's  churcli  had  certified.  March 
]2,  1712,  that  Lieut.  Colonel  Anderson  "for  the  space  of  elev- 
en years  hath  lived  in  communion  with  us  and  in  Exact  con- 
formiiie  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  by 
Lav\'  Establisht'd,  hath  been  a  constant  Communicant,  and 
Exemplai-y  in  his  life  and  Conversation  Amongst  his  Xeigh- 
bours ;  and  his  housf  hatli  been  the  Common  Receptacle  of  the 
Clergie  going  or  coming  from  Burlington  and  Philadelphia  : 
hath  purehased  No  Larxds,  but  Lives  on  the  Land  he  had  with 
his  wife.'' " 

John  Anderson  was  one  of  the  Justices  of  the  Monmouth 
County  Quarter  Sessions  in  1711.  '"  May  7.  1711,  Gov(>rnor 
Hunter  recommended  him  for  a  seat  in  the  Council,  in  which 
the  Board  of  Proprietors  conciu-red  and  in  their  recommen- 
dation of  May  12,  1712,  described  John  Anderson  and  Elisha 
Pai'ker  as  "both  inhabitants  of  Pirth  Amboy,  very  large 
Trader's,  and  Old  Planters,  and  men  of  the  Best  Estates  upon 
the  place.""  His  appointment  to  the  Council  was  approved 
by  the  Queen,  June  15,  1713."  On  May  25,  1716,  he  and 
other  members  of  the  Council  sent  a  message  of  congratula- 
tion to  the  King,  upon  the  defeat  of  the  Scotch  Rebellion." 
Upon  the  accession  of  Governor  Burnet  in  1720,  Colonel  And- 
erson -was  continued  in  the  Council.  '* 

At  a  nu-eting  of  the  Council,  April  20,  1722,  he  ventured 
to  dissent  from  the  Governor's  declaration  that  George  AVil- 
locks  was  an  enemy  of  the  government,  whereupon  P>urnet  im- 
mediately suspended  him.  In  this  the  Governor  was  not 
sustained  by  the  Lords  of  Trade  and  tinally.  July  11,  1726, 
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(joven)Oi-  Burnet  removoil  the  susi)eiisioii  and  Anderson  re- 
sumed }iis  scat  in  the  Council.  He  continued  a  nieinber  of 
that  body  tliercafter  until  his  death. "" 

On  April  12,  1726,  John  Anderson  puvcliased  iive  hundred 
acres  at  Manalapan  from  iMary  Miller  and  others,  being  de- 
scribed in  the  deed.  Hi-  of  Freehold."'  By  an  Oi-der  of  the 
King  in  Council,  Xovcinber  6,  1728,  Colonel  Anderson  was 
appointed  one  of  the  commissioners  in  New  Jei\sey  for  the 
trial  of  pirates."  March  ]9,  1735 — 6,  as  president  of  the 
Council  of  New  Jersey,  lie  wrote  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle, 
j  giving  notice  of  Governor  Cosby 's  death  and  advising  that  as 

1  head  of  the  Council  he  had  assumed  administration  of  the 

government.  ''  lie  was  strongly  i)i  lavor  of  a  sepai-aie  gov- 
ernor I'oi"  New  Jei-sey  and  signed  a  nh-moi-ial  to  tb-at  end  only 
ten  days  hefore  his  death.'" 

The  following  notice  appeared  in  The  American  Weekly 
Mercurial.  "Perth  Andjoy,  ]\rareh  30,  1736.  On  Sunday  last 
died,  here  in  the  Seventy  lirst  year  of  his  age,  after  a  shoi-t 
Indisposition,  the  Honourable  John  AnOcrso)!,  Es(|;  President 
of  his  Majesty's  Council  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  this 
Province,  which  Station  he  held  but  Eighteen  Days,  A  gentle- 
man of  the  strictest  Honour  and  Integrity,  justly  valued  and 
lamented  by  all  his  Acquaintancy.

A  part  of  the  scluMiie  of  ilie  fn-st  Englisli  owiici-s  of  West. 
New  Jersey  was  to  select  suitable  sites  for  towns  fronting  on 
the  eastern  sliore  of  tVie  Delaware  i-iver.  This  slmwerl  their 
foresiglit  and  Inisiness  penetration,  and  the  choiee  of  tlxse 
sites  further  proved  that  they  had  cart-fully  considered  tlie 
subject  by  oenlar  eAaininatio]!  and  by  the  conijiai-ing  of  oiio 
point  "with  anotlier.  A  bold  shoi-e  and  (k-c})  water  were  two  of 
the  essentials,  with  liigli  laiid  extending  into  the  forest  ;  free 
from  stagnant  water  and  niarsliy  soils.  It  was  no  doubt  a  dif- 
ficult (juestion  to  settle,  foi-  oceasionally  individual  interests 
warped  the  better  judgment  of  some  of  those  with  whom  the 
decision  lay.  After  much  going  "to  and  fro"  and  many 
wordy  controversies,  four  seveial  places  were  sc-leett.-d  —  Bur- 
lington, Gloucester,  J5yllyngei)0]"t  and  'Eiig  Ilai-in)i-.  'i'he  three 
latter  of  these  lay  vs-ithin  the  original  bonn<ls  of  old  Glou- 
cester county  (I'igg  Harbor  being  near  \hv  mo\ith  of  the 
river  of  that  name  in  Atlantic  cour.ty  not  t'ar  from  ]\ray's 
Landing  and  where  a  ferry  was  established  by  act  of  the 
Legislature  in  lGi)3). 

A  point  of  high  land  fronting  the  rivrr  a  slioi't  ilistanco 
below  the  mouth  of  Mantua  creek  was  one  of  th.'  spots  selected 
and  called  Byllyngeport.  This  was  in  honor  of  the  first 
Governor  of  AVest  New  Jersey  (l*:dward  Byllynge)  under  the 
propi-ietors,  and  who  was  a  cons{Hcuous  person  among  the 
eaily  owners  of  land  in  this  i)rovince.  He  was  a  brewer,  lived 
in  AVestminstei-,  London,  and  bi-eoming  embarrassed  in  his 
financial  alfairs  many  persons  lost  b\  him.  :\Iost  of  his  credit- 
ors, like  himself,  were  followers  of  George  Fox,  and  by  one 
of  the  tenets  of  their  society  could  not  i)rosecute  a  debtor  for 
tlx'  recovery  of  a  mon(\v  claim.

the  Proprietors  and  settlers  in  West  New  Jersey.     He  died 

in  1081.  . 

As  in   many  like  instances  the  name  of  the  site  oi  the 
town  has  been  corrupted  and  will  never  be  restored  to  the 
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■Tii-i^inal  ciud  Jieitlici-  luis  any  map  of  the  several  lots  or  tracts 
of  laiRl  going-  to  make  up  the  ])hin  been  placed  on  record.  It 
has  the  i-idvanlagi'  of  being-  niUL-ii  iiearei-  the  ocean  than  either 
of  the  ofliers  on  Delauare  I'iver;  yet  the  settler.ient  there  never 
assumed  t-reu  th-'>  propoi'tions  of  a  village. 

l^olitieal  dissensions  detei'red  emigrants  from  coming  into 
liu^  ])rovince.  aiid  there  being  no  assui'ance  of  peaee  many 
went  to  otiiei'  localities.  Tlie  i-adical  differences  of  opinion 
existing  between  the  Proprietoi's  in  England  and  those  who 
had  set  I  led  here,  upon  the  consli'uction  of  the  concessions  and 
agreements  as  adopted  before  they  left,  seemed  im[jossible  of 
j-econeiliation,  and  which  did  at  last  lead  to  the  surrender  of 
the  ,t',o\ernmen1  {o  Queen  Ann*'  \u  1703.  l^oi-d  Cornbnry's 
ap])ointuK'nt  by  the  Queen  as  the  first  Governoi-  was  an  un- 
fortuPiate  one.  lie  at  once  antag07)ized  the  Quaker  element 
an.d  took  no  ]iains  to  disguise  his  antipathy  to  their  doctrines 
and  forms  of  wor^ship.  George  Keith,  whose  apostasy  from 
Piiends,  made  him  many  followers  in  New  Jersey,  and  sonu' 
fi'om  among  the  most  infliu'iitiai  families,  ordy  helped  to  in- 
ci'rase  the  exeiteuK^nt  among  the  inhabitants.  Tliese,  with  other 
troid)h'S,  go  very  far  towai'd  ex})hii)iing  why  emigrants  were 
so  slow  to  mak(-  this  colony  their  homes;  and  it  \\as  not  until 
many  of  these  real  oi-  imagiuaiy  obstacles  were  removed  that 
thrie  ^^■as  any  rajnd  increase  of  po])u!ation. 

it  is  i)ro])ei-  to  introduce  at  this  point  an  ineideni  of  his- 
tory rt'lating  geneially  to  this  j)art  of  the  Stale  and  par- 
tieuhiriy  to  thai  i)art  of  Gloueeslei-  counly  now  tlu-  subject  in 
(pu^stion.  It  is  one  of  those  incidents  that  has  taxed  the  in- 
genuity and  patience,  and  has  drawn  lai'gely  upon  the 
credulity  of  histoiians,  and  all  without  satisfactory  results. 
When  iufjuired  into  by  writers  wiio  would  tinge  tlu'ir  subject 
with  roumnce,  sufficient  was  always  fouiul  to  uudce  it  a  i)ro- 
lilie  stor\-,  but  when  regai'ded  fi-om  a  [iraetical  slandiioint  Ity 
those  who  depend  only  ui)on  dala  that  bear  the  test  of  truth 
it  was  deficient  in  many  particulars  and  consiilered  as  liction 
oiil\ .  This  lias  Ixen  the  fate  of  some  of  tlie  best  tohl  stories  of 
the  early  adventurers  into  the  plantations  of  Ameriea,  to  the 
ifgret  of  numy  wlio  wotdd  ])re])etuate  liuMu  as  associaledi  with 
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their  youthful  readiug,  and  1]ie  acts  of  their  sturdy  ancestors., 
Isaac  Micklc,  Esq.,  in  his  "  Jieuiini.scences  of  Okl  Glouces- 
ter," lias  associated  P>il]iiig-si)0]t  aud  the  surrounding  country 
with  some  of  tlie  movement.s  of  Sir  Edmund  Ploydon,  and  j 

where  tiiat  remarkahle  personage   (if  such  there  ever  was)  '| 

projected  the  manor  of  Watecssit,  and  Avhere  he  contemplated  I 

erecting  ''his  own  august  residcm^e."    T])is  individual  was  a  \ 

favorite  of  Charles  I.  King  of  England,  and  received  from  j 

him  in  1G31,  a  gi-ant  of  territory  in  America.    'Ihe  houndaries  I 

of  this  patent  were  never  clearly  defined  or  understood,  but  | 

it  will  be  sufficient  for  the  present  pui-j)0se  to  say  it  would  j 

include  all  of  tlie  States  of  New  Jers.-y  and  Delaware  and  I 

poi'iion.^  of  .Morylan.!,  Pennsylvania  and  New  Yorl:.     With  it  1 

he  Avas  invested  with  the  tiile  of  J-^arl  Pahitiiic,  the  preroga-  j 

five  of  whicli  had  no  limit  save  allegiance  to  the  King.     The  1 

terj'itory  thus  granted  was  called  New  All)ion.  To  advance 
the  interests  of  the  Earl,  Beauchamp  Plantagenet,  of  royal 
descent;  ^vas  sent  to  America  in  1G36  to  explore  the  vast 
domain,  and  fix  upon  soim;  fresli  navigable  river,  and  a  rich 
country,  wiiere  a  colony  consisting  of  eight  Knights  and 
gentlemen,  an  hundred  servants  and  twejity  of  theii-  old  ten- 
ants and  their  fauiilies,  could  establish  themselves  and  induce 
others  to  settle. 

The  surroutnling  forests,  sti'ca/us,  iin'adows  and  soil  in 
this  i)art  of  New  Jei-sey  were  then  known  as  '"the  Manteses 
Plains",  and  fi'om  which  one  of  the  i)rincipal  tributaries  of 
the  Uelawai-e  liver  on  the  (^astern  side  near  tlial  place  took  its 
name,  and  which  i-egion  of  country  pleased  the  fancy  of  the 
explorer.  Plantagenet  returned  to  England  and  published  a 
florid  account  of  the  country  and  the  advantages  to  be  de- 
rived in  emigrating  thereto.  Aceoiviingly  a  splendid  palatinate 
was  projected,  the  land  fronting  tlie  river  was  divided  into 
manors,  and  a  ehivalric  order  was  instituted  under  the  name 
of  "The  Albion  Knights  of  the  Conversion  of  the  twentv-lhrec 
Kings." 

About  IGll  the  Earl  came  himself  to  Ameriea,  and  with 
the  royal  Plantagfiict  and  tlu'ir  Catiiolie  retainers  "marched, 
lodged  and  cabined  together  with  the  Indians  for  seven  vears. ' 
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lie  sought  vai'ioiis  m(^niis  to  induce  eini;^fntion,  bill  fail(?d, 
l)i.'rliai):s  by  reason  of  his  reliy:ious  views,  and  at  last  returued 
to  England  and  his  palatinate  was  lost  sight  of  foi-  many 
yeai'S. 

If,  as  Isaac  aMickie  intimated,  ]-5y]Iyii^',eport  vras  the  spot 
fixed  upoji  for  the  erection  of  an  "av.gust  rfsidenee, ''  and  v.-as 
v.'ithin  the  manor  of  Wateessit,  there  then  is  a  history  tliat 
atlaelies  to  this  ]>lace  not  often  mentioned  i)i  connexion  tln/rr- 
with.  Therv'  is,  jierhaps,  no  one  sul).>'ct  touch.ini^  1lii^  i-ej^ion 
of  ooiintiy  tlial  has  ati:-ae1ed  the  attention  of  iiisiorians, 
s])ecia lists,  lawyers  and  antiipiarians  to  a  greater  extent  than 
this.  Tlu'  i^ecld'.'ss  manner  in  which  Charles  T.  issued  ])atents 
101-  teiritory  in  America,  and  the  vague  and  indetinite  de- 
scription thereof,  was  a  const.-nit  seource  of  tronble  to  the 
Ci'own  officers,  and  of  vexatioji  to  such  as  were  acting  in  good 
faith  witli  a  view  to  invite  emigration.  Tliis  j)atent  to  the 
Earl  Pioydeu  vras  one  of  ihem,  and  led  to  endless  i-esearch 
among  state  j^ajiers,  j)olitieal  niemoi-antla  and  ancient  doeu- 
m<Mits, 

Scarcely  two  persons  ai  lived  at  the  same  conclusion,  and 
John  Penington,  of  Philadeli)hia,  whose  tastes  ran  in  that 
direction,  and  Avho  gave  the  subject  carefnl  examination,  at 
last  pionounced  the  whole  maiter  a  myth  and  that  Sir  I'^dmund 
Ployden  was  nevt'r  in  the  fh'sh. 

Subsequent  i-eseai^ches,  however,  among  the  documents  of 
the  State  Paper  Office  in  London  and  elsewhere,  has  shown 
tliat  John  Penington *s  conclusions  are  erroneous,  and  that 
Sir  Edmund  Phjyden,  although  an  erratic  and  visionary  per- 
son, was  among  the  living,  that  he  figuied  largely  in  the 
politics  and  religion  of  his  day  and  gen(>i'ation,  and  left  his 
impress  ui)on  tiie  history  of  his  times,  however  contradictory 
and  disputable  it  may  be.

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Gabriel  and  Abraliatn,  conveyed  the  land  to  Samuel  Paul  in 
1710.     Several  sons  and  dauj^liters  survived  hiju. 

John  Paul  owned  fit'ty-Rix  acres  next  below,  and  Pliilip 
Paul  liad  ihirt\  acres  adjoinijig  and  still  below  John  Paul's 
tract.  He  sold  to  John  Young:  in  1720.  This  family  was  oue 
of  the  most  influential  in  that  seetion  for  many  years,  and  held 
largely  of  the  real  estate  thereabouts.  The  town  of  Paulsljoro 
near  by  took  its  name  from  this  family. 

Next  below  Philip  Paul 's  was  a  tract  owned  by  Edward 
Eglington,  and  u}ion  which  lie  settled  as  early  as  1687  and  be- 
came a  prominent  citizen.  lie  made  several  pureliases  of  real 
estate.  His  sons  were  Timothy,  Samuel  and  Ebenezer;  his 
daugthei's  were  Sai'rdu  wlio  iiKirried  John  Fiy ;  Miwy,  maj-ried 

John  Lemank;  Eli/ab'^th,  man-ied  Isaiah  Tomlin,  and , 

who  married Randall.  The  direct  and  collateral  branches 

of  tliis  family  found  their  way  into  many  otliers  in  that  sec- 
tion aufl  can  yet  be  readily  traced.  George  Elkington  (who 
married  a  daugiiter  of  Walter  Humphries)  also  lived  at  P>il- 
lingsport  about  1708,  on  a  lot  of  land  fronting  the  river. 

John  lUidd,  a  brewer  of  Philadel{)hia,  became  the  owner 
of  one  hundred  acres  of  land  at  Billingsi)ort  in  1707,  which 
fronted  on  the  river  and  extended  into  the  forest  nearly  a 
mile  and  a  ha.lf.  He  was  a  son  of  Tliomas  P.udd,  a  large  pro- 
prietor and  an  active  man  in  the  colony.  He  was  one  of  the 
followers  of  George  Keith,  and  did  much  "liurt  and  mischief" 
to  the  cause  of  Quakerisni.  He  went  to  England  in  llifU  with 
Keith  to  defend  him  befoi'e  the  yeaily  meeti)ig  in  London. 
John  (the  so7i)  also  left  the  Society  of  Frii-nds  and  become  an 
active  Presbyterian.  He  removed  from  Philadelphia,  where 
he  liad  been  sheritf,  to  that  i)art  of  Hunterdon  county.  Xew 
Jersey,  now  inehided  in  the  county  of  ]\lorris,  and  joined 
himself  to  the  church  at  \Vhi|)i)any.  He  died  in  1754,  the 
owner  of  lai-ge  posse.ssions  in  New  Jersey,  which  by  his  will 
passed  to  his  descentlants. 

Daniel  Cooper  purchased  a  tract  of  land  at  Billingsport 
of  Joseph  Kaighn  in  1738,  and  ^Maurice  Cox  become  the  owner 
of  and  oet:u])i<Ml  land  thei-e  in  the  same  year. 

In  1701    Steven  Jones  and  Andi-e\v  Homan  settled  near 
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by.  Tlii-  deeds  eoiiveyiiiy  tliese  lands  "eii.'ndly  described  them 
as  beiiii,'  at  Isyllyngeport.  8hov/ing  that  tlie  locality  was  well 
known  at  an  early  day,  ajid.  was  intended  to  remain. 

William  Penn  had  a  tract  of  laiul  tlu>re,  of  but  little 
front  on  the  river,  bnt  extended  far  inland.  John  Iladdon 
likewise' had  real  estate  there.  lie  resided  in  London  and 
owned  part'  of  the  land  wht'i'e  Ifaddojifield  is  situate  aiid 
hence  the  name.'  He  was  the  father  of  Elizabeth  who  came  to 
New  Jei'sey  when  ([nite  young  aud  married  John  Estaiigh 
after  a  somewhat  romantic  courtship.  With  he]*  husband  she. 
settled  at  lladdonfield  whn-e  slie  died  in  ]7(il!. 

Andrew  Robeson.  Thomas  (iai'diner  and  others  of  the 
projn-ieiors  h;id  )"*'al  e.sl.il.'  interests  tliert,  none  of  whom, 
howevei^,  oecupiec!  I'm  same.  Causes  Itcyond  the  control  of 
the  OAvneis  as  Veil  as  of  those  heietofoie  named,  left  the 
territory  'unoccn])ie<l  and  the  land  without  prospective  value, 
and  bnt  for  the  old  records  and  the  few  ancient  deeds  still 
remaining  not  even  the  ni.me  would  be  known.  It  may  be  that 
some  enthusiast  in  the  futuie  will  collect  the  old  papers  re- 
lating- to  this  i)rojected  city  and  make  a  much  better  showing 
than  this  vague  and  defective  sketch,  as  to  how  the  proprietors 
divided  tln^  river  front  and  to  whom  each  allotment  was  as- 
signed two  huJidied  years  'ago.  It  was  not  altogether  s])eeu- 
hitive  no!'  over  sanguin.-  in  these  pioneers  to  suppose  a  town 
or  city  would  be  foun(K'(l  there,  and  tlu-y  wiio  argued  to  that 
end  were  iio  more  at  fault  than  many  who  have  followed  tliem 
when  seeking  to  ikn-elop  a  new  enter])rise  and  convince  others 
of  its  \ifidonb1ed  success. 


Two  Old  West  Jersey  Houses. 

Iladdonlield,  X.  J.,  May  2,  1910. 
Mr.  AVilliain  Nelson, 

My  ]3ear  >Sir  : 
Enclosed  is  a  photo  of  tlie  old  tavern  house  just  restored 
1o  its  oiif^inal  condition.  As  a  l)0y,  sixty-five  years  ago,  I  used 
to  i)lay  in  it  before  any  alteration  had  ever  been  ma(]e.  I  can 
vouch  for  the  accuraey  of  the  restoration.  Fortunately  the 
chajiges  which  liad  been  made  in  1885,  were  confined  entirely 
to  the  third  floor  by  raising  the  roof,  and  to  tiie  fi-ont  porch. 
During  the  work  ponie  interesting  things  were  developed.  The 
three  storied  end  had  been  built  first  in  1750,  as  marked  upon 
i1  ;  l>iU  it  was  then  only  28  feet  deep  instead  of  86  feet  as  it 
is  novr,  and  you  may  notice  that  the  chimney  stands  in  the 
ceiUer  of  the  28  feet.  There  was  no  stairway  in  it  except 
from  the  second  to  the  third  floor,  but  access  to  it  was  from 
an  adjoining  house,  probably  frame,  which  is  mentioned  in  tlie 
deed.  Now  Matthias  Aspden's  (the  builder)  will  is  dated  in 
1764  and  it  specifically  names  tiie  whole  building  and  the 
store  adjoining  (just  torn  down).  Business  growing  he  did 
what  a  business  man  of  means  would  do,  he  enlarged  the 
tavern;  tearing  down  the  original  frame  house,  and  building 
up  the  present  two  and  one  half  stoi'ied  brick  end,  making  it 
36  feet  deep;  taking  out  the  rear  wall  of  the  three  storied 
section  and  deep(mi)ig  the  building  to  36  feet  to  correspond. 
If  you  will  examiiie  the  photo  you  will  see  that  the  slope  of 
the  back  roof  droops  to  the  second  tloor,  nuiking  the  rear 
eves  level  across  th(>  entire  building.  That  the  store  was  built 
at  the  same  titne  is  proved,  as  the  now  exposed  end  for  28 
feet  is  an  outside  wall  of  carefully  laid  hard  bi-ick  while  the 
other  8  feet  is  of  rough  salmon  brick  plastered  over. 

The  large  room  in  which  the  Provincial  Congress  of  New 
Jersey  met  in  1777,  was  built  for  a  ball  room  and  I  cannot 
find  that  any  ])ubllc  meeting  was  ever  held  in  it  until  the 
Congress  assend)led.  The  miiuites  of  Newton  township,  1720 
to  1820.  say  thai  tlnnr  meetings  wIkmi  in  Iladdonfuld,  wei'e 
held  in  the  Quaker  :\[eeting  House  until  1787.

The  arable  lands  give  wheat,  lye.  barley,  oats,  an«l  a  grain 
called  Indian  corn,  all  in  great  abun<lance. 
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Th(i  gardeiis,  roots  of  all  kinds,  cabbages,  colliflowers, 
sweet  herbs,  pease,  and  beaiis,  of  all  sorts,  and  these  things, 
.1  tliink,  far  bettei-  than  I  ever  eat  in  England. 

Th3  face  of  the  nficultivated  or  wild  lands  is  covered  with 
oaks  of  many  sorts,  black  Avalnnt  trees,  elms,  maples,  birch, 
white  cedars,  pines,  hickorys,  sassifras,  &c. ;  with  shrubs,  grape 
vines  and  wild  flowers  of  numberless  kinds. 

We  have  poultry  in  plenty,  better  than  with  you,  as 
turkeys,  dujighill  fowls,  pidgeons,  geese  and  ducks. 

Beef,  veal,  and  mutton  enough,  and  very  good,  venison, 
rabbits,  and  wild  fowl,  partridge,  grouse,  and  (piails. 

P^ish  hardly  any;  but  take  this  Province  in  the  lump,  it 
is  the  b.?st  couuiiv  1  luivc  seen  for  men  of  middling  fortunes, 
and  for  poor  pcojile  wiio  have  to  live  by  the  swi-at  of  their 
bi'ows.

It  is  in  answer  to  a  request  made 
by  John  Smith,  merchant,  then  resident  in  Philadelphia,  as 
to  several  Friends  who  v.ere  active  in  the  first  settlement  of 
this  part  of  our  State.     It  is  endorsed

Our  fr'd  liana  Forster  can  give  a  particular  acct.,  being  I 
iliink  her  granduiotlie]-. 

Now,  my  fr'd,  these  are  wh'  I  remember  of  ye  old  names 
of  fr'ds  that  are  pretty  much, forgot,,  being  but  few  left  thai 
can  rcnieinbei-  'em.  Yet  by  ye  names  when  opportunity  offers 
among  old  folks  I  ho  maist  ])e  better  furiiishd,  J  iiope  and 
desire  these  iiufs  will  be  reee'd  in  better  health  than  they 
leave, me.  .aui  so  afiiicted  with  my  iiead,  y'l  deei)ly  efu'Cis  and

William  Coo])er  lived  at  Pyne  point  (Camden)  and  was 
an  active  Friend  in  the  Newton  fleeting,. and  at  the  Shaeko- 
niaxiii  ]\reeting  (Philadelphia)  as  well. 

Thomas  Shackle  owned  and  lived  on  a  farm  near  the  old 
Salem  and  liurlington  road  about  one  mile  north  from  f^liis- 
buig.  In  his  house  relig:(Uis  nuctiugs  were  iield  foj"  .si'vei'al 
years  and  some  marriagvs  were  solemnized  tlu-re.  The 
property  is  now  owned  by  Amos  E.  Kaighn,  and  {nut  of  the 
old  dwelling  is  still  standing. 

Thpnms  Sharp  lived  near  the  Newton  meeting  house.  He 
was  the  siu-veyor  of  the  neighborhood  and  hehl  vai'ious  public 
offices.  In  busine.ss  relations  he  was  i-eliable,  and  his  energy 
in  religious  conciM  ns  is  verified  by  the  foregoing  aeeount.  The 
'property  is  now  part  of  the  estate  of  Kebeeea  Cooper,  de- 
ceased. 

John  Adams  was  tlie  foinuler  of  the  Fi'iends'  ^Meeting  at 
Moorestown,  Piirlington  County.  This  was  first  called  AcL-ims' 
meeting,  tlien  Chester  Meeting,  and  now  the  Moorestown  Meet- 
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iiig.  Several  of  the  families  in  tliat  section  arc  in  direct  or 
collateral  descent  from  him. 

Sarah  Roberts  was  also  a  Du-iuhcr  of  the  AdaiJ2s  Meeting, 
and  is  named  as  one  of  the  trustees  in  the  deed  (1700)  con- 
veying the  land  wliere  the  House  stood.  The  only  instance 
in  v.'hieh  the  name  of  a  female  occurs  in  such  connection. 

Archibald  Mickle  and  John  Kaighn  hot)]  resided  on  the 
river  shore  now  in  the  bounds  oC  (.'aiiuhni,  the  latter  of  whom 
was  by  marriage  connected  with  Elizabeth  Estaugh. 

Elir^abeth  Ray  was  the  Avife  of  Joseph  Kay.  (son  of 
John).  Josepli  lived  oil  the  property,  near  Ellisburg,  his 
father  bought  of  Francis  Collins,  and  occupied  the  house 
v,'here  "indidged  meetings  were  held  to  accommodate  Friends 
in  Evesham,  Penuisaukin  and  about  Coopers  creek.''  This 
is  now  owned  by  the  heirs  of  Joseph  AN".  Cooper,  deceased. 

Elizabeth  Evans  was  the  wife  of  William  Evans  (the 
emigrant)  and  was  an  influential  meud)er  in  the  meeting  in 
which  she  sat  as  an  elder.  They  lived  in  a  cave  hear  Mount 
Laurel,  Burlington  county.  The  place  is  still  known  and 
pointed  out  to  those  curious  in  seeing  where  the  first  comers 
settled  -ind  how  they  lived.

Necrology. 


Dr.  James  Brown  Burnet,  born  w  Newark,  December  2", 
1842,  died  in  Ihat  city,  September  7,  1909.  His  parents  were 
Jacob  Halsted  ]'*urnct  and  Charlotte  Augusta  Coe,  the  latter  a 
daughter  of  Ilalsted  Coe,  who  fought,  as  a  lad  of  fourteen, 
with  the  Continental  soldiers  at  the  battle  of  Stony  Point, 
where  he  shot  a  British  soldier  with  an  old  flint-lock  musket, 
which  was  one  of  the  treasured  possessions  of  ]^r.  Burnet.  On 
his  paternal  side  he  was  descended  from  one  of  the  original 
settlers  of  Newark,  in  1666.  He  passed  through  the  common 
schools  of  Newark,  and  then  prepared  for  college  at  the  acad- 
emy of  Dr.  John  F.  Pingry,  at  Roseville;  entering  New- 
York  University,  and  upon  graduating  in  1863,  entered  the 
medical  school  of  that  University.  While  pursuing  his  medical 
studies,  he  served  as  a  cadet  in  the  Marcus  L.  Ward  Army 
Hospital,  in  Newark,  established  for  the  treatment  of  the  vic- 
tims of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion'.  He  was  house  physician 
of  Bellcvuc  }Io.-pital,  in  New  Yorlc,  1866-68,  openijig  an  ol'tice 
in  the  latter  year  in  Newark.  After  a  few  years  of  general 
pnu'tiee  lio  (L-vclod  liimxelf  exelusivfly  to  the  sludv  and  t^-'^at- 
mcnt  of  diseases  of  the  throat  and  lungs,  and  in  this  depart- 
ment he  came  to  be  recognized  as  a  high  authority.  He  also 
devoted  much  of  his  time  and  means  to  religious  and  charit- 
able work.  He  had  been  for  many  years  a  member  of  the- 
New  Jersey  State  oMedical  Society,  and  of  the  Essex  County 
Medical  Society.  At  one  time  he  was  vice-president  of  the- 
Essex, County  Bible  Society,  and  a  director  of  the  Newark 
Tract  and  Mission  Societies.  He  was  a  Life  ^Member  of  this 
Society,  which  he  joined  in  1872,  and  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  Revolution  of  New  Jersey.  He 
had  frequently  contributed  articles  to  American  and  foreign 
journals  on  historical  matters.     In  1869  Dr.  Buruet  married 
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!Maria  Laflin  Brewster,  of  Newark,  a  descendant  of  one  of 
the  Pilgrim  Fathers.  She  survived  him,  with  one  son,  James 
B.  Burnet,  Jr.,  and  one  daughter,  Mihli-ed,  vrife  of  Wallace 
Reinold,  of  Pliiladelphia.  He  also  left  two  sisters,  Miss  Teresa 
T.  Burnet  and  Mi-s.  Ernest  E.  Coe,  of  Roseville,  and  one 
brother,  Halsted  C.  Burnet,  of  Orange. 

Philander  J^all,  of  South  Orange,  was  elected  a  life 
member  of  this  Society,  May  19,  1857 ;  died  May  29,  1898. 

Theodore  J.  Brown,  of  Toledo,  Ohio,  died  in  that  city 
October  15,  1890.  Mr.  Brown  was  elected  a  corresponding 
member  of  tliis  Society  in  18S9. 

Horace  T.  Brumley,  born  in  Connecticut  about  1845, 
died  on  a  railway  train  while  on  his  \vay  to  his  home  from 
Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  on  the  morning  of  April  23,  1910, 
Mr.  Brumley  removed  to  Newark  in  early  life,  and  secured 
employment  with  the  Howard  Savings  Institution,  in  that 
city,  in  18C6,  as  a  messenger  boy  —  swt-eping  floors,  making 
fires,  running  en-ands,  and  doing  other  odd  jobs  that  were 
committed  to  lii)n.  He  soon  proved  his  worth,  and  was  pro- 
moted to  a  clei-kship,  and  from  this  to  higher  positions  until 
1878,  when  he  was  made  Secretary  of  the  Institution.  In 
1885,  he  became  Treasurer  of  the  Bank,  and  in  1903  was 
advanced  to  the  Presidency.  He  served  under  all  the  bank's 
presidents  and  vice  presidents.  He  was  a  faithful  and  efficient 
officer,  and  most  highly  respected  by  all  who  came  in  contact 
witli  hint.  ir»'  was  also  a  director  of  tho  Nnlional  Baulking 
Company,  the  American  Insurance  Company,  the  Newark 
Provident  Loan  Association,  and  of  the  Fairmount  Cemetery 
Association,  of  which  he  was  Treasurer.  He  was  survived  by 
a  widow  and  three  daughters  —  Mrs.  Arthur  Paulmier,  of 
Troy  Hills,  Morris  County,  ]\Irs.  Warren  Baldwin,  of  Boonton, 
and  Mrs.  W.  0.  Cooper,  of  East  Orange.  Mr.  Brumley  became 
a  member  of  this  Society  in  1890. 

Albert  Beverly  Carlton,  born  1850,  died  at  Elizabeth, 
June  23,  1910.  He  was  formerly  comptroller  of  the  city  of 
Elizabeth.  He  married  the  daughter  of  Henry  Aitken,  the 
first  comptroller  of  Elizabeth.  Siie  survived  him.  Uc  was 
■elected  a  member  of  the  Society  in  1903. 
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Alexander  Cash,  formerly  a  resident  of  Madison,  ■\Ioi-ris 
(Jouiity,  died  October  23,  IfllO,  at  Sau  Francisco,  California. 
Ernest  Iv  Coe.  boi-n  in  Xcwai-k,  Feuruary  14,  1841,  died 
in. that   city,   May  2."),   11»]0,  at   the  old  (.'oe  Homestead,   620 
High  street.      He   was   a  son   of  Josepli   D     Coc,  and   Abhex 
(Ward)   Coe.     His  ancestors  took  an  active  \r.ivi  as  patriots 
in  the  Kevolution,  and  the  home  of  his  greatgrandfather,  l>en- 
jamiji  Coe.  at    (lie  corner  of  Court  and  Washington  streets, 
Newark,   was  ])urned   by.  tlie   British.     :\Ir.   Coe   received   his 
earlier  education  at  the  Xewark  Academy.  After  sevci-al  years 
he  was  :i  student  in  com))any  with  David  A.  Hayes.     He  was 
adnutted  to  the  bar  as  an  attorney  in  February,  1862,  and  in 
1865  was  li«-ensed  as  a  counselor.

his  unlirijig  /eal  and  well  directed  etforts.  Built  uj'  an<l 
l)er}>etuated  with  nudice  towai'd  none,  and  generous  considera- 
tion toward  all."  ]\lr.  Cole  was  elected  a  life  uunber  of  this 
Society  in  IDOL  .... 

LonsM.  Frank,  born  at  Lewistown,  Pa.,  in  18.36,  died 
suddenly  at  Luzerne,  Switzeiland,  Aug\ist  4,  DIG,  of  apo- 
plexy, lie  moved,  in  his  boyhood,  with  his  parents  to  Phil- 
adelphia, Khere  he  received  his  first  business  training.  About 
181>;i  he  removinl  to  Newark,  with  Louis  P>and)eiger,  and 
founded, the  <*x1ensive  departuu'nt  store  with  whicli  he  was 
identifietl  until  his  death.  He  was  survived  by  his  widow, 
^[i-s.  Carrie  B.  .Frank,  by  his  father  ^fayer  Frank,  who  was 
ninetv  vears  old,  and  his  brother  .lacob  M.  Fraiik,  aml.JMis. 
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Charles  Ileidelherger,  a  sister,  of  Philadelphia.  Oddly  enough 
he  had  dreamed  he  had  died,  and  related  his  dream  to  his 
companions  in  the  hotel.  The  following  morning  they  noticed 
the  evidence  of  its  depressing  effect  on  him.  The  stroke  of 
apoplexN'  follov.ing  a  few  hours  later,  was  believed  to  have 
been  hastened  by  this  dream.  lie  became  a  member  of  this 
Socioty  in  1901. 

Br.  Gabriel  Grant,  born  in  Newark,  September  4,  1826, 
died  Xovmber  7,  1909,  at  his  home,  22  East  49th  street.  New 
York  City,  lie  was  graduated  from  Williams  College  in  1846, 
and  from  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  1851.  He 
organized  in  Panama,  in  1852,  the  American  Hospital,  the 
first  of  lliese  institutions  in  Central  America.  During  tlie 
cholera  epidemic  of  1854,  in  the  city  of  Newark,  he  was  a  j 

Health  Commissioner  for  the  city.     At  the  outbreak  of  the  j

He  was  menlioned  , 

for  distinguished  gallantry  at  Fair  Oaks,  Fredericksburg  and  | 

Aiili.laiii.     For  personal  bi-asery  and  distinguished  services,  j 

he  received  the  Congressional  medal  of  honor.     In  1863  he  j 

became  Medical   Director  of  the   Evansville   Hospital,   then  j 

Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Army  Hospital  at  ]\Iadison,  Indiana. 
He  was  survived  by  a  widow  and  three  sons  —  ]\Iadison,  De 
Forest  and  Norman. 

Theodore  F.  Johnson,  born  in  Littleton,  Morris  County, 
July  n,  1835,  died  at  Newark,  i\ray  23.  1910.  He  was  the 
son  of  Alfred  and  Sarah  (Baker)  Johnson.  His  grandfather 
Jacob  Jolmson,  served  as  a  member  of  Captain  Arnold's  Light 
Horse  Troop  of  Morristown,  and  was  the  first  soldier  of  the 
Revolution  buried  in  JNIoi-ristown  with  military  honors.  He 
removed  to  Newai-k  when  eight  years  old,  and  resided  with 
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his  uncle,  Jacob  Johnsoii,  \vlio  founded  a  tea  and  coffee  busi- 
ness in  1830.  In  1873  he  removed  to  Orange,  where  he  took 
up  his  residence,  but  retained  to  Newark  in  IdOO,  establishing 
hi?  home  on  Mount  Prospect.  Avenue,  v:here  lie  died.  He  had 
completed  fifty-one  years  of  continuous  service  with  the 
coffee  firm  known  as  the  wliolesale  tea  and  coffee  house  of  T. 
F.  Johnson  and  Co.,  and  since  1861  had  been  the  head  of  Ihc 
house.  He  was  also  active  in  various  local  charitable  organi- 
zations serving  for  years  as  secretary  of  the  board  of  dii-ec- 
tors  of  the  local  Young  JMen's  Christian  Association,  then  in 
Clinton  street,  and  later  was  a  director  of  the  Association  in 
the  new  qnartt-rs  in  Halsey  street.  During  his  residence  in 
Oi-ange  h^'  was  an  ofticci-  In  the  Orange  A'alky  Congregational 
church.  After  resuming  residence  in  Newark,  he  attended 
the  Park  Presbyterian  church.  He  was  elected  president  of 
the  Mahlon  Johnson  Association  of  Morris  county,  in  1908, 
and  at  tlie  reunion  in  1909  was  reelected.  He  had  been  a 
member  of  the  local  Board  of  Trade,  from  the  time  of  its 
organi:':ation.  In  1865  he  married  Anna  K.  Vail,  daughter  of 
the  late  Dr.  William  F.  A^'iil,  of  Johnsonburg,  Warren  coun- 
ty. He  left  two  sons,  Alfred  B.  Johnson  and  William  B. 
Johnson,  who  were  his  associates  in  the  eoft'ee  business,  and 
two  daughters.  Miss  Elizabeth  B.,  and  I\Iiss  Helen  ;M.  Johnson. 
He  vv'as  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  ni  1906. 

S.VMUEL  Hayes  Pennington,  born  in  Newark  about  1842, 
died  in  that  city  April  17,  1910,  age  sixty-eight  years.  He 
was  a  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Samuel  Hayes  Pennington,  a  former 
President  of  the  Society,  whose  father  was  a  brother  of  Gov- 
ernor William  S.  Pennington,  and  uncle  of  Governor  William 
Pennington.  He  was  also  a  grandson  of  Major  Samuel 
Hayes,  who  was  distinguished  in  Revolutioiuiry  annals  in  New 
Jeisey.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the  Newark 
Academy,  in  1858  he  entered  Princeton  College,  and  was 
graduated  in  1862.  He  engaged  in  the  study  of  law  in  the 
office  of  the  late  United  Slates  Supreme  Court  Justice,  Joseph 
P.  Bradk\v,  but  when  Lee's  foolish  and  cruel  invasion  of  Penn- 
sylvania came  he  (juit  his  militai-y  studios,  entered  the  service 
of  his  countrv,   and   in   less  than   a   year,   by    his   dash   and

In  Xo- 
vember.  1854,  he  married  Kli/a.  youngest  daughter  of  Timo- 
thy Plmro,  Jind  by  this  union  he  had  two  children,  one  of 
whom  survived  him,  the  Rev.  Theophilus  P.  Priee,  foniu'rly 
l)a.stor  of  the  l-'irst  P.aptist  Clunvh.  of  C^ijn-  .May.  His  wife 
died  abjut  1805.    He  married  for  liis  second  wife,  M'-s.  Mary 
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E  Williainsoji,  wiclon-  ol  thr  late  Thomas  II.  Williamsoii,  aiid

Jle  wiis  j)0.stiuaster  of  Tuekerton  during  llie  Lineoln  and 
John.soji  a'liuiidsti^aiion.s,  was  eh^ct*'d  to  tlie  Xew  Jei-sey  ].,eiris- 
latnrr  ir^  J86.^.  .Hin-iiig  this  latter  S"i-vic(^  he  obtained  a 
charter  to  Iniild  a  railrojul  fi'oni  Tuekerton  to  lv«rg  Harbor 
('ily,  Mhd  a  si(pi»U  ineiii  to  a  charter  to  Ivaild  a  )-ailro;id  fi'oni 
Manelieste'"  to  Tuei:e]-ton.  The  lattei-  road,  now  the  Tucker- 
ton  Ivaiiioii'l,  was  biiill  in  1S71,  and  he  was  elecird  a  .liri-etor 
and  secretary,  reuiaining  in  that  capacity  until  his  death. 
ILi  was  a  director  of  the  National  Dank  of  .Aledford,  X.  J.,  for 
tiiiriy-five  yeai'.s  In  1877  he  wrote  the  descriptive  and  histor- 
ical jtortions  of  the, Xew  Jersey  Coast  .Atlas,  published  by 
Woolniciij  &  Rose,  covering  the  hrst  sixty-eight  i)ages  of  that 
woi'k.  He  Avas  a  trustee  of  the  South  Jersey  Institute,  at 
Bridgeto?)  for  nine  years;  a  tj-ustee  of  the  Reform  School  for 
Boys  at  Jamesburg  foi-  three  \-ears ;  President  of  the  lioanl 
of  Trustei's  of  llic  Ccinulea  Baptist  Association,  pi-esi.i.'iit  of 
the  l^oaid  of  Jhhication  of  Little  Egg  Harboi-,  physician  and 
secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health,  directoi-  a)id  secretary  of 
the  Pscach  Haven  Laud  Association,  i)resident  of  the  Board 
of  TriKiecrt  ot'  TiMi-erloa  Libiaiv  A^  so.iation.  V.r  s^'v*  u1"rn 
yea)\s  he  held  the  oflice  of  United  Slates  ^Marine  Hospital 
surgeon,  at  the  port  of  Tuekerton,  and  until  tlie  oftice  was 
abolished  by  the  governnient,  March  ISOG.  During  this  time 
he  examined  annmiUy  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  life 
saving  men  before  they  entered  on  their  duties.  Dr.  I'rico 
was  elected  a  life  member  of  the  Xew  Jersey  Historical 
Society  in  1S70.

The  Rev.  Abraham  Messlei-,  of  Somei-ville,  was  the  pastor  | 

for  many  yeai's  of  the  l^eformed  Church  of  that  tovvn  i)rior 
to  1882,  and  for  thirty  years  had  carefully  collected  together 
in  the  form  of  notes,  much  matter  relating  to  the  early 
generations  of  his  family,  from  church  reeoids,  from  tomb- 
stone insoiptio'ns,  from  traditions  from  his  grandfather,  etc.  \ 
All  this  material  passed,  at  his  death  in  1882,  to  his  son.  ] 
Thomas  D.  Messier,  who,  during  several  years,  extended  and  ] 
perfected  the  records  as  much  as  possible.  Upon  his  death  j 
in  1893,  all  the  materials  which  had  thus  been  collected  by  1 
him  and  by  his  fatlier  before  him,  passed  into  the  possession  * 
of  his  son,  Kemsen  Varick  Messlei',  who  diligently  and  enthusi-  | 
astically  pursued  the  investigations  concerning  the  early  I 
history  of  his  family,  and  in  perfecting  the  genealogical  de-  j 
tails  down  to  recent  years.  The  ancestry  of  the  fatnily  is 
traced  to  three  persons  :  1.  Tennis  Thomasen  ]\letselaer;  2. 
Tenuis  Teunisen  Metselaei-,  and  3.  Jan  Adamsen  :Metselaer. 
Tennis  Thomasen  Metselaei-  was  in  New  Amstei'dam  as  early 
as  1640,  where  he  had  a  daughter  baptized  in  the  Reformed 
Church  in  November  of  that  year.  Tennis  Teunisen  lyietselaer 
was  in  Beverwyek  (now  Albany)  as  early  as  1641.  and  is 
conjectured  to  have  been  a  cousin  of  Tennis  Thomasen.  Jan 
Adamsen  :\letselaer  was  in  New  A.msterdam  probably  in  1619, 
or  earliei-.  Johannes  :\lessler,  born  in  New  Amsterdam  iu 
1694   bou-ht  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Raritan  Valley  sometime 
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in  1717,  and  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the  Dutch 
Chiircli  of  New  Brunswick,  which  was  organized  August  1, 
17]  7.  He  died  on  his  homestead  farm  in  17G1.  A  very 
interesting  sketch  is  given  of  Cornelius  Messlaer,  who  was 
born  in  1755,  and  was  the  father  of  the  late  Kev.  Dr.  Abra- 
ham Messier,  and  who  took  a  very  active  part  in  the  Revolu- 
tion. Rev.  Dr.  Abraham  Messier  was  a  voluraiaous  and  al- 
ways interesting  writer.  He  read  a  paj^er  before  this  Society 
in  1850,  on  the  Settlement  of  New.  Jersey  by  the  Dutch.  He 
was  also  the  aullior  of  The  Somerset  Centennial  History;  a 
series  of  a  dozen  articles  on  the  Confession  of  Faith,  published 
in  the  Christian  Intelligencer  in  1874,  and  whicli  is  said  to  be 
"Probabl}  the  most  tliorough  exposiliou  of  the  Confession 
in  the  English  language."  Thomas  Doremus  Mender,  a  son 
of  Dr.  Messier,  was  for  many  years  prominent  in  raili-oad 
circles,  first  ^^•ith  the  New  York  &  In-ie  Railroad  Company, 
and  afterwards  with  the  Pittsburg,  Fort  AVayne  &  Chicago 
Company,  until  1871,  when  he  was  made  comptroller  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Company.  He  died  in  1803.  The  little  book  is 
a  modest  record  of  a  very  distinguished  and  intiuential  family 
of  New  Jei'sey.     It  is  handsomely  printed.

This  book  is  not  arranged  in  an  orderly  fashion,  so  far 
as  the  genealogies  are  concerned,  but  it  gives  brief  notes  with 
references  to  genealogical  data  of  about  one  hundred  dilferent 
families  in  IMassaehusetls.     The  Booth  family  is  traced  from 
Robert  l^ooth,  born  in  England,  1602,  and  who  died  70  yeare 
later  in  Saco,  .Alaine;  the  line  being  followed  for  nine  genera- 
tions, condensed  ^\ithin  ten  pages.     The  book  is  well  printed, 
and,  of  course,  has  a  coat  of  arms  of  the  Booth  family.

weathei'  I'.pon  the  Jersey  coast,  neiir  the  little  haudet  known 
as  Good  Jjnck,  lie  was  astouMded  by  the  waiui  welcome  of 
Thomas  1*o11(M',  who,  with  his  own  hands,  iiad  hiiilt  liim  a 
meeting  lionsc  and  was  waiting  for  the  i)reacher  whom  God 
would  Send."  There  is  a  dranmtic  presentation  of  the  theme, 
airangeil  in  \ai'ying  meter  ^vith  intei'hides  of  song  and  chorus 
all  leading  nj)  to  the  grand  theme  and  describing  the  evolu- 
tion of  a  vision  within  the  [)reacher"s  brain,  and  culminating 
in  the  crowning  of  the  idea  and  ti'iumidiing  in  the  victorious 
spreail  of  the  brotherhood  of  man.  It  may  not  be  generally 
known  that  Thomas  ]'otter,  who  herein  figures  i)rominen11y. 
was  a  Jersey  man  at  Good  Luek.  and  was  the  first  i>reaeher  of 
Universalism  in  this  State.  There  is  a  iinely  exjjressed  poem. 
"IJesnrgat,"  which  is  described  as  "A  wi-eath  for  tribute." 
in  connnemoration  of  l^otter.  The  little  volnme  is  sure  to 
command  a  wide  circle  of  I'eaders,  hecanse  of  the  subject,  and 
hecause  of  the  author,  whose  j^oetic  ability  wins  the  sympathy 
and  delight    of  many  adnurei-s. 

A  Genealogical  History  of  the  Dnpuy  Family.  by  Charles 
;Meredith  Dui>uy,  late  of  New  York  I'ity,  with  ad- 
ditions   by    Ins    son    llm-bert    Dnpuy,        Printed    for 
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Private  Circnlatioii.  By  J.  H.  Lippineott  Corupauy, 
Pliiladelphia,  V.nO:  Pp.  8,  1G5. 
This  siimptuous  volume,  printed  in  liaiidsoiiif  stN'le,  is 
/  copiously  illustrated  with  ejigraviiiys  of  distinguished  iiieni- 
bers  of  the  l)iii)uy  family  so  far  back  as  the  time  of  Alexander 
du  Puy,  Mar(iiiis  St.  Andre  ]\ront[)run,  1600-73,  and  with  a 
Coat  of  Arms  of  the  Dupuy  family,  j)ropei'ly  blazoned,  with 
numerous  other  illustrations  and  fac  similes,  &c.  The  family 
is  said  to  be  of  Italian  origin.  The  Dupuys  of  Fi"ine,e  were 
the  D.'l  Pnoggios  fi'oni  Luceia.  Th.-se  Del  Pnoggius  were 
mar(piises  back  as  far  as  the  tenth  c(Mdnry.  liaymond  Dupuy, 
Fir.st  Grand  iVFaster  of  the  Knights  of  St.  Jolm,  flourished 
lOtJO-lS  The  history  of  the  more  nola])le  nuMubers  of  the 
family  are  sketched  through  seven  generations  down  to  Dr. 
John  Duj)uy,  who  was  born  in  1679,  in  France,  and  died  in 
New  York,  June  16,  1744.  He  piacticed  medicine  in  Port 
lioyal,  and  was  Ilis  ^Fajesty's  servant  of  the  fort  there.  On 
]\Iarch  17,  1713,  he  sold  his  Port  Royal  estate  and  on  Febi'uary 
4,  1714,  he  bor.ght  a  i)ermanent  home  on  the  present  Pine 
street,  Xev\-  York  City,  and  thereaftt-r  ])racticed  his  lU'ofession 
in  that  city,  which  then  nundjered  about  5300  inhabitants,  lie 
was  a  nuMuber  of  the  I'rench  Cluirch  until  1728,  when  lu' 
joiniMJ  Trinity  Cliinrh,  in  the  vestil)\de  of  which  venerable 
etiiiice  is  his  tombstont^,  connuemorating  his  death  in  1744. 
His  descendants  are  ti'aced  tlu-ough  the  s\d,)se(|ueut  genera- 
tions with  accounts  of  service  of  sevt-ral  of  them  in  the 
Colonial  wars,  in  the  War  of  the  lu'volution,  and  in  various 
l)ul)lic  stations  in  New  Yoi"lc,  Penn.sylvania.  and  elsewhei'e. 
There  is,  naturally,  a  veiy  full  skt'tch  of  the  life  of  Charles 
^leredith  l)upu\-,  a  greatgi'and.son  of  John  Dupuy.  He  was 
distinguished  as  a  railroad  engineer,  and  was  for  sexeral  >ears 
connected  with  the  Delaware  &  Hudson  Canal.  In  1854  lie 
was  emjilox  ed  to  make  an  investigation  of  the  condition  and 
l)rospects  of  the  Illinois  Central  iiailrond,  which  led  to  his 
t'ii';ployment  as  manager  of  tiu'  land  d('|>aitment  of  tlie  rail- 
r(Kid,  which  he  thoioughlx  organized  in  the  course  of  the  next 
two  years,  when  he  resigned  and  eng;igi'd  in  general  business. 
In  1868  he  was  induced  to  undertake  the  construetimi  of  what

is  now  known  as  the  Delaware  and  Bound  Brook  Railroad,.  | 

which  became  an  important  link  in  the  railroad  from  Phila-  ! 

del])iiia  to  New  York,  in  connection  with  the  Central  Railroad 
of  New  Jersey.  He  devoted  much  attention  to  the  condition 
of  wagoworkers,  and  published  mauy  ai-ticles  in  relation  there- 
to, -whicli  were  translated  into  the  French  language,  and  had  an 
immense  circulation.  Oji  June  16,  1863.  he  married,  at  Bur- 
lington, New  Jersey,  Ellen  M.  Reynolds.  He  died  in  1898. 
His  son,  Herbert  Dupuy,  has  taken  high  rank  as  a  metal- 
lurgist, and  has  distinguished  himself  b}'  many  important 
inventions  and  improvements  in  the  manufacture  of  iron  and 
steel.  The  Huskins  family,  with  whom  John  Dupuy  Jr.,  inter- 
married in  ]S20,  is  then  traced  from  Ihe  Rev.  Thomas  Huskins 
who  was  born  in  Doi'chester  CouJity,  Maryland,  and  died  in 
1836.  Also  the  Richards  family  from  Owen  Richards,  who 
came  from  Wales  to  Pennsjdvania  about  1710-18.  A  very 
carefully  prepared  family  chart  of   tlie   Richards  family   is  I 

given  back  to  1673.     It  is  also  enriched  by  the  insertion  of  | 

numerous  portraits  and  fac  siiuiles.     An  account  follows  of  i 

the  Evans  family,  from  John,  who  was  living  in  Mavei-ick,  |

sonu'  account  is  given  of  her  ancestiy.     Cjiptain  Israel  Helm,  \ 

who  risided  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  Gloucester  Courity.  is  | 

the  subject  of  a  brief  sketch.     Then  follows  quite  an  elabor-  | 

ate   account    of    the    Richardson    family,    descendants    from  | 

Samuel  Richardson  in  the  West  Indies,  who  boughl   a  large  1 

tract  of  land  in  Pennsylvania  in  1686.  The  narative  is  now 
transferred  to  New  York,  and  we  have  a  sketch  of  the  Loock- 
ermans  family  from  1633.  Brief  accounts  follow  of  the  Ilost- 
etter  family,  who  located  in  Lancaster  County,  Penn.svlvanin, 
in  1712,  of  the  Rickt>y  family,  nunu'rous  in  Trenton;  the 
house  built  by  John  Rickey  in  1782  was  in  full  view  of  the 
battle  of  Trenton.     There  is  a  good  index  of  names. 
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Elizabethtown  BiiJ^  in  Chancery.  There  is  a  tradition 
wliich  lias  been  accepted  as  based  on  good  autliority,  that  the 
^original  of  the  PJliahethtown  Bill  in  Chancery,  beautifully 
■engrossed  on  parchment,  was  discovered  by  the  late  Joseph 
P.  Bradle}^,  in  his  younger  days  as  a  practitioner,  lying  scat- 
tered on  the  floor  of  a  room  in  a  Chancery  Clerk's  offices, 
where  his  assistajits  were  utilizing  it  by  cutting  oft'  sti-ips 
whereon  to  write  subpoenas  and  bills,  and  for  other  purposes. 
He  identified  the  document,  and  denounced  the  mutilation  of 
it  in  that  vigorous  language  of  which  he  was  past  master,  and 
had  is  rescued  from  further  mutilation.  —  Fifty  years  of 
Historical  Work  in  New  Jersey,  by  William  Nelson,  delivered 
at  the  Semi-Cei:itennial  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society 
page  23,  note.  Writing  under  date  of  December  23,  1912, 
Samuel  K.  Robbins,  Clerk  in  Chancery,  says  that  "The  orig- 
inal of  this  bill  lias  been  lost  for  a  number  of  years." 

Lithograph  of  the  Rev.  David  Magie.  The  Society  has 
recently  received  a  fine  lithograph  portrait  of  the  Rev.  David 
Magie,  for  many  years  pastor  of  the  Second  Presbyterian 
Church,  at  Elizabeth,  and  who  died  in  1865.  This  lithograph 
was  made  about  ISIO,  by  William  Thurston  Black,  a  painter, 
of  New  York,  who  about  this  time  ventured  into  the  field  of 
lithography,  in  which  however,  lie  made  no  extended  stay. 

Bergen  Church  Records.  There  will  be  general  rejoic- 
ing to  learn  that  the  Holland  Society  of  New  York  proposes 
to  begin  the  printing  of  the  bajMismal  records  of  the  Bei'geu 
Keformed  Church,  in  their  next  Year  Book,  which  will 
l>robably  lie  issued  early  in  li)13.  Thesi'  recorils  extend  back 
to  U)()l),  and  are  probably  the  eoiujdetest  in  New  Jersey.     It 
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is  the  intention  of  that  Society  to  continue  tiie  publication  of 
tliese  records  through  two  or  three  years  of  tlieir  Year  Books, 
until  the  records  are  completed  to  the  close  of  ]80U,  includin<^^ 
baptisms,  marriages,  conimunicfints,  and  deaths. 

Sterling  Pond.  Sterling  Forest.  It  has  been  gener- 
ally assumed  that  these  places  derive  their  natiK^  from  Lord 
Stirling,  but  it  is  obvious  that  this  could  hai-dly  be  the  case 
as  William  i^lexander  did  not  lay  claim  to  the  title  of  Earl  of 
Stirling  until  a  period  miich  later  than  the  ;i])i)('aranetj  of  this 
name  as  applied  to  eitiier  lakn  or  foi'est. 

Mr.  William  Ixoome,  of  Butler,  Xeu\  Jersey,  ^\■ho  is  witli-  j 

out ,  doubt  the  best   informed    man   on  land  titles   ar.d   early  \ 

surveys  in  nortliern  New  Jersey,  writes  us  as  follows  :  i

Lake.'     In  1738,  Cornelius  Board  located  a  small  survey  ai  5 

tile  head  of  a  pond  by  the  Indians  called  To])Oiiiupack.

pack  Pond.     The  Maps  I  made  for  Cooper  and  Hewitt,  1S74-  j 

1876,   have  the  river  located   as   Topoinopaek ;    1    have  many  i 

enti-irs  to  prove  it.  j 

"The  first  ap])rnranee  I  have  of  Stii-ling  is  17."')0,  in  a  survey  1 

I'ecorded  in  Book  S-3,   i)age  :38,  and  book  S-4.   i)age  56,   tin- 

sui'vey  being  located  on  'both  sides  of  the  road  fi-om  Starling 

to  Ramapock;'  in  book  S-4,  page  203.  there  is  a  lererenee  to 

'Cedar   Swamp   on   the   ^Mountains   near   Starling";    in    book 

S-4,  jnige  360,  thei-e  is  a  surve\-  in  which  a  j)oint  is  referred 

to  'one  mile  east  of  Starling  j)ond  in  Jiergen  County;'  this 

is  dated  1761.     I  have  been  unable  to  find  m  hen  this  was  first 

called  Stirling  or  Sterling  exce])t  as  first  mentioned  in  book 

S-3,  page  38,  in  1750.     In  fact  I  find  all  other  references  to

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The  Councils  of  Proprietors  of  New  Jersey.

Tiie  two  unique  bodies,  tlie  Council  of  Pi'oprielors  of  East 
Jersey  and  that  of  Wes!  Jersey,  grew  up  by  evolution. 

l-nder  the  English  system  of  colonization  newly  acquired 
lands  were  the  property  of  the  King,  who  disposed  of  tliein  by 
grants  to  private  persons,  or  by  charter  to  land  companies.  In 
tills  way  the  teriitory  of  New  Jersey  came  into  the  possession 
of  two  ditrerent  individuals.  One  was  deeply  in  debt,  the 
other  banlirupt.    Each  liad  one  half  the  province. 

Edward  Byllinge,  the  Quaker  owner  of  West  Jersey,  failed 
and  according  to  the  doctrines  of  his  sect,  which  prefers  to 
suffer  loss  than  to  enter  into  a  suit  at  law,  he  put  all  his 
property,  in  1G75,  into  the  hands  of  William  Penn,  Gawen 
Lawrie  and  Nicholas  Ijucas,  (the  two  latter  being  creditors) 
and  Byllinge,  himself;  thus  creating  four  trustees.  They 
managed  the  property. 

For  the  better  disposing  of  lands,  on  the  18th  day,  6  mo., 
3676,  the  above  trustees  api>ointed  James  Wasse,  Ivichard 
llartsliorne  and  Richard  Guy  a  couunission  to  act  for  them 
with  specific  instructions,  among  wliieh  were  :  to  divide  AVest 
from  East   Jersev  :  "Know  of  John  Eenwicii  if  he  will  be 
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willing  to  let  the  land  taken  up  of  the  natives  be  divided  into  \ 

one  hundred  pai-ts  according  to  our  and  his  agreement   in  j 

England  :  ten  of  these  to  bo  set  off  to  Fenwiek,  the  ninety  l 

remaining  parts,  are  exposed  to  sale  on  behalf  of  the  creditors  i 

of  PI  B."     (Edward  Bjilinge).     These  parts  took  the  name  \ 

of  proprietors  or  shares,  and,  necessity  pressing,  a  number  of  i 

them  were  sold  whose  purchasers  also  became  proprietors.     A  : 

Propriety,  one  hundredth  of  the  province,  was  subdivided  into  1 

sections  called  tenths.  \ 

This  Land  commission  continued  as  first  organized  until  ] 

the  meeting  of  the  fii"st  General  Assembly  in  West  Jersey  in  j 

1681  v/hen;  "We  whose  names  are  hereunder  written,  com-  j 

missioners  nominated,  elected  and  chosen  by  the  general  free  I 

assembly,  proprietors  and  freehohhM's  of  the  Province  of  West  ; 

Jersey,  th(i  23d  day  of  November  last  past,  for  tlie  settling  and  j 

regulating  of  lands  and  other  concerns  within  the  said  prov-  \ 

ince  :  do  by  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  governor  of  the  j 

said  province  and  council,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  trust  in  us  ] 

reposed  hereby  fully  agree  upon  these  rules  and  methods  here-  ? 

in  after  following."     This  was  signed  by  Samuel  Jenings,  j 

Governor  and  six  others  and  contained  22  sections.     Some  of  l 

the  provisions  were  :  no  person  to  take  up  land  without  the  \ 

permission  of  two  or  more  commissioners  :  purchases  or  shares  • 

not  to  exceed  500  acres  to  one  settlement  :  all  lands  taken  ui?  ] 

or  surveyed  to  be  seated  within  six  months  or  else  void.  \ 


Sir  George  Carteret  died  in  1679,  and  his  whole  estate  in  I 

East  Jersey  was  sold  to  pay  his  debts  on  February  1st,  1681-2,  j 

to  twelve  proprietors,  William  Penn  heading  the  list.     These  1 

subsequently  took  in  twelve  additional  members  making  twen-  | 

ty  four  in  all.    They  appointed  a  commission  wliich  was  styled  1 

a  council  of  the  proprietoi-s  cIoHuhI  with  similar  powers  to  the  \ 

conuiiission  in  West  Jersey.  Gawen  Lawrie,  the  l)ei)uty  Govei--  | 

nor  of  the  former  province  writing  to  the  Eastern  Proprietors,  j 

March  2d,  1684,  says  :  "there  are  30000  acres,  of  land  in  sev-  « 
eral  places  belonging  to  the  proprietors  formerly  taken  up  by 
Carteret."    As  this  is  small  compared  with  the  vast  territory 
of  West  Jersey  controlled  by  i)roprietors  the  history  of  the 
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latter 's  "Couneir'  will  best  explain  the  rise  and  progress  of 
both. 

The  laud  commissioners  of  West  Jersey  exercised  their 
functions  under  this  title  until  1687,  when  a  general  meetijig 
of  the  proprietors  was  lield  at  Burlington  at  which  a  paper, 
dated  February  14th  of  that  year,  was  presented  whose  pre- 
amble reads  : 

''Wheras  by  experience  it  hath  been  found  that  the  con- 
cerns particularly  relating  to  the  Proprietors  of  the  Province 
of  West  Jersey  by  reason  of  the  great  difficulty  of  getting  them 
together  upon  several  emergent  occasions  have  been  gi-eatly 
detrimental  not  only  to  the  carrying  on  and  progress  of  the 
same  necessary  public  concerns,  but  also  very  chargable  and 
burdensomo  to  us  the  said  Proprietors,  esi)ecially  those  of 
them  who  live  at  a  great  distance,  and  also  complained  of  by 
the  members  of  the  General  Assembly  taking  up  a  great  part 
of  their  time  in  an  affair  particularly  relating  to  the  Proprie- 
tors, and  finding  that  the  affairs  touching  the  public  concern 
of  the  said  Proprietors  may  be  carried  on  with  less  charge  and 
burden  to  the  whole  and  with  more  effect  by  such  number  of 
persons  as  by  the  Proprietors  shall  be  esteemed  fit  and  (lual- 
fied  on  tlieii-  behalf  to  ti-ansact  and  agitate  their  public  affairs 
as  Proprietors." 

"We  therefore  the  underwritten  Proprietors  of  the  Prov- 
ince aforesaid  being  met  together  at  Burlington  in  the  same 
Province  the  14th  day,  of  12th  mo.,  A.  D.,  1687,  by  a  general 
appointment  of  the  same  Proprietors,  do  therefore  unamious- 
ly  agree  together  as  followeth  :  That  eleven  Proprietors,  with- 
in the  said  Province  shall  be  yearly  and  every  year  nominated 
elected  and  chosen  by  and  amongst  the  said  Proprietors  to  be 
commissioners  and  trustees  at  a  day  certain  :  six  whereof  in 
the  County  of  Burlington  and  five  within  the  County  of 
Gloucester  in  the  Province  aforesaid  who  shall  be  and  are 
empowered  to  act  and  plead  in  all  such  alYairs  as  do  and  shall 
generally  concern  the  body  of  the  said  Proprietors  of  the  saiiu> 
Province  as  fully  and  effectuately  as  if  the  whole  body  of  the 
same  Proprietors  were  together  and  should  personally  do  and 
conclude  the  same." 
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This  (loeumeiit  was  sigju^d  by  forty-four  i)roprietors;  thir- 
ty one  from  Burlington  County  and  thirteen  from  Gloucester 
county.  At  this  date  these  two  counties  comprised  all  of  West 
Jersey,  except  Fenwick's  Salem  County;  none  of  the  other 
counties  having  yet  been  set  off  from  tliem. 

The  members  of  the  Council  then  a])pointed  were  Samuel 
Jenings,  Thomas  Olive,  William  Biddlc,  Elias  Starr,  ^Maldon 
Stacy,  Francis  Davenport,  Andrew  Kobeson,  William  Koydeu, 
John  Keading,  William  Cooper  and  John  Wills.  These  were 
eleven  in  number,  afterwards  they  were  reduced  to  nine,  tlie 
present  membership. 

After  this  date  the  minutes  of  tbeir  meetings  style  them 
'^The  Council  of  Proprietors".  They  were  clothed  with  the 
same  })0v,"ers  as  the  old  commissioners.  Thomas  Revel  and 
John  Heading,  the  keepers  of  the  rolls,  i-ecords  and  papers  of 
the  proprietors  were  continued  in  oflice.  Their  books  and 
documents  have  always  been  kept  in  a  little  one  storied  brick 
building,  on  JBroad  street,  Burlington.  This  was  recently  torn 
down  and  a  new  structure  is  being  built.  The  minutes  and 
papers  of  tl.e  commissioiiers  for  the  ten  years  antedating 
(1G87)  the  creation  of  the  Council  of  Proprietors  are  missing. 
Andi'ew  Robeson,  the  Surveyor  General,  was  retained  in 
that  position.  His  successors  have  been,  William  Alexander, 
(Loid  Stei-ling),  who  held  the  same  oflice  in  East  Jersey,  Dan- 
iel Smith,  BuiT  Woolman,  the  latter 's  son  Franklin  AVoolman 
and  lleiiiy  S.  JIaines,  the  present  incumbent. 

The  regulations  of  this  body  made  it  easy  for  settlers  to 
acquire  land.  The  purchaser  bought  <\  "Right"'  to  locate  a 
ceitfiin  (luantity  of  it.  Tiiis  he  took  to  n  deputy  surveyor  near 
the  locality  desired  and  had  liim  survey  the  amount  called  for 
in  his  v\-arraiit  out  of  any  vacant  lands.  The  survey  was  taken 
to  the  Surveyor  General's  office  and  entered  into  a  book.  This 
was  the  title.  If  the  area  was  large  tiie  surveyor  would  get 
on  liorsvback  with  his  compass  and  nu-nsui-e  distances  by  the 
gait  of  his  horse.  He  took  good  care  to  have  a  surjilus. 
especially  after  the  West  New  Jersey  Society  beeaim'  the 
owiu'rs,  as  he  was  not  as  likely  to  be  called  to  account  by  the 
seller  as  by  the  i)urchaser.    A  tract  of  land  bought  in  1701,  in. 
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•^vhat  is  now  Jluiiterdoii  county,  for  1000  acres  was  beijneathed 
eciually  to  two  heirs.     In  1753,  one  of  these  had  his  lialf  re-  ! 

•surveyed.     Instead  of  500  acres  it  measured  8151A  acres,  be-  | 

side  allowances  for  highways.  This  was  remedied  by  the  owner  i 

buying  315 '/'G  acres  of  "Rights."  ' 

The  method  of  buying  rights  to  hmd  and  the  mode  of  j 

settlement  can  best  be  shown  from  tlie  documents  of  one  of  ! 

three  companies  which  settled  sections  of  West  Jersey  prior  to  [ 

the  organization  of  the  Council  of  Pj'oprietors  in  1687,  and 
the  conti'ol  of  tlie  balance  of  it  by  the  "West  New  Jersey  So- 
ciety',' land  company  in  1G02. 

The  "Third  Tenth"  which  compi'ised  the  territory  on  th'" 
Delaware  river  between  Pensnuken  and  Tiud^cr  creeks  and  c^ 
posite  to  the  present  city  of  Philadelphia,  was  purchased  by  • 
company'  from  Ireland.  The  original  agreement  made  between 
its  members  and  the  deed  from  the  trustees  to  them  dated  in 
1676,  is  still  preserved  by  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  ad- 
venturers and  were  exhibited  at  a  meeting  of  the  Gloucester 
County  Historical  Society  in  April  1010.  By  the  deed  Wil- 
liam Penn,  Gawen  Lawrie,  Nicholas  Lucas  and  Edward  Byl- 
linge  convey  one  nineteenth  ])art  of  West  Jersey  to  William 
•Clarke,  Anthony  Sharp,  j\Iatthias  Foster,  Roger  Roberts  and 
Richard  Hunter,  all  of  Dublin,  and  Thomas  Starkey  of  Queens 
•county,  Ireland. 

A  written  account  of  the  first  settlenu^nt,  which  was  in  I 

what  is  now  Camden  county,  by  Thomas  Sharp,  nephew  of 
Anthony,  is  preserved  iii  Trenton,  and  is  quoted  in  "Clenu'nt's 
Early  Settlci-s  in  Newton  Township,  N.  J.'"  It  says  :  "Let 
it  be  remembered  yt  upon  ye  nineteenth  of  September  in  ye 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  cue, 
l\Iark  Newby,  William  Bates,  Thomas  Thackara,  George  Gold- 
smith and  Thomas  Sharp  set  saile  from  ye  Harbor  belonging 
to  yd  city  of  Dublin,  in  ye  Kingdom  of  Ireland  in  a  i)ink  called 
'Ye  owners  adventure',  whereof  Thonuis  Lurtin  of  London 
Avas  commander."  The  ship  ai-rived  in  the  Delaware  river  on 
the  18tli  day  of  November  following,  and  the  emigrants  dc- 
•cided  to  locate  their  Rights  in  what  was  afterwards  Newton 
lownshi}),    Gloucester    (now    Canulen)    county,    accordijig    to 
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their  respective  holdings,  which  were  :  Kobert  Zane  (who  was. 
already  here)  one  tenth:  Mark  Xewby,  one  twentieth,  William 
Bates,  one  twentieth,  Thomas  Thackara,  one  twentieth  : 
George  Goldsmith,  one  tenth,  and  Thomas  Sliarp  on  behalf  of 
Anthony,  one  twentieth.  The  last  named,  who  was  the  sur- 
veyor, laid  out  for  each  500  acres,  and  says  why  : 

"And  so  ye  land  was  divided  according  to  every  man's 
right.  But  it  is  to  be  underslood  as  I  have  so  much  hinted  be- 
fore that  by  ye  constitution  of  ye  country  at  yt  time  no  person 
be  his  right  never  so  great  should  survey  and  take  up  above 
five  hundred  in  one  tract  to  make  one  settlement  of  and  yt 
within  six  months,  or  otliei'wise,   it  Avas  free   for  any  other  ] 

person  that  had  rights  to  land  to  survey  it  to  himself  as  if  it  j 

had  never  been  taken  up  for  any  other  person.     Thereupon  i 

many  were  obliged  in  order  to  secure  good  places  to  them-  ] 

selves  to  give  one  hundred  acres  to  secure  the  rest."  j 

How  this  v.as  done  and  a  little  irregularity  was  cireum-  ] 

vented  is  thus  quaintly  told  :  "Thomas  Starkey  did  desire  and  j 

order  George  Goldsmith  to  take  u])  some  land  for  him  in  "West  | 

Jersey"  x  x  x  "but  brought  nothing  with  him  to  make  it  ap-  i 

pear,  and  ye  connnissioners  at  ye  time  gave  way  by  credit  of  1 

the  repoi't  of  ye  rest  concerned,  that  he  might  take  up  five  * 

hundred  acres,  but  it  never  was  returned  in  Starkey 's  name."  j 

Goldsmith  wrote  to  Starkey  sevei-al  times  but  got  no  rejdy.  ] 

"Now  this"  put  George  ui">on  further  thought  what  to  do  to  ] 

secure   himself,    Avhereupon   he   made   application   to   Kobert  | 

Turner,   (a  wealthy  proprietor)   "and  layeth  his  case  before  I 

him  signifying  if  he  would  allow  him  one  hundred  acres  of  | 

yt  land,  wheri'on  he  made  his  improvements,  he  would  suffer  j 

him  to  take  up  yt  live  hundred  acres  in  his  own  right.    Robert  1 

taking  the  matter  in  consideration  and  searching  the  records  | 

in  Burlington,  and  finding  it  so  to  be  recorded  in  George  Gold- 
smith's name,  who  had  no  i-ight  at  any  time  to  take  up  any 
land  in  yt  province,  agrees  to  survey  it  to  himself  and  accord- 
ingly did,  and  records  it  as  such  in  ye  Seci-etary's  office  :  con- 
veys one  hundred  aci-es  of  ye  same,  according  to  agreement  to 
George  Goldsmith." 

The  Swedes  were  settled  ;dong  the  Jersrv  shore  of  the 
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Delaware  river  for  nearly  forty  years  befoi-e  the  arrival  of  the 
English.  It  is  estimated  that  they  numbered  about  one  thous- 
and persons.  They  had  become  familiar  with  the  habits  and 
customs  of  the  Indians  which  was  of  great  benefit  to  the  in- 
coming settlers.  Their  foremost  occupatioiis  were  hunting, 
trapping  and  bartering  with  the  Indians.  Farming  was  a 
minor  matter.  Their  lands  were  held  without  any  deeds, 
being  simply  s([uatted  on  and  possibly  for  safety  sake,  some 
of  their  houses  were  communal  being  occupied  by  a  number  of 
separate  families.  The  Ejiglish  allowed  them  to  retain  the 
laDds  they  lived  upon  as  appears  by  an  order  of  Burlington- 
court  dated  31st  day,  3  mo..  ]GrS4,  to  Ihuisn  IToi)man,  a  Swedish 
constable  to  summon  all  persoiis  on  lands  in  the  Third  Tenth, 
between  Great  Timber  creek  and  Oldman's  creek  to  report 
before  the  31  day,- 4  mo.,  lG8-i,  the  quantity  of  land  each  one 
occupied  and  by  what  right  they  claimed  title.  The  response 
to  this  was  by  the  Swedes  who  were  numerous  in  that  section. 
Mons.  Jonson,  Hanse  Ilopman  and  Peter  Jonson  claimed 
a  large  tract  one  mile  in  front  from  Oldman's  creek  to  a  small 
run  upward  by  permit  from  Governor  Philip  Carteret,  dated 
June  25th,  1G68,  but  did  not  produce  the  document,  neither 
did  they  know  the  quantity  of  land.  Paule  Curv:en  "guessed 
he  had  100  acres." 

The  more  influential  and  wealthier  people  of  that  race 
had  already  made  their  title  good.  jMarcus  Lawrence  had  sur- 
veyed to  him  on  August  7th,  1682,  100  acres  at  Putschak  on 
the  Delaware  river.  This  is  an  Indian  name  meaning  "the 
dividing  of  the  waters/'  that  tits  the  place,  as  the  land  is  op- 
posite to  the  head  of  Petty 's  Island,  which  lies  in  the  Delaware 
river  above  Philadelphia,  and  devides  that  stream  into  two 
channels.  By  1687,  he  had  increased  his  holdings  to  within 
the  500  acre  limit.  This  man 's  non-cupative  will '  is  dated  "at 
ye  house  of  ^larcus  Lawrance  at  Putsludc,  3  mo.,  4th  day  1689 
by  ye  mouths  of  Casper  Fish  and  Rece  Jones,"  Swedish  inter- 
preters. Samuel  Spicer,  Henry  Wood  and  John  Taylor, 
neighboring  planters  were  retpiested  to  settle  his  estate  be- 
tween the  wife  and  his  two  sons.  The  late  ]\lareus  L.  Ward, 
the  war  governor  of  New  Jersey,  admitted  that  not  only  was 
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he  descended  from,  but  was  named  after  liim. 

Persons  not  born  in  Great  P»ritain  or  her  colonies  coidd 
not  hold  real  estate  unless  tlie}^  Avere  naturalized.     This  was 

done  by  the  passage  of  a  private  bill  by  the  General  Assembly.  | 

According  to  Allinson's  laws  of  New  Jersey  wliich  cover  thr  j 

period  between  the  union  of  the  East  and  A\^est  provinces  in  j 

1702,  and  the  Pevolution,  the  first  bill  of  this  kind  was  passed  { 

in  1713,  making  a  citizen  of  Peter  Bard,  ' '  a  native  of  Fi-ance. ' '  j 

In  1730,  at  a  session  of  tlie  Assembly  held  at  Burlington,  the  { 
following  was  )iassed  :  "An  Act  for  the  better  enabling  divers 

inhabitaiits  of  the  Province  of  New  Jerse\-  to  hold  lands  and  I 

invest  them  with  the  privileges  of  natural  horn  suhjecfs  of  j 

said  Province."    Seventy  one  persons  wei'e  named  in  1his  en-  j 

actment.

KuYKEXDALLS.  I  have  been  for  some  time  trying  to  get 
data  in  reference  to  the  early  New  Jersey  histoiy  of  the 
Kuydendallss,  Kirendalls  and  Coykendalls  of  that  state.  All 
these  names  represent  people  with  a  common  ancestry'.  I  have 
the  Old  Dutch  Reformed  Church  records  of  nuirriages  and 
births  of  Kuykendalls  in  that  section,  so  far  as  they  appear  in 
the  church  i-ecords,  but  I  find  many  gaps,  and  many  omissions 
and  would  like  to  find  more  complete  records.  I  write  to  ask 
what  you  have  in  the  records  of  marriages  from  1GG5  to  ISOO 
pertaining  to  the  Kuykendalls.  There  was  the  first  marriage 
in  New  Jersey  occuring  about  1680,  but  after  that  the  record 
appears  partly  in  the  old  Dutch  Church  registers,  and  partly 
only.

Sheweth,  -  Tiiat  on  his  IMajesty's  Accession  to  the  Throne, 

Mr.  Burnet  was  the  single  instance  of  a  Governor  displaced  : 

That  he  was  removed  from  the  Government  of  New  York, 

worth  three  thousand  pounds  sterling  a  year,  and  nominated 

to  that  of  the  iMassachusets  Bay,  with  repeated  assurances, 

that  it  should  be  made  as  good  to  him,  as  the  other  had  been. 

In   his  instructions  he   was   ordered  to   demand  of   the 

Province,  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  i)ounds  sterling, 

to  be  settled  on  him  during  the  time  of  his  Government,  and 

behaved  therein  so  as  to  deserve  the  approbation  both  of  the 

Board  of  Trade  and  of  the  Connuittee  of  council,   in  their 

several  reports  to  His  IMajesty,  and  last  of  all  of  Her  Most 

Gracious  Majesty,  the  Guardian  of  the  Realm,  in  an  Order  of 

Council  of  the  22d  of  May  1729. 

That  the  House  of  Representatives  continue  firm  in  their 
refusal  to  comply  with  the  royal  instruction,  for  the  Gover- 
nour's  salary,  yet  fre(iuently  offered  to  vote  him  a  larger  sum 
than  one  thousand  pounds  sterling  for  a  year,  and  in  August 
1729,  being  the  second  year  of  his  Government,  they  voted  him 
six  thousand  jioumls  of  their  money,  being  near  two  thousand 
pounds  sterling;  at  the  same  time,  oiTering  to  iimke  the  Act 
for  the  provision  of  the  Goverjionr  and  Government,  the  first 
Act  tliat  should  be  past  in  every  Assembly.  B\it  :\lr.  Burnet's 
instructions  not  warranting  him  to  accept  of  such  ;i  compro- 
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mise,  lie  was  likcAvi.se  obliged  by  them  to  refuse  the  several 
sums  thus  voted  to  him. 

Being"  thus  engaged  in  the  King's  service,  without  any 
salary  from  the  Province,  and  none  Ijeing  assigned  him  from 
hence,  he  was  constrained  to  support  the  dignity  of  his  post 
out  of  his  private  fortune.  So  that,  what  with  the  charges  of 
his  new  patents,  of  his  I'emoval  and  of  his  necessary  expenses,  |

Upon  Mr.  Burnet's  death,  this  matter    being     fully  set  | 

forth  in  a  Memorial  to  His  ^Majesty,  an  Grdcr  of  Council  was  j 

made  on  the  Sth  of  May  1730,  in  which  Governor  Belcher  was  ' 

ordei  ed  to  demand  of  the  Assembly  of  the  ]\lassachusets  Bay,  | 

in  His  ^Majesty's  name,  that  the}'  should  make  good  to  ]Mr.  ] 

Burnet's  children  the  sum  of  six  thousand  pounds  voted  to  | 

their  late  father  in  August  1729,  or  at  least  such  a  sum,  as  ] 

should  appear  due  to  him,  during  the  whole  time  of  His  Gov- 
ernment, at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  pounds  sterling  (per 
annum ) .

Necrology. 


William  V.  Sxydek,  Senior,  b.  in  AUamuehy,  near  Hac- 
keltstowu,  June  15,  1839,  died  at  Genoa,  Italy,  May  5,  1910. 
In  his  childhood,  his  parents  moved  to  Paterson,  and  there 
he  spent  the  greater  part  of  his  boyhood.  He  studied  for  a 
time  at  Wesleyan  University,  ]\Iiddletown,  Conn.,  and  later 
went  to  Ann  Arbor,  jMiehigan,  fj-om  ^vhere  he  was  graduated 
as  a  civil  engineer.  After  receiving  his  diploma,  he  started 
in  tlie  dry  goods  business  at  Paterson  with  Peter  Quacken- 
bush.  He  later  joined  in  partnership  with  his  brother,  the 
late  Watson  Snyder,  at  Newark,  in  the  business  which  was 
continued  under  the  firm  name  of  W.  V.  Snyder  and  Co. 
Another  brother,  the  late  Kev.  Charles  Snyder,  was  a  ]\Ietho- 
dist  clergyman.  Until  December  16,  1908,  ]\Ir.  Snyder  with 
his  sons,  carried  on  a  very  extensive  dry  goods  business,  which 
still  bears  their  name,  at  Broad  and  Cedar  streets,  New  York. 
He  had  been  in  poor  health  for  a  long  while  being  afflicted 
with  angina  pectoris.  He  had  a  summer  residence  at  Bern- 
ardsville,  and  there,  about  1903,  his  wife  was  suddenly  killed 
while  seated  in  a  victoria,  at  the  Bernardsville  railroad  sta- 
tion, waiting  for  her  husband.  A  team  of  horses  attached  to 
another  vehicle,  became  frightened  and  ran  away,  plunging 
into  the  vehicle  in  which  ]\Irs.  Snyder  was  seated.  Her  skull 
was  fractured,  and  she  died  soon  afterwards.  ]Mr.  Snyder  was 
never  the  same  since  her  untimely  death.  For  four  or  five 
years  before  his  own  death  it  had  been  his  custom  to  go 
abroad  for  treatment  at  the  baths  of  Badnauheitn,  Germany, 
and  it  was  while  on  this  trip  that  the  end  came  as  he  dis- 
embarked from  the  steamship  at  Genoa.  He  was  survived  by 
his  son,  Watson  B.  Snyder,  who  was  with  him  at  tlie  time  of 
his  death  ;  by  his  daughter  Mrs.  Kikei',  and  a  second  son,  Wil- 
liam Y.  Snyder,  Jr.,  of  East  Orange,  lie  was  elected  a  member 
■of 'this  Soeietv  in  1885,  and  life  nu-mber  in  1890. 
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Moses  Straus,  boi'ii  in  ]>adcii,  Germany,  No\einber   1,. 
1831,  died  at  liis  summer  home  at  Deal,  July  19,  1910.     He 
came  to  this  country  Avitli  his  brother  and  sister  Avhen  eighteen 
years  of  age,  going  to  Keokuk,  ]o\va,  to  join  anotlier  brother, 
and  spent  several  iiionths  there  as  a  student  in  an  English 
school.     He  subsequently   came   to   Xewark,    X.   J.,   and   ap- 
prenticed   himself    to    "Deacon"    Daugherty,    a    well-knowii 
taiuier  of  that  time,  with  whom  lie  served  three  years.     He 
subsequently  entei'ed  the  employ  of  Trier  &  Newjnan,  and  of 
Crocket  &  Co.,  two  leading  leather  manufactui'ers,  and  thus 
gained  the  experienc(i  and  ti'aining  wliich  afterwards  proved 
of  so  much  service  to  him.     in  1855,  he  made  his  way  to  the 
Pacific  coast,  but  was  soon  cured  of  the  gold  fever,  which  had 
drawn  him  thither,  and  after  a  year  returned  to  Newark.   He 
then  went  to  Florida,  and  established  himself  in  the  leather 
business  at   Bristol.     He  still  felt   strangely   drawn   toward 
Newark,  and  determined  to  return  to  that  city  and  make  it 
his  permanent  home,  but  the  wai;  of  the  Rebellion  broke  out, 
and  he  was  forced  to  remain  in  the  south  until  peace  came. 
He  then  came  to  Newark,  and  in  1865  opened  a  small  tannery 
near  the  Pennsylvania  railroad.    After  sevei-al  years  he  built 
a  large  plant  in  Frelinghuysen  aveinie,  and  there,  under  the 
firm  name  of  M.  Straus  &  Sons,  the  business  has  since  been 
conducted.     His  three  sons  have  been  identified  with  him  in 
the  business.     He  was  a  generous  contributor  to  local  chari- 
ties, and  was  prominent  in  the  industrial,  as  well  as  civic,  life 
of  the  community.     He  served  eleven  years  as  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  for  several  yeai's  was  a  trustee  of 
the    Newark    Technical    School.      His    charitable    woi.-k    was 
chiefly  directed  to   the  bettei-ment    of  the   Jewish   people   in' 
Newark.    He  was  president  of  the  B'nai  Jeshurun  Congrega- 
tion,  having  been  a  director  in  that  organization   since   its 
foundation  in  1868.    He  was  the  oldest  director  of  the  Hebrew 
]k>nevolent  and  Oi'phan  Asylum  Society,  and  was  for  eleven 
years  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  that  Society.     He 
was  also  a  director  of  the  Gei'inan  Hospital,   and  a   liberal 
contributor  to  the  support  of  the  Beth  Israel  Hospital. 

He  was  a   director  of  the  Ceruum  National    l^ank.    'lie 
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married,  May  5,  1860,  in  New  York,  Eliza  IMay,  daughter  of 
Louis  May,  of  that  city,  and  fifty  years  later  ohserved  the 
golden  jubilee  of  his  wedding  by  a  large  I'eception  at  his  home 
1085  Broad  street,  Newark.  ]\Ir.  Straus  was  survived  by  his 
widow,  two  daughters  and  three  sons.  The  daughters  were 
Mrs.  Carrie  S.  KStern,  of  Nevrark,  and  Mrs.  Simon  England,  of 
Pittsfiehl,  i\[ass.  The  sons  were  Lewis,  Isaac  T.  and  Burnett 
W.  Straus,  all  members  of  the. firm  founded  by  tlieir  father. 

Dr.  Lesi.ie  Dodd  Ward,   born   on   his   father's   farm   at 
]\radison,  ]\lon-is  county,  July  1,  1845,  died  suddenly  in  Lon- 
don, England,  July  13,  1910.     In  his  eai-ly  boyhood  he  re- 
ceived what  education  the  neighborhood  afforded,  and  in  time 
went  to  the  Newark  Academy  to   prepare   for   a   cour.se   at 
Princeton.    The  war  of  the  Rebellion  breaking  out,  he  prompt- 
ly left  school  and  enlisted  at  the  age  of  eighteen  in  Company 
G,   Thirty-seventh  New  Jersey  Volunteers,   which  had  been 
hastily  summoned  to  repel  an  invasion  of  Rebels  into  Penn- 
sylvania.   He  was  made  First  Sergeant  of  his  Company,  June 
15.  1864.     The  Regiment  was  mustered  out  after  thirty  days 
service.    Mv.  Ward  then  resumed  his  studies,  and  later  studied 
medicine  in  the  office  of  Dr.  Fisher,  a  prominent  physician  of 
Morristown,  and  subsequentl}'  he  entered  the  College  of  Phy- 
sicians and  Surgeons  in  New  York  City,  from  where  he  was 
graduated  in  1868.    Directly  thereafter  he  began  the  practice 
of  medicine  in  Newark,  and  soon  Avas  appointed  to  the  ^Medical 
Staff  of  St.  IMiehael's  and  St.  Barnabas 's  hospitals.     After- 
wards he  served  for  several  years  as  County  Physician.    AVhen 
the  Prudential  Insurance  ("ompony  Avas  organized,  in  1875, 
Dr.  Ward,   being  one  of  its  promotors,   became  its  Medical 
Director,  and  with  John  P.  Dryden,  he  worked  indefatigably 
to  put  the  couipany  on  a  sound  footing.    In  1884  he  was  nmde 
its  First  Vice  President.  Thereafter  he  gradually  relinquished 
his  medical  ])ractice  and  devotinl  all  his  time  to  the  business 
of  the  insui-ance  company.  In  that  work  he  soon  made  a  mark, 
especially  in  promoting  the  activity  of  agents  throughout  the 
wide  Held  of  tlie  company's  business.     His  ability  in  this  line 
attracted  the  attention  of  business  men  in  other  fields  and 
soon  his  services  as  a  ilirector  were  eagerly  sought  by  more 
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than  one  large  concern,  includin«j  several  banks  of  Newark.  j 

In  all  these  lines,  as  in  the  insurance  business,  Dr.  Ward  was  I 

earnest,^  clearsiglited  and  decisive,  if  not  always  aggressive,  1 

and  quickly  became  a  prominent  factor  in  the  boards  of  which 
he  was  a  member  He  took  an  active  part  in  public  and  polit- 
ical work,  in  charitable  organizations,  and  in  a  social  way.  In 
1900,  he  was  one  of  the  New  Jersey  delegates  to  the  Conven-  j 

tion   that   nominated   Presidtmt    ]\IcKinle3',    at    Philadelphia.  j 

Four  years  later  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Convention  that  | 

nominated  Theodore  Roosevelt,  at  Chicago,  He  was  a  member 
of  the  commission  appointed  for  the  erection  of  a  new  Court 
house  in  Essex  County,  and  was  chosen  its  president.    He  was  : 

a  director  of  the  Fidelity  Trust  Company,  the  Union  National  j 

Bank,  the  American  Steel  and  Wire  Comj^any,   the  Public  | 

Service  Corporation,  and  of  several  other  large  concerns.    As  } 

a  member  of  social  clubs,  and  charitable  organizations,  Dr.  j 

Ward  was  well  known  and  well  liked.  In  his  moments  of  re- 
laxation he  was  a  lighthearted,  charming  companion,  whose 
company  was  eagerly  sought,  and  in  his  chosen  circles,  as  well 
as  in  other  fields,  in  Newark  and  abroad,  he  had  many  warm 
friends.  Dr.  Ward  married  Miss  jMinnie  Perry,  Z\Iarch  5,  1S74, 
by  whom  he  had  two  sons,  Leslie  D.  Ward,  and  Herbert  D. 
Ward;  the  latter  died  several  years  ago.  The  Doctor's  wife 
died  in  190C.  His  city  home  was  on  lower  Broad  street, 
Newark,  but  most  of  his  time  was  spent  on  his  magnificent 
estate  at  ]\Iadison,  where  he  had  an  immense  library,  many 
art  treasures,  and  everything  that  could  gratify  a  cultivated 
taste.  Dr.  AN^ard  was  elected  a  member  of  this  Society  in  1S77 
18S6  and  1901. 

Asa  Whitetiead,  born  about  1836,  died  at  Newark,  Octo- 
ber 6,  1910,  in  the  71th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  son  of  Asa 
Whitehead,  who  was  prominent  at  the  bar  of  Essex  county 
until  his  death  in  1860,  and  was  a  brother  of  A.  Pennington 
Whitehead,  of  New  York  City;  Dr.  Ita  C.  Whitehead,  of 
Walden,  N.  J. ;  Frederick  W.  Whitehead,  of  Newark,  and  the 
late  William  Sihas  Whitehead  of  Newark.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  1859,  but  practiced  only  a  few  days.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  Princeton  College  in  1856.     For  more  than  forty 
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years  he  resided  in  Fulton  street,  Newark,  wliere  he  died.  He 
married  Anna  Swain,  a  sister  of  tlit-  late  George  B.  Swain,  and 
was  survived  by  her. 

James  II.  AVinslee  was  elect(-d  a  life  member  of  this 
Society  in  1850.    He  died  August  19,  1899.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY 
FOR  1910. 
In  presenting  this  his  tAventielh  annual  rei^ort,  your  Corres- 
ponding Secretary  may  be  pardoned  for  indulging  in  a  bit  of 
reminiscence.  He  is  proba1)ly  tlie  only  officer  of  tlie  Society  who 
has  a  personal  recollection  of  all  the  pievious  Presidents,  A'ice 
Presidents,  Corresponding  Secretaries,  Recording  Secretaries, 
Treasurers  and  Libiarians  of  the  Society,  with  the  one  exception 
of  Dr.  John  S.  Condict,  Recording  Secretary  in  1848.  At  the  time 
of  his  election  to  the  odice  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  at  the 
meeting  on  Januaiy  28,  LS90,  there  was  read  a  Menuiir  of  the  h'ev. 
Samuel  M.  Hamili,  the  President  -from  1876  to  1890.  At  that 
meeting.  Judge  John  Clement  was  elected  Piesidenl.  Samuel  11. 
Pennington,  Af.  D.,  of  Newark,  Gen.  William  S.  Stryker,  of  Tren- 
ton, and  Rev.  George  S.  Mott,  D.  1),,  of  J'Teminglon,  were  elected 
Vice  Presidents.  Dr.  Pennington  and  General  Stryker  were  sub- 
sequently elected   Piesident   of  the  Society  in   regular  succession. 
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Dr.  Stoplien  Wickes,  elected  Coricsponding  Sccretai y  in  1885,  to 
succeed  William  A.  Whitehead,  who  had  lield  the  ollice  for  forty 
years,  died  July  7,  1889,  when  the  incumbent  took  up  his  work  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Society.  Thus,  in  sixty-tlve  years  there 
have  been  but  three  incumbents  of  the  oflice.  Tlie  Society  has  been 
gre'atly  favored  with  the  character  of  the  men  who  have  served  it 
as  President  : 

Chief  Justice  Joseph  C.  Ilornblower,  1845—1807;  James  Parker, 
18G8— 1809;  Judge  Richard  S.  Field,  1809—1871;  John  Kutherfurd,

The  progress  of  the  Society  has  been  most  gratifying  in  the 
last  twenty  yl'ars.  AYe  have  moved  down  from  the  third  floor  of  the 
old  Newarl:*  Banking  Building,  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Broad 
and  Bank  Streets,  and  now  have  a  spacious  and  liandsome  home  of 
our  own.  But  one  other  officer  of  tlie  Society,  elected  in  1890,  is 
still  living.  The  Society  has  greatly  increased  in  membership  m 
the  last  twenty  years,  and  there  has  been  a  marked  infusion  of  new 
blood  and  corresponding  zeal  and  activity.  The  organization  of 
the  Woman's  Branch  had  been  a  great  acquisition  to  the  Society. 
All  this  experience  of  the  past  score  of  years  gives  one  reason 
to  ''thank  God  arid  take  courage,"  and  encourages  the  confident 
hope  and  belief  that  the  next  twenty  years  will  see  even  a  much 
greater  expansion  and  increase  of  usefulness  on  the  part  of  The 
New  Jersey  Historical  Society.

Albert  Cook  Myers,  of  Kentmere  Lodge,  Moylan,  Pa.,  wrote 
tluit  he  was  preparing  a  paper  on  the  Indian  Hannah  (1/30-1802), 
the  last  of  the  Lenni  Lenape  in  that  part  of  Pennsylvania.  In  an 
unpublished  account  of  her  life,  written  in  an  interview  with  her 
in  1797  it  is  stated  :  "The' time  Indians  were  killed  at  Lancaster, 
they  (i'e  Hannah,  her  mother  Sarah,  her  Aunts  Nanny  and  Betty 
and  her  Graunv  Jane,  all  Indians)  went  to  Jersey  and  staid  seven 
years  "  Nannv  died  "in  Jersey."  When  in  Pennsylvania,  these 
Indians  lived  along  the  l^randywine.  Mr.  Myeis  wished  some  in- 
formation about  their  sojourn  in  Nesv  Jersey.  He  wondered  it  those 
Indians  were  amonu  those  placed  by  permission  of  Governor  1'  rank- 
lin  at  Woodbury,  N.  J.,  in  17t;i,  as  related  in  New  Jeisey  Archives 
*M--rH)  The  Sccretai V  remelted  that  he  did  not  know  about  the 
Indian  woman  Haunah  referred  to.  He  had  a  taint  recollection  ot 
having  read  sometliing  about  her,  but  could  not   locate  it.     He  re- 
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ferred  Ur.  Myers  to  Dr.  E.  S.  Sliaipe,  of  Salem,  and  Dr.  Johu  U. 
Stevenson,  of  lIa«]tlonlield. 

From  I)]-.  ^Vallaee  Mc-Georye,  of  Camden,  X.  J.,  was  recei\etl 
a  co{)y  of  the  Wooilbury  Constitulion  of  December  HO,  1908,  con- 
taining- an  interesting'  paper  by  him  on  the  Haddonfield  Tavein, 
comprising  an  excellent  suinmary  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Congress.  Di',  McGeoige  was  thanked  for  his  contriliution. 
Professor  h^dwin  }\  Tannei',  of  the  Syracuse  University,  and 
author  of  a  History  of  New  Jcisey  in  Proxincial  times,  recently 
publislicd,  wiote  that  he  was  jilauning  to  wiite  a  paper  on  the 
work  of  the  American  Colonial  Agents  in  England,  and  wished  in- 
formation on  the  sul)ject.  lie  was  informed  that  the  late  Charles 
R.  Hildeburn  in  editing  a  reprint  of  the  Colonial  Laws  of  Penn- 
sylvania, con.teiuplated  publishing  as  Volume  I.,  a  treatise  on  the 
intluences  biought  to  bear  in  England  regarding  the  approval  or 
disappioval    of   the   acts   of    the    Pennsylvania   legislature   by    the  i 

Lords  of  Tiai.lc  and  Plantations  and  by  the  King  in  Council.     This  ;

Burnet  Landreth,  of  Bristol,  Pa.,  asked  if  there  existed  any-  I 

where  witliin  the  knowledge  of  this  Society  a  portrait  of  AVilliam  I 

Burnet,  ('olonial  Governor  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York,  1720 —  i 

1730;  he  made  incjuiry  as  one  of  that  family  desiring-  to  get  infor-  | 

mation  to  be  sent  to  England.  He  was  informed  that  portraits  of 
William  Buinet,  Colonial  Governor  of  New  Jeisey  and  New  York 
1720— 17;>0,  aie  to  be  found  in  the  City  Hall,  New  York,  and  in 
the  Boston  State  House.  A  cut  i»f  one  of  these  portraits  is  given 
in  tlie  Memorial  History  of  New  York,  Volume  11.

The  Stockton  Family. 

Abiel  Cook  married  Miss  Leonaid  alioul  1722.  in  Monnuudb 
County.  It  was  believed  thai  she  was  Pailheuia,  a  dauuhter  of 
Hen IV  Leonard. 
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November,  1900. 
Miss  Cathaiine  T,  Naylor,  1.337  72d  Street,  Brooklyn,  wrote 
inquiring  as  to  the  character  and  extent  of  the  records  at  Trenton, 
in  the  Secretary  of  State's  otlice.  She  was  advised  to  consult  New 
Jersey  Archives,  Volumes  21.  22  and  23.  In  the  preface  to  Volume 
21  she  would  find  a  description  of  the  records  which  are  preserved 
at  Trenton.  In  answer  to  a  (juery  as  to  tlie  preservation  of  church 
records  in  New  Jersey,  she  was  referred  to  a  pamphlet  so  entitled, 
by  the  Secretary,  givinii'  a  detailed  list  and  description  of  the 
records  of  something  like  one  hundred  churches  in  New  Jersey. 

Henry  F.  Heiing,  P.  0.  Box  1160.  New  York.  Avrote  for  infor- 
mation referring  to  the  name  of  the  tribe  of  Indians  and  its  most- 
celebrated  chief,  which  occupied  the  tei'iitory  immediately  aroun<f 
Green  Pond  or  l^nke,  near  Newfoundland,  N.  J.  He  was  referred 
to  the  Secretary's  book  on  the  "^Indians  of  New  Jersey.'' 

Mrs.  "Willa  II.  B.  Lehman,  107  Gaston  avenue,  Fairmount,\V^ 
A-^a.,  wrote  for  information  as  to  any  published  records  of  John 
Hart,  the  Signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  and  of  his 
family.  She  was  informed  that  quite  a  full  account  of  the  Hart 
family,  including  John  Hait.  was  published  a  few  years  ago  in  the 
New  York  Genealogical  and  Biographical  Record. 

George  C.  Van  Horn.  51 — 53  Newark  Street,  Hoboken.  wrote 
that  an  old  aunt  of  his  had  a  portrait  of  her  grandfather.  Captain 
Uavid  Cooke,  life  size,  of  the  Revolutionary  army,  v.-hich  she  would 
be  willing  to  dispose  of  for  a  reasonable  consideration.  Captain 
Cooke  fought  under  General  Washington  through  New  Jersey,  and 
was  wounded  at  Monmouth.  The  painting  was  made  from  life  by 
■some  Goman  artist  between  1780  and  1790.  He  was  informed  that 
the  Society  had  no  money  available  to  buy  such  portraits,  but  ' 
would  accept  it  temporarily  on  storage,  subject  to  the  owner's 
oi-ders.  If  hung  on  our  walls,  it  might  attract  the  attention  of 
someone,  who  would  be  sulTiciently  interested  to  buy  it  and  present 
it  to  the  Historical  Society.     The  portrait  had  not  come  to  hand. 

Prof.  J.  Franklin  Jameson,  of  tlie  Carnegie  Institution,  AVash- 
ington,  asked  whetlier  we  possessed  the  origiiml  manuscript  of  that 
epistle  of  Penn,  Lawrie  and  Lucas,  which  is  piinted  in  Smith's 
"History  of  New  Jersey,''  at  page  88.  He  was  informed  that  we 
bad  a  considera1)le  mass  of  the  papers  of  Samuel  Smith  in  our 
Library.  The  understanding  is  that  Smith  atteuipted  a  history  of 
New  Jeisey  and  Pennsylvania,  but  oidy  jmblished  the  history  of 
New  .Jersey.  His  material  for  tlie  history  of  Pennsylvania  is  under- 
^^lood  to  have  iiassed  into  the  possession  of  Thomas  Proud,  and  to 
have  been  used  by  liim  in  pre]»aring  his  history  of  that  State.  Some 
•account  of  these  manusciipls  is  given  in  the  Proceedings  of  the 
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New  Jersey  Historical  f^or-icty,  First  Series,  Vol.  IV,  Pp.  102,  117; 
Volume  Vill,  Pp.  40,  ]20. 

Mis.  James  J.  E>eru,'en,  Seo-etary  of  the  Woman's  Biancli, 
wrote  that  they  had  un<lertakon  the  work  of  indexing  the  manu- 
seiipts  of  the  Society,  and  to  that  end  had  received  an  offer  from 
the  i?ev.  E.  R.  Stockton,  of  178  Valley  Huad,  West  Orange,  to  make 
an  index,  if  allowed  to  take  a  copj^  foi-  himself.  The  Woman's 
Branch  desired  the  o])inion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  as  to  the 
propriety  of  allowing  IMr.  Stockton  to  make  a  copy  for  himself. 

Charles  A.  Terrill,  30  Longworth  Street,  Newark,  wrote  tliat 

his  wife's  family  had  an  original  painting  of  George  Wasliington,  | 

painted   during  the  stay  of  Washington   at   Patersoii,   X.   J.,   and  j 

while  he  was  standing  on  the  porch  of  the  Passaic  Hotel.     It  was  | 

formerly  oAvned  by  Josepli  Christman,  who  was  a  prominent  Mason  ' 

during  his  life.     Tt  is  said  that  the  portrait  was  at  times  carried  j 

in   torch  light  jiarades,   which    fact   is   verified  by  a   burn   on  the  i 

frame.     The  Secretary  wrote  that  he  had  never  heard  of  this  por-  • 

trait  before,  and  did  not  recollect  any  painter  who  would  be  likely  | 

to  be  in  the  vicinity  of  Paterson  during  the  Revolution.    It  seemed  j 

improbable  also  that  a  portrait  of  Washington  would  ])e  painted  i 

during  his  life,  showing  him  standing  on  the  porch  of  the  Passaic  ] 

Hotel.     During  his  stay  in  the  vicinity  of  Paterson  at  the  time  j 

of  the  Revolution  in  1778,  and  again  in  1780,  he  made  his  head-  ] 

quarters  at  the  Dey  mansion  at  Lower  Preakness.  about  five  miles  \ 

from    Paterson.      From    Mr.    Terrill's    description,    the    Secretary  | 

thouglit  it  not   at   all  unlikely  that   the  portrait   may   have   been  1 

painted  by  General  Abraliam  Godwin,  the  proprietor  of  the  Pas-  ^ 

saie  Hotel,  for  many  years  prior  to  1835,  and  who  was  an  artist  j

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Judi^e  Samuel  Johnston,  of  Sidney,  llunteidon  Countj',  and 
his  son,  Col.  Philip  Johnston,  Avho  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Long 
Island  in  1776.

Some  correspondence  had  been  had  with  Hugh  :\r.  Hernck  of 
Pateison,  relative  to  his  donation  of  nearly  one  hun.lred  and  ninety 
volumes  of  the  New  York  Herald  and  New  York  Tribune. 

P>urton  H.  Allbee,  Secretary  of  tlie  P>orgen  County  Historical 
Society,  wrote  asking  where  he  could  obtain  brief  histories  of  the 
old  stone  houses  of  Paterson.  He  was  informed  that  tliere  was  a 
liouse  on  River  Street,  near  the  West  Street  bridge  across  the 
Passaic  River,  which  was  probably  built  by  Cornelius  Van  Winkle 
about  1770;  a  house  on  Pai'k  avenue,  near  East  18th  Street,  was 
built  by  a  man  named  Post,  perhaps  as  early  as  1750  or  17G0 ;  the 
older  part  of  the  Doremus  Homestead  on  Water  Street,  No.  119, 
was  standing  in  17G8,  and  how  much  earlier  Avas  not  known. 

Lothrop  Withington,  of  30  Little  Russel  Street.  W.  C.  London, 
England,  wrote  transmitting  several  absti'acts  of  wills  taken  from 
the  English  records  and  referring  to  New  Jersey  and  Jersey  men, 
for  which  he  was  thanked. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  with  Charles  Bradley,  one  of 
our  Trustees,  in  relation  of  the  papers  of  Thomas  Gibbons,  formerly 
of  Elizabethtown,  and  now  in  the  i)ossession  of  a  grandson,  who 
had  intimated  to  ^Ir.  Bradley  a  willingness  to  give  the  papers  (not 
exclusively  of  family  history)  to  the  Society.    These  papers  iiiclude 
numerous' newspapers  of  Newark  and  Trenton,  between  180*    and 
18-'0    and  also  some  agreements  pertaining  to  the  transportation 
of  passenoers  to  Now  York  and  Philadelphia.     It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  Tliomas  Gibbons  was  tlie  party  to  set  up  a  rival  line  of 
steamboats  between  Elizabethtown  and  New  York,  and  m  conse- 
quence  got  into  litigation  with  Colonel  Aaron  Ogden,  which  litiga- 
tion he  prosecuted  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  and 
obtained  the  famous  decision  that  interstate  commerce  was  a  mat- 
ter exclusivelv  within  the  jurisdiction  of  Congress. 

John  Neatie  of  72  West  9M  Street,  New  York,  transmitted  a 
number  of  tombstone  insciiptions  from  the  various  burial  grounds 
of  the  Ponds,  or  Oakland,  N.  d.:  also  those  ol  the  old  Sluckup 
giavevard  at  Spring  Valley.  He  imiuired  for  the  names  of  the 
parents  and  paternal  grandfather  of  Cornells  Stagg,  born  lebru- 
ary  11,  1757,  died  January  15,  1852,  and  was  given  the  desired

Georue  W.  Lvon,  Principal  of  CV.eymans  High  School  Cocj- 
mans,  New  York,  wrote  for  information  regarding  the  date  ol 
death  and  place  of  burial  of  Enos  Lyon,  a  soldier  of  the  Kevolu- 
tion,  who  die.l  in  Paterson  on  Septend)er  23,  18:50.     He  was  given 
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the  infoimatii)n   desired   and   several   other  particulars   regardini,' 
Enos  Lyon.

Mr.  F.  A.  Canfield,  one  of  our  trustees,  wrote  that  in  Sep- 
tember, 1907,  he  was  in  the  house  of  Crawford  Livingston,  of  St. 
Paul,  Minn.,  where  he  saw  many  old  Livingston  portraits,  relies, 
arms,  etc.  Mr.  Livingston  was  written  to  and  replied  that  he 
would  very  gladly  furnish  precise  data  of  the  Livingston  arms  as 
soon  as  he  could.     They  have  not  yet  come  to  hand. 

In  the  course  of  some  correspondence  with  the  Rev.  Elias 
Boudiuot  Stockton,  of  West  Orange,  lelative  to  the  history  of  the 
Stockton  family,  which  he  is  compiling,  the  Secretary  wrote  that 
no  mention  was  found  in  Sal)ine's  "Notes  on  Duelling"  of  the 
duel  in  Mississippi,  in  which  a  son  of  Richard  Stockton  2d   was  j 

killed.    Also  calling  iSIr.  Stockton's  attention  to  a  pamphlet  printed  | 

in  1808,  "An  Appeal  to  the  Tribunal  of  Justice.    Stockton  vs.  Hop-  i 

kins",  a  copy  of  which  jiamphlct  was  loaned  to  ^Iv.  Stockton.  j 

On  the  day  of  the  December,  1909.  meeting  of  the  Board  of  J 

Trustees,  a  young  man  from  Morristown  brought  to  the  Libraiy,  | 

and  offered  for  sale,  a  manuscript  record,  which  he  left  with  the  ? 

Secretary  for  his  examination.     This  examination  resulted  in  the  | 

decision  that  the  record  in  question  was  an  original  record  of  the 
Morris  County  Court  of  Genei'al  Quarter  Sessions  from  1779  to 
1795,  setting  fortli  the  sulistance  of  the  petitions  and  proofs  in  the 
matter  of  ai)plications  for  pensions  to  soldieis  woumled  in  the 
Revolutionary  service,  and  pensions  to  widows  of  soldiers  who  had 
died  in  such  service.  The  manuscript  consists  of  7G  pages  of  folio 
foolscap,  with  a  preliminary  page  of  index.     A  letter  was  addressed  ] 

to  the  County  Clerk  of  Morris  County  in  reference  to  said  volume.  j 

In  reply  to  said  letter,  he  wrote  that  some  few  months  ago  the  \ 

Board  of  Freclu)ldeis  sold  all  of  the  old  registry  books,  etc.,  remain-  j 

ing  in  the  garret  of  the  Court  House,  to  a  young  man  in  Morris- 
town  ;  that  he  had  never  seen  the  manuscript  since  he  had  been  in 
the  otlice,  Avhicli  was  eleven  years.  He  suggested,  however,  that 
we  purchase  the  bot»k  and  phu-e  the  same  on  our  tiles  for  safe- 
keeping. 

Rev.  Nelson  Burdick  Chester,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  CaldAvell,  wrote  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Session  of  that 
church  held  January  lOtli,  the  re(iuest  of  the  Secretary  for  per- 
mission to  copy  the  marriage  records  of  Hev.  Stephen  Grover,  a 
former  pastor  of  the  church,  was  granted,  with  the  provision  that 
the  copying  be  done  at  Caldwell  under  :vrr.  Chester's  supervision. 
The  Session,  he  said,  also  allowed  permission  to  copy  certain  other 
records,  including  the  oiganization  of  the  Church  in  1784.  the 
original    covenant    and    names    of    charter    members    being    given. 
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'TJiere  were  also  incomplete  raania,i;e  and  death  records,  baptismal 
Teeords,  etc.,  which  would  be  of  interest.  Mr.  Plume  has  since 
kindly  copied  these  records  for  the  Society. 

William  M.  Mervine,  of  Elduowater  Park,  Xew  Jersey,  wrote 
transmit! in <;•  a  number  of  marriage  records  which  he  had  found 
in  the  cellar  of  the  Sussex  County  Courthouse,  whitlier  they  had 
been  consigned  by  the  authorities  as  being-  •'beyond  the  twenty 
year  limit,  and  hence,  without  value." 

These  instances  from  ^Morris  County  and  Sussex  County  show 
the  importance  of  having  some  authoritative  supervision  estab- 
lished over  the  public  records  of  the  several  counties  and  mun- 
icipalities, wliereby  some  care  Avill  be  taken  to  preserve  the  really 
valnalde  records. 

Mrs.  Oscar  AVeden,  2.3  Sunnyside  Street.  Roxbuiy,  Mass..  wrote 
for  information  al)out  William  Compton,  who  lived  in  New  Jersey 
in  1783;  who  went  to  St.  John,  X.  B..  was  a  grantee  of  that  city, 
«nd  died  in  St.  Martins,  N.  B.,  in  1804.  She  was  informed  that 
William  Compton  was  among  the  first  settlers  of  Woodljridge,  in 
1070,  and  was  the  father  of  the  first  white  child  boin  in  tliat  town. 
lie  was  doubtless  the  ancestor  of  William  Compton,  of  the  Hevo- 
lutionary  period,  Avho  was  evidently  a  Loyalist,  and  was  compelled 
to  leave  tlie  state  during  the  war. 

Some  animated  correspondence  had  been  had  with  Miss  Kate 
Louise  Roberts,  of  the  Free  Public  Library.  Newark,  relative  to  a 
proposed  series  of  pageants  to  be  given  in  NeAvark.  on  July  4.  ]010. 
illustrating  New  Jersey  history.  At  her  request,  the  Secretary 
submitted  a  numl)er  of  sug'gestions  for  the  subjects  of  sucli 
j)ageants.  Among  those  which  had  been  proposed.  Miss  Roberts 
said  there  was  ons  showing  "]\Ioll  Pitcher"  at  the  Battle  of  ]\[on- 
mouth.  The  Secietary  ventured  delicately  to  incjuire.  ''Who  was 
Moll  Pitcher"  ?  And  this  had  led  to  a  further  somewhat  breezy 
-correspondence.  ]\Iiss  Roberts  had  triumphantly  produced  an  ex- 
tract from  a  newsjiaper  setting  forth  that  the  peoi)le  of  Carlisle, 
Pa.,  were  about  to  celebrate  ''Moll  Pitcher's"  birllulay.  claiming 
her  as  a  former  lesident  of  that  town,  and  boasting-  of  some  of  her 
grandchildren  among  its  citizens.  The  Secretary  had  hastily  but 
emj)liatically  disclaimed  any  desire  in  the  slightest  degree  to  im- 
l)ugn  from  his  own  knowledge  the  accuracy  of  any  of  the  legends, 
myths  or  traditions  regarding  "Moll  I'itcher's"  participation  in 
said  ))attle,  but  had  meiely  fallen  back  upon  the  statement  to  him 
of  the  late  General  Stryker,  that  theie  was  no  historical  basis  for 
any  of  said  stories.

Some  correspondence  was  had  with  the  Hon.  William  AL  Jolm- 
;son,  of  Ilackensack.  in  relation  to  the  Hackensack  Academy,  and 
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the  part  said  to  liave  been  taken  by  Peter  Wilson  in  relation  to  the 
incorporation  of  the  AcaJeniy,  and  also  in  regard  to  the  proftosal 
to  locate  Kutgers  College  at  Hackensack. 

Mrs.  William  W.  Sale,  oi'  Iiiciimond,  Va.,  wrote  that  slie 
desired  information  for  a  book  she  had  in  preparation,  as  to  "a 
list  of  th.e  most  inteiestiny  a*;  well  as  pieturesciue  men  and  women 
of  New  Jeisey  during  Colonial  times,  particularly  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful Avomen  of  whom  portraits  are  in  existence.'"  The  Secretary 
wrote  that  there  weie  so  many  "interesting  as  well  as  pictuiesque 
men  and  women  of  New  Jersey  during  Colonial  times,"  that  the 
mere  enumeration  of  them  would  make  a  long  list,  and  there  were 
many  "beautiful  women  of  whom  portraits  are  in  existence.''  To 
discriminate  as  to  who  were  the  "most  interesting"  would  be 
invidious  and  embarrassing,  to  say  the  least,  and  would  lay  one 
open  to  tlie  charge  of  favoiitism  or  partiality.  So  he  shrank  fiom 
the  task,  both  from  motives  of  prtidence,  as  well  as  eotirtesy,  but 
he  gave  her  a  list  of  the  whereabouts  of  poi  traits  of  our  Colonial 
Governors  and  of  some  other  eminent  men  and  women  of  New 
Jersey  during  Colonial  times. 

Prof.  S.  R.  Winans,  of  Princeton  Uuiveisily,  sent  a  slip  from 
the  NeAvark  Evening  News,  containing  an  article  written  by  him  on 
the  dates  of  the  arrival  of  the  first  settlers  at  Elizabeth. 

Judge  William  S.  Yard,  of  Trenton,  sent  a  copy  of  the  Trenton 
State  Gazette,  February  7,  1910,  containing  notes  on  the  Yard 
family,  and  a  letter  of  Thomas  Yard,  177G. 

Mrs.  E.  S.  Fenyes.  of  170  N.  Orange  Grove  Ave.,  Pasadena, 
Cal.,  wrote  that  she  had  recently  received  from  the  Isle  of  Jersey, 
a  number  of  pliotograplis  of  the  old  residences,  churches  (interior  . 
and  exterior) ;  also  copies  of  three  Carteret  portraits,  in  all  thirtj' 
photographs. 

March,  1910. 
A.  E.  Holgate.  of  Sprague,  Washington,  desired  to  know  the 
value  of  a  Colonial  bill  of  Ncav  Jersey,  one  shilling  and  six  pence, 
dated  March  25,  1770.  He  was  informed  that  if  in  good  condition, 
it  was  worth  about  a  dollar. 

Adam  Strolim.  Librarian  of  the  Free  Pul)lic  Library  of  Tren- 
ton, sent  to  the  Society,  a  "Bibliograpliy  of  Trenton."  which  he 
had  compiled  from  material  in  that  library.  He  was  thanked  for 
the  same,  and  complimented  on  the  excellent  numner  in  which  the- 
work  had  been  done. 

Albert  Cook  Myers,  of  Philadelphia,  wrote  that  he  was  plan- 
ning the  compilation  and  publication  of  a  complete  edition  of  the 
works  of  William  Penn,  and  solicitcil  the  cooperation  of  tiiis  So- 
ciety in  issuing  such  work. 

There  having  been  some  newspaper  correspondence  us  to  the- 
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I 

proba])le  date  of  the  fitst  settlement  of  Moiristown,  the  Secretary 
MTote  tliat  his  oAvn  inipiession  had  been  from  searches  of  titles  j 

and  other  inquiries  incidental  tliereto,  that  Morristown  was  settled  1 

about  1715,  and  his  reasons  were  pven  therefor.  ■ 

Some  correspondence  liad  been  had  with  iVlrs.  E.  W.  Hildeburn, 
relative  to  the  manuscrii)ts  of  her  late  husband,  Charles  K.  Hilde- 
burn,  tlie  eminent  historian  and  bi))lio,mapher  of  Peiinsylvania. 

Rev.  Andrew  M.  Sherman,  of  Morristown,  wrote  asking  for 
the  date  of  the  Indian  deed  for  the  land  west  of  Orange,  and  on 
the  cast  side  of  the  Passaic  in  that  region.  He  was  infornied  that 
the  tract  refened  to  was  probably  the  lloiseneck  Purchase,  the 
Indian  deed  for  wliich  Avas  given  in  1701,  as  mentioned  in  the 
Secretary's  "Personal  Names  of  Indians  of  New  Jersey,"  pages 
01 -02.  An  Indian  deed.  August  8,  1700,  conveyed  to  Thcoi)hilus 
I'ierson,  of  Newark,  lands  on  the  Canoe  Brook  Swamp.  Quite  a 
number  of  Indian  deeds  for  lands  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state  are  mentioned  in  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Collections.  Vol, 
V.  The  trouble  with  the  purchasers  of  Ilorsencck  and  of  other 
lands  from  the  Indians  was  that  they  considered  that  the  Indian 
deed  or  deeds  conveyed  the  fee  simple  in  the  lands,  whereas,  they 
mei-ely  passed  the  right  to  the  uv.e  or  occupancy  of  the  soil,  but 
were  declaied  by  tlie  East  Jersey  Proprietors  to  be  an  essential 
prerequisite  to  the  giving  of  deeds  by  the  Pioprietors. 

The  venerable  Judge  William  S.  Yard,  of  Trenton,  wrote 
ti-ansmitting  a  slip  from  the  Trenton  Sunday  Advertiser  of  March 
19,  1910,  Avith  reference  to  the  bible  of  Benjamin  Yard,  recently 
added  to  tlie  Free  Public  Library  of  Tienton.  This  Avas  a  Collins 
bible,  published  at  Trenton,  in  1791,  and  Avas  sent  from  "Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  by  S.  E.  Ilariis.  This  bible  contains  numerous  entries 
relative  to  the  family  of  Benjamin  Yard,  born  July  23,  1718, 
married  Ann  Pierson,  Julj'  18,  1744,  wit!\  records  of  their  children, 
etc.  Judge  Yard  said  that  he  had  been  looking  for  many  years 
for  tliis  bible,  but  in  vain.

Edson  Salisbury  Jones,  the  accom]>lished  historical  investigator, 
wrote  that  he  had  discovered  nmch  material  of  inteiest  and  im- 
portance relative  to  the  l\ev.  Obadiah  lloliues,  including  the  orig- 
inal of  his  Avill,  no  abstract  of  Avhich  had  ever  been  published.    He-

A.  W.  Savar^',  of  Annapolis  Koyal,  wrote  for  information  as  to 
the  birth  and  parentage  of  tlie  Kev.  Tliomas  Wood,  a  missionary 
of  the  S.  P.  G.  at  New  Brunswick  and  Elizabeth,  1749 — 52,  pre- 
viously for  two  years  Suigeon  in  the  Foot  Kegiment  of  Capt. 
"William  Shirley,  and  after  1752  missionar^y  in  Nova  Scotia,  Avliere 
he  died  December  11,  1778.  He  preaclied  in  Nova  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  (now  in  Canada),  in  the  English,  ]\Iicmac  and  French 
languages,  as  well  as  in  German.  He  is  believed  to  have  been  of  a 
Burlington  County  family. 

Ralph  M.  Brown,  1321  Monroe  street,  Washington,  D.  C, 
sought  information  concerning  "The  Flying  Camp  of  New  Jersey." 
It  was  suggested  to  him  that  perhaps  Gen.  Lafayette's  Cam])  at 
Wagara,  in  tlie  present  Borough  of  Hawtliorne,  in  1780,  might  be 
meant.  Fuller  particulars  might  be  found  in  Gen.  William  Heath's 
Memoirs,  and  in  the  IMagazine  of  American  History,  August,  1879. 

Dr.  John  W.  Jordan,  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, wanted  the  dates  of  birth  and  death  of  Henry  Bicker, 
Lieutenant  in  Capt.  Yrilliam  Skinner's  Company,  Col.  Peter 
Schuylei's  Kegiment,  1755,  and  177G — 78  Major,  Lieutenant  Colonel 
and  Colonel,  in  tlie  Penna.  Line. 

Thomas  T.  jMunford,  of  Lynchburg,  Ya.,  wished  to  know  the 
history  of  the  Great  Seal  of  New  Jersey.  He  was  told  the 
circumstances  of  its  adoption.  He  Avroto  that  lie  was  at  work  on 
a  history  of  the  Great  Seal  of  Virginia,  Avhich  would  give  many 
facts  not  generally  known.  He  said  tliat  on  the  evacuation  of 
Richmond  by  the  State  authorities,  in  1SG5,  the  Great  Seal  had 
been  carried  off,  and  tliat  pieces  of  it  were  now  in  New  Jersey, 
New  Yojk  and  North  Carolina.  Governor  Picri)ont  then  assuming 
the  Governorship,  had  unwarrantedly  altered  the  seal  and  this 
altered  seal  had  been  in  use  by  the  State  ever  since. 

J.  A.  Anderson,  of  Lambertvillc,  N.  J.,  wanted  definite  in- 
formation about  the  Durham  boats  formerly  in  use  on  the  Delaware 
river,  and  which  were  among  the  boats  used  to  ferry  Wasliington's 
army  across  the  Delaware  wlien  he  surprised  and  captured  the 
Hessian  troops  at  Trenton.  He  was  given  a  variety  of  references 
to  probable  sources  of  information.

Belmont  Perry,  of  Pasadena,  Cal.,  a  native  of  Flcminglon,  in 
this  State,  and  for  seventeen  years  a  resident  of  Woodbury,  where 
he  held  tlie  ollice  of  Prosecutor  of  the  IMeas,  wrote  that  he  was 
President  of  the  New  Jersey  Association  of  Southern  California,

cludinc'  the  members  of  this  Society,  Avas  in\oked.  I 

Miss  Virginia  B.  Harrison,  of  Bloomfield,  wrote  that  slie  was  | 

frying  to  get  information  ns  to  the  existence  of  any  silver  or  pewter  • 

communion   services   in   the   pi'esent    Passaic   county,   in   Colonial  I 

times,  and   so   wished   the   names   of   any   churches   then   existing  j 

within  that  territory.

latter  was  established   in   1G93,   and   a   full   history   of  the   early  I 

year's  of  the  church  was  compiled  by  the  Secjetary  about  forty 
years  ago,  in  which  use  Imd  been  made  of  all  the  original  records 
and  miscellaneous  pui)eis  of  the  cliurcli,  v.liich  he  had  translated 
from  the  Dutch.  But  nowhere  could  the  Secretary  recollect  that 
.any  mention  was  m.ade  of  the  communion  service.  The  Totowa 
church  was  established  in  1753  or  1754;  the  Secretary  had  compiled 
.and  published  a  history  of  the  church,  about  1882,  wiiii  tiie 
baptismal  register,  1755 — 1807,  the  latter  in  the  original  Dutch. 
Here,  too,  was  silence  regarding  the  communion  service.  Miss 
Hanison  was  also  referred  to  the  Secretary's  List  of  Churches  in  j 

New  Jeisey  prior  to  1800,  giving  dates  of  organization,  condition 
of  rccoi'ds,  etc.  Her  attention  was  also  called  to  the  former  custom 
of  churches  in  giving  "tokens"  to  those  entitled  to  partake  of  the 
communion,  which  hnd  to  be  presented  before  the  recipients  could  > 

receive  the  communion.  She  was  also  advised  to  consult  the 
Presbyterian  Historical   Society  of  Philadelpliia,  and  its  remark-  • 

able  collection  of  old  communion  services  and  tokens.  s 

In  answer  to  a  query,  J.  Hector  Worden,  of  the  Carlisle,  Pa.  • 

Indian  school,  was  informed  that  the  Indians  about  "Woodbridge,  i 

N.  J.,  belonged  to  the  Unalachligo  tribe,  with  perhaps  an  admixture 
of  the  Minsies.  or  Wolf  trilie  or  sub-tribe  of  the  Lenni  Lenape. 

Arthur  P.  Rugg,  writing  from  Sholan  Lodge,  Sterling.  Mass., 
sought  for  information  as  to  the  whereabouts  of  any  portraits  of 
Lord  Stilling  of  Revolutionary  fame,  esi)ecially  tlie  portrait  repro- 
duced in  Vol.  H,  of  the  Collections  of  tliis  Society.  He  was 
advised  to  seek  the  New  Yoik  Historical  Society,  which  hail  the 
bulk  of  the  Stirling  Manuscripts,  and  i>robably  had  a  portrait  aho. 

Carroll  B.  Merritt,  of  jMadisou,  N.  .L,  desired  to  know  the 
origin  of  the  name  "Loantakn,"'  applied  to  the  territory  in  Madi- 
son known  ns  "Loantaka  Valley."  The  Secretaiy  leplied  that 
fhe  woi-d  was  Indian,  suggesting  the  idea  or  theme  of  coldness,  and 
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by  association,  "north."  Hence,  ''Lowantika''  suggests  a  cold 
stream.  The  Avord  is  probably  abbreviated  from  "Lowantikong.'' 
an  adjectival  place-name.  This  same  <iuery  Avas  answered  some 
years  ago.  See  Proceedings  Hist.  Soe.  2d  Series,  Vol.  XL,  Pp. 
120-122. 

September,  1910. 

A  very  interesting  incident  of  the  Revolution  showing  how  the 
amenities  of  life,  and  the  obligations  of  fraternal  societies,  wore 
not  lost  sight  of  even  in  those  times  of  dire  stress,  was  brought  up 
by  J.  Beamish  Saul,  of  No.  10  Notre  Dame  street,  Montreal.  He 
had  found  it  str.ted  in  a  funeral  oration  deliveied  at  Boston,  in 
Februajy,  1800,  and  printed  in  New  Hampshire  in  1804,  that  the 
regalia  of  a  traveling  ]\Iasonic  Lodge,  attached  to  a  British  regi- 
ment, had  l)een  captured  on  one  occasion  by  the  Americans,  and 
immediately  returned  tluougii  a  flag  of  truce,   by  order  of  Gen.  ] 

Washington,  liimself  a  Mason.     From  tradition,  and  other  circum-  ] 

stances,  Mr.  Saul  concluded  that  the  reciiuent  in  question  was  the  | 

46th  Foot,  which  was  engaged  on  a  raid  into  Ncav  Jersey  in  the  a 

fall  of  1778.     The  headquarters  of  Washington  at  that  time  Avere  i 

at  Fredericksburg.  AVestchester  County,  so  that  the  circumstances  ! 

of  the  capture   v.ould   be   apt   to   reach   him   at    once.      It    was   a  | 

courtesy  always  greatly  appreciated  by  the  officers   of   the  46th.  4 

The  Bible  which  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Americans,  and  Avas  j 

restored,   is   still  in   possession   of   the   regiment.     The   46th   Avas  j 

ordered  back  to  NeAv  York,  October  27,  1778,  and  sailed  for  the 
West  Lulies  Avith  other  troops,  Novemljer  3,  and  Avas  never  on  this 
Continent  again  until  1846. 

Kdmund  J.  .lames,  President  of  the  University  of  Illinois-,, 
sought  information  concerning  John  Cleves  Symmes,  and  his  rela-  . 
tions  Avith  Colonel  Ephiaim  ]\Lirtin,  of  Sussex  county,  in  the  ex- 
ploitation of  Ohio  lands.  He  Avas  informed  that  a  paper  on  Judge 
Symmes.  by  Charles  H.  Wiulield,  of  Hudson  county,  had  been  read 
before  this  Society  in  1876.  and  published  in  the  Proceedings.  2d 
Series,  Vol.  V.  The  Secretary  stated  tliat  he  had  several  letters 
written  by  Judge  Symmes  on  tiie  subject  of  the  Ohio  lands,  but 
did  not  lecollect  any  mention  of  Col.  Martin  among  them.  Jonathan 
Dayton  and  Filias  Boudiuot.  of  Elizabeth.  Avere  among  tlie  princi- 
pal men  of  Ncav  Jersey  interested  in  this  speculation,  Judge 
Synunes  being  their  advance  agent  on  the  ground. 

Fiank  B.  Crawford,  of  McDonough,  ,Md..  Avrote  that  he  Avas 
greatly  interested  in  Joim  Amlerson,  sometime  President  of  the 
Governor's  Council,  and  acting  Governor  of  Xcav  Jersey,  early  in 
the  eighteenth  century.  He  Avished  to  knoAv  wliere  and  when  John 
Anderson  Avas  born,  anil  the  names  of  his  parents.     He  Avas  re- 
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feireil  to  a  sketch  of  Mi-.  AT!dei>-on,  in  the  X.  J.  Archives,  Vol.  XI, 
Pp.  457-8,  note. 

K.  E.  liorton,  of  Paterson,  liavinu'  read  tliat  Wasliini;ton 
retreated  from  Fort  Pee  to  Totowa,  thru  the  Clove,  wanted  to  know 
where  "'the  Clove"  was.  lie  was  informed  that  "Washington  did 
not  "retreat  from  Foit  Lee  to  Totowa,"  and  if  he  had  there  was 
no  ''Clove",  of  Gap  or  ravine  thru  wliich  he  would  have  passed. 
The  retreat  was  alon,u  tlie  border  of  the  Haekensack  meadov.'s,  to 
Acquackanonk  (now  Passaic),  where  the  Passaic  river  Avas  crossed. 
Tlie  "Clove"  so  often  mentioned  in  connection  with  Washinuton's 
marching-  across  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  was  a  deep  yap  in  the 
mountains  beyond  liinjiwood, 

j;  A.  Anderson,  of  Lambert ville,  wiote  to  correct  an  ei-ror  in 
the  X^ew  Jersey  Archives,  Second  Seiies,  Vol.  II.,  p.  L"!l,  where  it 
is  stated  l!:at  Tlioiuas  Lowrey's  wife,  bom  Esther  Mouui>jr,  was 
one  of  the  matrons  wiio  welcomed  Wasl.inuton  in  Trenton,  in  1789. 
The  fact  was,  said  jNIr.  Anderson,  that  lilsther  ^loinici-  married 
Samuel  Flemming-,  who  built  the  lirst  house  in  lleminyton,  liunter- 
don  county.  Their  daui;liter  married  Thomas  Lowrey.  She  and 
two  of  her  daughteis,  and  others  of  Lovrcy's  connections,  were 
among-  the  welcoming  grouj),  but  not  Estl.er  Flemming.  Mr.  Ander- 
son continued  : 

"The  Lowreys  were  my  direct  ancestors.  William,  son  of 
Thomas,  vras  my  great-great-g-randfatlicr,  and  I  well  remember 
seeing  his  widow,  my  grcat-grcat-grandmother,  probably  in  the 
year  18a5,  at  which  time  I  was  six  yeais  old. 

"In  a  })amphlet  giving  the  Lowi-ey  genealogy,  the  wife  of 
Thomas  Lowiey,  as  well  as  EstTier  Flemming,  is  re])resented  as 
being-  a  lady  of  much  refinement.  This  is  also  the  family  ti  adit  ion, 
and  entiiely  refutes  the  statement  perpetuated  in  the  'History  of 
Hunterdon  and  Someiset  Counties,'  that  j\Irs.  Lowrey  made  use 
of  a  low  and  profane  expression,  in  a  moment  of  excitonumt. 

"Th.ouuis  Lowrey  is  staled  to  Imve  been  a  favorite  with  Wash- 
ington, and  to  have  entertained  him  at  his  house,  in  Flemington,. 
where,  on  one  occasion,  the  (juestion  arose  as  to  whether  the 
Geneial  would  be  offended  if  a  punch  bowl,  bearing-  the  likenesses 
of  the  King  and  Queen  of  England,  were  i)laeed  before  him  at 
table.  The  matter  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  Washington,  he 
said  that  it  did  not  matter  what  was  on  the  outside  of  tlie  bowl, 
provided  there  was  soniftliing  good  inside.  Keference  to  Washing- 
ton biings  to  mind  a  veise  which  was  on  one  of  my  copy  ])Ooks,  in 
niy  young  days,  which  imi)ressed  itself  on  my  imagination  and 
nienu)ry.  I  have  souglit  in  vain  for  in  formation  as  to  its  origin, 
aiid  here  repeat  it.  witli  the  hope  tliat  you  may  possibly  be  able. 
to  enli'^liten  me.     The  lines  aie  as  follows  : 
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Fame  s]))ead  lier  winj;s,  and  witli  her  liumpel  blew, 
''Gi'eat  ^Yasl1insiton  is  come,  what  i)raise  is  due  ? 
What  title  shall  lie  have  '?  N(jt  one,"  she  said, 
''His  name  alone  strikes  every  title  dead." 
''My   daughter   and    I,   both    somewhat    historically    inclined. 
have  found  much  of  interest  and  value  in  the  'Artdiives, '  and  have 
been  much  impressed   with  the  care  and  labor  indicated  in   their 
production,   especially   in  the  index.     The  only  ol).iection  we  have 
found  is  that  which  was  found  by  the  man  who  read  his  dictionary 
through,    which    was,    that    it    Avas    veiy    interesting    reading,    but 
•ehangod  the  subject  pretty  often. ' ' 

Adrian  H.  Joline,  of  Bei'nai'ds\illc,  had  been  unable  after 
much  search,  to  lind  where  "Sidney*',  New  Jersey,  was  and  sougiit 
for  enlightenment.  lie  was  infoimod  that  "Sidney"  was  the  name 
'of  the  great  estate  of  Charles  Coxe,  who  died  th.ere  in  1815,  aged 
85  years.  He  was  a  son  of  Colonel  Daniel  Coxe,  wlio  Avas  one  of 
.the  })rincipal  men  in  the  Province  of  New  Jersey,  fiom  his  coming 
to  America  with  Lord  Cornbury,  in  J  702  or  170."},  until  his  death, 
in  1739.  Charles  Coxe  was  very  prominent  among  the  aristocracy 
■of  Philadelphia  in  tlie  eighteenth  century,  and  maintained  a 
prodigal  hosjntality  on  his  estate  in  Hunterdon  county.  He  was  a 
-Judge  of  the  Co\inty  Coui'ts  for  many  years.  One  of  his  daughteis, 
Kebecca,  married  Tench  Coxe,  a  member  of  the  Continental  ami 
Federal  Congresses,  and  a  writer  on  economical  subjects.  She  was 
the  ancestress  of  Brinton  Coxe,  a  distinguished  historian,  of 
Philadelphia,  for  several  years  President  of  the  Historical  Society 
•of  Pennsylvania. 

Some  correspondence  had  been  had  with  regard  to  the  Rlanch- 
ard  family  of  Elizabeth,  and  Morris  County,  descendants  of  Jean 
Blanchard,  formerly' of  Kingston,  N.  Y.,  New  Castle.  Del.,  and 
of  Elizabeth  in  1700  or  earlier. 

Also,  respecting  tlie  Newark  family  of  the  same  name;  Noah 
F.  Blanchard  came  to  Newark  with  three  biotheis,  from  New 
nam{)shire,  and  Lowell.  ]\Iass.,  about  1845.  Noah  was  for  twenty 
or  thirty  years  a  leading  manufacturer  of  patent  leather  in  New- 
ark. He  was  a  son  of  Square  Blanchard,  whose  father  came  from 
France. 

Another  Blanchard  family  is  desceiuled  from  Matlicse  Blancli- 
ard,  who  tied  from  France  on  account  of  religious  peisecution.  anil 
took  refuge  for  a  time  at  IMannheim.  Germany;  tlicnce  went  to 
Holland,  and  came  to  America  in  KHU),  settling  at  Ksoi)Us.  (Kings- 
ton), N.  Y. 

There  are  still  t)ther  branches  of  the  family,  all  distinct  from 
each  other. 

The  Hev.  Henrv  M.  Cox,  of  M51  Lexington  avenue,  near  9-ltli 
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street,  has  written  most  interestingly  reizanling  his  work  on  the 
family  of  that  name,  who  settled  in  jMonmuutli  county,  and  who  are 
often  confounded  with  the  Coxe  family,  of  Burlington  and  Trenton. 

Some  investigations  had  heen  made  concerning  the  Bryant 
family,  descendants  of  Comelis  Bryant,  of  Hackensack  in  1687, 
and  who  removed  to  Springfield,  near  Elizaheth,  about  1717,  and 
some  of  whose  descendants  removed  thence  to  Morris  county. 

Further  correspondence  was  had  with  ]\Iiss  Julia  Keen  Bloom- 
field,  of  Oswego,  New  York,  relative  to  the  Bloomtield  family,  who 
went  from  Woodhridge,  N.  J.,  to  Central  and  Western  New  Yoi'k. 

The  lion.  Fj-ancis  E.  Woodruff,  of  IMorristown,  transmitted 
copies  of  an  extensive  correspondence  relative  to  the  records  of  the 
Westtield  Presbyterian  Cluirch,  which  had  been  missing  for  some 
years,  but  which  through  the  persistent  in(juiries  of  Mi\  Woodruff 
had  been  restored  to  tlie  custody  of  tlie  church.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  WOMAN'S  BRANCH. 

October  26,  1910. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Woman's  Branch  to  the  New  Jersey 
Historical  Society  is  herewith  submitted. 

As  the  years  roll  on  we  realize  more  and  more  what  a  beautiful 
and  wonderful  thought  it  Avas  —  of  those  who  lived  in  the  long- 
ago  —  to  found  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society. 

It  has  therefore  become  our  privilege  to  keei)  np  this  good 
Avork.  First,  as  shown  in  the  annual  repoit  from  l\Iay  1909  to  May 
1910,  this  woik  having  been  accomplished  under  the  careful  man- 
agement of  our  former  President,  JNIrs.  Sydney  N.  Ogden  :  We 
have  bought  several  valual)le  books  of  inference,  rebound  a  number 
of  others,  and  provided  pamphlet-holders,  and  other  appliances  for 
keeping  books  in  good  oider.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  and  sovrnty- 
five  dollars  ($175.00)  was  paid,  by  authority  of  the  Woman's 
Branch,  for  the  much  needed  repair  of  books.  Old  nuinuscripts 
have  also  been  mended,  and  this  work  is  still  in  progress. 

Fine  photograjilis  have  been  added  to  our  list  and  rare  addi- 
tions made  to  the  nniseum. 

We  are  still  collecting  inscriptions,  in  the  quiet  places  called 
"God's  acres,"  and  we  will  ask  and  hope  for  further  help  from 
our  members,  as  we  wish  to  fully  complete  these  valuable  records 
of  insciiptions  so  ably  started  by  Miss  t^hiinby.  We  can  have  some 
idea  of  the  scope  of  this  work  when  we  realize  tliere  are  over  two 
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thousand    inscriptions   from    Cape    May    County   alone,   which    we  | 

herewitli  present  to  the  Society.  1 

This  work  if  taken  up  by  paid  assistants  Avould  be  about  forty  \ 

dollars  a  volume,  but  when  done  by  the  interest  of  the  members  i 

shows  value  beyond  price.     Loose  sheets  may  be  had  from  the  li-  j 

brarian,  Miss  Johnson,  who  will  dadly  take  the  name  and  addre^^s  I 

of  any  one  wishing  to  help;  and  she  will  also,  for  love  of  the  work^ 
give  any  information  within  her  broader  knowledge. 

Thanks  are  herewith  extended  to  the  several  Committees  for 
their  careful,  conscicntiois  work,  well  done.

REPOKT  OF  THE  LIBKAKY  (X)MMITTI<:E. 

October  26,  1910. 
The  iirowth  of  the  library  during  the  past  year  has  kejit  pace  with 
that  of  precedinii-  yeais.  Probably  something  over  one  third  of  the 
books,  pamplilets,  manuscripts,  paintings  and  curios  now  in  tlie 
possession  of  the  Society  have  boon  received  duiing  the  nine  years 
that  it  has  occupied  this  building.  Tiie  use  of  the  library  has 
also  increased  very  consideralily  during  this  period,  and  expressions 
of  keen  appreciation  of  the  interest  and  value  of  the  collection 
have  been  very  conmion. 

The  nuriibev  of  visitors  shows  a  slight  falling  off  from  last 
year,  which  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  no  exhibit  has  been 
held  this  year.  The  total  for  the  year  is  3058,  of  whom,  as  usual. 
by  far  the  greater  number  were  readers. 

The  Woman's  Branch  in  addition  to  purchasing,  binding  and 
rebinding  books,  has  had  several  hundred  volumes  impaired,  adding 
very  much  to  the  comfort  of  using  them,  as  well  as  to  their  appeai- 
ance.  Stacks  containing  about  four  hundred  feet  of  shelving  for 
newspapers  have  been  put  up  in  tlie  storcioom'  and  about  "250  bound 
volumes  of  newspajters  ai'ranged  thereon. 

During  the  year  the  Society  received  by  donation.  1023  volumes, 
1690  pamphlets  and  116  miscellaneous;  by  exchange,  45  volumes  and 
321  ]iamphlets;  ami.  by  purchase,  19  volumes.  These  make  a  total 
of  1087  volumes,  2011  pamphlets  and  24  miscellaneous;  or,  a  grand 
total  of  3214  itetus.  Donations  have  been  received  from  more  than 
one  hundred  and  twenty-tive  individuals,  and  gifts  and  exchan<4es 
have  been  received  fiom  scores  of  societies  and  institutions. 

Among  the  particularly  valuable  donations  nuiy  be  mentioned 
that  of  the  Rev.  David  0.  Irving  of  East  Orange,  which  includes  a 
letter  written  ])y  General  Washington  to  Governor  Clinton;  the 
order  book  of  Cajit.  Jedidiah  Swan,  who  conniunuled  a  company, 
raised  in  the  vicinity  of  Westlleld  —  then  a  ]»arl  of  Essex  County 
—  during  the  T.oug  Island  cami.aign  of  1776;  an  Orange  account- 
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book  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century;  five  or  six 
hundred  New  Jeisey  newspapers,  printed  between  171)0  and  1810; 
a  Bible  printed  in  140]  ;  and  various  examples  of  tlie  art  of  print- 
ing in  the  IGth,  17th  and  IStli  centuries. 

Mr.  Edwin  A.  Ely  of  New  York  has  presented  to  the  Society 
over  forty  volumes  from  his  tine  collection.  "We  are  indebted  to 
Mrs.  F]iastus  G.  Putnam,  of  Ellizabeth,  for  a  cop3'  of  Morris's  His- 
tory of  Staten  Island  in  two  volumes.  Dr.  J.  Ackerman  Coles  has 
sent  us  a  handsome  set  of  ten  volumes,  edited  by  Edward  Everett 
Hale  and  entitled  Modern  Achievement.  We  have  received  fiftj'- 
nine  volumes  from  the  Newark  Evening-  News,  and  sixteen  volumes 
from  Col.  E.  E.  .Sill.  Mr.  HugJi  M.  llerrick  of  Paterson  has  given 
to  the  library  one  hundred  and  seventy  bound  volumes  of  New 
York  newspapers.  Mr.  Paul  Y.  Flynn  has  donated  a  bound  set  of 
the  New  Jersey  Trade  Review,  and  Mi-.  Fredeiick  H.  Clarke,  thir- 
teen volumes  of  the  London  Illustrated  News,  covering,  in  part,  our 
Civil  War  period. 

The  Presbyterian  church  at  Westfield  lias  contributed  to  our 
manuscript  collection  a  copy  of  its  records  of  niarriages  and  bap- 
tisms from  1759 — 1803.  Mr.  W.  B.  Plume  has  copied  for  us  the- 
early  records  of  the  Presbyterian  church  at  Caldwell.  Mr.  William 
W.  Woodward  has  sent  us  a  copy  of  the  inserii)tions  in  the  cem- 
etery at  Noitli  llardyston,  Sussex  County;  and  Mr.  Daniel  Yan 
Winkle,  a  copy  of  those  in  the  churchyard  of  tlie  old  Bergen 
Church,  Bergen  Avenue  and  Vroom  Street,  Jersey  City,  Mr. 
Charles  M.  Lum  has  contributed  an  account  book  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary period  and  Isaac  H.  Williamson's  Equity  Book  and  Book 
of  Costs,  1794,  as  well  as  some  early  Newark  imprints.  The  Society 
has  also  acquired  a  manuscript  iccurd  of  the  Court  at  Morristown, 
1779 — 1794.  giving  data  relating  to  revolutionary  pensioners  and 
their  families. 

Dr.  Disbrow  has  continued  to  add  to  his  collection  of  pewter 
and  other  articles  of  do7nestic  use  during  the  eighteenth  century 
and  the  earlier  jtart  of  the  nineteenth  century.

The  Ramapo  Lutheran  Church  was  located  at  Mahwah.  Bergen  County,  Xew 
Jersey,  about  half  a  mile  south  of  the  present  Reformed  Dutch  Church  there.  It  was 
know'n  as  the  "Island  Church.  "  The  Lutherans  were  orsjanized  into  a  congregation 
some  time  between  i-.joand  1753.  They  united  with  the  Dutch  settlers,  and  built  the 
present  Reformtd  Church.  It  has  been  somewhat  modernized  since  then.  The 
record  here  given  came  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Albert  P.  Smith,  a  very  intelligent 
colored  man.  who  taught  school  for  many  years  in  the  Saddle  River  Valley.  He 
translated  it,  and  about  twenty  years  ago  handed  his  translation  to  the  editor  of 
these  Proceedings,  who  revised  I\Ir.  Smith  s  version  and  gives  it,  slightly  modified, 
herewith.

Selections  from  Letters  Written  During  a 
Tour  through  the  United  States. 

In  the  Summer  and  Autumn  of  1819,   by   E.  Howitt, 

Nottingham,  (1820). 


Montrose,  Susquehanna  County,  Pennsylvania,  \ 

6th  Mo.  9th.  j 

An  emigi-ant,  returning  from  this  place  to  New  York,  -will  j 

convey  this  letter  to  the  hand  of  a  friend  there,  to  be  forwarded  | 

by  tlie  first  line  ship  to  England.     We  ourselves  are  on  the  j 

point  of  returning,  but  it  is  not  improbable  that  we  may  make 
some  deviation  from  the  direct  road  which  will  occasion  con- 
siderable delays,  and  we  are  anxious  not  to  neglect  the  smallest 
glimpse  of  a  possibility  of  conveying  our  communications  to 
you.     I  shall  not  entertain  you  here  with  much  declamation,  | 

in  praise  or  dispraise,  of  what  we  have  seen,  but  simply  tran- 
scribe facts  from  my  journal,  to  speak  for  themselves.     "We  | 
commenced  our  journey  hither  the  29th  of  5th  month.     G.  L.,  j 
a  friend  from  Bristol,  whose  mother   (E.  L.)    was  drowned  j 
some  time  ago  in  the  Irish  sea,  having  agreed  to  accompany  | 
us,  we  put  his  knapsack  into  our  waggon,  but  by  mischance  we  i 
never  met  at  the  rendezvous  appointed,  and  we  did  not  see    .  j 
him  till  a  few  days  ago.     For  crossing  the  north  river  in  a  j 
steam  boat,  we  paid  87 ^A  cents.     As  the  night  proved  very  | 
clear  and  moon-light,  we  travelled  till  nine  o'clock,  entertained 
with  a  novel  kind  of  music,  the  croaking  of  tree  frogs  and  the 
chirping  of  wood-crickets.     We  had  scarcely  unloaded  our 
things  and  made  our  bed  in  the  waggon,  when  clouds  gatherd,. 
and  obliged  us  to  throw  our  teiit  over  us;  but  the  dampness  of 
the  air,  the  noises  of  the  birds,  and  the  barking  of  our  dog, 
prevented  us  from  sleeping.     At  3  it  began  to  rain,  and  we 
rose  and  prepared  to  depart.    As  we  passed  through  Belville 
and  New  Barbadoes,  every  one  who  saw  us  and  conversed  witk 
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us,  expressed  his  sorrow  tliat  we  wei-e  goijig  to  be  tlie  dnpcs  of 
interested  speciilntors  —  yel  was  equally  fond  of  giving  advice 
of  his  own.  As  we  approached  I'aterson,  the  scenery  some- 
what appeared  to  resemble  that  of  Matlock,  in  Derbyshire; 
high  and  perpendicular  rocks,  overhung  with  wood  and  seen 
to  a  considci-able  distance.  This  village  is  iioted  for  its  cotton 
manufactories,  on  the  Tassaic,  near  the  great  falls  of  that 
river.  Here  Ave  were  immediately  known  for  old  countrymen, 
by  the  manufacturers  who  flocked  around  us,  making  lamen- 
table complaints  of  the  deceptions  practised  upon  them  by 
.  false  representations  of  this  country,— and  saying  they  would 
sacrifice  everything  to  get  back  to  England. 

As  this  distressing  scene  and  recital  Avere  extremely  dis-  | 

coui-aging,  and  evidently  affected  the  spirits  of  my  brother,  I 

and  much  more  his  man,  we  hurried  away  as  fast  as  possible.  | 

To  find  the  lebouring  manufacturers  in  this  miserable  situa-  \ 

tion,  was  totally  unexpected  by  me.     Immediately  on  leaving  j 

this  place,  we  found  ourselves  in  a  country  mountainous  and  | 

barren,  and  the  roads  not  only  excessively  steep,  but  terribly  j 

rough.     In  the  evening,  we  called  at  the  farm  house  of  a  j 

Dutchman,  who  told  us  he  was  in  Susquehanna  county  last  j 

fall,  and  that  it  was  a  poor  country,  the  very  sight  of  which  j 

would  frighten  us.    He  described  the  soil  as  much  inferior  to 
his,  which  he  valued  at  60  dollars  per  acre,  and  which,  I  am  | 

sure,  in  England  would  not  be  worth  half  that  sum.    This  was  j 

a  strange  account,  after  what  we  had  heard  from  so  many  | 

quarters  and  so  many  respectable  persons,  and  yet  we  were  | 

inclined  to  believe  it ;  on  the  other  hand,  we  felt  that  it  was  j 

the  interest  of  this  man,  and  such  as  he,  to  damp  our  hopes,  \ 

because  he  wished  to  sell  his  own  land;  we  therefore  deter-  ] 

mined  to  pi-oceed,  while  the  servant  began  to  exclaim  bitterly  | 

against  the  accounts  which  brought  us  hei-e.     Travelling  for-  | 

ward,  it  began  to  rain,  and  as  no  house  was  near,  we  took 
refuge   in   an   old,   miserable,    deserted   barn,   for   the    night.  : 

Everything  was  so  extremely  damp,  that  after  an  hour's  fruit- 
less attempt  to  raise  a  lire,  we  were  nearly  giving  it  up  in 
despair  —  but  the  wet  and  chilline.ss  of  the  night,  and  our 
hunger  after  a  laborious  day's  travel  over  these  tremendous 
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rough  roads,  compelled  us  to  resume  our  exertions,  and  we  at 
length  succeeded  in  raising  a  flame,  the  comforts  of  which, 
in  such  a  situation,  are  indescribable.  We  next  had  an  anxious 
hunt,  in  the  dark,  to  find  water,  —  and,  after  obtaining  it,  we 
boiled  our  kettle,  and  frizzled  some  ham  upon  a  pointed  stick  : 
a  diviy,  miserable  repast,  you  think,  —  but  we  thought  most 
luxurious.  My  brother  took  the  first  turn  to  watch.  Our  dog 
was  completely  .wearied  out  with  travelling  and  barking  all 
night,  at  every  sound,  and  slept  soundly  beside  myself,  John, 
and  the  horse,  j^t  midnight,  some  wild  animal,  which  the 
extreme  darkness  of  the  night  prevented  us  seeing,  came  trot- 
ting into  the  barn,  and  to  our  bed-side.  The  dog  lay  still,  but 
my  bi'otlier's  call  to  him  alarmed  our  visitor,  and  he  made  his 
retreat.  Sleep  broken  in  this  manner,  affords  little  refresh- 
ment. Travellers  new*  to  the  woods,  hear  every  little  noise 
made  by  the  night-birds,  and  the  tinkling  of  the  bells  upon  the 
cow's,  necks  on  the  mountains,  by  which  the  herdsmen  find 
thei)'  cattle. 

The  next  day,  we  passed  the  Dutch  settlement  at  Praka- 
ness,  around  which  the  land  has  been  cleared  for  some  time, 
and  free  from  stumps  :  a  rare  sight  !  A  few  miles  onward  is 
the  village  of  Pompton,  with  three  or  four  genteel  white 
houses;  the  windows  painted  pea  green.  It  is  situated  in  a 
flat,  and  well  water(.'(l  with  small  streams,  upon  which  are 
several  beautiful  falls.  Indeed,  in  this  neighbourhood,  we 
have  observed  a  remarkable  number  of  falls  and  eligible  mill- 
seats,  more  particularly  on  the  river  upon  which  (we  were  in- 
foi-med)  our  late  quecni  had  extensive  ironworks  carried  on, 
under  the  firm  of  "TheEuglish  Co."previoustotlierevolution  ; 
whence  it  has_  since  been  called  Charlottenburgh.  Immense 
rocks,  which  rise  to  the  sky,  are  beautifully  hung  with  timber 
lo  the  very  summit,  and  though  no  soil  is  seen  on  even  some  of 
the  flats  near,  yet  tind  trees  are  growing  most  luxuriently 
amongst  them,  —  the  greater  part  perfectly  unknown  to  us  at 
j)rescnt. 

This  afternoon,  eomi)letely  drenched  with  rain,  we  staid 
at  a  tavern  newly  creeled,  called  Newfoundland.  Here  we 
procured  a  small  private  room  aiul   a   good  fire,   di-ied   our 
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clothes,  and  got  tea  very  comfortably.  Our  landlord,  a  very 
intelligent  man,  spent  the  evening  with  us,  and  related  several 
interesting  anecdotes  of  General  Washington,  -with  whom  he 
was  personally  acquainted.  I  observed,  he  was  ahvays  ad- 
dressed with  the  title  of  Squire,  —  being  a  magistrate.  Bears, 
deer,  and  wolves,  are  very  numerous  in  this  neighbourhood,  in 
the  fall.  Our  Squire  had  eighteen,  sheep  last  summer,  which 
are  now  reduced  to  seven,  —  the  rest  being  lost  in  the  woods 
or  devoured.  A  barn,  not  exceeding  60  feet  by  30,  costs  here 
about  125  dollars ;  shingles  or  wood  tiles,  15  to  20  dollars  per 
thousand.  The  whip-poor-will  we  heard  for  the  first  time,  at 
this  place,  repeating  its  plaintive  notes  through  the  whole- 
night.  Our  accommodations  at  this  place  were  very  comforta- 
ble, and  our  charge,  including  hay,  one  peck  of  Indian  corn, 
our  room,  fuel,  liquor,  one  pound  of  butter,  what  milk  we 
chose,  and  tar  and  tallow  for  our  waggon,  %  of  a  dollar.  I 
gave  our  kind  host  one  dollar,  which  he  accepted  with  re- 
luctance ;  and  at  our  setting  off,  he  prepared  us  a  quantity  of 
egg-nog,  —  a  mixture  of  apple-spirit,  eggs  and  milk. 

Terrible  roads  still ;  and  the  bridges  over  the  small  streams 
nothing  more  than  poles  laid  across ;  those  over  the  large  ones, 
of  framed  timber  and  covered  with  2-inch  plaiik,  —  which  soon 
wears  through,  and  endangers  the  horses'  legs.  White  oak, 
elm  and  chesnut,  seem  to  flourish  best,  though  trees  of  every 
kind  are  in  abundance,  and  amongst  them  the  pinxter  honey- 
suckle and  calmia-latifolia,  are  elegant  ornaments  of  the 
woods.  The  most  plentiful  living  creatures  we  have  seen  this 
way,  are  snakes  and  squirrels.  From  Newfoundland  to  H. 
Bemer's  tavern,  a  course  of  twenty  miles,  we  saw  but  two  small 
villages,  (Snufftown  and  Deckertown),  a  few  iron-forges, 
a  tan-yard,  two  or  three  saw  and  grist  mills.  We  noticed  sev- 
eral fine  mill-seats;  but  the  country  is  so  rough  and  rocky, 
that  few  settlers  venture  to  fix  on  them.  Near  this  town,  which 
is  situate  at  the  foot  of  the  Blue  Mountains,  land  cleared  sells 
for  20  dollars  per  acre;  and  though  rough  and  stoney,  and  cul- 
tivated in  the  slovenly  manner  of  the  Americans,  will  produce 
twenty  bushels  of  wheat,  twenty  of  rye,  and  forty  of  Indian 
corn,  on  an  average.     The  tree  frog,  about  this  place,  makes  a 
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continued  noise  in  the  evening,  which  may  be  heard  at  a  great  j 

distance.    I  discovered  one  of  them  with  great  difficulty,  not-  | 

withstanding  their  numbers;  for  they  so  exactly  resemble  the  / 

bark  of  the  tree,  that  when  you  are  close  by  them,  (and  their 
shrill  voice  seems  to  strike  through  you,)  you  must  have  good  i 

eyes  to  perceive  them. 

Ascending  the  mountain  the  next  morning  we  found  it  al-  j 

most  inaccessible.     The  distance  to  the  Delaware  was  nine  j 

miles,  and  we  accomplished  it  in  seven  hours.    Both  the  ascent  \ 

and  descent  of  this  stupendous  mountain  was  equally  steep  and  j 

rough.     A  path  just  the  width  of  a  carriage  is  cleared  of  i 

timber,  but  not  one  of  the  craggs  of  wliich  the  road  is  full,  is 
removed  or  broken.  This  mountain,  covered  with  timber  and 
rock-stones  of  an  immense  size,  and  presenting  scarcely  a 
vestige  of  vegetation  capable  of  supporting  any  living  creature 
is  yet  the  rendezvous  of  vast  numbers  of  wild  animals,  espe- 
cially deer,  fox,  wolf,  raccoon,  wild  cat  and  panther.  At  Mil- 
ford,  we  crossed  the  Delaware  in  a  flat,  leaving  the  state  of 
New  Jersey  for  that  of  Pennsylvania  —  fare  ^/4  dollar. 


On  the  Landing  of  Penn. 


By  John  E.  Redman. 


It  is  proper  iliat  a  considerate  people  should  preserve  a 
grateful  recollection  of  those  who  have  been  their  benefactors, 
and  also  that  they  devise  means,  and  make  some  personal  sac- 
rifice in  order  to  perpetuate  their  deeds.    The  event  which  vfe 
celebrate  was  an  experiment,  the  result  of  which  was  then 
unforeseen,  but  which  time  has  clearly  established.     We  now 
behold  what  its  illustrious  founder,  or  the  most  fertile  fancy, 
could  scarcely  have  imagined  —  a  city  stretching  far  beyond 
its  natural  boundaries,  as  compact  and  more  populous  than 
the  metropolis  of  civilization  at  that  day,  and  adorned  with 
magnificent  structures  of  architecture  which  ha^■e  rarely,  if 
ever,  been  excelled.    Its  early  rapid  growth  was  mainly  owing 
to  the  liberal  inducements  held  out  by  its  founder,  affording, 
as  it  did,  a  home  for  all,  and  especially  those  who  were  perse- 
cuted on  account  of  religious  belief.     The  intolerance  that 
existed  in  the  mother  country  at  this  period  had  become  so 
oppi'essive  that  men  of  enlightened  minds  everywhere  hailed 
with  joy  what  promised  a  deliverance  from  its  thraldom,  and 
thousands  who  had  suffered  therefrom  had  their  minds  turned 
towards  the  New  World.      It    has    been    said    ''oppression 
planted  America;"  fortunately  on  tliis  soil  it  produced  other 
seeds  than  those  of  its  kind,  and  scattered  them  far  and  wide 
on  the  highways  of  improvement.     Nor  did  the  oppi'cssed  in 
turn,  as  some  other  settlers  have,  become  oppressors,  when  the 
power  to  do  so  was  placed  in  their  hands;  but  accorded  the 
fullest  liberty  of  conscience  to  all  who  differed  from  them 
in  religious  belief;  hence  the  settlement   of  Penn   was  not 
promoted  by  the  Quaker  element  alone,  but  those  who  differed 
from  them  in  religious  profession,  and  those  who  professed 
nothing,   found  an  asylum  here.     History  seldom  records  a 
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colony  established  upon  such  liberal  principles.     Penn  had  ! 

himself  suffered  so  much  from  tlic  trammels  of  tyranny,  and  J 

the  bigotry  of  prelates,  that  he  seemed  determined  that  one  ' 

-community  at  least  should  be  preserved  from  all  such  influ-  | 

ences.    No  M^onder  tlie  settlement  prospered  ;  it  could  scarcely  I 

have  done  otherwise.     In  a  few  years  it  contained  thousands  j 

of  inhabitants,   while  many  other  colonists,   who   sought   to  | 

establish  themselves  upon  American  soil,  were  swept  away  by  I 

the  native  savages  who  had  suffered  much  from  the  hands  of  ! 

the  white  man.     Like  begets  like;  the  power  of  persuasion  is  1 

superior  to  brute  force;  the  law  of  kindness  and  conciliatio]i  \ 

triumphs  when  other  measures  fail.     Evil  is  overcome  Avith  | 

good.     The  Quaker  taught  a  pure  Democracy;  he  contended  | 

that  no  authority  could  rightfully  exist  to  coerce  tlie  conscience  ; 

and  also  believed  in  tlie  truth  asserted  in  that  noble  declara-  j 

tion  of  rights,  that  "governments  derive  their  just  powers  J 

from  the  consent  of  the  governed."    In  preparing  a  constitu-  f 

tion  for  the  colony,  Penn  was  much  assisted  by  that  cour- 
ageous defender  of  right,  Algernon  Sidney,  whose  liberal 
views  cost  him  his  life.    It  is  very  remarkable  that  a  descend-  j 

ant  of  such  aristocratic  ancestry  should  have  possessed  such  j 

Republican  proclivities,  and  still  most  astonishing,  that  hi&  j 

bosom  friend  should  have  been  a  self-denying  Quaker.    In  the  j 

preparation  of  the  instrument,  it  is  difficult  to  assign  to  each 
their  particular  part,  but  there  is  no  doubt  thoy  both  endeav-  ; 

ored  to  make  it  as  liberal  as  possible  to  be  of  any  value  at  all.  j 

Sidney's  views  of  government  were  much  in  advance  of  his  i 

time,  and  Penn's  were  embodied  in  that  declaration  of  truth  :  t 

''Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself."  In  his  intercourse  with  the 
aborigines,  he  seemed  to  have  been  imbued  with  the  law  of 
love  and  kindness,  not  allowing  himself,  nor  permitting  others 
to  take  any  advantage  of  them,  but  on  all  occasions  treating 
them  as  equals.  We  are  told  by  Clarkson  it  was  stipulated 
that  no  man  sliould,  by  any  ways  or  means,  in  word  or  deed, 
affront  or  wrong  any  Indian,  but  he  should  incur  the  same 
penalty  of  the  law  as  if  he  had  committed  it  against  his  fellow 
planter,  and  that  all  differences  between  planters  and  Indians 
should  be  ended  by  twelve  men  —  that  is,  by  six  planters  and 
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six  Indians  —  so  they  might  live  friendly  together,  and  as 
much  as  in  them  lay,  preventing  all  occasions  for  heart-burn- 
ing and  mischief. 

What  a  subject  for  a  painter,  worthy  of  the  genius  of 
West  !  Beneath  the  Shackamaxon  elm  stand  a  few  sedate 
looking,  but  resolute  adventurers.  The  central  figure  of  that 
company,  is  a  man  of  far  more  pretentious  appearance  —  the 
companion  of  kings  and  noblemen  —  a  man  of  culture  and 
parts  —  one  who  would  be  likely  to  command  respect  in  any 
place.  He  has  purchased  the  land  whereon  he  treads  from 
the  British  crown,  who  claimed  it  by  the  right  of  discovery; 
he  disdains  to  occupy  it  without  consulting  those  who  held  it 
by  a  higher  right  —  the  right  of  inheritance.  Groups  of  red 
men,  gaily  adorned,  are  gazing  intently  upon  the  scene  which 
seems  so  strangely  in  contrast  with  the  surroundings,  who  are 
willing  to  barter  their  land  for  what  seems  to  them  a  sufficient 
consideration;  and  thus,  he  not  only  secures  what  he  desires, 
their  territory,  but  what  at  that  time  was  of  equal  importance 
to  him  —  their  friendship. 

Two  centuries  have  rolled  away  since  William  Penn  set 
foot  on  this  soil,  and  could  he  now  return  to  visit  the  land 
he  loved,  he  would  be  surprised  to  find  so  few  professing  his 
faith  —  a  mere  handful  I  may  say,  compared  with  the  vast 
population  of  the  city  he  founded,  nor  could  he  fail  to  be  im- 
pressed with  the  liveliest  sorrow  in  witnessing  a  disregard 
of  the  principles  and  peculiarities  of  his  sect,  in  the  support 
of  which  he,  in  common  with  others,  suffered  so  much  both 
in  person  and  estate.     "And  thou,  Philadelphia,  the  virgin 
settlement  of  the  province,  named  before  thou  wast  born,  what 
.  love,  what  care,  what  service,  and  vrhat  travail  has  there  been 
to  bring  thee  forth  and  preserve  thee  from  such  as  would 
abase  and  defile  thee  !    My  soul  prays  to  God  for  thee,  that 
thou  mayest  stand  in  the  day  of  trial,  that  thy  children  may 
be  blessed  of  the  Lord,  and  thy  people  saved  by  his  power." 
Such  was  the  prayer  of  its  founder.     Would  that  it  had 
preserved  from  all  wickedness  and  folly,  from  all  that  strikes 
at  its  best  life  or  liighest  welfare.    The  landing  of  the  Pilgrim 
Fathers  on  the  storm  washed  rock  of  Plymouth  has  been  a 
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theme  for  the  orator  and  poet ;  yet  we  presume  the  arrival 
of  the  ship  Welcome,  with  its  friendly  emigrants,  in  the  calmer 
waters  of  the  Delaware,  is  entitled  to  at  least  a  respectful 
consideration.  AVe  may  remember  that  during  the  six  weeks' 
voyage  across  the  Atlantic  a  fearful  malady  carried  off  nearly 
a  third  of  their  number,  and  it  is  a  wonder  they  did  not  all 
die;  nothing  but  a  miracle  could  have  preserved  them.  The 
vessel  reached  its  destination  after  a  tedious  voyage,  with  its 
afflicted  and  much  reduced  company,  who  no  doubt  could  ex- 
claim with  one  of  former  time,  though  under  ditferent  circum- 
stances, "hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped." 

Patient,  peculiar,  self-sacrificing  people;  your  perils,  your 
privations,  your  efforts  to  establish  religious  toleration  have 
not  been  in  vain.  The  seed  by  you  sown  has  produced  its 
legitimate  fruit  —  has  taken  root  in  almost  every  soil.  The 
down-trodden  of  other  lands  have  been  animated  by  your  ex- 
ample —  by  your  heroism  and  your  hopes ;  nobler  men,  more 
deserving  posthumous  honor  never  lived,  and  while  they 
sought  no  praise  from  man,  their  deeds  will  be  remembered 
as  long  as  respect  is  paid  to  virtue.  Pericles  said  in  his  ora- 
tion over  the  slain  at  Marathon,  ''the  whole  earth  is  a  monu- 
ment to  illustrious  men."  How  significant  is  this  sentiment 
when  applied  to  a  greater  hero  who  conquered  by  love,  ^^'ho 
disarmed  by  kindness.  The  commonwealth  which  he  created, 
the,^overnnient  which  he  instituted,  the  city  which  he  founded 
are  all  of  them  monuments  to  his  wisdom  and  beneficence,  and 
will  keep  his  memory  fragrant  for  centuries  to  come. 

"Nam  vitiis  nemo  sine  nascitur/'  says  Horace.  That 
William  Penn  had  some  imperfections  of  character  it  is  but 
rational  to  conclude,  but  what  he  did  as  a  legislator  in  this 
land,  what  he  did  for  religious  liberty  in  the  land  of  his  birth, 
what  he  did  for  humanity,  an  appreciative  people  will  not  wil- 
lingly consign  to  oblivion.

TWENTY-FIHST  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  '■ 

CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  New  Jersey  Histoiical  Society  :  ' 

It  is  just  twenty-two  years  ago,  lacking  three  months,  since  I 
submitted  to  this  Society  at  its  annual  meeting  at  Trenton.  Janu- 
ary 28,  1890,  my  tlrst  report  as  Corresponding  Secretary,  having 
acted  in  that  capacity  since  the  death  of  my  lamented  predecessor, 
Dr.  Stephen  Wickes  of  Orange  on  July  8,  1889.    This  is  the  twenty-  , 

first  time  since  then  that  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  stand  before  :. 

you  and  relate  something  of  the  correspondence  of  tlie  Society.  Few  i 

are  the  faces  before  me  which  were  at  that  meeting  nearly  twenty- 
two  years  ago.    None  of  the  other  otticers  of  the  Society  at  that  day  ^ 
survive,  and  few  of  the  then  active  members.  But  their  jdaces  have                         j 
been  taken  by  new  men  and  women  whose  earnestness,  enthusiasm                       •  ; 
and  well  directed  purposes  have  caused  the  Society  to  advance  by 
leaps  and  bounds  during  the  years  that  have  since  elapsed,  so  that  ; 
now  the  society  is  stronger  then  ever  in  its  history,  doing  better  i. 
work  and  equipped  for  a  wider  and  more  far  leaching  sphere  of 
influence. 

The  correspondence  lias  expanded  from  year  to  year,  and  while 
only  the  merest  summary  can  be  given  of  the  letters  received  and 
sent,  even  such  a  brief  review  may  surprise  most  of  the  members 
by  the  extent  and  variety  and  character  of  the  corresjiondence. 

October,  1910. 

Adrian  II.  Joline,  of  Bernardsville.  wrote  tluit  while  in  Lon- 
don, in  August,  1910,  some  friends  of  his  had  shown  liim  a  letter 
of  Carlyle,  written  May  17,  1847,  to  Rev.  R.  AV.  Landis,  Sidney, 
New  Jersey,  and  thev  said  thev  had  searched  in  vain  to  find  where 
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Sidney  was.  Ho,  liimsolf,  luul  been  likewise  unable  to  fin.l  any 
reference  to  it.  lie  was  informed  tbat  Sidney  was  in  Kiniiwoo.l 
Townsbip,  Hunterdon  county.  It  was  the  residence  of  Charles 
Coxe,  who  died  there  in  1815.  at  tlie  ag'e  of  eiuhty-five  years;  ho 
was  a  son  of  Colonel  Daniel  Coxe,  foi  over  thirty-five  years  one  o; 
the  most  prominent  men  in  New  Jersey,  and  who  was  a  son  of  Di. 
Daniel  Coxe,  who  owned  the  irreater  part  of  West  Jersey  at  our 
time.  The  estate  of  Charles  Coxe,  called  '^ Sidney",  was  formerly 
owned  by  Judge  Samuel  Johnson,  and  comprised  al)out  1200  aerf< 
of  land,  upon  which  was  a  large  and  very  substantial  mansiuu. 
which  was  the  center  of  a  gracious  hospitality  for  many  years. 

Professor  Edmund  J.  James,  President  of  the  University  of 
Illinois,  Urbana-Champaign,  111.,  wrote  that  he  Avas  to  have  a  bnef 
biography  of  Ephraim  Martin,  of  Sussex  County,  in  the  next 
nnm.ber  of  the  Pennsylvania  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography. 
Colonel  Martin  was  associated  with  Judge  John  Cleves  Symmes  in 
the  settlement  of  Ohio. 

A.  S.  Abbott,  of  Bethel,  0.,  wrote  August  28,  1910,  enclosing 
sketches  of  several  Xew  Jersey  soldiers  in  the  Ixevolutiou,  who  had 
removed  to  Ohio,  and  died  in  the  vicinity  of  Bethel.  Mr.  Abbott 
subsequently  in  September,  1911,  had  sent  an  addditional  series  of 
sketches  of  early  Jersey  settlers  of  Ohio. 

A.  Y.  D.  Honeyman,  of  Plainfield,  wrote  transmitting  a  copy 
of  ''The  Log  Cabin",  published  by  Horace  Greeley  &  Co.,  July  11, 
1840,  Vol.  I.,  No.  11;  and  a  copy  of  the  "New  Jersey  Eagle,"  July 
20,  182],  Vol.  IT.,  No.  73,  "printed  for  the  Proprietor  every  Friday 
morning  by  G.  A.  Hull,  opposite  the  1st  Presbyterian  Church."  and 
edited  by  William  B.  Kinney.  At  tlic  head  of  the  editorial  column 
is  this  note  : 

"We  must  uige,  as  an  apology  for  the  late  appearance  of  this 
paper  that  one  of  the  principal  hands  in  our  office  Avas  unex- 
pectedly called  yesterday  to  attend  the  funeral  of  a  parent." 

Chaplain  P.  R.  Hoes,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy,  was  furnished,  at  his 
request,  with  some  particulars  concerning  a  daughter  of  former 
Senator  William  AVriglit,  of  Newark,  who  had  married  the  Cheva- 
lier J.  C.  Gevers,  the  Minister  from  The  Netherlands  to  the  United 
States,  and  also  witli  particulars  concerning  her  and  her  son  who 
bad  also  served  with  distinction  in  the  diplomatic  corps  of  The 
Netherlands.  Chalpain  Hoes  was  also  given  information  regarding 
various  other  persons  mentioned  in  the  memoirs  of  i\lrs.  Gouver- 
ueur,  recently  published. 

November,  1910. 

A.  V.  D.  Honeyman,  of  Plainfield,  asked  what  was  considered 
in  Colonial  times,  when  the  currency  was  in  pounds,  shillings  and 
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pence,  the  value  of  a  pound  as  represented  by  dollars.  He  added  : 
"I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  Somerset  County  Historical  Society 
has  apparently  entered  upon  a  new  lease  of  life,  having,'  made  Mr. 
Justice  Bergen  of  the  Supreme  Coui't  its  president,  who  is  taking 
a  great  interest  in  it,  and  elected  some  wide  awake  officers,  and  we 
propose  to  hold  meetings  several  times  a  year;  in  fact,  have  held 
two  interesting  meetings  within  the  past  few  montlis."  In  re- 
sponse to  another  query,  he  was  informed  that  tlie  ''Weekly  Re- 
hearsal" from  which  early  newspaper  extracts  published  in  the 
New  Jersey  Archives  were  taken,  was  published  in  Boston,  and  the 
"American  Weekly  Mercury,"  in  Phila<lelphia.  In  regard  to  his 
first  queiy,  he  was  informed  that  in  Colonial  times  in  New  Jersey, 
tv/enty  shillings  Mexican,  equivalent  to  about  $2.50,  made  the 
pound.  In  New  England,  where  they  used  another  currency,  twen- 
ty shillings  made  about  two-thirds  of  a  pound.  An  interesting 
article  on  taxes  and  money  in  New  Jersey  before  the  Revolution, 
read  by  R.  Wayne  Parker  before  our  Historical  Society  in  1882, 
was  published  in  our  Proceedings,  Second  Series,  Volume  YII. 

The  Hon.  James  J.  Bergen,  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
wrote, tliat  during  his  partnership  with  ]\[r.  Hugh  M.  Gaston,  1870- 
3890,  they  had  in  their  office  an  opinion  in  the  handwriting  of  the 
famous  Justice  Chitty.  He  had  lecently  caused  a  search  to  be 
made  for  the  paper,  which  he  found,  and  ho  sent  it  to  the  Histori- 
cal Society,  saying  that  if  it  was  of  the  character  which  the  Histor- 
ical Society  cared  about,  they  were  welcome  to  it.  He  was  as- 
sured that  the  document  would  be  mucli  prized  by  the  Society, 
both  from  its  association  Avith  Justice  Chitty,  and  from  the 
light  it  threw  upon  economic  conditions  a  hundred  years  ago.  it  re- 
ferring to  the  statute  concerning  paAvn-brokers. 

A  large  mass  of  manuscripts  acquired  from  a  sale  of  the  ef- 
fects of  Andrew  Bell,  of  Perth  Araboy,  lias  been  deposited  in  tlie 
library.  These  manuscripts  include  a  great  many  original  surveys 
of  lands  of  the  East  Jei'sey  Proprietors  in  Bergen.  Sussex,  Mon- 
mouth and  other  counties;  also  a  great  many  bills  and  letters  of 
Andrew  Bell  during  the  eighteenth  century  and  the  early  part 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  Also  many  papers  of  Robert  Paterson, 
father  of  Governor  William  Paterson.  All  these  papers  have  been 
neatly  arranged,  mounted  and  bound  up  in  large  and  substantial 
volumes.

New   York.  ] 

wrote    communicating    a    number    of    interesting    details    recently  j 

obtained  concerning  the  Cox  family,  they  being  in  the  nature  of  ] 

important   discoveries.     This   showed    that    Colonel   John   Cox.   of  ' 

Philadeli>hia  and  Tienton,  17l>2-179;),  married  Esther  Bowes  in 
1790;  he  was  a  brother  of  Lieut.  Colonel  Cornelius  Cox,  173G-1802, 
born    Leeds,    England,    died    at    IIarrisburg^    Pa.;    married    Hilary  - 

Ricliards.  They  were  doubtless  children  of  William  Cox,  of 
Shrewsbury,  N.  J.,  whose  will  dated  January  ;i  1750-51,  was  proveil 
Mi\y  5,  1752.  One  of  his  children  was  named  Longfiehl.  The  Sec- 
retary wrote  that  "William's  wife  Catherine,  was  jjrobably  a  daught- 
er of  Coinelius  Longfiehl,  of  New  Biunswirk,  wlio  wa«  a  large  land 
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owner  in  tliat  oity,  and  was  i)roi)iiotor  of  tlie  f'eny  across  the 
Raritan  for  many  years. 

LotJirop  AVitliington  Avrote  from  30  Little  Iiussel  Street,  W.  C, 
London,  encdosini;  abstract  of  the  will  of  John  J'enn,  of  Hitcham, 
Countj'  P>ncks.  Kn;j:land,  dated  October  24,  174G,  pioved  Xovend)er 
13,  1746,  in  wiiich  he  devises  to  liis  brother,  Richard  Penn,  liis 
ri«?ht  and  title  to  lands  in  New  Jersey,  botli  Eastern  and  AVestern, 

Prof.  V.  li.  Collins,  of  Princeton,  N.  J.,  M-rote  reirarding  his 
''Life  of  Withei'spoon,''  tliat  he  had  the  first  four  chapters  in 
final  form;  the  remaining  eight  are  l)eing  copied  and  rewi-itten  as 
he  got  time.

Mrs.  Fiances  B.  Gunmere,  of  Haverf'ord,  Pennsylvania,  asked 
if  theie  were  any  statistics  axailable  of  the  number  of  Quakers,, 
even  approximately,  in  New  Jersey  in  1750.  The  Secretary  replied 
that  he  liad  lu)  statistics  whatcvci-  legaiding  the  number  of  Quakers 
in  New  Jcisev  about  1750.     The  only  wav  that  suggested  itself  to 
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him  to  iiet  any  idea  of  the  luunljer  of  Qiiakeis  at  tliat  time  in  New 
Jersey  would  be  to  take  the  records  of  marriages  say  for  1750. 
The  ]Moportion  of  marriages  to  the  population  is  very  well  estab- 
lished as  of  to-day.  He  thouiilit  the  proportion  would  be  larger  iu 
1750.  The  records  of  Chesterfield,  1G8G-1800,  are  published  in  the 
New  Jersey  Archives,  Vol.  22.  Other  records  are  printed  in  Clem- 
ment's  *' Newton,"  and  in  the  Pennsylvania  Genealogical  Society 
there  are  lecords  of  many  meetings  that  have  not  been  pulilished. 
Tliese  will  afford  quite  an  accurate  l)asis  for  estimating  the  num- 
ber of  Fiiends  in  New  Jersey  in  1750. 

Some  very,  pleasant  coirespondence  has  been  had  with  Miss 
Margaret  C.  Marsli.  now  residing  at  The  Sevillia,  117  West  58tli 
Street,  New  York,  regarding  her  offer  made  some  time  ago  to  the 
secretary,  of  a  jilaster  bust  of  her  grandfatlier,  the  late  Ephraim 
M.  Marsh  of  Moi'iistown.  She  was  assured  that  the  bust  would  be 
gi'atefully  accepted  by  the  Society,  aiul  would  be  carefully  pre- 
served among  its  collections. 

Captain  Richard  Henry  Greene,  of  235  Central  Park  West. 
New  York  City,  was  infoiined  in  reply  to  an  application  for  in- 
formation that  IMary  Bassett,  born  Feb.  22,  1739,  married  the  Rev. 
Martinus  Schoonmaker,  who  was  born  March  1,  1739,  and  died 
oji  Long  Island;  she  married  Schoonmaker  in  1761.  and  died  April 
27,  1819.  He  was  studying  theology  about  the  time  of  his  mairiage, 
with  the  Rev.  David  Marinus.  pastor  of  the  Church  at  Acquack- 
anonk.     She  was  doubtless  a  daughter  of  Stephen  Bassett. 

Acco riling  to  the  Histoiy  of  Paterson,  page  177,  Bassett  had  a 
tannery  on  a  small  run  of  spring  water  flowing  into  the  Passaic 
River,  *'a  short  distance  from  the  site  of  the  ])resent  Dundee  Dam; 
Bassett  was  of  French-Huguenot  descent.  He  formerly  had  a  tan- 
nery and  tap  room  in  New  York." 

Miss  M.  E.  Tidmarsh  of  New  York  City  was  given  some  de- 
fails  of  the  Saudford  and  Pennington  intoinarriage  in  the  17th  a^id 
eaily  part  of  the  ISth  centuries. 

J.  A.  Anderson  of  Lambertville  wrote  asking  as  to  the  location 
of  Cushietunk.  He  was  given  an  extract  from  the  report  of  John 
Williamson  as  to  the  settlement  made  at  Cushietuid<  by  the  Con- 
necticut }ieople,  June  18,  17G2,  piinted  in  Pennsylvania  Archives, 
IV.,  84.  Also  a  reference  to  Pennsylvania  Archives,  second  series, 
containing  a  copy  of  a  part  of  the  map  of  t\w  British  Colonies  prior 
to  the  Revolution,  by  Governor  Pownall,  1770,  indicating  that 
Cushietunk  was  far  up  toward  the  head  waters  of  the  Delaware,  in 
the  vicinjty  of  Neversink  River,  Beaver  Creek  and  Lackawaxen 
River.  ^Ir.  Aiulerson  wrote  subsecjuently  that  in  his  search  he  had 
come  across  a  Cushietunk  ]\rountain  in  Hunterdon  County,  ^\llich 
looked  as  if  it  must  ha\e  stiayed  fiom  the  uppei-  Delaware. 
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Chaplain  Hoes  of  the  V.  S.  Navy  Yaid,  Norfolk,  Viifiiiiia, 
wiote  asking-  for  partieulars  rei>;ar(lino;  the  Colt  and  Gibbes  families 
whom  his  mother-in-law,  Mrs.  Gouverneui-,  had  met  at  Newpoit  an<l 
at  Paterson.

The  Key.  L.  F.  Benson,  Honorary  Librarian  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Historical  Society,  at  Philadelphia,  wrote  transmitting^  for  our 
library,  several  copies  of  New  Jersey  newspapers  as  follows  : 
Trenton  Federalist,  Monday,  November  IG,  1807,  Volume  IX., 
Number  455 ;  Trenton  Federalist,  Monday,  November  28,  1808, 
Volume  X.,  Numbei-  500;  Tienton  Federalist,  Monday,  'May  21, 
1810,  Volume  XTL,  Number  586;  Trenton  Federalist.  Trenton,  N. 
J.,  printed  by  George  Sherman,  April  12,  1819,  Volume  XX. 
Number  1050;  The  True  American,  Trenton,  edited  by  James  J. 
Wilson,  Monday,  September  21,  1818,  Vol.  XVIIT.,  No.  916. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  with  seveial  persons,  relative 
to  the  origin  of  the  name  Brielle,  attached  to  the  place  so  called 
near  Asbury  Park.  John  Y.  Bacot,  of  Morristown,  wrote  that  it 
was  so  named  by  R.  C.  Bacot  fiom  a  small  town  in  Holland. 
"Brielle"  is  a  variant  of  ''Briel''. 

J.  A.  Ar.derson,  of  Lambertville,  wrote  in  compliance  with  a 
request  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  transmitting  a  copy,  col- 
ored as  in  the  original,  of  a  photograpli  of  the  portrait  of  Senator 
John  Lambert,  which  has  been  understood  to  be  in  wax  and  by  Saint 
Memin.  ''The  one  of  which  the  picture  now  sent  is  a  copy,  u-as 
taken  to  Philadelphia,  and  compared  with  a  number  of  others;  the 
conclusion  was  that  the  authorship  and  material  were  the  same,  and 
it  appears  that  Saint  Memin  was  an  expert  in  other  things  besides 
painting  miniatures."  Accompanying  the  portrait.  Mr.  Anderson 
sent  a  picture  of  Senator  Lambejt 's  home  in  Hunterdon  County;  a 
letter  to  his  cousin,  Gershom  Lambert,  who  lived  near  him;  and  a 
notification  fiom  I^iesident  Jefferson  to  John  Lambert  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  the  L'nited  States  Senate. 

Mr.  Anderson  also  enclosed  a  memorandum  giving  data  rel- 
ative to  John  Lambert  and  his  ancestry.  His  father,  Gershom 
Lambert,  was  born  Becembe)-  24,  1715.  He  was  one  of  several 
brothers  who  came  from  England  and  settknl  in  New  Jersey.  The 
family  was  of  English  descent,  and  the  first  one  of  them  who  came 
to  America  was  Francis  Lambert. 

Francis  was  one  of  twxMily  heads  of  families  who  came  with 
theii-  pastor  from  Rowley,  Yorkshire,  England,  anil  settled  the  town 
of  Rowley,  .\rassacinisetts,  in  1683.  John  Lambeit  was  born  Febru- 
ary 24,  1746,  at  the  home  of  his  father  Gershom  Lambert,  in  Hun- 
tei'don    (^u^ntv.    about     three    miles    from    Corycirs    Forr\-,     now 
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Lambert ville;  lie  died  Fehiiuuy  4.  1823,  and  was  buried  in  ''Bar- 
ber's liinyinii  Ground,"  a  few  miles  from  Larabertville.  Early  in 
life  lie  took  an  active  part  in  pul)lic  affairs,  and  is  described  as  a 
man  of  strict  inte.<:rity.  He  was,  for  some  years,  a  member  of  tlie 
Legislative  Council  of  New  Jersey,  of  whicdi  he  ser\ed  as  Vice 
President  and  President,  and,  in  t'.e  lattei-  capacity,  as  Aetiu'j 
Ooveinor  of  the  State.  He  was  a  meml)ei-  of  tlie  National  Congress 
from  1805  to  1809,  and  Ignited  States  Senator  from  1809  to  1815. 

Justice  Charles  W.  Parker  wrote  soliciting  a  list  of  old 
churches,  taverns,  piddic  l)uildings,  loads  that  were  originally  In- 
dian trails,  sites  of  buildings  burned  or  demolished,  and  so  on,  in 
Passaic  County,  dating  ])ack  to  the  Colonial  period  in  Xew  Jersey, 
it  iK'ing  the  desiie  of  the  Society  oC  Colonial  Wr.rs  projieily  to 
mark  such  buildings,  localities  and  objects  of  historic  interest 
within  tliis  State.  Judge  Paiker  v.-as  furnished  with  a  partial  list 
:as  lie  desired. 

Vice  Chancellor  Edwin  R.  Walker,  of  Trenton,  wiote  tiansmit- 
ting  to  the  Society  a  copy  of  a  Trenton  newspaper,  containing  his 
admira])le  and  comiMcherisive  address  on  the  Old  P.ariacks  at 
'Trenton. 

Miss  F.  A.  :\IcCook,  39(3  Main  Street,  Hartford.  Connecticut, 
wrote  inquirinL''  about  tlie  family  of  Jol'ii  Poyse.  She  was  given 
some  data  relating  to  John  Royce.  who  is  named  in  the  first  deed 
for  lands  in  Somerset  County.  Xew  Jersey.  1681,  said  lands  ])eing 
located  on  the  Raiitan  I>i\er. 

In  reply  to  questions,  Charles  Vr.  Clickener.  of  Somerville. 
was  infoimed  tliat  the  Indians  signed  deeds  in  1681  by  their  mark, 
and  when  the  name  in  full  was  written,  by  a  guided  hand;  and 
when  they  used  their  ]K'n  unaided,  by  marks.  The  Perth  Amboy 
records  are  in  tlie  oliicc  of  the  I'oard  of  Proprietors  of  East 
Jersey  at  Peith  Andjoy.  The  deeds  and  mortgages  formerly  at 
Pertli  Amboy,  aie  now  in  the  oillce  of  tlie  Secretary  of  State  at 
Trenton. 

Rev.  Andrew  M.  Sherman,  of  Morristown.  was  informed  that  a 
complete  transciipt  of  th(>  Indian  deed  of  December  31,  1701,  from 
Tapehou  and  others,  for  a  large  tract  of  land  located  in  Hanover 
township,  migh.t  lie  obtained  from  the  Secretary  of  Slate.  It  is  re- 
corded in  Liber  O.  of  West  Jersey  deeds,  jiage  145.  The  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  said  that  he  had  much  hesitancy  in  attempting  to  in- 
terpret the  Indian  names  *' Sacconothainge"  and  '' Poqoapock". 
mentioned  in  the  Indian  deed  of  Decendier  31,  1701.  He  was  inclined 
to  believe  that  the  mime  written  Sacconothainge  was  a  crude  at- 
tempt of  the  scrivener  to  reduce  to  writing  the  elTorts  of  a  lisping 
Indian  to  i)ronounce  the  word  Succa-sunna,  being  the  Indian  word 
for  blackstone  oi'  iron.     Perhaps  the  word  is  intended   for  Sak-

hauwotnng',  whicli  lias  been  intei'itietcd  to  be  "The  Mouth   of  a  | 

Creek  where  one  resides,"  beinjr  tlie  name  given  to  an  Indian  vil-  j 

lage  on  the  "West  bank  of  tlie  Delaware,  about  seven  miles  below  ! 
the  Delaware  Water  Gap.    He  was  inclined  to  think  that  the  name 
^'Poqoapoek"  Avas  intended  for  "P'auqu'unpuehk/'   wliich  might 

be  interpreted  ''A  rock  standing  in  a  clearing.''  j

The  Rev.  E.  Clowes   Chorley,  of  (rarrison,  New  York,   wrote  i 

asking  for  information  concerning  Bernard  Hanlan,   who   in   the  ^ 

Pennsylvania  Insurrection  of  1794,  was  Captain  (Hunterdon  Coun-  i 

ty)  in  the  Liglit  Infantry,  as  appears  by  Records  of  Oitieers  and  ! 

Men  of  New  Jersey,  in  the  wars  1791-1815,  page  43.    He  was  living  | 

At  }*eekskill,  in  1812-20;  was  Warden  of  the  Parish  at  Garrison,  I 

in  the  records  of  which  he  is  styled  ''Major." 

William  P.  Bacon,  50  Lexington  Street,  New  Biitain,  Conn., 
M'rote  asking  foi  infoimation  regarding  Ebenezer  Seely,  of  New

Overpeck  creek,  etc.     This  deed  and  some  other  deeds  in  connec-  i 

tion  therewith,  were  in  the  possession  of  a  family  at  Elizabeth,  ' 

and  were  likely  to  be  disposed  of  in  that  town.  |

John  Pierce  of  Albany  was  infoi  med,  in  response  to  an  inquiry,  i 

that  in  1872,  the  late  Adjutant  General  Stryker  compiled  a  bulky  j 

octavo  volume  entitled  ''Onicers  and  Men  of  New  Jersey  in  the  i 

Revolution,"  which  was  thought  to  be  the  first  volume  of  the  kind 
published  in  the  LTnited  States,  lie  diligently  followed  up  the  sub- 
ject for  nearly  thirty  years  or  until  his  death  in  1900,  and  his 
successors  have  since  added  to  tlu'  infoimation,  so  that  now  they 
have  cards  of  something  like  30000  Otlicers  and  ^len  of  New  Jersey 
in  the  Revolution. 

P.  van  Soest  of  78  East  Fifth  street,  Paterson,  Avas  informed 
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that  Biiclle  was  merely  the  name  of  a  settlement  near  Ashui-v 
Park;  a  real  estate  speculation  by  R,  V.  Bacot  and  some  of  his 
friends;  the  design  and  expectation  being  to  secure  as  purchasers 
a  well  to  do  class  of  people  from  New  York;  there  was  no  attempt 
to  })rocure  and  transport  thither  any  class  of  settlers  from  Holland 
or  elsewhere,  and  it  was  not  thought  theie  were  any  Hollanders 
among  the  purchasers. 

Mrs.  J.  D.  Springston  of  Poi'tland,  Oregon,  wrote  that  she 
was  desirous  of  learning  more  of  her  ancestor  James  Hughes  of 
Pennsylvania,  a  inemher  of  Washington's  Life  Guard;  according 
to  family  traditions,  this  man's  son,  Thomas,  married  Ann  Moore, 
in  New  Jersey,  previous  to  1800.  She  Avas  given  the  address  of 
Carlos  E.  Godfrey,  ^f.  I).,  who  had  written  an  account  of  Wash- 
ington's Life  Guai'd.  It  was  also  suggested  that  she  could  doid)t- 
less  find  in  Portland.  Oiegon,  a  set  of  the  Pennsj^lvania  Archives, 
second  series,  two  or  three  volumes  of  which  are  devoted  to  tlie 
records  of  Pennsylvania  soldiers  in  the  Revolution.

J.  Lawrence  Boggs  transmitted  the  following  notes  relative 
to  the  family  of  Col.  John  ^rackey,  taken  from  a  copy  of  Allin- 
ason's  Laws  of  New  Jersey,  1776  :

►Some  pleasant  correspondence  has  been  had  with  Mrs.  Charles 
A.    Christian,    ."^O    Prospect    Street,    East    Orange,    relative    to    a 
genealogy  of  the  Fitz  Kandolph  family,  upon  which  she  has  been 
engaged  for  some  time. 

Judge  William  S.  Yard  of  Trenton,  was  written  a  letter  of 
thanks  for  his  gift  to  the  Society  of  a  letter  of  Thomas  Yard,  First 
Ijieutenant,  West  Jersey  Continentals,  Second  Company,  dated 
Quebeck  Camp,  March  30,  1776;  also  for  a  circular  signed  by  the 
late  Bishop  Simpson,  Rev.  George  Brown  and  William  S.  Yard, 
dated  Pliiladelpliia,  February  12,  1770,  concerning  Ocean  Grove 
Camp-meeting  Association  as  to  its  commencement. 

It  was  with  much  regret  that  the  Secietary  has  to  announce 
the  death  of  the  venerable  Judge  Yard  on  August  22,  1911,  in  the 
eighty-eighth  year  of  his  age.  He  took  great  interest  in  the  work 
of  this   Society   and   wrote  many   articles   for  the   newspaix>rs   of 
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Trenton  contributing  to  the  histoiy  of  that  city  and  of  the  State. 
He  had  spent  much  time  and  labor  in  tracing  the  histoiy  of  a  steel 
mill  carried  on  l)y  one  of  his  ancestors,  Benjamin  Yard,  at  Trenton, 
as  early  as  1750.  and  wliicli  ^vas  believed  to  ha\e  been  the  first  steel 
mill  in  America.  It  is  hoped  and  believed  that  his  notes  on  this 
subject  will  be  presented  to  the  Society  and  will  appear  in  an  early 
number  of  the  Proceedinqs. 

J.  A.  Anderson  of  Lambertville,  wrote  tliat  he  had  been  talk- 
ing with  some  officials  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  suggesting 
the  putting  up  at  Washington's  Crossing  station  near  Trenton,  in 
a  position  to  be  seen  by  passengers  in  passing  trains,  an  ornamental 
sign  stating  that  the  place  is  where  Washington  and  his  anny 
crossed  the  Delaware  for  liis  attack  on  the  Britisli  at  Trenton.  He 
had  found  a  readiness  on  the  part  of  tlie  officials  to  have  this 
done,  and  had  been  asked  to  supply  the  text  for  an  inscription. 
In  order  to  have  lliis  as  legible  as  possible  he  submitted  the  follow- 
ing : 

WASHINGTON  AND  HIS  ARMY 

HERE    CROSSED    THE    DELAWARE 

CHRIST]\rAS    NIGHT    1776 

TO  ATTACK  THE  BRITISH 

AT  TRENTON. 

His  suggestion  was  warmly  commended  by  the  Secretary. 
June,  1911. 

John  Neafie,  1G4  West  96th  Street,  New  York  City,  trans- 
mitted copies  of  inscriptions  from  old  burial  grounds  at  Orange- 
burg, Rockland  County,  New  York;  at  Harrington  Park.  Bergen 
County;  and  in  a  small  enclosure  at  Greenville.  Jersey  City,  for 
which  he  was  returned  the  thanks  of  the  Society.  Mr.  Neafie  has 
been  indefatigable  for  several  years  in  hunting  up  and  copying  most 
industriously  similar  tombstone  inscriptions  in  Bergen  County. 

In  reply  to  Francis  B.  T-ee  of  Trenton,  the  Secretaiy  wrote 
that  Wickecheoke  Creek  in  Hunterdon  county  got  its  name  from 
tlie  Indian  '^Weka"  or  ''Wequa"  or  ''Wekwa'*,  expressive  of  the 
theme  "at  the  end.''  This  creek  arises  near  Quakerstown  and  runs 
into  tlie  Delaware  at  Stockton.  The  topography  suggests  that  there 
is  or  probably  was  a  swamp  where  tlic  creek  i-an  into  the  river  and 
that  the  name  is  descriptive  of  the  locality,  as  is  usually  the  case 
with  Indian  names. 

July,  1911. 

During  this  and  subsequent  months  quite  an  extensive  corres- 
pondence was  had   with  Charles  Henry  Hart   of  Philadelphia,  in 
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relation  to  the  family  of  Robert  Lettice  Hoopei-  of  Trenton,  Chief 
Justice  of  New  Jersey,  who  died  in  17.'50,  and  his  descendants,  more 
particularly  Major  Robert  Lettice  Hooper,  Commissary  General 
durini>'  the  Revolution.  As  a  result  of  this  coriespondence,  the 
Secretary  i)lace'l  at  Mr.  Hart's  disposal  his  own  researches  relatinir 
to  this  family,  and  which  have  been  carried  on  for  more  than 
twelve  years,  inclndinp:  abstracts  of  wills,  abstracts  of  deeds,  ab- 
stracts of  proceedin.itis  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Jersey  and  a 
variety  of  other  data  gathered  during'  many  years  of  investigation. 
Mr.  Hart  expects  to  i)ublish  his  paper  on  Major  Hooi)er  in  the

Miss  Sarah  C.  Stokes  of  Augusta,  Ga.,  wrote  inquiring  about  I 

the  progress  of  a  paper  which  the  Secretary  had  been  engaged  on  | 

for  many  years,  giving  particulais  of  the  life  of  Judge  John  Fell  I 

of  Bergen  County,  and  his  descendants.  She  was  informed  that  this  i 

paper  was  nearina-  completion.  j 

Dr.  B.  D.  Evans,  Director  of  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,.  i 

at  Greystone,  ]\roriis  Plains,  wrote  for  information  concerning  the 
manner  in  Avhicli  insane  persons  were  looked  after  in  New  Jersey 
prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  State  Hospital.  In  reply  the 
Secretary  wrote  as  follows  : 

It  would  be  scarcely  far  from  the  fact  to  say  that  the  insane 
were  not  "looked  after"  at  all  prior  to  the  establishment  of  the 
State  Hospitals.  I  am  writing  in  my  summer  camp  in  the  Thousand 
Islands,  and  so  have  only  my  recollection  to  guide  me.  My  im- 
pression is  that  there  Avas  no  legislation  whatever  regarding  tlie  care 
of  the  insane.  Those  whose  circumstances  could  atiord  it  were 
cared  for  by  t!ieir  relatives  either  in  tlieir  own  homes  (which  was 
usually  the  case),  or  in  such  institutions  as  were  in  existence  at  the 
time,  either  supported  by  other  States,  or  as  private  enterprises. 
In  too  many  cases  they  were  regai-ded  either  with  indilTerencc.  or 
with  repugnance  as  afflicted  with  a  devil.  Among  the  families  of 
those  who  had  a  tender  care  for  tlie  insane,  there  was  a  great  and 
general  reluctance  toward  placing  them  in  the  care  of  strangers. 
Even  after  the  State  Hospitals  were  established  this  reluctance 
f  ontinued  for  years. '  The  insane  were  generally  kept  confined  in 
rooms  in  private  houses,  sometimes  under  watch  and  care,  some- 
times merely  locked  up.  I  have<.seeii  a  young  woman  wiio  was 
violently  insane  who  was  kept  in  what  was  hardly  better  than  a 
pigsty,  supplied  from  time  to  tiiuo  with  a  buiulle  of  straw,  and 
occasioiuiUy  cleaned  out  with  a  pitchfork.  Siie  was  a  public  charge^ 
a  pauper,  kept  at  the  city  poorhouse.  There  was  no  better  accom- 
modation tliought  of,  and  porliaps  in  that  day  none  could  liave  be«Mi 
provided.     But  it  was  dreadful,  horrible  ! 
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In  fact,  as  far  as  my  lecollectiou  goes,  tlie  ouh'  public  or 
statutory  i)rovision  for  the  care  of  the  insane  contemplated  their 
committal  to  tlie  poorhouse,  and  their  treatment  as  paupers. 

Of  course,  there  was  no  scientific  or  expert  tieatment  of  them 
medicall}'.  They  received  what  the  poorhouse  physician  —  if  there 
was  any  —  was  able  or  could  afford  —  considering  his  meager 
stipend  —  to  give  them.  Tiie  poorhouse  physician  too  often  was  an 
impecunious  young  man  just  entering  upon  his  practice,  and  who 
knew  less  than  did  the  other  physicians  of  his  day  about  mental 
alienation.  Tlie  results  can  be  imagined.  Tliey  cannot  bo  'Ic- 
scribed. 

The  establishment  of  the  State  Lunatic  Asylum,  at  Tienton,. 
in  1845,  was  veiy  largely  if  not  entirely  due  to  the  work  of  a 
Avoman  —  Miss  Dorothy  Dix,  who  made  the  improvement  and  care 
of  the  insane  her  life  work.  She  presented  to  the  Legislature  about 
1844  or  1845,  a  report  giving  reasons  for  such  an  institution,  which 
so  impi'ossed  that  body  that  the  necessary  stejis  were  taken  for  the 
erection  of  the  Asylum.  I  have  a  copy  of  her  re])ort,  but  it  is  at 
my  office,  hundreds  of  miles  from  my  hand.  1  do  not  recollect  that 
she  entered  into  particulars  regarding  the  manner  in  which  the  in- 
sane were  treated  in  New  Jersey.  That  would  have  been  too 
harrowing;  but  she  did  give  reasons  why  they  should  be  cared  for 
as  human  beings,  and  gave  the  methods  and  results  of  their  humane 
treatment  in  Europe.  A  copy  of  this  report  can  be  found  in  the 
Library  of  the  Historical  Society,  where  it  is  at  the  service  of 
students. 

August,  1911. 

Some  further  correspondence  was  had  with  J.  A.  Anderson  of 
Lambertville,  regarding  tlie  proposed  monument  at  AVashington's 
Crossing. 

Duane  Mowry,  of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  wrote  offering  a  copy  of  a 
letter  of  Samuel  James  Pooley,  of  Liberty  Corner,  Somerset  county^ 
New  Jersey,  to  the  Hon.  James  R.  Doolittle,  December  1(5.  1865,  and 
subsequently  sent  on  a  copy  of  the  letter  in  question. 

i^Iiss  IL  Dora  Stecker,  of  the  L^niversity  of  Cincinnati,  wrote 
from  Baltimore,  Md.,  asking  the  whereabouts  of  some  of  the 
descendants  of  Col.  Israel  Shreve,  who  before  1787  was  a  native  of 
New  Jersey,  in  the  vicinity  of  Burlington. 

*^I  am  particularly  interested",  she  wrote.  *'in  his  son.  Cap- 
tain Henry  ^^.  Shreve,  in  connection  with  the  hitter's  work  in  tlie 
early  steam  navigation  of  the  Ohio  and  Alississippi.  Soon  after 
Nicholas  I.  Roosevelt  biought  down  the  New  Oilcans,  the  first 
steamboat  on  western  waters.  Shreve  took  an  active  part  in  steam- 
boats, aiul  became  prominent  both   as  the  designer  of  the   Wash- 
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ington,  about  the  year  181G,  and  in  opposing  the  monopoly  of  the 
lower  waters  lield  by  the  Fulton-Livingston  interests  in  the  state  1 

of  Louisiana.  T  am  preparing  a  paper  for  the  coming  Pittsburg 
Steamboat  centennial  celebration,  to  be  held  next  October,  and 
ilesire  to  locate  some  of  the  Shreve  papers.  I  presume  the  only 
means  of  doing  this  is  by  finding  all  the  available  de.-cendants.  I 
should  be  very  grateful  if  you  are  in  possession  of  any  informa- 
tion which  will  be  of  value  to  me,  oi'  if  you  can  refer  me  to  somo 
one  who  can  further  inform  me." 

September,  1011. 

Some  correspondence  occurred  with  Miss  Hannah  C.  Anderson 
of  Lambert ville,  in  relation  to  the  genealogy  of  the  Anderson 
family,  upon  whieli  the  Secretaiy  has  been  engaged  for  several 
years. 

Piofessor  A'.  Lansing  Collins,  of  Princeton  University,  wrote: 
''1  am  pegging  away  at  my  Scotsman  (John  Witherspoon)  and 
managed  to  com])lete  a  first  draft  this  summer  of  nine  chapters.  Tlie

Dv.  J.  H.  iMurray,  of  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  wrote  : 

There  is  a  Village  called  ''Headquarters"  between  Stockton, 
N.  J.,  and  Kingos,  N.  J.  The  residents  there  claim  that  Washington 
during  the  Kevohitionary  war,  made  his  headquarters  tliere  from 
which  the  A'illage  derives  its  name.  I  would  like  very  mucli  to 
veiify  this  if  possible  and  would  be  pleased  to  have  you  send  me 
any  book  that  would  enlighten  me  on  the  subject.  I  would  also  like 
very  much  to  have  the  Itinerary  of  General  AVasliington  wliile  in 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  daring  the  Revolution. 

He  was  referred  to  Baker's  Itinerary  of  Washington,  1776 
-1783. 
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Edward  B.  Sterling',  oJ"  Trenton,  j^ave  the  rollowini;  ai3C0unt 
of  a  tragical  aft'aii"  at  Bound  Brook,  Somerset  county,  in  the  eigh- 
teenth centur}'  :  "Sarauel  McDonald,  illegitimate  f;on  of  ex-Sheriff 
McDonald  was  executed  Friday,  Feb.  24,  178G,  for  the  murder  of 
John  Connet,  Innkeeper,  of  Bound  Brook,  Someiset  County.  N.  J.^ 
who  had  gone  to  the  rescue  of  the  legitimate  son  of  the  ex-sheriff 
and  in  trying  to  save  this  son's  life  from  the  fury  of  the  illegitimate 
son,  he  was  himself  most  Li-utally  murdered  ])y  tlie  said  Samuel- 
McDonald.  See  N.  J.  Gazette,  Feb.  20,  1780,  Monday,  l^enton,  Feb. 
20.  Trial  on  Wednesday  last,  and  sentenced  to  be  hung  24th  inst. 

Samuel 
McDonald  was  executed  on  Friday  the  24tli  ult.  ])ursuant  to  his 
sentence  for  the  murder  of  John  Connet."  Through  the  kindness- 
of  Dr.  Cajlos  E.  Godfrey  now  of  Washington,  D.  C,  he  has  furn- 
ished me  with  the  facts  as  given  in  ''The  Penn  Gazette,  Phil. 
Wednesday,  Feb.  15,  1780.  Xo.  2907,  3d  page,  1st  column.'  Eliz- 
abeth-Town, January  25,  also  Freeman's  Journal  and  two  or  three 
other  Phil.  pa]jers,  but  these  papers  contain  no  a'c  of  the  trial  or 
execution  of  McDonald.  The  paper  referred  to  gives  the  facts  of 
what  biought  on  the  murder  of  John  Connet.  He  lost  his  life  in 
tiying  to  save  tlic  life  of  one  in  whom  he  had  no  personal  interest 
other  than  to  prevent  bloodshed."

Our  library  is  i.'io\vin<i-  like  must  other  institutions  in  Newark 
iind  like  the  city  itself.  If,  in  some  respects,  we  have  not  gained  so 
jjuudi  as  in  former  years,  in  other  respects  our  gains  have  been 
giesxtov. 

The  total  number  of  visitors  for  the  year  is  2750,  the  majority 
of  whom  were  readers.  To  the  number  of  those  who  asked  for 
infoiination  in  peison  may  be  added  the  hundreds  of  correspon- 
,<lents  to  whose  inquiries  leplies  have  been  sent. 

We  received  during  the  year  :  By  donation,  085  volumes,  193-1 
pami)hlets  and  284  miscellaneous;  by  exchange,  58  volumes  and  31(5 
pamphlets;  and  by  i>urchase,  57  volumes.  These  make  a  total  of 
800  volumes,  2250  pamphlets,  and  284  miscellaneous;  or,  a  grand 
total  of  3334  items.  The  number  of  indi\iduals  from  whom  dona- 
tions have  been  received  is  one  hundred  and  ten.  The  number  of 
societies  und  institutions  with  which  we  have  exchanged  publica- 
tions is  about  the  same  as  that  for  preceding  years. 

A  teleplione  was  put  in  last  December,  and  it  has  come  to  seem 
indisjHMisable.  A  vacuum  cleaner  and  a  typewriter  are  other 
conveniences  that  have  been  added  during  the  year. 

About  seven  hundred  volumes  have  })een  catalogued  recently 
an«l  se^•eral  hundreds  of  volumes  remain  to  be  catalogued  as  well 
as  hundreds  of  pamphlets  and  some  jiortraits,  manuscripts  and 
miscelloiiQous  articles. 

Two  stacks,  containing  about  two  liundred  feet  of  shelving, 
have  been  ]nit  up  in  tlu^  storeroom  for  the  accommodation  of  dupli- 
<'ates  and  other  material  that  it  is  not  considered  desirable  to 
catalogue  at  the  present  time. 

Estimates  have  been  received  on  the  construction  of  a  fireproof 
vault,  whicli  we  gieatly  need,  while  we  are  waiting  for  the  time 
to  come  when  we  can  put  up  a  strictly  fireproof  building.  In  addi- 
iion  to  [>roviding  safety   for  the  treasures  already  in  our  keeping, 
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it  would   doubtless   bring-  many  other  treasures   to   us.     Tt    would 
also  give  moie  room  for  exliibition  eases  and  for  books. 

The  interest  that  has  been  taken  by  many  niembeis  of  the 
Society  in  its  woik  lias  been  truly  gratifying:  to  us.  and  we  have 
been  encouraged  to  believe  that  this  institution  will  be  increasing- 
ly interesting  and  useful  in  the  future.  AVhen  we  considei-  how 
much  of  our  local  history  that  is  now  a  matter  of  common  knowl- 
edge, is  so,  because  of  the  work  of  mem])ers  of  this  Society,  we 
must  believe  that  tlic  Society  will  keep  on  growing  with  the  growth 
of  our  poi)ulation.

On  behalf  of  my  sister  Mrs.  Charles  C  liouimann  (born  Alice 
l\Uerson  Bogus)  of  Perth  Amboy,  X.  d.,  and  my  biotlier  William 
Taterson  Hoggs  of  New  York  City,  and  myself,  the  heirs  of  the  late 
John  Lawjence  Boggs,  of  Perth  Amboy,  1  take  pleasure  in  piesent- 
i!ig  to  the  New  Jersey  Ilistoncal  Society  a  court  suit  which  was  the 
projierty  of  the  Hon.  Robert  Hunter  Morris,  Aviio  you  will  recall 
Avas  riiief  Justice  of  New  Jersey  fiom  1738  to  1758.  He  was  also 
Lieut.  Governor  of  Pennsyhania  under  the  Proprietoiy  go\ernment 
from  October  1754  to  August  175C.  This  suit  was  made  for  Gover- 
noi-  Morris  when  he  was  in  London  in  1752.  The  original  bill  for 
this  and  othjpr  suits  is  in  my  possession  and  will  ))e  presented  to  the 
Society  late)-.  When  Governor  Morris  was  in  attendance  at  the 
Court  of  St.  James  lie  wore  this  suit,  and  it  pi'obably  adorned  his 
]H'i-son  when  he  was  incsent  at  the  Privy  Council  lield  June  21.  1754. 
With  the  suit  is  jtresented  a  inemorandum'' in  Gov.  ^lonis"  liand- 
wiiting,  which  is  an  interesting  record  of  his  appearance  before 
the  King  when  he  was  sworn  in  as  Lieutenant  Governor  of  Penn- 
sylvania.

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Parish  of  Pennington. 


(From   History   of   the  County  Palatinate  and  Duchy  of  I.aiicaster,  by  Edward ' 
Hainer,,  London,  1836;  Vol.  IV.,  page  669.) 

The  Parish  of  Pennington  is  bounded  on  the  south  and 
southwest  by  Dalton  and  Urswiek  Parishes;  on  the  northwest 
by  Kirkby  Ireleth;  and  ov  the  north  and  northeast  by  Ul- 
verston.  The  h^ngth  is  from  three  to  four  mik\s  from  north- 
north-west  to  southeast,  and  tlie  breadth  from  a  mile  and  a 
lialf  to  two  miles,  making  an  area  of  about  -1160  statute  acres. - 
Pennington  is  the  smsllest  parish  in  the  county,  and  contains- 
fewer  streams  than  any  Parish  in  North  Lonsdale.  The  wa- 
ters are  small  rills,  which  are  for  the  most  part  nameless.  Le^y 
l-5eck  flows  to  Ulverston,  where  it  becomes  Dragley  Beck,  and 
falls  into  the  estuary  of  the  Ijeven  at  Saltcoates,  in  Ulverston. 
The  Domesday  Pennigetun,  with  two  carueates  in  the  Saxon 
Manor  of  Ilovgvn,  is  a  manner  co-extensive  with  the  parish. 
This  survey  does  not  mention  the  local  proju-ietor,  Gamol  de 
Peiuiington,  who,  as  appears  by  ancient  rolls  ami  registei-s,  was 
a  very  considerable  i)erson,  ])oth  before  and  at  the  (.'on<iuest. . 
From  him  deseended  Sir  John  de  Pennington,  who  commanded  ' 
the  left  wing  of  the  army  in  an  expedition  in  Scotland  under  ■ 
the  Earl  of  Xorl huml)erlaiul.  Sir  John  was  imieh  attached! 
tt>  Henry  VL,  and  gav(>  him  a  seci-et  asylum  at  Muneaster,  for- 
some  time,  when  in  his  flight  from  his  enemies.     In  return  the 
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King  presented  Sir  John  with  a  curiousl}-  wrought  glass  cuj), 
and  a  blessing  to  the  family,  so  long  as  they  should  preserve  ] 

it  unbroken,  which  the  superstition  of  the  times  imagined  to 
carry  good  fortune,  and  called  it  the  "Luck  of  Muncaster. "  '' 
The  family  still  retain  the  glass,  as  a  testimony  of  that  Prince's 
good  will  to  them.  Of  the  residence  of  the  early  Lords  of 
Pennington,  the  remains  are  yet  conspicuous  in  the  foundation 
of  a  square  building,  still  called  "The  Castle,"  on  the  verge 
of  a  precipitous  liill,  at  the  foot  of  which  a  brook  runs  with 
great  rapidity.  The  area  of  the  Castle  yard  appears  to  have 
been  of  only  small  dimensions ;  the  south  and  east  sides  have 
been  defended  by  a  ditch  about  ten  yards  wide,  and  by  a 
valJum,  which,  on  the  east  side,  is  still  four  or  five  yards  in 
lieight,  and  at  the  base  is  seven  or  eight  yards  in  thickness. 
The  west  and  northwest  sides  have  been  defended  by  pre- 
cipices. 

The  grandson  of  Sir  John  Pennington  distinguished  him- 
self at  the  battle  of  Flodden,  and  was  ancestor  of  Sir  William 
Pennington,  -vvho  was  created  a  Baronet  the  21st  June,  1676. 
He  married  Isabel,  eldest  daughter  of  John  Stapleton,  Esq., 
and,  dying  in  1730,  was  succeeded  by  his  son  Sir  Joseph,  M.  P. 
for  Cumberland,  who  married  Margaret,  daughter  of  John 
Viscount  Lonsdale.  Sir  John  Pennington,  the  fifth  Baronet  of 
this  family,  was  ci-eated  a  Peer  of  Ireland  21st  October,  1783, 
by  the  title  of  Baron  Muncaster,  wdth  remainder  to  his  brother, 
Lowther  Pennington,  Esq.,  a  General  in  the  Army,  and  Colonel 
of  tlie  Vetern  Battalions,  by  whom  he  was  succeeded. 

Some  feudal  customs,  obsolete  in  most  places,  are  still 
observed  in  the  IManor  of  Pennington  :  —  a  tenant  on 
admission  pays  a  fine  of  sixteen  years'  quit-rent,  on  the  death 
of,  the  lord;  and  upon  every  change  of  lord  by  descent,  the 
tenant  pays  a  further  fine  of  six  years'  quit-rent,  and  a  run- 
ning fine,  town-term,  or  gressom,  is  payable  every  seventh 
year;  the  heir,  where  there  is  a 'widow,  pays  a  heriot ;  ever> 
tenant  must  plant  two  trees  of  the  same  kind  for  every  one

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that  he  fells;  and  formerly  every  tenant  was  obliged  to  carry 
a  horseload  once  a  year  to  Muncaster,  and  half  a  horse-load 
to  Lancaster.  The  customs  of  this  :Aranor  were  established  by 
a  decree  in  Chancery,  March  20,   ]654,  in  pursuance  of  an  ' 

agreement  between  Joseph  Pennington,   of  Muncaster,   esq^  | 

Lord  of  the  Manor,  and  the  tenants.     A  court-baron  is  held  1 

occasionally,    when    required    by    circumstances,    and    conse-  I 

quently  at  no  defined  period.  \ 

The  church  of  Pennington  is  of  high  antiquity,  having 
been  bestowed  by  Oamel  de  Pennington  on  the  priors  of 
(Jonishead  ;  but  about  the  year  1200  a  controvei-sy  arose  be- 
tween the  prioi's  and  the  abbot  of  Purness,  respecting  the 
churches  of  Pennyngton  and  Olverslon,  to  which  the  latter  laid 
claim.  This  dispute  was  heard  and  determined  by  a  sort  of 
ecclesiastical  commission,  and  amongst  the  commissioners  was 
Gilbert   Fitz-Reinfi-ed,    as   Lord   of    Olverston.      The   award  | 

was  in  favor  of  the  convent  of  Furness,  which  claimed  it  as  a  \ 

chapel ;  and  in  1230,  the  arch-bishop  of  York  confirmed  to  this  ! 

house  nine  marks  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  canons  of  • 

Conishead,  who  were  to  remain  in  peaceable  and  perpetual  | 

possession  of  the  churches  of  Ulverston  and  Penyngton.     In  j 

1290-91,    a    (luo-wananto    was    served    upon    the    abbot    of  i 

Furness,  rc(|uinng  his  right  to  have  Sheriff's  turn,  free  chase,  ■     ] 

and  other  privileges  in  Penygton ;  nnd  in  1318  there  was  a  | 

dispute  between  the  family  of  Pennington  and  tlie  jibbot  of  | 

Furness,    i-espec1ing    boon    services,    which    was    thus   finally  j 

decided  :  "That  the  .Manor  of  Pennington  was  held  by  the  ] 

service  of  30s.,  and  of  finding  yeai-ly,  for  one  day  in  ^lutume,  | 

a  man  and  woman,  sufficient  to  mow  at  the  grange  of  Lindalc, 
for  exery  house  with   a  court -yard.   exce{)t    Sir    William   de  | 

Pennington's  capital  messuage,  the  convent  to  find  the  daily 
refreshment  of  each  mower  wliile  ei)i])loyed,  according  to 
ancient  custom;  <ind  Sir  William  granting,  that  all  the  tenants 
of  the  manor  who  had,  or  might  have  plough.s.  should  plough 
half  an  acre  of  the  abbot's  grange  at  Lindale." 

The  church,  dedicated  to  St.  .Miehael,  is  the  only  plaee  of 
wor.ship  in  the  Parish,  and  is  an  edifice  of  modern  style,  devoifi 
of  oiiiament.     T!ie  ''old  church"  was  pcobably  the  i-em;iins  of 
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a-larger  structure.  The- present  edifice  wW  erected  in  1S2G, 
-by  subscription,  at  a  cost  of  about  £  550,  of  which  George  IV. 
fcontributed  £50.  The  outer  walls  have  a  coat  of  rough-cast; 
the  tower  is  deeply  castellated,  and  the  interior  is  well  fitted 
.up,  but  without  any  gallery. 

Pennington  occurs  in  the  valuation  of  pope  Nicholas,  and 
the  living  is  a  vicarage,  of  which  the  presentation  must  have 
been  vested  in  eitlier  the  monks  of  Furness  or  of  Conishead, 
but  according  to  tradition,  it  was  anciently  exercised  by  the 
inhabitants.  It  is  now  annexed  to  the  crown  as  an  appurte- 
. nance  of  the  duchy  of  Lancaster;  and  in  the  ecclesiastical 
registry  of  Chester,  the  King  is  found  tO  have  presented  vicars 
irom  1572  to  the  present  time.  '

Sir 

(Circular)  The   situation    of   the   Army    with    respect    to 

supplies  is  beyond  desei'i})tion  alarming,  it  has  been  five  or  six 
WQ.cks  past  on  half  allowance,  and  we  have  not  three  days 
Bread  on  a  third  allowance  on  hand  nor  any  where  within 
reach.  When  this  is  exhausted  we  must  depend  on  the  pre- 
carious gleanings  of  the  neighboring  country.  Our  iMagazines 
are  absolutely  empty  everywhere  and  our  Commissaries  en- 
tirely destitute  of  money  or  credit  to  replenish  them.  We 
have  n(;ver  experienced  a  like  extremity  at  any  period  of  th« 
War.  We  have  often  felt  temporai-y  want  from  accidental 
delays  in  forw^arding  supplies,  but  we  always  had  something 
in  our  IVfagazines  and  the  means  of  procuring  more.  Neither 
one  nor  the  other  is  at  pi-esent  the  case.  This  representation 
is  the  result  of  a  minute  examination  of  our  resources.  Unless 
soj'ie  extraordinary  exertions  be  made  by  the  States  from 
which  we  draw  our  supjilies  there  is  every  appearance  that 
the  Army  will  infallibly  disband  in  a  fortnight.  I  think  it 
my  duty  to  lay  this  candid  view^  of  our  situation  before  your 
Excellency  and  to  interest  the  rigorous  interposition  of  the 
State  to  rescue  us  from  the  danger  of  an  event,  which  if  it  did 
not  prove  the  total  ruin  of  our  affairs,  would  at  least  give  them 
a  shock  from  which  they  would  not  easily  recover,  and  plunge 
us  into  a  train  of  new  and  still  more  perplexing  embarrass- 
ments than  any  wc  have  hitherto  felt.

^  .•'■' Candidates;  for  office  were  nominated' in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  the  Election  Law  jiassed  Decem- 
ber 24,  1779.'  Although  every  voter  was  entitled  to  noininate 
his  favorite  candidate  for  any  office,  and  the  county  clerks 
were  required  to  publish  lists  of  all  persons  so  nominated,  as  a 
matter  of  fact  the  election  returns,  even  from  that  early  date, 
show  that  practically  the  votes  were  confined  to  the  candidates 
of  the  two  principal  parties.  The  law  in  relation  to  nominat- 
ing candidates  remained  substantially  unchanged  until  1846.

The  earliest  pamplet  in  the  writer's  collection  of  New 
Jersey  political  pamphlets  bearing  on  this  subject,  is  one  giv- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  Peace  Convention,  held  at  Trenton, 
Sept.  15,  3812,  This  was  a  delegate  convention,  attended  by 
two  delegates  from  each  county  of  the  State,  with  one  excep- 
tion. That  convention  nominated  eight  electors  of  President 
and  Vice-President,  and  six  candidates  for  Congress  from  the 
State  at  large. 

A  similar  delegate  convention  was  held  in  the  Second 
Congressional  District  of  New  Jersey,  Dec.  1,  1812,  which 
nominated  two  persons  as  candidates  for  Congress  from  that 
district. 

On  July  4,  1814,  another  Peace  Convention  was  held  at 
Trenton,  attended  by  a  large  number  of  delegates,  represent- 
ing every  county  of  the  State,  and  candidates  were  again  nom- 
inated for  Congress.  It  appears,  nevertheless,  that  the  prac- 
tice of  nominating  candidates  by  delegate  conventions  did  not 
become  at  all  general  in  New  Jersey  prior  to  the  Presidential 
campaign  of  1828.  Nominations  were  usually  made  by  private 
caucuses.  I  have  among  my  papers  somewhere,  a  memoran- 
dum relating  to  the  first  nominating  convention  held  in  Pater- 
son,  which  I  think  was  about  1828.

'  '  ■  It  is  no  t-omnion  sorrow  'that  has  tefalleu  the  New  Jersey 
Historical  Society  in  the  death  of  its  venerable  and  venerated 
President,  Jonathan  "William  Koberts,  November'!,  1912.  He 
has  been  sa'thoronghiy  identified  with  the  progress  of  the 
Society,-  since  he  became  a  member,  Januarj^  15,  1885,  and  he 
has  become  so  personally  familiar  to  the'  members,  as  to  be 
looked  nxjon  niorc  as  a  friend  than  asone  o'f  our  officers.    He 
was  elected  oiie  of  the  Vice  President's  at  the  annual  meeting, 
in  January,  189C,  and  served  also  as  Chairman  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  for  that  year.    At  the  annual  meeting  May 
20-,  3897,  a  special  tribute  was  paid  him  by  the  Society  for  his 
exceedingly  efficient  service  in  that  position.     At  the  annual 
meeting  on  November  6,  1897,  he  was  appointed  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Library,  and  became  the  first  Patron  of 
the  Society  by  the  payment  of  one  thousand  dollars.    In  1897, 
he-was  again  chosen  one  of  the  Vice  Presidents,  and  was  again 
appointed  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  serving  as 
such  for  the  ycai-s' 1898— 9,  and  1899—00.    Upon  the  death  of 
General  William  S.  Stryker,  November  11,  1900,  Mr.  Roberts 
was  chosen  his  successor,  retaining  the  office  for  only  one  year, 
when  he  urged  the  election  of  the  late  Senator  John  F.  Dry  den 
to  be  the  heiid  of  the  Society.     In.  1901— 2,  he  served  as  a 
member  of  the  Finarice  Committee.  "In  1903,  Senator  Dryden 
having  declined  a  reelection,  Mr.  Roberts  was  persuaded  to  rc: 
sume  the  Presidency,  which  office  he  tliereafter  retained.  , 
The  Society  met  lor  the  first  time  in  its  present  home, 
Xlay  29,  1901,  tmder  the  auspices  of  the  Woman's  Branch,  on 
which  epochal' occasion  a  very  happy  "address  was  made  by 
Mr.  Roberts.  "As  President  of  the  Society  he  was  thoroughly. 
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business-like,  earnest  and  enthusiastic,  an  enthusiasm  whick 
he  communicated  with  great  success  to  others.  The  Societ7 
increased  in  its  membership  by  leaps  and  bounds,  with  a 
corresponding  progress  in  its  material  welfare.  Although  on 
account  of  his  physical  disability  he  has  not  been  able  to 
attend  the  meetings  for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  we  felt 
that  his  heart  was  always  with  us,  and  at  each  annual  meet- 
ing the  members  took  great  pleasure  in  directing  the  greetings 
of  the  Society  to  be  telegraplied  to  him  —  greetings  which  ht 
always  received  with  great  pleasure. 

He  was  noted  for  his  determination  to  have  the  business 
of  the  Society  conducted  in  tlie  most  efficient  way  in  everj 
respect.  It  was  largely  due  to  him  that  the  present  constitu- 
tion was  adopted,  in  1896,  that  the  Woman's  Branch  was 
organized,  and  a  systematic  canvass  inaugurated  for  ne\r 
members,  all  of  which  movements  resulted  in  a  larger  succe-s:* 
for  the  Society. 

He  was  an  enthusiastic  advocate  and  promoter  of  the 
steps  by  which  the  control  of  the  Newark  Library  Association 
property  was  acquired  for  this  Society. 

He  was  wont  to  remark  in  a  deprecatory  way,  that  he  was 
no  historian,  but  believed  in  prosecuting  historical  work  in  the 
manner  best  calculated  to  produce  permanent  results.  But 
Mr,  Roberts  was  tlie  very  personification  of  American  history 
himself.  Born  September  1,  1821,  in  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
of  a  line  of  New  England  ancestry  representing  the  best  tradi- 
tions of  our  country,  during  his  lifetime  he  witnessed  the 
development  of  the  United  States  in  a  marvelous  degree.  In 
his  quiet  way  he  took  an  active  part  in  this  evolution,  as  a 
merchant  in  the  dry-goods  Iiouse  of  Amos  R.  Eno,  which  he 
entered  when  only  twenty-four,  becoming  a  partner  two  yeart 
later,  passing  through  the  throes  of  the  Civil  "War,  when  the 
debts  due  the  firm  by  men  in  the  South,  amounting  to  hund- 
reds of  thousands  of  dollars,  were  repudiated  or  confiscated 
by  the  Confederate  government ;  retiring  in  1867,  on  account 
of  ill  health,  and  for  forty-five  years  thereafter  enjoying  a 
delightful  otium  cum  dignitate,  on  his  place  at  INIorris  Plains. 
There,  he  entered  into  the  local  activities  of  the  neighborhood^ 
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becoming  a  useful  member  and  ofQcer  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  at  Morristown,  and  taking  a  helping  part  in  every 
good  work  for  the  benefit  of  his  neighbors,  and  his  fellow 
beings  in  general.  None  who  have  enjoyed  his  hospitality 
there  can  ever  forget  the  picture  of  that  delightfully  situated 
home,  with  its  aspect  of  perfect  peace  and  quiet,  the  western 
hills  adorned  with  roseate  hues  at  tHc  setting  of  the  sun,  sug- 
gestive of  his  own  beautiful  declining  years,  crov/ned  with  the 
loving  regard  of  his  host  of  friends,  who  were  wont  to  visit 
that  charming  resort  to  gain  new  inspiration  for  life's  work, 
and  new  visions  of  the  peace  that  crowns  a  life  well  spent. 
It  was  a  benediction  to  see  him  these  last  years,  when,  disabled 
as  he  was,  but  with  a  mind  clear  and  unclouded,  he  spoke 
words  of  cheer  and  counsel  to  those  about  him,  inspiring  all 
with  his  own  inimitable  optimism. 

And  so,  ''diligent  in  business,  faithful  in  spirit,  serving 
the  Lord,"  he  kept  up  his  interest  in  life,  and  in  this  Society, 
to  the  last. 

Calmly  he  look'd  on  either  Life,  and  here 
Saw  nothing  to  regret,  or  there  to  fear; 
From  Nature's  temp 'rate  feast  rose  satisfy 'd, 
Thanked  Heaven  that  he  had  lived,  and  that  he  died.

1911,  were  read  and  approved. 

The  report  of  tl^e  Board  of  Trustees  was  read  by  the  Secretary 
and  was  approved  as  appended  to  these  minutes. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  William  C.  Morton,  was  read.  It 
was  approved.     See  ap])ended  report. 

For  th6  Building  and  Finance  Committee  a  report  was  made 
by  Charles  M.  Lum,  in  which  he  spoke  of  various  improvements 
during  the  past  year,  particularly  regarding  the  completion  of  the 
new  fireproof  vault  for  the-  special  preservation  of  valuable  books 
and   manuscripts. 

The  Report  of  tlie  Library  Committee  was  read  by  Hiram  E. 
Deats.     It  was  approved,  and  will  be  found  appended. 

The  Membership  Committee  reported  through  J,  Lawrence 
Boggs,  and  it  was  sliown  that  a  large  accession  to  the  membership 
had  been  secured.     The  report  is  appended  in  detail  as  approved. 

The  Report  of  the  Woman's  Branch  was  presented  by  its  Pres- 
ident, Miss  Mary  jMcKcen.    It  was  approved  as  appended. 

At  this  point  the  cliairraan  appointed  the  following  to  serve  as 
a  Nominating  Committee  to  present  during  the  meeting  names  of 
five  trustees  to  serve  three  years:  Cliarles  M.  Lum,  John  L,  Con- 
nett  and  J.  Lawrence  Kearney.

Report  of  the  Woman's  Branch  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical 
Society  from  October  1911  to  October  1912. 

The  several  Committees  of  the  Woman's  Bj'anch  of  the  Nevr 
Jersey  Historical  Society  herewith  present  their  annual  report. 

The  Museum  Committee  (Mrs.  Ogden,  chairman)  reports  the 
gift  of  a  rare  bowl  110  years  old,  presented  by  Mrs.  Elbert  Bald- 
win, and  used  as  part  of  a  teas.et  of  Mary  Crane. 

AVe  have  had  the  pleasure  of  receiving  a  portrait  of  General 
McClellan,  a  Governor  of  New  Jersej^;  this  portrait  being  given  by 
his  son  the  Ex-i\Iayor  of  New  York  City. 

We  have  also  had  the  promises  of  autographs  and  portraits  of 
Garret  A.  Hobart,  Vice  President  of  the  United  States;  Ex-Gover- 
nor Foster  M.  Voorhees,  and  Governor  Woodrow  Wilson. 

Tlie  rush  bottom  chairs  on  eitiier  side  of  the  fireplace  were 
presented  b}^  Mrs.  Ruth  Fairchild. 

^frs.  Theron  Y.  Sutphen  has  presented  a  very  beautiful  collec- 
tion of  veils,  laces,  belts,  etc.,  worn  bj'  her  mother,  grandmother, 
and  other  members  of  her  famih\  She  also  presented  some  relics 
from  Arctic  explorations,  and  a  33rd  degree  Masonic  sash. 

All  the  cases  in  the  Museum  have  been  re-arranged  and  re- 
lined,  thus  making  room  for  our  more  recent  possessions. 

To  a  special  committee  Avas  given  the  particular  supervision  of 
the  card  cataloguing  of  all  possessions  of  the  Woman's  Branch. 
This  work  Avas  done  bj'  an  expert,  so  we  now  have  a  full  index 
record  of  all  pictures,  curios,  manuscripts,  prints  and  miscellanea 
belonging  to  the  Woman's  Branch. 

Allow  me  personally  to  report  for  the  Hospitality  and  Enter- 
tainment Committees  by  saying  they  have  taken  tlieir  usual  good 
care  of  us  from  the  social  point  of  view. 
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We  have  added  this  year  to  our  membership  thirty-five,  while 
we  have  lost,  by  death  and  resignation,  twelve. 

The  Library  Committee  (Mrs.  Campbell,  chairman)  report  tho 
purchasing  of  two  files  of  early  newspapers,  The  Bridgeton  Observer 
and  Cumberland,  Cape  Mav,  and  Salem  Advertiser  for  the  years 
1826  —  1827.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 
To  tlie  Bbard  of  Tiustocs  of  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society  : 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  takes  pleasure  in  submittin:^ 
herewith  his  twenty-third  annual  report,  embracing  a  summary  of 
the  letters  leceived  and  answered  during  the  year  past. 

October,  1911. 
Mrs.  Francis  A.  Westfervelt,  of  Hackcnsack,  wrote  that  she  had 
spent  a  month  in  Sussex  county,  and  while  there  copied  over  three 
hundred  tombstone  inscrijitions  in  Sussex,  Fairview  and  Old  Free 
Cemetery;  the  Pappakatin,  "Old  Slausen",  now  called  Wantage 
Cemetciy;  Wantage  M.  E.  Church  cemetery  (1911),  and  Clov^ 
Presbyterian  Cemetery  on  the  Clove  Road.  She  had  also  copied 
two  hundred  and  twenty-six  tombstone  inscriptions  of  the  Old 
North  Ciuircli,  at  Dumont,  formerly  Sehraalenburg.  She  had  also 
a  copy  of  the  tombstone  inscriptions  made  some  years  ago  in  an  old 
deserted  cemetery  on  Hudson  Street,  Hackensack;  there  are  only 
six  tombstones  now  left  there.  She  iiad  commenced  on  the  old 
Church  Yard  on  the  Green  at  Hackensack.  Siie  also  enclosed  slips' 
fiom  the  Wantage  Recorder,  at  Sussex,  in  which  j\Ir.  Stiekney,  the 
editoi-,  gave  some  interesting  particulars  of  the  Old  Mine  Road, 
said  to  be  the  tirst  road  lOi  miles  long  built  in  America,  built  from 
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Esopus  (Rondout,  N.  Y.)  to  the  Pahaquarry  Copper  mines  in  New 
Jersey.  .  ... 

Letters  were  received  from  Professor  Edgar  A,  Emens,  of 
Syracuse,  New  York,  and  from  Miss  Ella  Doremus  of  Merrifield, 
N.  Y.,  descendants  of  Cornelius  Doremus  of  Acquackanonk,  rela- 
tive to  the  Revolutionary  service  of  their  ancestors. 

Correspondence  Avas  had  also  with  i]dwin  A.  Ely,  of  New 
York,  concerning  his  loan  of  his  invaluable  file  of  the  New  Jersey 
Journal  for  the  purpose  of  historical  research. 

J.  C.  Pumpelly,  of  New  York,  wrote  asking'  for  suggestions 
regarding  New  Jersey  books  that  ought  to  find  a  place  in  the 
Summit  Free  Public  Librarj'^,  and  he  was  furnished  with  a  list  of 
such  books. 

From  Mr.  Pumpelly  were  received  newspaper  slips  contain- 
ing several  of  his  historic  papers,  on  ''Old  Springfield  as  a  Revo- 
lutionar}-  Ground,''  ''The  Old  Ford  Mansion,"  etc. 

E.  Wykes,  of  Pomona,  California,  wrote  intimating  that  he  had 
a  number  of  articles  and  papers  oC  historic  interest  which  he  would 
like  the  New  Jersey  Historical  Society  to  accept.  He  was  answered 
that  the  Society  would  be  Aery  glad  to  I'cceive  such  contributions. 
Some  correspondence  was  had  with  F.  T.  Shays,  of  East  Or- 
ange, relative  to  a  map  of  Elizabethtown  Point. 

Some  correspondence  was  also  had  with  E.  Robert  Stack- 
house,  of  Moorestown,  Burlington  County,  relative  to  an  exhibition 
of  historical  objects,  pertaining  more  particularly  to  Burlington 
County,  prior  to  1850,  to  be  given  by  the  Historical  Society  of  that 
County  at  the  Town  Hall  at  ^foorestown,  Friday,  November  24, 
1911,  from  three  until  ten  P.  M. 

The  attention  of  the  New  York  Histoiieal  Society  was  called 
to  the  statement  in  its  Collections  of  1902,  added  to  the  abstract  of 
will  of  Anthony  BrockhoUs.  to  the  effect  that  the  will  was  entirely 
unknown.  Said  Society  was  informed  that  this  Avill  was  recorded 
in  Liber  A  of  Wills  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  at  Tren- 
ton, page  2G4,  and  that  an  abstract  of  the  same  was  given  in  the 
New  Jersey  Archives,  Volume  XXIII.,  page  61,  published  in  1901. 
William  M.  Clevengcr,.of  Atlantic  City,  wrote  asking  whether 
the  Secretary  had  ever  found  an  instance  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
New  Jeise.y  exercising  equitable  jurisdiction,  such  as  was  possessed 
by  the  court  of  exchequer  in  England.  The  ordinance  of  1751  gives 
the  Supreme  Court  jurisdiction  in  law  and  in  equity,  and  he  was 
endeavoring  to  ascertain  if  there  Avas  ever  any  equitable  case 
prosecuted  in  the  Court.  lie  Avas  infoiTued  that  the  Secretary 
could  not  recollect  any  case  in  equity  ever  prosecuted  in  the  Su- 
preme Court  of  X'eAv  Jersey.  It  Avas  suggested  that  an  examina- 
tion of  the  records  of  the  Supreme  Court  Avas  a  diriy  and  rather 
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iinsatisfat'toiy  joh.  He  wished  the  papers  which  Mr.  Benjamin  F. 
l^ee  so  industriously  sorted  out  many  years  ago,  when  clerk  of  that- 
Court,  could  be  arranged  and  mounted  in  volumes,  and  indexed.  Mr.. 
Clevenger  suggested  that  the  ancient  court  rolls  should  be  treated,, 
bound  and  ind(?xed  as  are  the  wills  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  of- 
fice, which  suggestion  the  Secretary  cordiall}'  approved.

iiy  had  sent  to  the  Society  a  complete  set  of  tlie  Queen  's  Quarterly,.  | 

to  date,  and  an  almost  complete  set  of  the  publications  of  the 
Ontario  Archives  Department,  for  which  he  was  returned  the 
thanks  of  the  Society. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  with  Dr.  James  J.  Jameson, 
Editor  of  the  American  Historical  Review,  regarding  Edward  Jacob 
Fisher's  ''New  Jersey  as  a  Koyal  Province,''  in  which  coiTespon- 
dence  references  were  made  to  some  of  the  origins  of  the  land 
troubles  in  New  Jersey  in  tlie  17th  century,  and  early  in  the  18th 
century. 

From  Miss  Juliet  Scudder  Ryall  was  received  a  formally 
executed  deed  of  gift,  dated  December  26,  1911,  to  the  Society,  of 
two  portraits  of  her  grandfather,  Daniel  Bailey  Ryall,  one  in  oil 
and  one  in  pastel,  and  one  portrait  in  oil  of  her  father,  Philip 
Johnston  Ryall;  also  a  deed  of  gift,  dated  May  3,  1912,  to  the 
Society,  of  an  unframed  miniature,  painted  in  Florence.  Italy,  of 
her  maternal  grandfather,  Arthur  VanderVeer  Conover  (Van  Kou- 
wenhoven),  M.  D. :  also  a  miniature  (in  red  morocco  case)  of  her 
paternal  grandfather,  Hon.  Daniel  Bailey  Ryall.  Also  similar 
miniature  (in  red  morocco  case)  of  his  wife,  her  grandmother, 
Juliet  Philips  Scudder  Ryall?  also  a  portrait  in  pastel  of  her  great 
grandmother,  Maria  Scudder;  also  the  family  bible  of  the  Ryall 
family:  These  miniatures  and  portraits  were  exhibited  at  the  May 
meeting  of  the  Society,  where  they  attracted  great  attention  and 
universal  admiration,  both  for  their  beauty  and  the  personal  and 
historic  associntions  surrounding  the  su])jects  of  such  miniatures. 

Considerable  unsuccessful  efforts  have  been  made  to  ascertain 
the  precise  date  of  birtli  or  baptism  of  Isaac  W.  Scudder,  former 
Member  of  Congress  from  Hudson  County,  N.  J. 

The  venerable,  but  exceedingly  youthful,  J.  A.  Atuleison.  of 
Lambert ville,  sent  to  the  Society  some  newspaper  cuttings,  includ- 
ing a  paper  by  him  on  ''Navigation  on  the  Upper  Delaware,"  on 
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which  he  had  been  engaged  for  a  couple  of  years.  He  was  anxious 
to  get  furtlier  definite  information  as  to  tlie  use  of  the  Durham 
boat  on  the  extreme  upper  river;  also,  further  information  re- 
specting its  introduction  and  use  on  the  Susquehanna. 

He  also  wrote  :  ''John  Lambert,  who  held  several  offices  in 
this  State  and  was  for  several  years  a  member  of  the  United 
States  Senate,  v/as  a  connection  of  iny  wife's  family.  We  have 
letters  written  to  him  in  1815  by  a  J.  Lambert,  whom  we  are  un- 
able to  identify.  Tliis  person  writes  from  New  Orleans  on  Jan. 
1st,  1815,  stating  that  he  is  in  the  American  army  and  has  been 
in  several  actions  preceding  the  decisive  battle  on  Jan.  8th. 

"The  question  is  as  to  his  position  in  the  army,  whether 
othcer  or  private,  and  whether  tliere  are  lists  of  the  men  from  New  ] 

Jersey,  who  were  in  Jackson's  army,  from  which  we  might  possi-  i 

bly  get  some  information  that  would  lead  to  identification.     Even  j 

his  first  name  would  be  of  some  help."    Mr.  Anderson  was  assured  J 

that  the  Society  would  be  glad  to  receive  a  copy  of  his  paper  when  ] 

ultimately  printed  in  pamphlet  form  with  his  admirable  drawings. 

Considerable  correspondence  Avas  had  with  A.  V.  D.  Honey- 
man,  in  regard  to  documents  and  papers  and  data  relating  to 
Governor  William  Patorson,  which  have  since  been  embraced  in

Professor  Allan  Marquand,  of  Princeton  University,  1 

wrote  :  1 

We  have  in  the  Princeton  Art  Afuseum  a  very  similar  portrait  ^ 

of  Aaron  Purr  by  Gilbeit  Stuart,  whicii  we  htive  had  cleaned  so  i 

that  it  now  looks  better  tlian  the  Newark  portrait.  4 

It  came  to  us  through  a  lineal  descendant  of  Aaron  Burr,  and  s 

is  illustrated  in  one  or  more  l)ooks  on  Burr.     T  believe  that  Dr.  1 

John  E.  Stillwell,  9  East  40th  street,  N.  Y.  C,  is  an  authority  on  \ 

Burr  portraits,  and  would  be  able  to  solve  the  Burr  problem'. 

We  have  (luestioncd  rather  the  attribution  to  Gilbert  Stuart, 
and  are  awaiting  an  expert  examination.  Perhaps  Charles  Henry 
Hart,  Chester,  Pa.,  is  the  man  to  settle  that  question. 

Dr.  Jolin  E.  Stillwell,  of  New  York,  wrote  as  follows  : 

I  have  a  photograph  of  your  portrait  of  Col.  Burr,  taken  many 
years  ago  at  the  Society's  rooms.  I  would  be  reluctant,  without 
seeing  it  again,  to  say  positively  it  was  by  the  hand  of  Stuart.  My 
conviction,  however,  is,  that  it  is  by  liis  brush,  for  it  was  found 
with  the  other  family   (Burr-Edwards)   portraits  in  the  possession 
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of  the  Borowson  family,  and  not  Keaser,  as  lias  been  set  forth  ia 
the  N.  J.  Society's  printed  records.  This  substitution  of  name* 
was  probably  prompted  by  delicacy.  That  any  doubt  should  arise 
about  its  authenticity  is  only  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  Vander- 
lyn  made  a  copy  of  it.  I  saw  this  copy  many  years  ago^  in  th« 
possession  of  an  aeed  gentleman,  residing  then  in  East  34th  street, 
X.  Y.  City,  by  the  name  of  Henry  Burr,  and  who  was  a  most 
ardent  admirer  of  Col.  Burr,  and  who  had  several  of  his  personal 
belongings.  The  history  of  the  A'anderlyn  copy  was  briefly  that  it 
was  bought  at  an  auction  of  the  goods  of  Mr.  Burns,  and  that  he 
(Burns)  liad  got  it  from  Maj.  van  Gaesbeck,  of  Kingston,  who  got 
it  from  his  fellow  townsman,  Vanderlyn.  Its  late  owner,  Mr.  Hen- 
ry Burr,  may  have  left  it  to  his  kinspeople,  but  of  this  I  have  no 
exact  knowledge.  He  was  a  man  of  large  wealth  and  great  senti- 
ment, and  certainly  would  not  sell  it.  Recently  I  had  a  letter 
from  a  gentleman  residing  in  Princeton  and  connected  with  the 
college,  wliich  I  would  gladly  have  answeied,  but  unluckily  it  dis- 
appeared ;  this,  too,  was  a  query  about  Burr  portraits.  I  will 
gladly  straighten  out  the  matter,  both  for  you  and  Princeton 
shortly,  and  will  bring  to  my  aid  the  services  of  George  Story,  the 
greatest,  and  I  may  say  the  sole  expert,  of  tlie  work  of  Gilbert, 
Stuart.  He  has  promised,  when  I  am  ready,  to  motor  over  to 
Newaik,  and  look  at  the  portrait.  It  may  interest  you  to  know 
that  a  new  life  of  Bun-  is  about  ready  to  go  to  the  press,  filled 
Vith  original  matter,  which  will  rehabilitate  Burr  largely  in  the 
general  estimation  of  every  one.  It  is  Avritten  by  Wandell,  and 
I  have  agreed  to  give  him  the  data  I  have  about  Burr  and  his 
portraits.  Of  these  latter  I  own  four  originals,  and  have  photo- 
graphs of  many  more;  and  it  was  my  good  fortune,  when  a  young 
Doctor,  to  be  the  physician  of  Burr's  last  law  partner,  Henry 
DusenberiT  Craft;  of  the  Tompkins  family,  one  of  whom  is  de- 
signated in  Burr's  will  as  the  caretaker  of  his  natural  daughter 
Frances,  who  married  Levi  P.  Leech,  and  it  was  also  my  good 
fortune  to  meet  Hipolyte  Burr,  a  grandson  of  Col.  Burr,  thro'  his 
illegitimate  son,  Aaron  Columbus  Burr;  and  lastly,  Ann  Stevens, 
the  authoress,  who  befriended  Mrs.  Webb,  the  lady  with  whom 
Burr  lived  during  his  declining  days.  They  all  supplied  mo  with 
information,  some  twenty-eight  years  ago.  which  I  promptly  wrote 
down.  It  now  serves  me  well  in  helping  others.  I  have  your 
Society's  best  interests  at  heart,  and  perhaps  some  day  they  may- 
hear  from  me  to  their  advantage. 

Charles  Henry  Hart,  one  of  the  best  authorities  living  oa 
American  portraits,  was  also  interested  in  the  subject;  and  so  was 
Albert  Rosenthal,  of  Philadelphia,  who  at  one  time  made  au 
etching  of  our  Burr  portrait. 
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J.  Beamish  Saul,  of  Montreal,  sent  to  the  Library  a  pamphlet 
of  his,  containing  an  '^Historical  Sketch  of  the  Lodge  of  Antiqui- 
ty," in  which  he  reviewed  the  earliest  history  of  Freemasonry  in 
Canada,  touching:  upon  sonic  episodes  of  the  history  of  the  same 
order  in  America. 

Gen.  Joseph  C.  Jackson,  138  East  34th  street.  New  York  City, 
presented  to  the  Society  a  photograph  of  Major  General  William 
B.  Franklin  and  his  StalT,  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac. 

A  discussion  was  liad  with  the  Hon.  R.  AYayne  Parker, 
Chaimcey  G.  Parker;  Professor  "vYilliam  La"\\son  Grant,  of  Kingston, 
Ontario,  Professor  Austin  Scott,  of  New  BrunsAvick,  and  others,  as 
to  S.  G.  Fisher's  theory  of  ''The  Evolution  of  the  Federal  Consti- 
tution," and  particulars  as  to  the  origin  of  the  Grants  and  Con- 
cessions made  by  Berkeley  and  Carteret  in  1664. 

As  a  result  of  much  correspondence,  Mr.  Abraham  Beekman 
Cox,  55  Liberty  street,  Xow  York,  kindly  loaned  to  the  Society  a 
file  of  the  New  Jersey  Journal  for  1780-82,  which  had  belonged  to 
his  ancestor,  Dr.  Abraham  Beekman,  of  Belleville,  and  had  been 
preserved  in  the  family  ever  since.  This  loan  was  made  that  the 
Society  miglit  have  an  oi)portunity  to  make  a  list  of  the  numbers 
and  extracts  from  tlic  cojnes  of  the  newspapers  therein  contained. 

The  following  extremely  interesting  letter,  containing  a  num- 
ber of  valuable  suggestions,  was  received  from  the  Hon.  R.  Wayne 
Parker  :  • 

I  refei-red  your  letter  as  to  the  Ship  Case  to  my  bro.  Chaimcey, 
who  I  think  gave  it  to  the  Society. 

As  to  the  government  of  1702,  it  had  to  be  liberal.  The  rows 
with  Andrus  and  the  Proprietors,  in  the  age  of  the  Revolution, 
and  the  Bill  of  Bights  and  the  desire  to  encourage  immigration  and 
quiet  diflu'ult  disputes  made  the  Englisli  Executive  very  willing 
to  grant  free  institutions. 

May  I  point  out  that  the  executive  who  liad  the  handling  of 
Colonial  tioubles,  Avas  always  forced  to  be  considerate,  so  that 
American  liberties  are  the  child  of  royal  chartei-s  and  proclama- 
tions, and  the  colonists'  complaints  are  of  the  execution  and  en- 
forcement of  acts  of  Parliament  passed  by  English  merchants;  the 
Stamp  Act,  the  Navigation  laws,  and  the  bills  of  credit  acts  are 
chief.  The  last  have  not  been  sufliciently  considered.  The  Revo- 
lution would  have  been  far  less  likely  if  William  had  reformed  the 
colonial  coinage,  instead  of  letting  them  have  a  difTerent  'procla- 
mation money,' 

T  mean  some  day  to  re-edit  my  "Taxes  and  Money"  address, 
which  has  been  often  reprinted  but  gives  no  authorities.

Samuel  Johnston  was  an  only  son  of  William  Johnston  of  Trenton, 
N.  J.,  and  boie  the  arms  of  the  Duke  of  Annandale.  How  can  I 
trace  William  Johnston's  ancestry  and  find  the  name  of  v.ife  ?" 
My  only  data  to  go  on  is  that  his  son,  Hon.  Sanfiiel  Johnston.  Avas 
maitied  in  1728.  It  is  a  veiy  grievous  trial  to  nie  that  1  cannot 
reach  a  libiary  and  work  in  earnest. 

Dr.  C.  D.  Van  Wagenen.  GIG  ]\Iadison  avenue.  Xew  York, 
wrote  gixing  considerable  information  about  the  Doremus.  Van 
Wagenen  and  ^'an  Buskirk   families,  and  asking  for  more. 

A  letter  was  received   from  Mrs.   Frederick   N.   Goddard,   33 
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East  oOtli  street.  New  York,  daughter  of  the  late  I'arke  Godwin,  of 
New  York,  asking-  for  information  about  her  ancestors,  particular- 
ly of  the  Revolutionary  period,  which  was  furnished  to  her. 

From  A.  J.  F.  Van  Laer,  of  the  State  Library,  New  York,  was 
received  in  response  to  a  request  for  the  same,  a  copy  of  the 
**List  of  the  Principal  Sets  of  ■Manusciipts  in  the  New  York  State 
Library,  prior  to  the  fire  of  March  29,  1911,  witli  approximate 
extent  of  salvage  from  each  set  —  June  14,  1911." 

E.  Salisbury  Jones,  Port  Chester,  New  York,  wrote  : 

It  would  not  surprise  me  in  the  least  to  learn  that  in  every 
Clerk's  Office  of  tlie  old  Counties  there  are  volumes  of  deeds,  &c., 
which  should  have  been  sent  to  Trenton  under  the  old  act  of  trans- 
fer. Some  time  since  1  sent  you  word  of  one  such  in  Salem ;  and  i 
last  summer  I  found  at  Freehold  (Monmouth  county)  a  full  series  \ 
of  deed  volumes,  from  the  earliest  time  forward.  No  transfer  of 
deed  volumes  from  this  o!nce  seems  to  liave  been  eft'eeted.  I  have 
examined  the  first  four  volumes  of  the  series  (A-D)  for  certain 
items,  and  have  otheis  extending  into  Vol.  K,  the  dates  running 
from  1065  to  179H.  In  volumes  B  and  C  I  found  eleven  marriage 
records  (besides  four  in  the  first  volume  of  Court  records) ;  and  in 
Vol.  A,  discovered  a  v/ill,  no  mention  of  which  appears  in  Archives 
2;{,  or  anything  lelating  to  the  man's  estate.  All  the  marriages 
mentioned  were  by  J.  P. 's,  and  foui-  of  the  entries  show  from  5  to 
8  witnesses.  The  dates  were  1684,  '91,  '92,  '94,  '95  and  '96,  two 
being  of  N.  Y.  parties.  The  State  needs  scouring  for  old  mateiial 
of  record.

City,  wrote  that  he  was  very  much  interested  in  the  Van  Buskirk 
family  record,  as  far  as  published  in  the  Pioceedings  of  the  Society, 
and  would  like  to  have  more. 

Chauncey  H.  Burnet,  of  312  Lincoln  Road,  Brooklyn,  New 
Yoik,  wrote  to  a.«k  if  this  Society  liad  manuscrij^ts  of  Governor 
William  Burnet;  also  as  to  his  children.  In  a  letter  of  May  3L 
1912,  he  was  given  a  list  of  the  children  of  Governor  Burnet,  as 
mentioned  by  him  in  his  will  of  December  26,  1777  : 

1.  Gilbert,  lie  was  sent  home  to  England  shortly  after  the 
Governor's  death.  He  left  a  will,  proved  June  21,  1762.  bequeath- 
ing all  his  leal  estate  to  his  "son  Thomas  Burnet,  now  Apprentice 
to  Mr.  ,  of  ,  Apothecary."

Secretarv's  lecoHcction  was  that  this  Thouuis  Burnet  left  no  law- 
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/ul  issue,  and  that  the  line  of  Gilbert  Burnet  was  extinguished  at 
the  death  of  Thomas^  his  son.) 

2.  William.  Married  a  lady  from  Virginia,  and  the  Secretary 
tliouglit  he  died  Avithout  issue;  on  June  23,  1738.  he  being  then 
aged  about  16  years,  chose  his  brother-in-law,  of  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts, to  be  his  guardian. 

3.  Mai-y,  m.  William  Brown,  of  Salera,  Massachusetts,  and 
with  her  husband,  subsequently  removed  to  "Mrginia,  where  she 
left  issue. 

4.  Thomas,  probably  died  under  age,  and  unmarried. 
Governor  I'>urnet  was,  so  far  as  known,  not  related  in  any  way 

to  the  very  important  Burnet  family  of  Newai'k,  who  were  doubtless 
here  more  tlian  fifty  years  before  he  came  to  America. 

June,  1912. 

(-alvin  N.  Kendall,  State  Commissionei-  of  Education,  stated 
that  he  was  interested,  in  conjunction  with  Dr.  Reuben  E. 
Thwaites.  of  Madison,  Wisconsin,  in  the  jiublication  of  a  History 
of  the  United  States,  which  they  had  prepared  lai'gely  for  use  in 
the  Public  Scliools  of  the  country.  Tnasmucli  as  the  publishers 
informed  him  that  the  book  would  doubtless  be  sold  in  New  Jersey 
as  well  as  elsewhere,  and  it  was  not  lawful  for  liim  wliile  holding 
a  public  otTice  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  State 
to  receive  any  profit  arising  from  the  sale  of  such  a  book  in  the 
public  schools  of  the  State,  he  offered  to  assign  to  this  Society  all 
his  interest  in  such  royalties.  The  offer  was  accepted  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  Society  were 
extended  to  him  for  tliis  expression  of  his  interest  in  its  welfare. 

Peter  Nelson.  AssistaTit  Aicliivist,  New  York  State  Library, 
sent  a  list  of  the  volumes  of  the  New  York  State  Colonial  Manu- 
scripts in  that  Library,  with  annotations  showing  how  the  various 
volumes  came  through  the  fire. 

Professor  Charles  M.  Andrews,  of  the  Department  of  History, 
Yale  University,  wrote  that  he  did  not  know  of  ''the  existence  of 
Rosters  of  American  legiments  (in  Colonial  times)  except  such  as 
may,  more  or  less,  accidentally  be  found  among  the  enclosures  in 
the  War  office  correspondence.  Theie  is,  to  ray  knowledge,  no  col- 
lection of  such  losters  anywhere,  certainly  not  at  Whitehall,  where- 
no  material  relating  to  Colonial  history  is  to  be  found.  Such  lists 
as  exist  will  pro])ably  be  fouiul  among  the  papers  in  the  Military 
Correspondence  in  C.  0.  5,  for  which  see  my  Guide,  to  be  issued  this 
summer,  or  in  W.  O.  1,  a  series  beginning  with  175(5.  The  volume^ 
of  the  Guide  describing  this  material  will  not  be  out  for  another 
year,  but  you  could  find  clues  to  the  material  in  the  Public  Record 
bmce  List's.    1.  Colonial  Office  l^^^ers.  1011 ;  2.   War  Oftice  Records, 
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1908.    To  discover  uiaterial  of  this  kind  would  require  considerable 

•  search,  and  e\eii  then  I  aui  far  from  sure  that  you  would  find  what 
you  want." 

Robert  E.  Leber,  90  AVest  street,  New  York,  residing-  at  Blau- 
vVelt,  Rockland  county,  desired  the  meaning-  of  the  name  of  ''Ora- 
-tamin,"  one  of  the  most  prominent  TIackensack  Indian  chiefs. 

Considerable  correspondence  was  had  with  Professor  V,  Lan- 
sing Collins,  of  Piinceton,  and  A.  \.  D.  Iloneyman,  of  Plainfield, 
-concerning  Robert  Troup,  a  fellow  student  of  Governor  AYilliam 
.Patcison,  of  New  Jersey. 

E.  Salisbury  Jones,  wrote  from  J^ort  Chester,  New  York,  urg- 
fing  a  continuation  of  Yolume  XXL,  of  Abstracts  of  the  old  deeds 
in  the  New  Jersey  Ai-chives.  also  suggesting  that  a  certified  copy 
(made  by  an  expert  leader)  be  obtained  of  the  East  Jersey  Deeds, 
Tol.  2,  which  has  never  been  removed  from  the  Ofllce  of  the 
Surveyor  General  of  East  Jersey,  being  retained  there  (he  under- 
-stood)  upon  the  plea  tliat  it  is  one  of  the  ''Proprietors'  Records." 
.AH  the  others  of  the  set  are  in  Trenton,  and  this  \o\.  2,  or  a 
t  certified  copy  thereof,  sliould  be  there  also.

Mrs.  O.  AY.  Haywood,  of  San  T^eondio.  California,  wrote  that  \ 

she  was  much  interested  in  the  Doremus  Genealogy,  and  desired  ' 
paYticulais  of  the  marriage  of  David  Doremus  to  Lea  Provo  (Leah 
De  Bievort),  marriage  license  February  2(3.  1729.     She  was  given 
\Some  particulais  desiieil. 

Miss  Ophelia  ]\ruir,  who  was  stoppng  early  in  June  at  Galeu 
'Hall,  Athintic  City,  wrote  tliat  she  was  greatly  interested  in  the 
Yan  Buskiik  Genealogy,  so  far  as  publislied  in  the  Proceedings  of 
tliis  Society  in  Yols.  ill..  1\'.  and  V.  Slie  was  interested,  also,  in 
two  of  the  \i\n  Buskir!<s.  najned  LaAvrence  and  Cornelius,  boin  at 
New  York  about  177(),  the  latter  of  whom  went  to  Louisville.. Ken- 
tucky, and  married  theie  Sarah  Nelson.  She  also  enclosed  some 
newspaper  extiacts  relative  to  Conover  ])ortiaits  in  wax.  which  had 
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beeouie  hard  as  inaible.  These  Conovers  were  presumably  of  Mon- 
mouth County. 

Miss  J.  K.  Blooiu field,  of  Oswego,  New  York,  wrote  that  sha 
was  still  interested  in  the  biography  of  her  ancestor,  Governor 
Joseph  Bloomfield,  and  I'.uped  A^■c  Avould  soon  publish  an  adequate 
sketch  oC  him. 

Mrs.  Maui'ice  I^looro.  of  Lynchburg",  Virginia,  wrote  further 
about  the  deCamp  Genealogy.  ''  She  desired  to  find  the  name  of  the 
wife  of  Lambert  deCarap,  baptised  17  April,  1711,  Staten  Island; 
will  dated  4  October,  1784;  proved  l'/90,  in  which  he  speaks  of  him- 
self as  of  Elizabeth  Lojo,  Essex  County,  Kew  Jersey.  His  wife  was 
Mary  .     He  was  a  son  of  Henry  deCamp  and  Maria  do 

Lr.7navs.  Then  I  wish  the  name  and  ancestry  of  the  wife  of  Henry 
deCamp,  probably-  born  at  AYoodbridge,  N.  J.  and  later  removed  to 
Suceasunna  Plains,  vrhere  he  died.  He  was  a  son.  of  the  above 
Lambert  deCamp  (and  Maiy),  who  left  him  lands  in  Somerset 
County,  N.  J.  It  seems  to  me  that  no  one  ever  longed  for 
the  answer  to  a  query  as  I  long  for  this  information."  She  was 
given  some  data  on  the  subject. 

Miss  Elizabeth  C.  Hendry,  5041  Greene  St..  Germant own. Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  contributed  some  A'ery  interesting  information  regard- 
ing the  Anderson  family  of  Trenton. 

Edson  Salisbury  Jones,  of  Port  Chester,  New  York,  wrote  a 
long  and  very  interesting  letter  regarding  the  Van  Winkle  family, 
particulaiy  first  generations. 

The  Society  was  gi'eatly  pleased  to  receive  an  invitation  to 
participate  in  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  removal  of  the 
County  Seat  of  Bucks  County,  Philadelphia,  to  Doylesiown. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Kugler,  of  Clinton,  X.  J.,  wrote  that  his 
"History  of  Aniwell  Eirst  Church",  just  published,  contained  all 
known  about  John  Warford,  of  Amwell  Eirst  Church.  He  was 
assured  that  Mr.  Warfoi'd  does  not  belong  to  the  Warfords  of  New 
Jersey. 

James  A.  Kline,  of  Elemington,  wrote  transmitting  a  photo- 
graph of  the  former  residence  of  Cliarles  S.  Coxe.  son  of  Colonel 
Daniel  Coxe,  who  died  about  1730. 

In  answer  to  a  query,  ^VaUer  K.  Hudson,  ^^fayor  of  the  Borough 
of  Totowa,  X.  J.,  was  informed  tliat  the  name  ''Krumpkc  Falls," 
is  from  the  Dutch  ''krom'*  meaning  a  crook,  or  twist  or  turn,  and 
the  word  ''Kromkell''  means  a  gully,  probably  a  ditch  worn  by  a 
crooked  or  rapid  stream;  the  word  ''Falls"  is  evidently  from  the 
Dutcli  "vail",  meaning  a  })rook  or  creek.  So  the  words  "Krumpko 
Falls"  should  be  wjitten  "Kromkell  vail",  meaning  a  crooked  or 
twisted  river  running  between  very  steep  banks. 

Afrs.  B.  C.  Sarvey,  fi  Aspen  Pidge.  Elmira.  was  informed  that

it  was  impossible  ''that  John  Brcese  came  to  New  Jersey  in  1735, 
and  founded  the  town  of  Slirewsbury,  inasmucli  as  that  town  was 
so  known  as  early  as  1G76."  She  was  given  a  number  of  items  of 
early  marria,!^es  of  membeis  of  the  Breese  family. 

Rev.  Elias  Boudinot  Stockton.  167  North  Park  Way,  East 
Orange,  wrote  that,  he  had  been  thinking  for  some  time  that  it 
V70uld  be  a  splendid  idea  to  give  us  a  revised  edition  of  Congar's 
''Eiirly  Settlers  of  Newai'k,"  as  a  souvenir  of  the  250th  anniversary 
of  ihe  founding  of  the  city,  in  1916. 

July,  1912. 

Some  fuithci'  sketches  of  Early  Congressmen  from  New  Je?-sey 
were  furnished  to  the  Congressional  Committee  engaged  in  re- 
vising the  Congressional  Directory,  among  them  John  Cooper, 
who  was  active  in  the  Kevolution  and  chosen  bj'  the  Provincial 
Congress  on  February  14,  1776,  to  represent  New  Jersey  in  the 
Continental  Cougi'ess. 

Mrs.  F.  A.  Yv'cstervelt,  of  Ilackensack,  wrote  about  some  inter- 
esting discoveries  she  had  made  in  an  old  house  in  Bergen  County. 

William  Henry  Kent,  462  6th  St.,  Brooklyn,  Avrote  inquiring 
whether  the  date  uiven  in  the  Alistracts  of  Deeds  in  New  Jersey 
Archives.  Vol.  XXI..  is  tlio  date  of  the  instrument,  or  the  date  of 
record.  He  was  informed  that  it  was  the  date  of  the 
deed.  He  also  remarked  that  in  only  a  few  cases  was  the  name 
of  the  wife  of  the  grantor  gi^-en,  and  wisliod  to  know  if  this  indi- 
cated that  in  the  case  where  it  is  not  given  that  she  did  not  join 
him  in  the  conveyance.  He  was  informed  that  such  was  the 
fact. 

August.   1912. 

The  Adjutant  General  of  New  Jersey  wrote  tliat  the  records 
of  his  office  show  that  Asa  and  James  Woodmancy  weie  both 
privates  in  the  ^fonmouth  County  New  Jersey  Militia  in  the  Kevo- 
lutionaiy  War. 

B}'^  request,  the  Eman\iel  Einstein  Memorial  Library,  at  Pomp- 
ton  Lakes,  was  furnished  with  a  list  of  ahout  twenty  books  and 
pamphlets  containing  information  concerning  the  first  land  pur- 
chases, first  settlements,  bridges,  schools,  etc.,  relating  to  Pomp- 
ton  and  vicinity. 

September,  1912. 

A  correspondent  at  Oakland,  wrote  that  she  had  a  pewter  tea 
.^et  known  to  be  over  one  hundred  years  old;  on  the  bottom  of  the 
sugar  bowl  and  one  other  piece  is  the  coat-of-arms  of  some  colonial 
family  —  an  Indian  with  bow  and  arrow,  and  over  his  head  one 
single  star  and  then  an  uplifted  arm.  She  wished  an  interpreta- 
tion of  this  coat-of-arms. 
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Henry  Wyekoft'  Belknap,  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  wrote  that 
he  was  anxious  to  get  all  the  data  possible  about  the  Belknap  fam- 
ily of  Kew  Jersey.  Samuel  Belknap  was  one  of  the  Signers  of  the 
Cobansee  Compact  at  Pairton,  in  1G97.  Hiram  Belknap  married 
Elizabeth  Hoagland,  and  lived  in  Dover;  his  grandchildren  are 
living,  but  with  no  records  back  of  Hiram. 

Mrs.  Jeanette  Myers,  of  Ridgewood,  was  informed  in  reply 
to  a  query  that  tliere  were  no  relics  of  Hamilton  known  to  exist 
in  the  City  of  Paterson,  which  he  had  so  much  to  do  with 
founding. 

T.  B.  Eldridge,  of  Raleigh,  X.  C,  wrote  for  information  about 
the  Nev,'  Jersey  Eldridges. 

Clift.  A.  Greene,  1613  Tioga  street,  Philadelphia,  wrote  that  he 
Lad  purchased  a  tract  of  land  in  Gloucester  County,  and  in  looking 
over  the  form  of  deed  found  that  the  property  was  bounded  on  one 
side  by  ''Van  Punga  Ann."  lie  wished  to  know  the  meaning  of 
this  expression.  He  was  informed  that  the  name  was  not  IndiaH, 
but  seemed  more  likel}'  to  be  a  Dutch  or  perhaps  a  Swedish  name.

REPORT  OP  THE  LIBRARY   COMMITTEE. 

October   30,  1912. 

The  number  of  visitors  for  the  year  is  4,027,  which  is  about 
one  third  larger  than  the  average  number  for  the  past  ten  years. 

We  received  during  the  year,  by  donation,  1093  volumes,  1245 
pamphlets  and  293  miscellaneous;  by  exchange,  63  volumes  and 
316  pamphlets.  These,  including  the  volumes  purcliased,  make  a 
total  of  1175  volumes,  1561  pamphlets  and  293  miscellaneous;  or,  a 
grand  total  of  3029  items.  The  number  of  volumes  received  during 
the  past  year  is  one  of  the  largest  ever  received  by  the  Society  in  a 
single  year.  It  includes  over  four  hundred  and  twenty  volumes 
presented  ))y  Mrs.  Edmund  1).  Halsey  and  about  one  hundred  vol- 
umes presented  by  Mr.  Edmund  S.  Joy.  Among  other  notable  gifts, 
of  the  year  may  be  mentioned  the  town  book  of  Manstiold  town- 
ship, Builiugton  County.  X.  J.  from  1697  to  1779,  presented  by 
Mr.  Clenujit  B.  Xowbold.  tlirough  the  Hev.  E.  B.  SlockUm;  two 
contemporary  letters  relating  to  Gen.  Peter  Schuyler,  donated  by 
Dr.  Kobeit  Watts;  an  autograph  letter  of  Daniel  Webster,  a  doou- 
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mcnt  signed  by  Pros.  Zachavy  Taylor,  and  other  gifts  presented  in 
memory  of  tiie  late  Charles  11.  Agens,  by  Mrs.  .A gens.  Other  gitfs 
that  may  be  mentioned  came  from  the  following  :  Hon.  George  B. 
AlcCleilan,  an  oil  portrait  of  his  fatlicr,  Gen.  George  B.  McClella:!; 
Miss  Juliette  Scndder  Ryall,  old  miniatures;  Mr.  W.  C.  Shields,  an 
old  print  of  an  aecident  on  the  Camden  &  Amboy  railroad  in  ]l<55; 
Dr.  Wm.  S.  DisbroAv,  a  large  collection  of  New  Jersey  bank  notes; 
Mr.  Charles  J.  Stoudinger,  four  numbers  of  the  New  Jersey  Tele- 
scope, a  forgotten  Newark  newspaper  of  a  hundred  years  ago;  Dr. 
Thomas  Upham  Coe,  a  copy  of  the  Coe  genealogy;  Mrs.  H.  V. 
Messier,  copies  of  the  Messier  genealogy. 

Mrs.  Theron  Y.  Sutphen  presents  to  the  Society  to-day,  through 
the  Woman's  Brr.neh,  a  collection  of  old  time  wearing  apparel, 
jewel  boxes,  etc.  that  once  belonged  to  members  of  tlie  Goble  and 
Andruss  families. 

The  Gardner  collection  of  genealogical  material  relating  prin- 
cipally to  families  of  Northerii  New  Jersey  was  purchased  last 
March  for  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars.  The  collection 
is  indexed  on  cards,  about  30.000  in  number,  which  makes'  it  very 
easy  to  use. 

Some  sectional  bookcases  have  been  placed  in  the  vault  and 
filled,  also  a  steel  vertical  file.  A  steel  stack  for  newspapers  has 
been  ordered.  ^lore  furniture  for  the  vault  is  now  one  of  our  most 
pressing  needs. 

A  list  of  donors  lias  been  prepared  and  v>'ill  be  printed  in  the 
Societv's  Proceedings.

About  one  luiudred  years  ago  there  stood,  in  Waterford 
township,  Gloucester  county,  N.  J.,  by  the  north  side  of  a. 
beautiful  stream  of  water  now  known  as  Clark's  or  CNeil's- 
branch,  a  cabin  built  of  cedar  logs,  squared  and  framed  to- 
gether, m-aking  a  substantial  and  comfortable  dwelling.  It- 
was  covered  with  cedar  bark  for  a  roof,  so  laid  that  it  was? 
impervious  to  rain  and  storm,  and  the  joints  between  the  logs 
were  so  carefully  tilled  with  clay  that  the  wind  and  driving 
snow  were  effectually  kept  out. 

It  was  large  enough  for  two  rooms  and  an  attic,  and  with, 
a  stick  chimney  in  each  end  made  a  living  and  sleeping  apart- 
ment. The  floor  was  of  hard  clay  and  the  windows  were  mere- 
openings  in  The  logs  and  without  glass.  Its  site  was  about 
one  mile  south  of  the  town  of  Waterfoi'd,  and  but  a  short 
distance  from  the  Camden  and  Atlantic  Railroad.  It  stood' 
solitar}^  and  sdone  in  the  grand  old  forest  of  cedar,  oak  and 
pine  thereabouts,  no  habitation  being  within  miles  of  it  when 

j  built,  and  it  so  remained  for  many  years  after. 

!  The   builders   and    first    occupiers    were   three    Germans 

nameil  Sebastian,  Ignatius  and  Xaverius  Woos,  who  left  their 
native  cowiitiy  to  avoid  military  conscrii)tion,  which  was  so 
1yranin\;il  ;•   exeicised   al   that  time.      In   the  depths  of  the 
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forest  they  were  beyoud  the  search  of  those  sent  to  arrest 
them,  yet  preserved  a  means  of  communication  from  home  for 
reasons  that  will  appear  later  on.  They  were  not  entirely 
destitute,  but  brought  with  them  many  articles  which  added 
to  their  comfort  and  convenience.  Near  their  cabin  passed 
one  of  the  Indian  trails,  and  where  it  crossed  the  branch  that 
led  from  the  Delaware  river  toward  the  ocean;  where  trav- 
elled the  natives  and  who  were  there  frequent  visit ojs.  Good 
faith  in  all  their  transactions  soon  established  the  best  of 
feeling  between  them  and  no  fear  of  injury  was  entertained 
.by  these  strangers  from  the  wild  men  of  the  forest. 

This  dwelling,  huml)le  and  unpretentious  as  it  was,  they 
•called  Shane's  Castle,  which  name  remained  as  long  as  one 
log  rested  upon  anotliei",  bringing  with  it  many  interesting 
traditions  out  of  the  long  past.  The  exact  date  of  their  com- 
ing is  not  known,  but  in  1760  they  applied  to  the  Council  of 
.'Proprietors  to  grant  them  title  to  the  land  where  Iheir  habi- 
tation stood  and  which  they  had  selected  for  a  home. 

A  tradition  in  the  family  has  it,  that  Sebastian  had  made 
his  own  one  of  "two  willing  hearts''  before  he  sought  a  home 
in  America,  and  although  the  parents  of  the  pretty  German 
girl  opposed  their  wishes,  yet  she  remained  true  to  her 
promise  to  follow  him  "wheresoever  he  went."  A  secret  cor- 
respondence was  carried  on  through  a  mutual  friend  and  at 
last  she  received  the  weloouu'  tidings  to  venture  across  the  sea 
for  his  house  was  built  and  all  things  in  readiness.  Her 
absence  from  home  was  not  discovered  until  the  ship  had 
sailed  that  carried  her  to  her  lover,  and  all  too  late  to  prevent 
her  seeking  him  in  a  strange  and  foreign  land. 

The  voyage  was  a  long  one,  but  he  faithfully  waited  for 
her  arrival,  and  although  the  vessel  was  far  over  due  yet  he 
believed  her  true  to  her  promise  and  never  despaired  of  her 
-coming.  At  last  the  ship  came  to  Philadelphia,  and  after  the 
joy  of  their  meeting  was  over  she  told  him  that  .she  had  left 
rher  home  penniless,  and  must  be  sold  for  a  term  of  years  to 
pay  her  passage  money,  according  to  the  law  then  in  existence. 
Little  did  lie  heep  this,  for  liis  skill  as  a  hunter  and  as  a 
-collector  of  furs  and  skins  had  furnished  him  with  ample 
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means,  and  soon  the  demand  was  paid  and  the  next  day,  ac- 
cording to  the  riles  of  the  IJoman  Catholic  Church,  she 
promised  to  be  his  companion  for  life. 

In  her  journey  to  their  future  home  she  must  have  been 
strangely  impressed  with  the  stretches  of  primitive  forest  — 
the  long,  narrow  and  tortuous  road,  the  streams  to  be  forded 
and  the  swamps  to  be  crossed  —  the  few  inhabitants  and  the 
strange  costume  and  appearance  of  the  aborigines.  Xaverius 
and  Ignatius,  the  brothers,  were  not  unmindful  of  her  ap- 
proach, and  made  her  welcome  by  their  kind  words,  as  well 
as  by  the  feast  of  good  things  set  before  her.  There  was  no 
scarcity,  for  fish,  flesh  and  fowl  were  in  abundance.  Happy  in 
i  her  marriage  the  surroundings  sooii  became  familiar  and  at- 

I  tractive,  and  she  was  content  with  her  lot  as  cast  in  the  wilds 

I  of  Auierica,  although  far  from  friends  at  home  and  isolated 

f  from  society,  as  but  few  passed  that  way  in  those  early  times. 

1'  About   the  middle  of  the   Eighteenth  century  attempts 

f  were  made  to  utilize  the  bog  ore  so  abundant  in  the  swamps 

I  on  the  eastern  slope  of  New  Jei-sey,  and  to  accomplish  that 

i  end  furnaces  were  erected  at  what  has  since  been  known  as 

t 

Batsto,  Atsion  and  Weymouth.  The  operatives  at  these  forges 
were  generally  foreigners  and  adherents  of  the  Roman  Cath- 
olic CJhurch;  and  true  to  the  instincts  and  traditions  of  the 
sect  missionaries  were  soon  sent  out  to  minister  to  the  spiritual 
wants  of  its  followers  wherever  known  to  be.  To  reach  these 
places  long  and  tedious  journeys  liad  to  be  taken,  which  tested 
the  energy  and  ejulurance  of  these  faithful  men  to  the  great- 
est extent.  On  foot  and  alone  through  miles  of  the  ct^^i*^t  and 
lonely  forests  they  made  their  way,  finding  resting  places  as 
best  they  could  where  night  or  storm  should  overtake  them. 
The  doors  of  Shane's  Castle  were  always  open  to  them  and 
here  those  of  the  same  religious  persuasion  made  them  wel- 
come. Here  for  many  years  religious  service,  according  to  the 
tenets  and  forms  of  the  Clun'ch,  were  had,  and  the  few 
people  living  in  that  region  were  invited  to  hear  the  gospel 
pi-eached. 

Sparse  as  were  tliesc,  theii"  number  was  occasionally  in- 
creased hv  a  Few  natives  who,  without  understanding  a  word 
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that  was  uttei'od,  could  see  in  the  deportment  of  tlie  worship- 
ers the  sincerity  and  reverence  that  moved  them.  They  only 
knew  that  the  worship  of  the  "white  man's  God"  was  unlike 
the  silent  awe  with  which  they  regarded  the  Great  Spirit, 
wliich  was  always  about  them  in  the  mystery  and  grandeur  of 
an  unknown  existence. 

"Being  above  all  beings  !  mighty  one  ! 
Whom  none  can  comprehend  and  none  explore ; 
Who  fill'st  existence  witli  Tliyself  alone, 
Embracing  all  —  supporting  —  ruling  o  'er  — 
Being  whom  we  call  God  —  and  know  no  more  !"" 

On  this  spot  it  may  well  be  said  was  the  i-eligious  faith' 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  first  proclaimed  within  the 
bounds  of  old  Gloucester  county,  and  perhaps  in  West  New 
Jei'se:v. 

A  few  acres  were  cleared  about  the  dwelling,  planted 
with  fruit  trees  aiid  shrubbery.  The  cattle  pastured  in  the 
swamps  and  often  returned  at  night  with  deer  accompanying- 
them  and  were  hei-ded  within  a  strong  enclosure  to  protect 
them  from  the  bears  and  panthers,  which  otherwise  would 
too  often  make  a  feast  off  the  calves  and  yearlings.  The  em- 
ployment of  the  men  was  in  the  cedar  timber,  working  shingles-  ^ 
and  staves  for  the  AVest  India  market.  3 

A  short  distance  from  where  the  house  stood,  but  on  the  j 

op]iosite  side  of  the  stream,  a  grave  yard  was  established,  \ 

whicli  is  still  used  for  that  purpose.  Without  doubt  the  re- 
mains of  the  founders  rest  there,  surrounded  by  many  of 
their  descendants  in  the  direct  and  collateral  line,  as  well  as 
others  who  followed  them  into  the  wilderness  and  settled  near 
b}'.  Many  stones  are  still  standing,  but  are  gradually  falling 
into  decay. 

There  is  nothing  to  show  that  these  German  brothers 
were  soldiers  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  but  it  is  not  too  much 
to  say  that  they  visited  the  Hessian  encampments  ajui  en- 
couraged desertions  fi-om  the  service.  .Speaking  the  same 
tongue  it  was  easy  to  convince  them  that  thcv  were  assistiuir, 
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V  to  conquer  a  people  seeking  to  free  themselves  from  political 

I'  bondage  and  endeavoring  to  establish  a  government  where  all 

i.  men  should  be  equal.     This  appears  in  the  number  of  Hessi- 

I  ans  who  after  the  battles  of  Trenton  and  Red  Bank  deserted 

I  and  settled  in  out  of  the  way  places  —  some  not  many  miles 

I  from  where  these  men  had  made  a  home  for  themselves.   They 

I  erected  cabins  in  the  forest  and  after  the  war  closed  pui-chased 

f  land  and  became  good  citizens.     To  these  men  many  of  the 

I  families  in  that  region  of  country  can  trace  their  lineage. 

So  far  as  known  Ignatius  and  Xaverius  died  single  and  the 

i  two  daughters  of  Sebastian  who  survived  their  parents  be- 

f.  came  the  owners  of  the  estate.  Both  remained  on  the  property, 

[  one  marrying  Harman  Myrose  and  the  other  Eli  Xeild.     The 

I  latter  of  these,  with  her  husband  and  son  and  daughter,  oc- 

I  cupied  the  old  castle  for  many  years  and  only  left  it  when  be- 

I  yond  repair  and  ready  to  tumble  to  the  ground.     Although 

t  part  of  the  estate  remains  as  an  inheritance  to  one  branch  of 

j  •  the  family,  yet  every  vestige  of  the  many  traditions  about  the 

[  old  place  have  passed  into  oblivion,  possibly  never  to  be  re- 

I  vived.     How  great  the  pity  that  so  few  care  to  cherish  such 

I  remembrances,  which  as  the  years  advance,  make  them  the 

[  more  and  more  shadowy  —  until  forgotten.

My  dear  Sir  : — 

I  enclose  herewith  the  copy  of  the  school  census  for  1832 
and  1834  for  Egg  Harbour  Township,  New  Jersey,  about 
which  I  wrote  you  on  the  5tli  inst.  I  am  glad  that  you  think 
it  can  be  used  in  the  Proceedings.  The  original  is  in  book 
form,  and  I  have  copied  it  from  cover  to  cover,  mistakes  and 
all,  exactly  as  I  found  it  I  have  indicated  a  few  things  with 
red  pencil,  and  where  names,  etc.  are  crossed  out,  it  is  so  in 
the  original.  I  found  a  number  of  mistakes  in  the  addition 
of  columns  of  figures,  too.  These  I  have  indicated,  giving  in 
red  pencil  the  correct  sum.  I  have  also  copied  exactly  the 
arrangement  of  the  matter  in  the  book,  which  is  somewhat  ir- 
regular toward  the  end. 

There  is  in  our  family  an  old  account  book  which  belonged 
to  one  Frederick  Steelman  who  kept,  at  wlmt  is  now  Bakers- 
ville,  Atlantic  Co.,  N.  J.,  a  general  store.  The  date  of  the  first 
account  is  1772,  and  the  last  1826.  It  —  the  book  —  was  kept 
first  by  Frederick,  then  by  his  wife,  Sarah,  after  he  died  in 
1778,  tlien,  after  Sarah's  death,  by  the  son  Andrew,  until  he 
was  killed  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  afterward  by  Fred- 
erick's brother.  1  borrowed  the  book  from  the  present  owner, 
and  have  gone  through  it  carefully,  taking  every  name  witli 
the  dates  of  its  fii'st  and  last  appearance  in  the  book,  and  Imve 
arranged  these  naiiu'S  in  alphabetical  order.     There  are  239  of 
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them,  taking  in  most  of  the  Egg  Harboui"  Township  families 
for  that  time.  Then  I  made  a  list  of  interesting,  and  some 
amusing  items,  and  arranged  these  in  elironological  order,  I 
intended  to  lake  each  article  and  give  its  first  date  and  price, 
and  every  charge,  with  date,  afterward,  but  found  that  it 
would  probably  be  more  work  than  it  would  be  worth  when 
finished,  so  gave  that  up.  Would  you  care  to  use  this  paper  in 
the  Procecdi)igs,  and  if  so,  could  you  use  it  at  an  eai-ly  date  ? 
If  so,  and  you  would  cai'e  for  it,  I  might  have  a  page  of  the 
oldest  i)art  photographed.

(Note,  Hereinafter  referred  to  as  ^'W';  S.  T.  R.  stands 
for  ''Southampton  Town  Records".) 


In  the  preface  of  the  book  it  is  written,,  —  ''Warned  by  find- 
ing hard  and  good  genealogical  and  historical  work  made  largely 
unavailable,  or  even  altogether  useless,  by  death,  the  writer  has 
attempted  no  more  than  the  laying  of  foundations  he  could  com- 
plete in  his  lifetime,  and  so  leave  in  such  shape  that  others  could 
build  on  them." 

He  believes  that  he  has  laid  such  foundations  by  providing 
evidence,  that  would  ])ear  the  tests  of  the  courts,  of  our  descent 
from  John  Woodrutl',  1574—1611,  of  Fordwich,  Kent.  England  — 
it  is  his  contribution  to  our  Woodruff  history  (the  Rev.  C.  E.  Wood- 
ruff has  carried  us  on  up  to  1508) ;  —  but  in  his  further  efforts, 
time  serving,  to  better  his  word  by  advancing  the  superstructure 
later-found  information  (see,  for  example.  Note  122)  had  compelled 
correction  even  before  the  book  was  published;  and  now  more  later 
information  compels  more  corrections,  among  which  are  the  follow- 
ing : 

First,  before  the  l)ook  was  published  all  authorities  agreed  that 
the  John  Gosmer  1648  house-lot  (W.  p.  25)  was  on  the  east  side, 
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and  that  the  1657-61  house-lot  described   as  '^ opposite  it",  con-  j 

veyed  by  Gosmer  to  his  stepson  John  Woodruff  (AV.  pp.  8,  15),  was  ;

Second,  as  to  The  Tavo  Sons  John,  in  W.  Note  62,  the  writer  held 
that,  despite  the  coincidence  of  a  1672  deed  reference  to  a  convey- 
ance (not  then  found)  by  the  adopted  son  of  John  Gosmer  to  Isaac 
Halsey  of  "certain  parcells  of  land'',  "witii  a  300  poundes  com- 
monidg",  (evidently  John  Gosmer  inheritance)  on  Sept.  7,  1665  — 
that  is,  at  the  very  time  at  which  the  elder  son  John,  and  Sarah 
his  wife,  were  selling  property  piior  to  emigration  —  the  weight  [ 

of  probability  of  the  Gosmer  adoption  and  licirship  rested  with  the  | 

possessor  of  the  Gosmer  homestead;  and  the  tlien  reputed  Gosmer 
homestead  on  the  cast  side  of  the  street  was  in  possession  of  the 
younger  John.

recorded, 1665  deed.  It  specifically  mentions  the  wife  Sarah  and 
among  the  "certain  parcells  of  land"  the  Gosmer  homestead,  so 
it  was  the  elder  (not  younger)  John  who  possessed  that  homestead, 
and  was  the  adopted  son  and  heir.

A  recess  was  taken  in  which  the  Woman's  Branch  served 
luncheon,  and  a  social  hour  was  enjoyed.

William 
Nelson,  has  been  forced  by  illness  to  be  absent  from  some  of  our 
meetings,  but  his  labors  for  the  Society  have  never  been  remitted, 
and  as  will  appear  from  his  report  he  has  done  as  in  i>ast  years  an 
immense  anu)unt  of  oHicial   work.     That  with  restored  health  and

TWENTY-TIIIKD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CORRES- 
PONDING SECRETARY. 

The  coi'iespondcnce  during  the  past  year  covered  the  usual 
wide  range  of  subjects. 

A  <iu<M'y  was  received  as  to  the  meaning  of  tlie  Indian  word 
"Takonui."  The  Secretary  suggested  to  his  correspondent  tluU  it 
might  be  some  help  to  arrive  at  au  interpretation  if  he  knew  to 
what  language  the  name  bekmged,  or  its  api)ro.\imate  location.  As 
there  are  about  thirtv-six  different  stocks  of  Indian  languages  in 
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America,  wliich  aie  absolutely  different  fiom  each  other,  the 
reasonableness  of  this  suggestion  is  obvious. 

Dr.  Christopher  J.  Colles,  of  New  York  City,  was  given  some 
infonnation  about  Dr.  Ebonezer  Blachley,  of  a  Mornstowu  family, 
who  praetired  at  Paterson  from  1790  until  his  death  in  1810,  and 
who  was  buried  at  Pennington,  New  Jersey.  His  monument  is 
conspifuous  from  the  roadside.  Dr.  Blachley  added  to  his  name 
the  Latin  numerical  adjective.  '"Tertius,"  and  frequently  so  signed 
his  name.  He  had  other  interesting^  and  amusing  characteristics. 
His  residence  in  Paterson  was  on  the  south  side  of  Market  street. 
nearly  opposite  the  present  Market  Street  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church. 

From  I^rofessor  Charles  M.  Andrews  was  received  in  the  form 
of  a  letter  in  pursuance  of  previous  correspondence  on  the  subject  : 

'*I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  to  you  that  I  found  nothing-  in 
the  Public  Ficcord  Office.  London,  throwing-  light  on  New  Jersey 
Colonials  duiing  the  period  1756-1763.  It  is  possible  that  a  search 
of  the  general  military  correspondence  oi-  of  the  New  Jersey 
papers  of  the  period  might  reveal  something,  but  1  had  no  time 
to  go  beyond  the  departmental  j-ecord.  I  did  find  some  interesting 
New  England  rosters,  but  nothing  else.  Is  th.ere  any  reason  to 
suppose  that  lists  of  troops  were  sent  to  England,  and  if  so  by 
whom  ?  If  by  the  Governors  such  lists  should  be  in  their  corres- 
pondence, and  that  is  quite  accessible.  But  I  have  never  seen  such 
lists  of  Colonial  Regiments  except  in  a  few  special  cases.  I  should 
suppose  that  sucli  records  would  have  been  preserved  in  tlie 
colony.  That  was  certainly  true  for  some  of  the  colonies.  I  have 
no  reason  to  suppose  that  such  lists  were  sent  to  England  as  a 
rcgula}-  yiai't  of  the  o!'licial  routine.  At  least  I  cannot  see  why  it 
should  have  been  so." 

It  has  been  a  pleasant  task  during  the  year  to  answer  many 
queries  received  from  local  libraries  throughout  the  State,  evident- 
ly prom]ited  by  seekers  after  information  in  their  various  locali- 
ties, indicating  a  growing  interest  in  the  local  history  of  the 
State. 

In  reply  to  a  query  it  was  stated  that  the  Hoxsey  quarry  in 
Paterson.  which  was  worked  about  forty  years  ago,  was  on  Marion 
street  near  Union  avenue.  It  was  soft  or  disintegrated  trap  rock. 
Dr.  George  F.  Kuntz.  the  eminent  specialist  in  precious  stones. 
once  told  the  writer  that  this  quarry  was  regarded  by  him  as  one 
of  the  most  notable  depositaries  of  semi-precious  stones  in  the 
world.  There  was  quite  a  mound,  Avith  a  depiession  in  the  summit 
showing  that  it  ha«l  been  a  perpendicular  shaft.  Then  thei'e  was 
a  driftway  running  easterly  from  the  side  of  the  hill.  i)robably  one 
hundred  feet  a\\ay  from  this  former  shaft,  it  being  not  over  three 
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or  four  feet  in  diameter.     It  has  evidently  been  the  site  of  some 
attempt  to  mine  copper. 

In  reply  to  queiies  this  sketch  was  fuinishcd  of  Captain 
Adrian  Post,  the  ancestor  of  the  Post  family  in  northern  New 
Jersey.  "'He  was  sent  over  to  this  country  from  Holland  in  IGoO, 
as  the  Superintendent  of  a  Colony  of  twenty  or  more  people,  men, 
women  and  cliildien,  with  farming  implements,  in  the  ship  'New 
Netheila'ids  Foitune, '  which  had  been  purchased  May  18,  1C50, 
by  the  Jonklieer  Hcndrick  van  der  Capellen,  of  Rijssel,  Baron  of 
Essels  and  Ilasselt,  representative  of  the  States  General,  etc.,  etc., 
in  connection  with  four  Amsterdam  merchants.  The  vessel  sailed 
June  oO,  1()50,  but  owing  to  winter  storms  did  not  arrive  in  this 
country  until  December  19th.  Captain  Post  located  his  colony  on 
Statcn  Island,  for  which  Van  der  Capellen  had  obtained  a  patent. 
The  oldest  son  in  each  generation  was  named  Adrian."

Mrs.  \VilIiam  Harmon,  276  East  ■Market  street,  TitVin.  Ohio, 
wrote  for  information  regarding  the  Breese  family  of  Shrewsbury. 
She  AS'as  given  several  references. 

Mrs.  Cliarles  ]\L  Jewett,  518'3  Raymond  avenue.  St.  Louis,  Mo., 
having  inquired  about  the  ancestry  of  James  Hamilton,  of  New 
Jersey,  said  to  be  descended  from  Governor  Andrew  Hamilton,  was 
informed  tiuit  the  will  of  Governor  Andrew  Hamilton  mentions 
only  a  son  John.  Ttiere  was  a  Dr.  Andrew  Hamilton,  who  was 
contemporary  with  Governor  Andrew  Hamilton,  wlio  resided  in 
Edinburgh,  in  1687,  and  died  at  Westminster,  169()-7.  He  had  a 
large  interest  in  East  Josey,  of  wliich  he  v/as  one  of  the  Proprie- 
tors.   In  his  v.ill  ho  mentions  Captain  James  Hamilton. 

James  R.  Roaf,  .18  King  stioet,  W.,  Toronto,  was  referreil  (o 
the  Dennis  (icncalogy  for  information  regardiu'^-  the  descendants 
of  Sanuiel  Dennis,  "who  came  from  Great  Britain  to  Shrewsbury, 
N.  J.,  in  1675,  and  lived  there  to  the  day  of  his  death,  which  was 
the  7  of  June,  172.'^.  72  ycais,  6  months,  leaving  issue  2  sones  &  3 
daughters  by  lus  only  wife  Increase,  who  dei)arted  this  life  28 
years  before  Iiim."  He  was  also  advised  to  consult  Dr.  Stillwell's 
''Historical  and  Genealogical  r^liscellany."' 

A  Newark  corresponilent  wrote  that  while  visiting  recently  at 
"Wanaque,  N.  J.,  "some  of  the  oldest  inhabitanls  told  me  tliat 
George  Washington  had  stopped  over  night  at  what  is  now  Haskel 
while  on  his  way  to  Newburgh ;  and  that  a  number  of  Revolution- 
ary soldiers  were  stationed  at  Post's  Biook,  near  the  'old  Shay 
place.'  Can  you  tdl  me  if  those  stories  are  reliable,  an-l  where  I 
can  net  iiifoi  uiation    ab(n;t  tlie  \Vana(nu'  si-clion  in  tlie  fxevolutit'ii-. 
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ary  times  V  He  was  advised  that  the  stories  of  tlie  ''Oldest  la- 
habitants''  were  inherently  probable,  \Yashington  certainly  did 
pass  through  Ringwood  on  his  way  to  Ramapo  and  the  Hudson 
River,  The  Secretary  thought,  however,  that  from  the  condition 
of  the  road  as  it  Avas  until  the  last  tweutj'  j'ears,  he  should  think 
Washington  would  have  preferred  any  other  road  to  that  by  way 
of  "Wanaque.  He  had  supposed  that;  he  usually  went  by  way  of 
Newfoundland  or  West  ]\Iilford,  or  more  frequently  by  the  Ramapo 
Valley  from  Pompton  and  Oakland.  The  correspondent  was  ad- 
vised to  consult  Baker's  "Itinerary"  for  references  to  Washing- 
ton's movements. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  with  Dr.  John  D.  Prince,  of 
Columbia  University,  and  President  of  the  NeA\  Jersey  Senate, 
regarding  a  paper  by  him  entitled  '"'An  ancient  New  Jersey  Indian 
Jargon,"  and  published  in  the  American  Anthropologist  for  July- 
September,  1912,  in  which  he  printed  with  scrupulous  accuracy,  I 
''The  Indian  Interpreter,"  as  found  in  an  anciejit  manuscript  of  1 
3.684,  in  the  Salem  Records  in  the  otilce  of  the  Secretaiy  of  State.  1 
At  the  request  of  the  Secretary  Dr.  Prince  had  presented  to  the  | 
Society  a  seperate  cop\-  of  this  paper.  It  may  be  added  that  this  I 
ancient  Indian  jargon  was  published  in  the  American  Historical  a 
Record,  July,  1872.  (Vol.  I,  pp.  308-11).  but  Avith  many  errors,  and 
in  the  Secretary's  "Indians  of  New  Jersey,"  published  in  1891, 
pp.  133-139.

From  F.  W,  Hodge,  Ethnologist  in  Charge,  Bureau  of  American 
Ethnology,  Smithsonian  Institution,  Washintgon,  D.  C.  was  re- 
ceived a  request  for  all  the  data  possible  in  relation  to  Indian  re- 
mains in  New  Jersey,  to  be  incorporated  in  a  Handbook  of  Aborig- 
inal Remains  in  the  United  States. 

Edmund  J.  James,  President  of  the  University  of  Illinois, 
Urbana-Champaign,  Illinois,  wrote  for  information  regarding  the 
proposed  erection  of  a  monument  to  the  Jei-sey  Brigade  at  Valley 
Forge,  one  of  bis  ancestors,  Ephiaim  ^Nfartin.  having  been  Colonel 
of  the  Fourth  Regiment  in  the  Jersey  Brigade,  and  was  at  Valley 
Forge  during  the  entile  winter.  Dr.  James  added  that  lie  had 
published  in  the  Pennsylvania  Magazine  of  Histoiy  and  P.lography, 
for  October,  1910.  jtagcs  480  and  following,  a  biographical  sketch 
of  Colonel  Epiiraim  Martin;  in  the  same  maga/.ine  foi-  April.  1912, 
he  had  another  article  of  17  pages,  relating  to  him.  lie  had  collected 
some  additional  information,  and  now  would  like  to  put  this  all 
together  and  publish  it  in  some  New  Jeisey  magazine.  He  was 
invited  to  send  bis  complete  article  to  the  New  Jersey  Historical 
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Society  for  publication  iu  its  Proceedings.  Dr.  Jordan,  Editor  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Magazine,  was  asked  for  permission  to  republish 
the  articles  in  his  magazine,  whicli  he  promptly  and  most  cordially 
agreed  to. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  A.  Ziuimei'man,  of  145  Hawkins  avenue,  Brad- 
dock,  Pennsylvania,  wrote  that  she  was  on  the  hunt  for  some  his- 
torical record  of  Silas  Woolley.  ''said  to  have  been  a.ssociated  with 
General  Washingfon  during  the  campaign  of  the  Revolutionary 
War."  Silas  Woolley  was  her  maternal  grandmother's  uncle;  his 
sister  Anne  married  David  Cooper,  then  employed  as  U.  S.  Govern- 
ment Engineer,  and  lived  somewhere  in  New  Jersey,  at  what  point 
the  family  are  unable  to  locate.  She  was  referred  to  Dr.  John  M. 
Stevenson,  of  Iladdontield,  N.  J.  She  was  informed  that  the 
Coopers  to  Avhom  slie  referred  lived  at  what  is  now  Camden,  N.  J., 
their  ancestor  having  established  a  Ferry  on  the  Delaware  River, 
at  that  point,  which  was  consequently  called  Coopei-'s  Ferry,  until 
about  1765,  when  tiie  name  was  clianged  to  Camden. 

J.  D.  LeBarre  Schoouover,  of  7  West  State  street.  Trenton, 
X.  J.,  wrote  for  infoimation  regarding  the  Schoonmaker  2;enealog-y, 
and  in  reply  Avas  given  a  number  of  references  likely  to  help  him. 

Dr.  C.  E.  Godfrey,  1253  G  street,  S.  E.,  Washington,  1).  C, 
wrote  that  he  had  I'ccently  discovered  the  melody  to  which  the 
''Ode"  was  sung  by  the  young  ladies  of  Trenton  when  AVashington 
was  received  there  in  April.  1789.  Tliis  article  was  to  be  published 
on  Sunday,  December  29,  in  the  Newark  Call,  Trenton  Advertiser 
and  in  one  of  the  New  York  and  Philadelphia  papers.  As  a  result 
of  his  researches,  he  found  a  statement  in  tlie  New  Jersey  Journal, 
published  at  Elizabetlitown,  announcing'  the  reception  of  Washing- 
ton, at  Trenton,  and  that  the  Ode  in  question  was  sung  to  tlie  tune 
of  ''See  the  Conquerinu'  Hero  Comes,"  composed  by  Handel,  in 
1754. 

In  answer  to  various  correspondence  the  Secretary  wrote  that 
he  had  made  diligent  iuquiiy  duiing  many  years  past  to  find  por- 
traits of  Governor  Andrew  Hamilton,  of  New  Jersey,  in  the 
closing:  years  of  tlie  seventeenth  century,  and  of  John  Hamilton, 
Acting-  Governor  of  New  Jersey-,  early  iu  the  eighteenth  century, 
but  had  been  unable  to  discovei-  the  existence  of  any  such  portraits 
anywhere  in  America. 


January,  1913. 

Some  correspondence  was  had  relative  to  the  whereabouts  of 
the  Diary  of  John  Fell,  Member  of  Coui^ress  from  New  Jersey,  who 
was  captui'ed  by  the  P>ritish  in  1780,  and  imprisoned  on  f.ong-  Is- 
land, the  diary  being  the  narrative  of  his  exporiencos  during-  his 
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confinement.    Tliis  diary  was  sold  at  the  auction  sale  of  the  MSS. 
of  the  late  Gen.  Shyker,  in  the  early  summer  of  191;;. 

From  Uv.  John  Xeafie,  164  AVest  9(ith  street,  has  been  received 
copies  of  tombstone  inscriptions  from  the  old  burial  [dace  of  the 
Van  Buskirks,  at  Saddle  River,  adjoining;'  the  property  of  P.  Kern. 

Mrs.  Fiank  Thayer,  Woodland  avenue,  Ridge vvood.  X.  J.,  was, 
at  her  request,  furnished  Avith  some  data  relative  lo  liistoric 
houses  of  New  Jersey,  especially  in  northern  NtAv  Joisey. 

Professor  Edvvai'd  Raymond  Turner,  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  wrote  that  he  Avas  attempting  to  write  an  cxiiaustive 
account  of  Woman's  Suffiage  in  New  Jersey,  177G-1807.  He  had 
made  what  he  believed  to  be  a  complete  investigation  oi  the  orig- 
inal sources  bearing  upon  this  subject,  with  the  exception  of  the 
Friends'  records,  and  he  desired  to  know  who  propably  had  in  his 
possession  any  Avritings  of  Joseph  Cooper,  of  West  Jersey,  Avho  Avas 
a  member  of  the  Legislature  in  1790,  Avhen  the  election  law  Avas 
made  to  include  Avomen.  He  is  said  to  have  brought  that  change 
about.  He  also  desired  to  kuoAv  the  location  of  the  more  important 
collections  of  Fiicnds'  records  of  Nevr  Jersey.  Ho  was  referretl 
to  Dr.  John  M.  Stevenson,  of  Haddonfield,  for  information  about 
Jose]-)h  Cooper,  and  to  Miss  Elizabetli  M.  Sattertlnvaite,  of  Tren- 
ton, for  details  of  the  Friends'  records  in  Ncav  Jersey. 

AndreAv  Scarlett,  of  Newark,  was  given  some  infoiination 
about  High  Mountain,  near  Paterson,  the  highest  i.iealc  in  the 
Second  ^Mountain.  Avliicli  tlie  Ajtpalachian  Club  Avas  to  visit  on 
February  12. 

An  extremely  interesting  sei'ics  of  miniatures  and  a  ]5o;{r:ut 
recently  presented  to  the  Society  by  Miss  Juliet  Scuddei  Ryall.  of 
Swarthmore,  Pennsylvania.  Avere  thus  described  by  her  :

Mrs.  Frank  Thayer.  Woodland  avenue.  RidgcAvottd.  N.  J.,  Avas 
furnished  Avitli  the  folUiv.-ing  uienioranda  relative  to  "Historic 
Houses  of  NcAV  Jersey  :" 

Among  the  "Historic  Tlouses*'  in  this  vicinity  are  : 

**1.  The  Dey  house,  at  LoAver  Preakness.  This  was  oecui)ied 
by  Washington  as  his  head  (juarters.  durii\g  the  months  o\'  Octolier 
and  November,  178U,  Aviiile  the  American  army  encaui[H'd  along  the 
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Passaic  Kivor  from  Wagaraw  to  Little  Falls.  I  wrote  some  account 
of  this  for  the  Magazine  of  American  History,  published  at  New 
York,  in  August,  1879,  and  gave  a  map  showing  the  location  of  the 
several  divisious  of  the  American  army.  The  Marquis  de  Chastel- 
lux,  of  the  French  Aimy,  visited  Washington  at  th.at  iiouse  and 
gives  a  charming  description  of  the  General,  and  of  his  surround- 
ings. 

''2.  I  should  think  a  visit  to  Ringwood,  and  a  talk  with 
Miss  Hewitt,  would  gi\e  you  an  abundance  of  material,  writing  up 
the  old  water  wheel  and  possibly  some  remains  of  old  buildingsr 

''3.  The  Washington  Headquarters,  at  Moiiistown,  of  course 
you  have  visited. 

''4.  Mr.  Warren  R.  Dix  has  very  successfully  restored  an 
ancient  mansion.pf  Colonial  times. 

"5.  Liberty  Hall,  the  residence  of  Governor  William  Liv- 
ingston, during  tlic  stormy  times  of  the  Kevolution.  it  is  described 
in  Sedgewick's  "Life  of  Livingston,''  and  in  Hatfield's  History  of 
Eliza))eth. 

''().  At  Moriistown  there  is  another  of  Washington's  Head- 
quarters, now  turned  into  a  tavern.  This  has  been  described  by 
Philip  A.  Holl'mann  in  a  pamphlet  published  by  him,  a  few  years 
ago.  Mr.  HotTmann  is  still  living,  and  would  take  great  pleasure 
in  showing  you  this  tavern  and  Washington  Headquarters.  i 

''7.     Theodore  N.  Vail,  President  of  the  xVraerican  Telephone  ' 

Company,  pujchased,  last  summer,  at  Morristown,  the  former 
residence  of  liis  father.  Alfred  Vail,  Avho  constructed  the  first  tele- 
graph wire  for  S.  F.  V.  Moise  —  the  forerunner  of  the  telegraph 
system  of  the  world.  I  think  this  house  will  have  some  histoiic- 
intci-est.  The  place  where  the  telegraph  was  ei'ected.  I  think,  was 
at  S])eedwcll,  rear  Morristown."  \

From  A.  Y.  D.  Honeyman,  of  Plainfield,  has  been  received  a 
copy  of  a  charge  by  Judge  William  Paterson  to  a  U.  8.  Grand  Jury, 
but  without  any  indication  as  to  when  or  where  such  charge  v.-as 
delivered. 

The  Rev.  J:  W.  Pres])y,  of  Stafford.  New  York,  wrote  that  he 
liad  prepared  a  book  on  "The  Tnlluence  of  New  Jersey  in  the 
Fornuitiou  of  the  Federal  Constitution,''  and  desired  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Society  in  publishing  t!u^  same.  "There  aie  about  9200 
"vvords  in  the  nianuscript  iiudndiug  the  Pibliogranhy. " 

At  the  reciuest  of  Mrs.  ]\.  St.  Claire  Snyder,  1(517  Second 
street,  N.  W.,  Watertown,  S.  D..  she  was  fui-nishcd  witli  a  copy 
of  the  stateiiuMil  :iiving  tlu'  O'lcestry  of  Garret  A.  Hubart,  published 
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ill  the  Pioccedin-s  of  tlie  New  Jersey  Historical  Societj-.  TliirJ 
Series,  1809,  Vohinie  IJ]..  jiaj^e  131.  She  was  particuLarly  anxious  to 
c;ot  the  record  of  yir.  ]iobart's  jjreat-.urandfather,  William  Hobart, 
who  served  in  the  iUn-olutiou  as  a  soldier  from  New  Hampshire,  and 
afterwards  migrated  to  Ohio,  where  he  died  at  Nelson,  near  Canton. 
She  subsequently  Avrote,  February  18,  acknowledging  the  receipt 
of  t])is  information.  She  was  tracing  a  line  through  John  Hobart, 
who  was  born  in  1832,  son  of  Roswell  Hobart,  a  son  of  William 
Hobart,  soldiei". 

J.  Franklin  Jameson,  Secretary  of  the  Carnegie  Institution, 
wrote  asking  foi-  definite  and  authoritative  information  as  to  the 
exact  relationship  between  Sii-  George  Carteret  and  Pliilip  Carteret, 
the  first  Governor  of  New  Jersey.  In  reply  he  was  infoimod  that 
a  careful  examination  of  the  usual  Peerage  books  failed  to  give 
the  information  desiied.  Collin's  Peerage,  published  in  1735,  is 
especially  full  of  infoimation  about  the  Carterets,  and  traces 
minutely  the  ancestry  of  Sir  iGeorge  Carteret,  but  gives  no  par- 
ticulars regarding  PJiilijj  Carteret  of  New  Jersey.  However  in 
the  ]*roceedings  of  tlie  New  Jersey  Historical  Society,  Second 
Series,  "\'olume  I.,  18G7,  page  31,  a  Carteret  pedigree  is  quite 
clearly  and  minutely  liaced  back  to  1500,  and  the  ancestry  of  Philip 
Carteret  is  clearly  shown,  from  all  of  Avliich  it  appears  that  Sir 
Geo!-ge  Carteret,  Propiietor  of  New  Jersey,  and  Philip  Carteret, 
Governor  of  New  Jersey,  were  fourtli  cousins. 

Mrs.  Charles  A.  Christian,  30  Prospect  Street,  East  Orange, 
wrote  that  J.  Edwaid  ]\rarsh.  of  Rahway,  had  collected  a  large 
quantity  of  tombstone  inscriptions  in  liis  vicinity,  particularly 
from  out  of  tlie  Avay  family  burying  grounds,  and  slie  thought  it 
was  very   desirable  tliat  this   Society   should  secui'e   Mr.   Marsh's  I 

collections.     Mr   JMarsh  was  written  to  and  asked  that  if  lie.  after  i 

the  years  that  he  had  devoted  to  this  object,  felt  unwilling  to  part  j 

Avitli  his  ownershi]-)  of  his  accumulations,  would  he  not  be  willing  j 

at  least  to  deposit  th.em  with  the  Historical  Society. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  inquiring  as  to  the  methods  taken  during 
the  Revolution  in  New  Jersey  for  confiscating  the  lands  of  the 
Tories,  the  following  letter  was  sent  : 

"Replying  to  your  query  as  to  tlie  methods  taken  duiina'  the 
Revolution  in  Ncav  Jersey  for  contiscating  the  lands  of  the  Tories, 
the  procedure  was  like  this  :  Under  the  statutes  it  is  made  unlawful 
for  i)ersons  to  take  up  arms  against  New  Jersey;  it  is  unlawful  for 
them  to  enter  and  remain  within  the  lines  of  the  enemy;  it  is  un- 
lawful for  them  to  give  active  aid  and  comfort  to  the  enemy.  For 
any  one  of  these  on'eiices  they  were  liable  to  be  indicted  after  six 
months'  publi«^hed  notice  that  either  of  these  offences  was  charged 
against  them.     After  the  lapse  of  the  six  months  embraced  in  the 
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notice  they  could  be  imlicted  in  any  county  wlicre  tliey  resided  or  j 

wiioro  they  had  real  or  peri>onal  property.  Thus  jier.^ons  owninLj- 
property  in  Kssex,  ]\Ionis,  Sussex,  Hunterdon  or  Middlesex,  could  ' 

be  indicted  in  each  of  these  counties,    Fi'e(iuently  indictments  were  j 

found  in  several  counties  against  the  same  persons.     Haviu<:  been  ' 

indicted  by  the  GraJid  Juiy  of  the  county  in  which  they  owned  leal  ; 

or  personal  pioperty,  they  were  tried  in  these  counties  and  upon  i 

conviction  their  property  was  declaicd  forfeited  to  the  State  and  1 

was  then  imme»liately  taken  possession  of  by  the  Commissioneis 
of  Forfeited  Estates  for  the  respective  counties.    Tliere  were  three  ' 

of  such  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Legislature  for  eacli 
county  in  tlie  State.  Tliese  Commissioners  advertised  the  property 
in  some  nev.-spaper  circulating  in  the  county  in  wliich  the  property 
is  fouiul,  and  after  due  advertisement  the  propei'ty  was  sold  at 
public  sale  and  deeds  were  given  to  the  purchasers,  the  proceeds 
of  sale  being-  turned  into  the  treasury  of  the  Stale.  The  State, 
however,  realized  but  tlie  merest  trities  from  the  forced  sales.  There 
was  always  a  question  as  to  just  what  title  was  conveyed,  and  there 
were  other  considerations  Avhich  restrained  men  from  buying  the 
property  of  their  former  neigbbors.  However,  a  large  number  of 
estates  did  pass  into  the  hands  of  the  buyers.  Stevens  Point  at 
Hoboken,  for  example,  was  owned  by  William  Bayard;  he  took 
refuge  within  the  lines  of  the  enemy  and  his  property  was  sold 
and  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Stevens  family,  about  1782. 

'*ln  many  cases  I  have  no  doubt  the  law  for  the  forfeiture  of 
estates  was  evaded  by  a  transfer  of  such  estates  to  friendly  hands 
before  the  decree  of  forfeiture  could  be  made.    1  have  in  mind  the  i 

title  of  a  considerable  tract  of  fifteen  or  twenty  acres  or  more  not  '. 

far  from  the  Erie  Railroad  station  in  Newark.  A  study  of  the 
title  to  this  jirojierty  and  the  sourronnding  circumstances  all  lead 
one  to  infer  that  the  property  was  conveyed  by  tiie  owner  for  the 
purpose  of  evading  t!ic  consequences  of  the  forfeiture  acts  and  thai 
it  Avas  held  prnctically  in  trust  until  after  the  war,  and  then  was  j 

reconveyed   to  the  family  of  the  former  owner  who  liad   been   a  | 

Tory  during  the  Revolution.  I 

"l  had  at  one  time  a  copy  of  a  printed  Case  in  Chancery  relat-  ' 

ing  to  a  tract  of  land  in  Gloucester,  wliere  it  was  evident  that  a 
similar  attempt  had  been  made  to  get  around  the  forfeiture  acts, 
but  by  a  diflVient  metiiod.  i 

''The  jirolil  to  tiie  State  of  these  sales  of  the  forfeited  lantls 
was  so  small  thai  it  has  often  provoked  the  querv.  'Was  it  worib 
while  ?• 

"As  I  have  noted  above  the  ]ien;ilty  of  ft^rfciture  was  only 
incurred  in  ca^e  of  nciive  and  actuiil  sidiui;   with   the  enemv.     A

man  could  think  as  he  pleased,  hut  it'  he  committed  no  overt  act 
he  was  not  liable  under  the  statute. 

Many  eminent  citizens  weie  sus])ected  of  Toryism  and  in  fact 
did  not  conceal  their  dissent  from  tlie  active  measures  adopted  by 
the  Revolutionary  patiiols.  They  were  known  to  symjiathize  with 
the  enemy,  but  as  they  did  not  give  active  aid  and  comfort  to  the 
enemy,  did  not  take  refuse  within  the  enemy's  lines,  and  did  not 
bear  arms  against  the  State,  they  were  allowed  to  go  unmolested 
excejit  on  occasion  they  might  be  lodged  in  the  Monistown  jail  or 
some  other  jail  for  a  brief  detention. 

"Altogether  these  laws  were  very  mild  and  were  fully  justified 
by  the  laws  of  nations  as  well  as  by  the  laws  of  common  sense  and 
self  ))!otection. 

"No  Tory  who  reuiained  at  home  was  or  could  be  proceeded 
against  under  the  statute.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  many  such 
quiescent  Tories  v.'lu)  wl'tis  notoriously  in  symjiatliy  with  the  enemy  1

The  comparatively  larue  increase  in  the  number  of  our  readei-s 
and  visitors,  which  Avas  noted  last  year,  has  continued  throughout 
the  present  year.  The  nund^er  for  this  year  is  3,820.  As  usual, 
hundreds  of  letters  have  been  received  and  answered. 

Four  steel  roller  cases  for  newspapers,  four  steel  bookcases 
and  a  closed  steel  case  for  some  of  our  most  valuable  possessions 
have  been  purchased  and  placed  in  the  new  tlrcproof  vault.  A  light 
and  indexing-  of  tlie  material  tliat  we  are  tlius  safe  guarding  is  one 
of  the  matters  th.at  we  should  consider  soon. 

Our  collection  of  New  Jersey  maps  and  atlases  has  probably 

received  a  largei-  number  of  additions  this  year  than  ever  before, 

as  has  been  shown  by  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  Woman's 

Branch.    The  work  of  copying  the  inscriptions  in  the  old  burying- 

grounds  of  tlie  State,  begun  many  years  ago,  by  Miss  Quinby,  has  \ 

been  continued  and  two  volumes  of  inscriptions  are  presented  to-  j 

day,  in  aeordanee  with  tlie  custom  of  other  years.

Mr.   William    B.    Kinney,    of   this   city,    luis   presented    to    us  j 

several  bound  files  of  the  Newark  Daily  Advertiser  and  tlie  Sentinel  j 

of  Freedom    from   1833   to   1892;   the  period   durina    which    those  | 

papers   were   controlled   by   his   grandfather.   William    P..   Kinney,  \ 

and  Iiis  fathei-,  Tliomas  T.  Kinney.     The  newspaper  files  presented  ' 

by  ISlr.  Kinney  included  216  bound  volumes,  and  are  one  of  the 

most    important    acquisitions   received   by   the    Society    for   many 

years.    We  nov,'  have  a  practically  complete  file  of  the  Sentinel  of 

Freedom  foi-  one  liundred  years,  beginning  with  the  year  1796.  the 

date  of  its  establishment,  and  ending  with  the  year  1895.    We  also 

have  a  complete  file  of  the  Newark  Daily  Advertiser,  the  first  daily 

T>aper  pi-inted  in  New  Jersey,  from  its  establishment   in  18:52  to 

1900  when  tlie  name  of  the  paper  was  changed.     Only  a  few  issues 

are  missing  in  this  set.    Tliese  are  the  only  New  Jersey  newspaper 

files  we  have  that  cover  a  long  period  of  time  and  are  praciically 

complete.     We  hope  that   any   member  of  the   Society   who   may 

know  of  any  file  of  New  Jersey  newspapers,  that  is  to  be  disposed 

of.  will  not  fail  to  acquaint  us  with  the   t\\ct ;  as  newspaper  files 

from  dilTereut  parts  of  the  State  are  very  desirable  for  us. 
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As  the  ranks  of  veterans  of  the  Grand  Aimy  of  the  Kepublic 
become  thinner,  bome  of  the  Posts  are  disbanding;-  or  uniting-  with 
others,  and  are  offering  the  portraits,  books  and  vaiious  relics  that 
they  have  preserved  to  this  Society. 

Phil  Kearney  Post,  No.  1,  presents  to  us  today  a  small  cannon, 
said  to  have  been  nsed  during  the  Revolution,  a  star  from  the 
flag  that  floated  over  Richmond  on  the  day  of  General  Lee's  sur- 
render, and  a  consideral)le  number  of  portraits  and  other  memen- 
toes. We  have  received  from  the  Admiral  Boggs  Naval  Veteran 
Association  a  very  liandsome  and  valuable  i)ortrait  of  Rear-Ad- 
miral Charles  Stuart  Boggs.  togetlier  with  a  portrait  of  Admiral 
Sampson,  Avho  was  at  one  time  a  citizen  of  New  Jersey' ;  and  also 
otlier  portraits.  Another  Post  has  offered  to  us  a  large  collection 
of  photographs  of  members  of  the  Stli  N.  J.  Regiment,  taken  in 
uniform  durinu'  tlie  war.
